To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

The  result  of  the  joint  action  and  labors  of  the  respective 
trustees  of  the  estates  of  Walter  L..  Newberry  and  John 
Crerar  was  the  draft  and  subsequent  enactment  of  a  bill  by  the 
legislature  of  Illinois,  entitled  **  An  act  to  encourage  and  promote 
the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and 
towns  in  this  state.  Approved  June  17,  1891,"  under  which  law 
this  corporation  is  organized. 

The  directors  specifically  named  in  the  will  of  Mr.  Crerar 
were  first  assembled  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Marshall  Field  on  the 
twenty-third  day  of  November,  1894,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Estate  of  John  Crerar.  A  report  was  made  by  the  Trustees 
to  the  Directors,  and  action  was  taken  thereupon  at  the  meeting, 
resulting  in  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
held  January  2,  1895,  ^^  which  a  complete  organization  was 
effected. 

The  work  of  the  first  year  of  the  library  has  been  one  of 
organization,  and  the  consideration  of  different  plans  involving 
the  character  and  scope  of  the  library,  the  creation  of  by-laws, 
and  the  election  of  officers  and  committees.  It  has  been  deter- 
mined as  the  permanent  financial  policy  of  the  library  that  its 
annual  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  the  annual  income  and  the 
accumulation  thereof,  and  that  such  policy  can  be  changed  only 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  has  also  been  determined  that  the  library  shall  be  a  free 
reference  library  and  a  library  of  science,  containing  books 
which  may  be  classed  under  the  heads  of  popular  science, 
practical  science,  and  applied  science,  and,  at  the  outset,  sup- 
plied with  a  collection  of  reference  books  essential  to  all 
libraries,  such  as  encyclopaedias,  dictionaries,  atlases,  charts, 
bibliographical  works,  catalogues,  histories,  and  the  English 
classics,  and  that  there  be  departments  of  social  science,  archi-

tecture,  civil  and  mechanical  engineering,  and  astronomy.  The 
policy  of  the  library  is  to  limit  the  number  of  departments  to 
such  as  can  be  fully  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  resources 
of  the  corporation. 

The  sixth  story  of  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Washington 
Street  and  Wabash  Avenue  has  been  rented  for  a  period  of  five 
years  as  temporary  quarters  for  the  library,  and  has  been 
arranged  and  adapted  to  its  uses. 

The  financial  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  and  the  determina- 
tion to  create  a  reference  library  of  science  have  received  general 
commendation  and  approval  from  the  press  and  from  the  public. 

Mr.  Clement  Walker  Andrews  was,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
March,  1895,  appointed  librarian,  to  enter  upon  his  duties  the 
1st  of  September. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  upon  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  its  work  is  herewith  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

At  the  request  of  this  Board,  a  conference  was  suggested 
with  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  the  Newberry  Library,  and 
this  library,  to  consider  the  question  of  policies  to  be  adopted  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  unnecessary  duplication  in  the  purchase 
of  books  in  the  libraries  named.  Committees  have  now  been 
appointed  by  the  respective  libraries,  and  as  soon  as  practicable 
an  early  arrangement  will  be -made  for  the  proposed  conference. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  library  will  be  shown  fully  in 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  submitted  as  a  part  of  this 
report. 

By  the  action  of  the  Board,  the  moneys  and  securities  be- 
queathed to  the  library  as  the  residuary  legatee  of  the  estate  of 
John  Crerar  were  turned  over  to  the  corporation  in  May  last  by 
the  Trustees,  and  accepted,  with  the  exception  of  such  as  it  was 
deemed  expedient  to  leave  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  to  be 
subject  to  the  order  and  discretion  of  the  Board. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  year 
has  remained  as  designated  by  Mr.  Crerar  in  his  last  will  and 
testament.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen:  The  report  of  the  Librarian  on  the  work  of  the 
library  during  the  past  year  and  on  its  condition  at  the  present 
time  necessarily  will  be  brief.  At  the  time  of  my  election  as 
librarian,  on  March  23d,  it  was  understood  that  the  duties  of  the 
office  would  be  undertaken  on  September  ist.  With  the  consent 
of  the  Directors,  however,  some  six  weeks  during  the  spring  and 
summer  were  employed  usefully  in  making  two  visits  to  Chicago, 
and  a  series  of  visits  to  the  leading  Eastern  libraries;  and  a  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  library  was  presented  to  the  Directors 
under  date  of  July  9th.  From  September  ist,  the  full  time  of 
the  librarian  has  been  given  to  the  work,  except  as  prevented  by 
illness.  Before  leaving  Boston,  the  copying  of  the  order-lists  of 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  which  had  been 
begun  in  June,  was  completed,  and  many  omissions  in  them  filled 
by  a  careful  comparison  with  the  card  catalogue  of  the  institute 
libraries.  Since  work  in  the  temporary  quarters  has  been  pos- 
sible, these  lists  have  been  again  extended,  after  consultation  by 
the  Librarian  and  Assistant  Librarian  of  the  most  available 
authorities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  first  list,  containing  the  reference 
books,  can  be  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Books  at  an  early 
date. 

The  Committee  on  Administration  having  decided  that  the 
accession-book  of  the  library  should  not  be  opened  until  1896, 
as  yet  no  books  have  been  formally  entered  as  the  property  of 
the  library.  There  are,  however,  some  two  hundred  volumes, 
besides  Mr.  Crerar's  personal  library,  awaiting  entry.  Many  of 
these  have  been  received  by  gift,  showing  an  interest  in  the 
library,  on  the  part  of  citizens  of  Chicago  and  of  other  cities, 
which  promises  well  for  its  future. 

Considerable  time  has  been  given  to  the  consideration  of  the 
plans  for  temporary  quarters,  and  to  the  supervision  of  the  work 
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on  them.  This  has  been  delayed  beyond  expectation,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  another  month  will  see  all  done  that  needs  to  be  done 
before  final  preparations  tor  opening  to  the  public  are  begun. 
The  room  which  is  intended  to  be  used  as  a  cloak-room  has  been 
fitted  up  as  a  temporary  office,  and  from  December  7th  the 
office-work  of  the  library  has  been  carried  on  there. 

In  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  Administration,  many 
details  of  the  library  service  have  been  determined  and  reported 
to  the  Board  for  approval,  and  provision  has  been  made  for  such 
positions  on  the  staff  as  should  be  filled  in  the  near  future. 
Pending  the  choice  of  a  chief  cataloguer,  the  selection  of  his 
assistants  has  not  been  undertaken,  except  so  far  as  absolutely 
necessary.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  held  July 
1 6th,  Mr.  Anderson  H.  Hopkins,  then  first  assistant  in  the  library 
of  the  University  of  Michigan,  was  appointed  assistant  librarian, 
and  entered  on  his  duties  on  October  1st.  On  December  ist, 
the  staff  was  increased  to  the  present  number  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  Editha  C.  Phelps  as  order  clerk.  This  force  is  as 
large  as  can  work  to  advantage  in  the  present  restricted  quarters, 
but  it  should  be  increased  as  soon  as  more  room  is  available.

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RECORD  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

An  Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of 
free  public  libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  of 
THIS  State. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
represefited  in  the  General  Assembly:  That  whenever  property, 
real  or  personal,  has  heretofore  been  or  shall  be  devised  or 
bequeathed  by  last  will  and  testament,  or  granted,  conveyed,  or 
donated  by  deed  or  other  instrument,  to  trustees,  to  be  applied 
by  them  to  the  foundation  and  establishment  in  any  of  the  cities, 
villages,  and  towns  of  this  State  of  a  free  public  library,  it  shall 
be  lawful,  when  not  otherwise  provided  in  said  will  or  other 
instrument  of  gift,  for  the  acting  trustees  in  any  such  case,  in 
order  to  promote  the  better  establishment,  maintenance,  and 
management  of  such  library,  to  cause  to  be  formed  a  corporation 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  with  the  rights,  powers,  and 
privileges  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  2.  Such  acting  trustees  may  make,  sign,  and  acknowl- 
edge before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of 
deeds  in  this  state,  and  file  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  a 
statement  in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  intent  of  such 
trustees  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  Act;  a  copy  of  the  will 
or  other  instrument  by  which  endowment  of  said  library  has  been 
provided;  the  name  adopted  for  the  proposed  corporation 
(which  shall  not  be  the  name  of  any  other  corporation  already 
existing);  the  city,  village,  or  town  in  which  the  library  and  the 
principal  place  of  business  of  the  corporation  will  be  located; 
the  number  of  managers  who  may  be  denominated  trustees,  man- 
agers, or  directors  of  the  corporation,  and  the  names  of  the  trus- 
tees, managers,  or  directors  who  are  to  constitute  the  original 
board  of  such  officers,  and  who  shall  hold  until  their  successors 
respectively  are  elected  and  qualified  as  in  this  Act  provided. 
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Section  3.  Upon  the  filing  in  his  office  of  such  a  statement  as 
aforesaid,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  issue  to  the  incorporators, 
under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state,  a  certificate,  of  which  the  afore- 
said statement  shall  be  a  part,  declaring  that  the  organization  of 
the  corporation  is  perfected.  The  incorporators  shall  thereupon 
cause  such  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  a  proper  record-book  for 
the  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the  county 
in  which  the  said  library  is  to  be  located;  and  thereupon  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  deemed  fully  organized,  and  may  proceed  to 
carry  out  its  corporate  purposes,  and  may  receive  by  conveyance 
from  the  trustees  under  said  will,  deed,  or  other  instrument  of 
donation,  the  property  provided  by  will  or  otherwise  as  aforesaid 
for  the  endowment  of  said  library,  and  may  hold  the  same  in 
whatever  form  it  may  have  been  received  or  conveyed  by  said 
trustees  until  such  form  shall  be  changed  by  the  action  of  the 
said  corporation. 

Section  4.  Organizations  formed  under  this  Act  shall  be 
bodies  corporate  and  politic,  to  be  known  under  the  names  stated 
in  the  respective  certificates  or  articles  of  incorporation,  and  by 
such  corporate  names  they  shall  have  and  possess  the  ordinary 
rights  and  incidents  of  corporations,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking, 
holding,  and  disposing  of  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  pur- 
poses of  their  organization.  The  provisions  of  any  will,  deed,  or 
other  instrument  by  which  endowment  is  given  to  said  library  and 
accepted  by  said  trustees,  managers,  or  directors  shall,  as  to  such 
endowment,  be  a  part  of  the  organic  and  fundamental  law  of  such 
corporation.  The  trustees,  managers,  or  directors  of  any  such 
corporation  shall  compose  its  members,  and  shall  not  be  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  in  number;  shall  elect  the  offi- 
cers of  the  corporation  from  their  number,  and  shall  have  control 
and  management  of  its  affairs  and  property;  may  accept  dona- 
tions, and  in  their  discretion  hold  the  same  in  the  form  in  which 
they  are  given,  for  all  purposes  of  science,  literature,  and  art 
germane  to  the  object  and  purpose  of  said  corporation.  They 
may  fill  by  election,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  chief  justice 
for  the  time  being,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  vacancies 
occurring  in  their  own  number  by  death,  incapacity,  retirement, 
or  otherwise,  and  may  make  lawful  by-laws  for  the  management 
of  the  corporation  and  of  the  library,  which  by-laws  shall  set  forth

what  officers  there  shall  be  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  define 
and  prescribe  their  respective  duties.  They  may  appoint  and 
.  employ,  from  time  to  time,  such  agents  and  employees  as  they 
deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  administration  and  conduct  of 
the  library,  and  other  affairs  of  the  corporation.  Whenever  any 
trustee,  manager,  or  director  shall  be  elected  to  fill  any  vacancy, 
a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  giving  the  name  of 
the  person  elected,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  recorder  of 
deeds  where  the  articles  of  incorporation  are  recorded.  When- 
ever, by  the  provisions  of  such  will,  deed,  or  other  instrument  by 
which  endowment  is  created,  the  institution  endowed  is  declared 
to  be  and  is  free  and  public,  the  library  and  other  property  of 
such  corporation  shall  be  forever  exempt  from  taxation. 

The  trustees,  managers,  or  directors  of  such  corporation  shall, 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  cause  to  be  made  a  report 
to  the  governor  of  the  state,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  day 
of  December  preceding,  of  the  condition  of  the  library  and  of 
the  funds  and  other  property  of  the  corporation,  showing  the 
assets  and  investments  of  such  corporation  in  detail.

Norman  Williams  and  Huntington  W.  Jackson,  the  acting  trus- 
tees under  the  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Crerar,  deceased, 
which  was  admitted  to  probate  in  the  Probate  Court  of  Cook 
County,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  on  the  14th  day  of  November, 
A.D.  1889,  hereby  make  the  following  statement,  to-wit: 

First:  That  it  is  the  intent  of  the  said  Norman  Williams  and 
Huntington  W.  Jackson,  trustees  as  aforesaid  under  the  said  last 
will  and  testament,  to  form,  under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  cities,  villages, 
and  towns  in  this  state,"  approved  June  17,  A.D.  1891,  in  force 
July  I,  A.D.  1 89 1,  a  corporation  to  receive  by  conveyance  from 
the  said  trustees  under  the  said  last  will  and  testament  the  prop- 
erty held  in  trust,  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  last  will  and  testa- 
ment of  the  said  John  Crerar,  deceased,  and  in  said  last  will  and 
testament  given,  devised,  and  bequeathed  for  the  erection,  creation. 
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and  maintenance,  and  endowment  of  a  free  public  library,  to  be 
called  **  The  John  Crerar  Library,*'  to  be  located  in  that  portion 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  known  as  "The  South  Division," 
said  corporation  being  formed  to  promote  the  better  establish-* 
ment,  maintenance,  and  management  of  said  library,  and  to  hold, 
administer,  and  manage  the  said  property  as  the  endowment  of 
the  said  free  public  library,  in  execution  of  the  purpose  and 
intent  declared  by  the  said  last  will  and  testament,  and  of  the 
powers  conferred  by  the  statute  aforesaid. 

A  copy  of  the  said  last  will  and  testament,  by  which  the 
endowment  of  said  library  has  been  provided,  is  here  set  out^ 
and  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following: 

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen: 

I,  John  Crerar,  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois^ 
being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  do  hereby  make,  publish,  and 
declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to-wit. 


Item  fiftieth.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  I  have  been  a  resi- 
dent of  Chicago  since  1862,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  my 
fortune  has  been  accumulated  here,  and  acknowledging  with 
hearty  gratitude  the  kindness  which  has  always  been  extended 
to  mc  by  my  many  friends,  and  by  my  business  and  social  ac- 
quaintances and  associates,  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  all  the 
rest,  remainder,  and  residue  of  my  estate,  both  real  and  personal, 
for  the  erection,  creation,  maintenance,  and  endowment  of  a  free 
PUBLIC  library,  to  be  called  **The  John  Crerar  Library,"  and 
to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  a  preference  being 
given  to  the  South  Division  of  the  city,  inasmuch  as  the  New- 
berry Library  will  be  located  in  the  North  Division.  I  direct  that 
my  executors  and  trustees  cause  an  act  of  incorporation,  under 
the  laws  of  Illinois,  to  be  procured  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  bequest,  and  I  request  that  Norman  Williams  be  made  the 
first  president  thereof,  and  that,  in  addition  to  my  executors  and 
trustees,  the  following  named  friends  of  mine  will  act  as  the  first 
board  of  directors  in  such  corporation,  and  aid  and  assist  my 
executors  and  trustees  therein,  namely:  Marshall  Field,  E.  W. 
Blatchford,  T.  B.  Blackstone,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W. 
Bishop,  Edward  G.  Mason,  Albert  Keep,  Edson  Keith,  Simon  J. 
McPherson,  John  M.  Clark,  and  George  A.  Armour,  or  their  sur- 
vivors. I  desire  the  building  to  be  tasteful,  substantial,  and  fire- 
proof, and  that  a  suflficient  fund  be  reserved  over  and  above  the 
cost  of  its  construction  to  provide,  maintain,  and  support  a 
library  for  all  time.      I  desire  the  books  and  periodicals  selected 
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with  a  view  to  create  and  sustain  a  healthy  moral  and  Christian 
sentiment  in  the  community,  and  that  all  nastiness  and  immorality 
be  excluded.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  there  shall  not  be  any- 
thing but  hymn-books  and  sermons,  but  I  mean  that  dirty  French 
novels  and  all  skeptical  trash  and  works  of  questionable  moral 
tone  shall  never  be  found  in  this  library.  I  want  its  atmosphere 
that  of  Christian  refinement,  and  its  aim  and  object  the  building 
up  of  character,  and  I  rest  content  that  the  friends  I  have  named 
will  carry  out  my  wishes  in  these  particulars.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

The  second  year  of  the  library  marks  progress  in  the  execu- 
tion  of  the  trusts  committed  to  the  Directors  by  the  will  of  Mr. 
Crerar.  The  space  secured  in  the  sixth  floor  of  the  building  at 
the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Wabash  Avenue  has  been 
arranged,  and  quite  completely  prepared,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  for  the  uses  and  wants 
of  a  library  of  65,000  volumes,  with  a  seating  capacity  in  the 
reading-room  for  about  seventy-five  persons.  The  decorations, 
furniture,  and  fittings  are  serviceable  and  in  good  taste. 

There  have  been  acquired  20,000  publications,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Books ;  and  there  are  employed  in  the 
library,  besides  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  seventeen  persons, 
who  have  received  their  appointments  by  the  Board  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Administration. 

The  library  will  be  in  readiness  to  open  its  doors  to  the  pub- 
lic by  the  ist  of  April  next. 

Changes  in  the  Board  of  Directors  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Edward  G.  Mason,  which 
was  accepted  April  25,  1896,  and  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Frank 
S.  Johnson,  October  10,  1896,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Mason.  On  the  twenty-first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1896,  a  vacancy  occurred  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Edson 
Keith  —  the  first  death  which  has  occurred  among  those  named 
by  Mr.  Crerar  in  his  will  as  Directors  of  the  library.  This  vacancy 
has  not  yet  been  filled. 

In  response  to  the  invitation  of  this  Board,  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  and  the  Newberry  Library,  respectively,  appointed  com 
mittees  of  conference  to  meet  a  similar  committee  of  this  Board 
to  consider  and  adopt  such  measures  as  would  prevent  the 
unnecessary  duplication  of  the  purchase  of  volumes  by  the 
respective  libraries,  and,  if  possible,  to  define  the  special  field 
which  each  library  should  occupy  in  such  purchases.  The  com- 
mittees consisted  of  the  following  persons : 
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On  the  part  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  —  Dr.  Hirsch,  Mr. 
Hatch,  Mr.  Hild. 

On  the  part  of  the  Newberry  Library  —  Mr.  Adams,  Mr. 
Head,  Mr.  Cheney. 

On  the  part  of  thi.s  library  —  Dr.  McPherson,  Mr.  Armour, 
Mr.  Andrews. 

A  number  of  conferences  and  meetings  were  held  by  the 
joint  committees,  resulting  in  a  report  which  was  adopted  by 
the  libraries,  with  slight  modifications,  establishing  a  policy  of 
co-operation  of  public  libraries  in  Chicago  upon  this  important 
feature  of  library  work  —  a  feature  which  has  elsewhere  been 
often  considered,  but  has  not  been  before  adopted.  The  impor- 
tance of  the  recognition  and  adoption  of  this  policy  of  co-opera- 
tion amply  justifies  the  time  and  labor  given  to  the  consideration 
of  this  question.  As  the  immediate  result  of  this  policy  7,000 
volumes,  consisting  of  two  departments  of  natural  science  and 
useful  asts,  were  purchased  from  the  Newberry  Library. 

During  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $65,000  has  been  carried  to 
the  credit  of  the  building  fund,  as  directed  by  the  Board;  and 
there  remain,  as  appears  by  the  Treasurer's  report,  balances  to 
the  credit  of  surplus  account  1895  ^^^  1896,  the  disposition  of 
which  should  receive  your  consideration. 

The  details  of  the  management  of  the  library  are  fully  given 
in  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  and  the  condition  of  finances  are 
also  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  labors  which  have  devolved  upon  the  standing  committees 
during  the  past  year  have  been  unusually  arduous,  and  have  been 
performed  with  great  care  and  fidelity.  The  present  advanced 
condition  of  the  library,  and  the  details  of  work  enumerated  in 
the  report  of  the  Librarian,  attest  the  amount  of  time  and  service 
which  the  members  of  the  committees  have  liberally  devoted  to 
the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

For  the  successful  results  of  the  year  the  President  expresses 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  his  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and 
effective  work  of  the  committees,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Librarian 
and  his  assistants.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — The  period  covered  by  this,  my  second  annual 
report,  has  been  one  of  great  importance  to  the  library.  The 
definition  of  its  scope,  and  of  its  relations  to  the  other  public 
libraries  of  the  city,  and  the  transfer  to  it  from  one  of  them  of 
practically  the  whole  of  two  important  departments,  were  mat- 
ters requiring  much  time  for  their  proper  settlement,  and  in  their 
importance  fully  justifying  the  expenditure.  The  better  defini- 
tion of  the  scope  of  the  library,  arrived  at  as  a  result  of  the  con- 
ferences between  the  libraries,  is  familiar  to  the  Directors,  and 
has  been  stated  to  the  public  in  the  circular  recently  prepared  by 
the  Committee  on  Administration.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of 
the  details  of  the  nearly  completed  transfer  to  the  John  Crerar 
Library  from  the  Newberry  Library  of  their  departments  of 
Natural  Science  and  Useful  Arts  may  be  of  interest.  As  was 
reported  to  the  Directors  in  October,  the  Newberry  Library  had 
then  just  completed  the  list  of  books  which  they  were  willing  to 
transfer.  An  estimate  of  their  fair  market  value  was  made  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  an  agreement  with  the  financial  agent  of 
the  Newberry  Library  for  the  compromise  price  of  $16,000  for 
8,023  volumes  and  pamphlets.  This  agreement  was  ratified  by 
the  book  committees  of  the  two  libraries.  The  first  transfer  of 
books  was  made  late  in  November,  and  another  large  consign- 
ment, received  late  in  December,  practically  completed  it.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  final  adjustment  of  the  matter  can  be  made  this 
month.  Meanwhile  it  has  seemed  best  not  to  include  them 
among  the  receipts  of  the  past  year,  especially  since  but  few  vol- 
umes have  been  entered  on  our  books,  and  those  in  such  a  way  as 
to  separate  them  from  the  other  receipts. 

If  to  these  larger  matters  the  smaller,  but  very  important,  mat- 
ters of  detail  are  added,  and  the  supervision  of  the  fittings  and  furni- 
ture are  taken  into  account,  it  might  almost  seem  as  if  there  had 
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been  enough  of  such  preliminary  work  alone  to  occupy  fully  the 
time  of  the  greater  part  of  the  library  force.  Yet,  when  the  results 
of  the  routine  work  of  the  year  are  examined,  it  will  be  seen  that 
they  are  by  no  means  inconsiderable,  even  if  not  all  that  had  been 
hoped  for.  It  is  certainly  no  fault  of  the  members  of  the  staff 
that  more  has  not  been  accomplished,  for  they  have  worked  ear- 
nestly and  faithfully;  at  first  under  many  disadvantages  due  to  the 
tardy  completion  of  the  working-rooms.  It  is  evident  to  me  that 
the  disappointment  of  my  expectation  of  larger  accomplishment 
is  due,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  delay  caused  by  the  matters  al- 
ready mentioned;  secondly,  to  an  almost  inevitable  necessity  for 
time  to  properly  arrange  and  balance  the  work  of  the  library,  so 
as  to  produce  the  best  results;  and  finally,  to  a  wrong  estimate, 
on  my  part,  of  the  possible  rate  of  work,  or  rather  an  underesti- 
mate of  the  extra  time  needed  to  secure  the  highest  quality  of 
work. 

As  has  been  said  before,  a  very  considerable  amount  of  time 
has  been  given  to  the  consideration  of  details  of  the  administra- 
tive work  of  the  library,  such  as  the  establishment  of  rules  for  the 
cataloguing,  including,  of  course,  the  accession,  order,  and  shelf 
catalogues  as  well  as  the  general  card  catalogue;  the  prepara- 
tion of  library  forms;  the  organization  of  the  library  force;  the 
settlement  of  many  questions  arising  in  regard  to  the  classifica- 
tion of  the  books  on  the  shelves,  etc..  How  minute  the  con- 
sideration given  these  questions  must  be  can  be  fully  understood, 
I  think,  only  by  one  who  has  had  to  do  the  work. 

Without  attempting  here  to  give  all  the  results  of  this  work, 
I  would  like  to  put  on  record  a  few  of  the  most  important.  Per- 
haps the  most  important  of  all  have  been  due  to  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  on  Administration  to  offer  to  the  public  a 
printed  card  catalogue.  This  form  of  catalogue  is  not  only  con- 
venient, legible,  and  easily  kept  up  to  date,  but  the  permanence 
of  the  printed  card  compels  exceptionally  careful  work  on  the 
part  of  the  cataloguers.  It  has  a  very  great  additional  advan- 
tage, in  that  as  many  copies  of  a  title  as  are  desired  can  be  had 
for  the  mere  cost  of  the  cards.  This  enables  us  to  offer  to  those 
libraries  in  the  city  most  interested  in  our  work  a  complete  cata- 
logue of  our  library;  it  also  enables  us  to  try  the  interesting 
experiment  of  making  our  catalogue  in  the  triple  form  of  alphabet-

ical  author,  alphabetical  subject,  and  classed  subject, — an  arrange- 
ment which  is  unique,  so  far  as  I  know,  and  which  seems  to 
promise  all  the  advantages  obtainable  in  the  card  catalogue.  If 
this  is  supplemented  by  a  series  of  properly  prepared  bulletins, 
it  may  safely  be  said  that  the  library  has  not  failed  to  supply  a 
reasonable  means  of  access  to  its  treasures. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  add  that  the  Committee 
on  Administration  have  authorized  the  experimental  use  of  a 
patent  electrotype  plate,  which,  if  successful,  not  only  will  enable 
us  to  publish  the  bulletins  referred  to  above  at  a  minimum 
expense  or  a  maximum  frequency,  but  may  lead  to  a  great 
advance  in  co-operative  cataloguing. 

The  classification  of  the  books  on  the  shelves  has  been  made, 
as  was  proposed  in  my  preliminary  report,  in  accordance  with 
the  decimal  classification  of  Mr.  Dewey.  In  applying  the 
scheme  we  have  made  as  close  a  classification  as  possible,  having 
in  view  the  future  rather  than  the  immediate  needs  of  the  library. 
For  many  reasons,  we  have  not  changed  the  scheme  as  printed, 
except  in  two  instances,  although,  of  course,  in  many  of  the 
classes  we  shall  have  almost  no  books ;  in  drawing  up  the  blanks 
for  the  presentation  of  statistics  the  Committee  on  Books  have 
omitted  or  grouped  together  these  classes  so  as  to  present  the 
statistics  in  a  manner  calculated  to  give  a  symmetrical  view  of  the 
library.  In  the  subordinate  arrangement  of  the  books  under 
each  subject  a  chronological  arrangement  has  been  preferred  for 
the  larger  part  of  the  library,  although  this  has  given  way  to  the 
more  customary  alphabetical  arrangement  by  authors,  or  even  to 
a  simple  accession  number  whenever  these  other  methods  seemed 
more  desirable.  While  the  arrangement  adopted  may  lead  in 
exceptional  cases  to  as  long  a  shelf-mark  as  123.456789  A123, 
yet  even  this  number  is  as  quickly  written  as  the  author's  name 
and  the  shortest  possible  title,  which  are  required  by  many 
libraries ;  and  it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  much  more  legibly 
written.  By  the  use  of  these  marks,  too,  it  is  possible  to  dis- 
criminate most  easily  between  different  editions  of  the  same 
work,  a  matter  of  great  importance  in  a  scientific  library.  More- 
over, it  is  hoped  that  the  plan  of  having  a  comparatively  large 
reference  library  immediately  accessible  to  all  readers,  and  the 
whole  library  so  accessible  to  persons  engaged  in  special  research, 
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will  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  delivery-desk  work,  and  therefore 
the  use  of  these  shelf-marks  by  the  public. 

The  question  of  binding  has  also  received  much  considera- 
tion. Here,  as  in  many  other  matters,  Mr.  Hopkins's  experience 
has  been  of  great  value  to  the  library.  I  believe,  thanks  largely 
to  his  knowledge  of  binding  and  to  his  constant  watchfulness, 
that  the  books  are  being  placed  on  our  shelves  in  the  best 
condition  and  the  most  durable  form,  and  at  a  remarkably 
small  cost,  considering  the  quality  of  the  work.  Considera- 
tion has  been  paid,  of  course,  to  the  probable  amount  of  use 
which  each  work  is  likely  to  have,  but,  as  a  rule,  the  books  of 
real  value  have  been  bound  in  half  genuine  morocco  with  gilt 
tops,  the  latter  being  added  solely  for  economic  reasons,  on 
account  of  the  amount  of  dust  and  dirt  unavoidable  in  a  library 
situated  in  the  heart  of  the  business  district  of  a  city  burning 
soft  coal.  For  the  less  valuable  books  a  Holliston  cloth  binding 
has  been  adopted,  and  for  the  pamphlets  an  inexpensive  binding 
of  the  same.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  allow  us  to  escape 
that  nightmare  of  librarians,  a  mass  of  pamphlets  uncatalogued, 
unclassified,  and  unbound,  some  of  which  are  known  to  be  and 
others  suspected  to  be  of  value,  vet  utterly  useless  in  that 
condition.  It  should  be  added  that  the  arrangement  made  with 
our  binder  for  lettering  and  numbering  the  books  has  proved 
entirely  satisfactory.  The  appearance  of  the  book  is  not  marred 
by  an  ugly  paper  label,  all  danger  of  losing  the  shelf-mark 
through  careless  handling  or  bad  pasting  is  avoided,  the  shelf- 
mark  is  rather  more  legible,  and  the  cost  is  reasonable. 

In  the  selection  of  the  books  for  purchase  free  use  has  been 
made  of  the  copies  of  the  order-slips  of  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  but  these  have  been  largely  supplemented  by 
the  use  of  available  bibliographies  and  the  advice  of  those  espe- 
cially qualified  to  advise,  and  in  the  Newberry  purchase  we  have 
the  advantage  of  the  judgment  of  Dr.  Poole  and  his  advisers.  In 
preparing  our  first  lists  an  attempt  was  made  to  cover  each  sub- 
ject nearly  exhaustively,  and  much  of  the  department  of  Applied 
Sciences  was  done  over  in  this  manner,  but  as  soon  as  it  was  found 
that  the  rate  at  which  the  books  could  be  prepared  for  the  public 
by  the  cataloguers  would  not  permit  more  than  a  small  fraction 
of  these  books  to  be  made  available  this  spring,  it  was  decided 
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to  order  the  best  works  only  on  each  subject,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  Applied  Sciences  and  a  good  part  of  the  Social  Sciences 
have  been  covered  in  this  way,  to  be  supplemented  by  an  ex- 
haustive treatment  later. 

The  methods  of  purchase  adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Books 
have  approved  themselves  by  their  results.  For  the  greater  part 
of  scientific  literature,  the  necessity  of  having  the  latest  editions 
rather  than  the  finest  precludes  any  extensive  use  of  second-hand 
dealers  or  of  book  auctions,  but  wherever  possible  these  methods, 
and  especially  the  latter,  have  been  employed.  It  is  true  that  the 
method  of  purchasing  our  long  sets  through  the  Boston  Book 
Company  is  not  apparently  an  economical  one,  inasmuch  as  we 
pay  them,  by  agreement,  ten  per  cent  advance  over  regular  mar- 
ket rates,  in  return  for  a  guaranteed  collation  of  the  sets.  That 
this  is  a  wise  expenditure  I  am  firmly  convinced,  especially  as  I 
am  not  at  all  sure  that  it  is  any  more  than  what  it  would  cost  us 
to  do  the  work  equally  well  ourselves.  I  think  that  no  one 
will  doubt  the  wisdom  of  securing  this  guaranty  who  has  had  any 
experience  of  the  condition  of  the  sets  offered  as  complete  by 
second-hand  dealers,  and  the  difficulty  of  securing  the  missing 
portions  of  them.  That  the  guaranty  is  no  empty  form  is  shown 
by  the  slowness  with  which  our  orders  are  filled,  and  by  the  re- 
port of  the  company  that  very  few  sets  were  found,  on  collation, 
to  be  perfect,  and  that  they  now  have  on  hand,  waiting  for  the 
filling  of  minor  defects,  some  84,000  worth  of  our  orders. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Reference  Librarian,  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  has  been  spent  in  the  preparation  of  the  list  of  books 
to  be  placed  in  the  reading-room,  and  these  are  ordered  as  fast 
as  selected.  The  list  covers  about  1,000  titles,  perhaps  one  third 
of  the  capacity  of  the  room.  Plans  for  the  suitable  marking  of 
these  books  have  been  adopted,  and  their  transfer  from  the  reg- 
ular shelves  can  be  made  at  short  notice. 

I  will  close  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  amount  of  routine 
work  accomplished  in  each  department. 

The  work  in  the  order  department  has  been  the  only  one  oc- 
cupying a  full  year.  In  this  work  the  figures  quoted  really  cover 
a  little  more  than  a  year,  the  first  regular  order  having  been  given 
December,  1895,  ^^^  ^^  those  for  1895  were  not  given  in  my  first 
report  they  are  included  in  this,   for  the  sake   of  completeness. 
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To  date,  p^igg  orders  have  been  given;  of  which  904  were  auction 
orders  which  failed,  or  were  orders  lost  or  canceled  for  various 
reasons,  leaving  5,295  valid  orders,  covering  22,858  volumes  or 
pamphlets,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $54,421.38.  Of  these.  2,658 
have  been  filled,  covering  7,878  volumes,  at  a  cost  of  $21,094.87, 
and  there  are  outstanding  2,637  orders,  covering  13,130  volumes, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $33,333.72.  Of  these.  2,089  ^^e  for  8.023 
volumes  or  pamphlets  at  the  agreed  price  of  Si 6.000,  from  the 
Newberry  Library,  on  account  of  which  a  partial  payment  of 
$12,000  has  been  made,  making  the  total  sum  spent  for  books 
$35,034.87.  The  classification  of  these  orders  and  of  their  esti- 
mated cost  is  shown  in  columns  A,  B  and  C  of  the  statistical 
appendix. 

The  accession  books  of  the  library  were  opened  February  1 3th, 
Since  that  date  there  have  been  accessioned  from  purchase  7,707, 
of  gifts  3,383',  a  total  of  11,090.  Of  these,  26  have  been  with- 
drawn from  the  shelves  for  various  reasons,  leaving  11,064  net 
accessions,  of  which  10,801  are  bound  volumes,  129  unbound 
pamphlets,  and  1 34  individual  maps.  Their  classification  is  shown 
in  column  D.  Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  volumes 
have  been  bound  or  repaired,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,805.05,  and 
8,359  volumes  have  been  lettered  and  prepared  for  the  shelves  at 
a  cost  of  $427.33. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  library  was  in  receipt  of  171  peri- 
odicals, of  which  64  were  received  by  gift  and  107  (besides  an 
indefinite  number  of  British  government  publications)  by  sub- 
scription, at  a  cost  of  $332.38.  A  list  of  periodicals  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Books,  containing 
1,317  titles,  at  an  estimated  annual  cost  of  $5,011.77.  The  more 
important  of  these  are  now  being  ordered;  others  will  be  ordered 
later,  as  recommendations  are  received  from  specialists. 

.  The  work  of  cataloguing  began  in  April,  but  has  been  greatly 
delayed  for  several  causes.  To  date  there  have  been  prepared 
3,747  titles,  covering  6,827  volumes.  Nearly  all  of  these  have 
been  sent  to  the  printer,  who  has  returned  proof  for  1,937  titles, 
and  has  printed  cards  for  1,459. 

The  6,827  volumes  catalogued  have  been  shelf-marked  and 
placed  on  the  shelves.  Their  distribution  is  shown  in  column  E. 
Besides    these,    1,532  volumes   of  government  documents  have 
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been  accessioned,  shelf-marked,  and  placed  on  the  shelves,  being 
accessible  to  the  public  through  the  printed  index,  so  that  8,359 
volumes  are  now  available. 

To  the  present  members  of  the  staff,  and  also  to  Miss  Angell, 
the  thanks  of  the  Librarian  are  due  for  the  faithfulness  and  energy 
with  which  they  have  worked,  in  spite  of  the  many  discourage- 
ments occasioned  by  the  difficulty  of  properly  organizing  the 
work,  and  the  pressure  all  have  been  under  from  the  great  amount 
of  work  to  be  done.

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The 
John  Crerar  Library,  held  on  October  tenth,  1896,  the  following 
memorial,  presented  by  E.  W.  Blatchford,  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

EDSON   KEITH. 

**  On  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  John 
Crerar  made  his  last  will,  in  which  he  constituted  thirteen  of  his 
friends  the  Board  of  Trust  of  the  Library,  to  which  he  donated 
the  larger  portion  of  his  estate,  and  which  now  bears  his 
honored  name. 

Ten  years  have  passed  away,  and  not  till  now  has  this  circle 
been  broken  by  death. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  last  month,  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  there  was  removed  from  us  Edson  Keith. 

At  this  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trust,  held  since  the  sad 
event,  would  we  unite  in  appropriate  action  thereon. 

Resolved,  first,  that  in  the  death  of  Edson  Keith,  our  business 
community  has  lost  a  member  who  during  a  successful  career  of 
forty-two  years  has  maintained  inviolate  through  the  fluctuations 
of  the  times,  a  standard  of  integrity  which  has  challenged  the 
respect  of  all,  and  which  will  be  a  bright  example  of  those  who 
come  after  him.  Chicago  has  lost  a  citizen  who,  in  wise  advice 
given  in  municipal  administration,  in  aid  rendered  in  times  of 
emergency,  in  influence  used  in  the  selection  of  worthy  men  for 
office,  has  adorned  every  station  of  citizenship.  Society  has  lost 
one  who  has  exemplified  and  elevated  a  pure  and  stable  type  of 
social  life;  and  our  educational  and  benevolent  institutions  have 
lost  one  who  by  intelligent  counsel  and  generous  gifts  has  aided 
in  laying  permanent  foundations  of  wide  beneficence. 

Resolved,  second,  that  the  members  of  this  Board  of  Trust 
deeply  appreciate  the   character  and  feel  the  loss  of  Mr.  Keith. 


From  the  organization  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  with  constant 
faithfulness,  he  gave  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Library 
thoughtful  and  wise  counsel,  always  expressed  with  that  rare 
courtesy  for  which  in  every  relation  of  life  he  was  distinguished. 
As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Administration,  he  at  once 
familiarized  himself  with  the  important  duties  devolving  on  this 
Committee,  never  absenting  himself  from  a  meeting,  and  bring- 
ing to  the  discussion  and  settlement  of  the  questions  before  it, 
valuable  views,  derived  from  careful  thought  and  long  and  varied 
experience. 

Resolved,  third,  that  this  action  be  spread  upon  the  records 
of  this  Board,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  the 
family  of  Edson  Keith." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — The  progress  made  during  the  third  year  of 
the  history  of  the  library  is  shown  in  its  accessions  of  1 8,000 
volumes  and  outstanding  orders  for  over  6,000  additional  vol- 
umes. There  are  now  29,000  accessions  and  1,300  current 
periodicals,  all  of  which  volumes  and  periodicals  are  accessible 
for  use;  its  rooms  are  thrown  open  to  the  public  six  days  and 
evenings  of  each  week,  and  frequented  by  visitors  averaging 
from  eighty  to  ninety  persons  a  day;  and  there  is  a  staff  of 
twenty-three  attendants  exclusive  of  the  Librarian  and  Treasurer. 
The  visitors  are  students,  scholars,  and  workers  drawn  from  all 
professions  and  fields  of  mental  labor,  and  during  the  evenings 
and  on  Saturdays  quite  a  number  are  students  from  technical 
and  other  schools.  As  the  ease  and  convenience  of  getting 
publications  and  periodicals,  and  the  full  scope  of  the  library 
become  known  and  appreciated,  the  number  of  readers  may  be 
expected  to  increase  steadily.  There  is  quite  a  demand  for 
works  on  Industrial  Arts,  and  it  might  be  well  to  expand  the 
field  of  the  library  somewhat  in  this  direction. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  to  which  your  attention  is  partic- 
ularly invited,  will  give  in  detail  the  work  of  the  year  by  the 
Librarian,  Committees,  and  the  staff  of  employees,  and  the 
results  specifically  attained;  which  I  am  sure  will  be  most  grati- 
fying. For  their  faithful  and  efficient  work  the  President  desires 
to  express  his  grateful  acknowledgment. 

As  appears  by  the  Treasurer's  report  the  final  payment  has 
been  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Estate  of  John  Crerar, 
deceased,  under  the  fiftieth  item  of  his  will,  providing  for  the 
erection,  execution,  maintenance,  and  endowment  of  the  library. 
The  funds  of  the  library  are  invested  in  conservative  securities, 
and  the  income  is  uniform  and  steady.  The  operation  accounts 
for  the  year  show  a  surplus  of  about  $34,500  to  be  carried  to  the 
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Building  Fund.  An  account  has  been  opened  styled  **  Security 
Reserve  Fund,"  being  the  excess  of  moneys  received  on  the  sale 
of  securities  as  compared  with  their  value  on  the  books  of  the 
library,  having  for  its  purpose  the  future  protection  of  the 
Endowment  and  Building  Funds ;  which  account  has  received 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  term  of  the  present  lease  of  the  premises  occupied  by 
the  library  expires  May  i,  1900.  The  arrangement  of  the 
rooms  and  their  adaptability  to  the  use  of  the  library  are  most 
satisfactory,  and  will  be  so  for  some  years  to  come.  It  is 
thought,  moreover,  that  the  amount  of  our  Building  Fund  in 
1900  will  not  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  construction  of  a  per- 
manent building  at  that  time,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  consider  the  question 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  enter  into  negotiations  for 
extending  the  present  lease  for  a  term  of  years,  and  to  ascertain 
if  such  an  extension  can  be  procured  and  for  what  period  of 
time  and  upon  what  terms. 

All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Directors  have  now  been  filled. 
On  June  19,  1897,  Peter  Stenger  Grosscupwas  elected  a  Director 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Edson  Keith,  and 
this  election  was  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Illinois,  as  required  by  law.  Judge  Grosscup  has 
taken  his  seat  and  entered  upon  his  duties  as  a  Director. 

The  receipt  of  many  valuable  publications  as  gifts  to  the 
library  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian.  They  are 
appreciated  by  the  Board  and  have  been  most  gratefully 
acknowledged.

Gentlemen,- — The  most  important  points  to  be  noticed  in  the 
third  annual  report  of  the  Librarian  are  the  opening  of  the 
library  to  the  public  on  the  first  day  of  April  last,  and  the  use 
which  has  been  made  of  it  since  that  time. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Directors  there  were  no 
formalities  connected  with  the  opening,  but  the  crowds  of  visitors 
during  the  three  days  set  aside  for  inspection  proved  that  there 
existed  a  wide-spread  interest  in  the  library,  and  gave  us  hopes 
for  its  future  usefulness,  which  have  been  fulfilled  by  the  experi- 
ence of  the  nine  months  following.  The  record  of  the  attend- 
ance and  use  is  as  follows:

The  smallest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  37,  on  Saturday, 
July  3d,  and  the  largest  150,  on  Saturday,  April  17th. 

The  figures  giving  the  numbei'of  books  drawn  from  the  stack 
and  the  number  of  periodicals  drawn  from  the  alcove  have  been 
quoted  with  great  misgivings,  because  they  are,  by  themselves, 
no  indication  of  the  use  made  of  the  library.  There  are  placed 
on  the  shelves  of  the  Reading  Room  some  1,500  volumes,  includ- 
ing what  are  considered  the  best  reference  books,  the  best  text- 
books, both  elementary  and  advanced,  and  a  selection  from  the 
best  general  literature  on  each  of  our  subjects.     The  result  is 
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that  the  general  or  occasional  reader  finds  there  the  material 
which  he  wants.  The  recorded  use  is  also  diminished  by  our 
practice  of  granting  direct  access  to  the  stacks  in  certain  cases. 
As  the  persons  so  admitted  are  the  very  ones  who  would  natu- 
rally draw  the  greatest  number  of  books, — indeed  are  often 
admitted  for  that  reason, — the  diminution  of  the  recorded  use  is 
much  greater  than  would  be  indicated  by  the  proportion  which 
these  admissions  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  visitors.  Much 
the  same  may  be  said  of  the  recorded  use  of  the  periodicals. 
The  desks  within  the  periodical  alcove  have  been  found  to  be 
convenient  for  the  rapid  consultation  of  a  number  of  periodicals 
on  a  subject,  and  many  readers  even  make  a  prolonged  use  of 
them,  either  because  they  prefer  to  stand  or  because  they  do  not 
wish  to  make  out  a  call-slip. 

Though  libraries  which  have  a  large  unrecorded  use  often 
omit  such  figures  entirely,  as  being  so  defective  as  to  be  worse 
than  useless,  it  would  seem  as  if  they  might  be  supplemented 
so  as  to  present  a  more  adequate  view  of  the  matter.  Accord- 
ingly a  careful  analysis  was  made  of  the  call-slips  for  one  week, 
recent  but  not  too  near  the  holidays  to  present  anomalies,  with 
the  result  that  almost  exactly  two  readers  out  of  five  were  found 
to  draw  books  or  periodicals  or  to  enter  the  stack.  The  recorded 
total  of  10,859  works  or  periodicals  would  have  then  to  be  mul- 
tiplied by  2.5  to  give  the  actual  use  of  the  library.  Moreover 
this  calculation  is  probably  too  low,  because  it  assumes  that  the 
persons  who  drew  books  from  the  stack  did  not  read  any  from 
the  shelves  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  that  those  admitted  to 
the  stacks  read  only  the  average  number  read  in  the  Reading 
Room.  It  should  be  said  also  that  a  liberal  deduction  was  made 
for  visitors  who  were  not  readers,  and  that  the  figures  are 
for  works,  not  volumes.  Taking  all  these  factors  into  con- 
sideration it  would  seem  certain  that  the  actual  use  of  the 
library  in  the  nine  months  during  which  it  has  been  opened  has 
exceeded  30,000  books  and  periodicals. 

If  these  considerations  are  carried  in  mind,  the  numbers 
quoted  may  serve  to  indicate  the  extent  of  the  more  serious  use 
made  of  the  library.  Thus  they  are  suflficiently  independent  of 
the  number  of  visitors  registered  to  prove  a  gradual  diminution 
of  the   sightseers   who   were   quite   noticeable    during   the   first

month  or  two;  they  also  show  the  effect  of  the  temporary  clos- 
ing of  the  Public  Library,  and  that  we  have  now  recovered  from 
the  loss  occasioned  by  its  re-opening. 

The  analysis  of  the  call-slips  and  of  the  admissions  to  the 
stack  from  another  point  of  view  has  been  of  interest.  Arranged 
by  the  departments  of  the  library  they  show  the  following 
numbers:

In  the  statistical  tables  are  given  the  numbers  for  each  sub- 
ject, which  will  be  found  to  bear  out  the  statement  that  all  parts 
of  the  library  are  used.  The  comparatively  small  proportion 
of  calls  for  works  in  Natural  Sciences  has  been  somewhat  of  a 
surprise;  the  comparatively  large  number  in  Applied  Sciences 
was  to  be  expected.  It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  a  rela- 
tively large  number  of  admissions  to  the  stack  were  in  Natural 
Sciences,  and  as  has  been  said,  each  of  these  probably  means 
the  use  of  several  works. 

The  record  of  persons  receiving  passes  to  the  stacks  confirms 
this  statement  as  to  the  broad  use  made  of  the  library.  These 
passes  are  given  only  to  persons  engaged  in  work  which  makes 
frequent  visits  probable.  Of  the  fourteen  so  far  issued,  three 
have  been  to  university  professors,  two  to  special  students,  two 
to  lawyers  (one  making  a  specialty  of  patents),  two  to  editors  of 
engineering  magazines,  one  to  a  technical  chemist,  one  to  a  man- 
ufacturer, one  to  a  physician,  and  one  to  a  teacher. 

The  recorded  addresses  of  the  persons  drawing  books  and 
periodicals  show  that  the  library  serves  all  sections  of  the  city 
and  its  suburbs.     The  percentages  were: 

South  Side 34 

West  Side .21 

North  Side _ 19 

Business  District 14 

Out  of  Town 12 
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In  response  to  repeated  requests  the  library,  which  up  to 
November  8th,  had  been  open  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  has  been 
kept  open  until  10  p.m.  since  that  date.  For  several  reasons,  among 
which  are  the  effects  of  the  holiday  season  and  the  difficulty 
found  in  making  the  change  known,  the  evening  attendance  has 
not  been  as  large  as  was  expected;  still  it  has  been  nearly  as 
large  proportionately  as  the  day  attendance,  and  it  has  seemed 
to  us  that  the  character  of  the  reading  has  been  even  more 
earnest.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  time  and  a  wider 
knowledge  of  the  library  will  bring  a  larger  attendance  of 
those   who   are  unable  to  use  it  during  the  day. 

One  detail  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the  library  may  be 
of  interest.  An  examination  of  the  time  stamj>s  on  the  call- 
slips  of  the  last  month  show  that  85  per  cent,  of  the  books  called 
for  were  delivered  within  one  minute  from  the  receipt  of  the 
slip,  and  94  per  cent,  within  two  minutes.  This  quick  service  is 
due,  of  course,  to  the  comparatively  small  number  of  books 
called  for  and  of  books  on  the  shelves,  and  must  diminish  as 
these  increase,  yet  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  shelf-marks 
are  not  too  complicated  to  be  understood  by  our  readers  or 
found  by  our  pages,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  have  so  good  proof  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  staff. 

The  past  year  has  brought  us  many  gratifying  evidences  of 
an  increasing  recognition  of  the  usefulness  of  the  library. 
Among  these  is  the  increased  number  of  gifts;  and  a  list  of  the 
donors  is  appended.  While  it  is  not  feasible  to  make  more 
than  this  general  recognition  of  most  of  them,  much  as  we  value 
many,  a  few  seem  to  require  some  special  mention.  The  publi- 
cations of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  were  pre- 
sented in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  President  of 
the  Institute,  the  late  Francis  A.  Walker.  They  are  valuable 
because  they  embody  the  latest  practice  in  teaching  a  wide  range 
of  technical  subjects.  So  also  the  publications  of  the  Volta  Bureau, 
of  the  Botanic  Gardens  at  Buitenzorg,  of  the  Canadian  Patent 
Office,  and  of  the  St.  Louis  Academy  of  Sciences  are  valuable 
sets.  Recently  the  Western  Society  of  Engineers  has  made  us  the 
offer  of  their  files  of  unbound  periodicals,  expressing  the  belief 
that  their  action  will  be  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  society  and 
the  library.      A  cursory  examination  of  the  collection    has  indi- 
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cated  that  we  shall  receive  some  two  hundred  or  more  volumes, 
many  of  which  are  out  of  print  and  very  difficult  to  obtain.  The 
society  has  added  to  our  obligations  by  undertaking  to  recom- 
mend for  our  consideration  the  books  which  should  form  the 
basis  of  a  good  engineering  library. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  Board,  in  the  decisions  made  dur- 
ing the  year,  to  define  the  scope  of  the  library,  but  many  such 
(juestions  remain  to  be  determined.  Among  them  may  be  men- 
tioned the  beginning  of  collections  of  photographs,  of  maps, 
and  in  architecture,  and,  still  more  important,  the  definition  of 
the  limits  to  be  observed  in  the  field  of  the  industrial  arts. 
There  is  a  strong  demand  for  works  in  this  field,  which  apparently 
is  not  met  by  the  other  libraries  in  the  city,  and  which  is  made 
by  men  and  women  who  are  attracted  to  this  library  by  their 
occupation  and  the  character  of  their  reading.  It  is  a  demand 
which  deserves  at  least  careful  consideration. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year,  tested  as  it  has  been  by  an 
unexpectedly''  large  use  of  the  Reading  Room,  has  but  confirmed 
the  favorable  judgment  as  to  the  convenience  of  the  rooms  and 
their  arrangements.  It  is  high  praise  to  the  architects  to  say 
that  there  are  but  one  or  two  at  all  important  matters  which 
would  be  altered  if  the  work  were  to  be  done  over  again.  Some 
additions  have  been  authorized  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  and  probably  other  needs  will  develop;  indeed, 
the  evening  opening  already  has  shown  that  we  need  more  light, 
or  rather  a  different  arrangement  of  the  light,  in  the  periodical 
alcove.  The  use  of  this  part  of  the  room  in  the  evening  is  con- 
siderable. In  general,  however,  the  arrangements  have  proved 
to  be  excellently  adapted  to  their  purposes,  while  the  decoration 
is  almost  unanimously  praised  as  having  the  effect  sought  by  the 
architects,  of  making  the  library  evidently  a  place  for  earnest 
and  quiet  study. 

The  amount  of  routine  work  to  be  done  in  the  year  was  so 
great  and  the  collections  in  many  important  subjects  were  so 
incomplete  that  it  was  thought  inadvisable  to  begin  the  publica- 
tion of  regular  bulletins.  A  preliminary  edition,  however,  of 
the  list  of  current  periodicals  was  printed  for  use  in  the  library 
and  not  for  distribution.  Even  in  its  incomplete  and  imperfect 
form  it  has  proved  very  useful,  and  a  complete  edition,  giving  a 
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classed  as  well  as  an  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  titles,  might 
well  be  made  our  first  regular  bulletin.  The  second  oi\e  might 
be  made  out  of  our  titles  in  natural  sciences,  selected  and 
arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  teachers  in  our  public 
schools  who  are  interested  in  nature-study.  Being  a  compara- 
tively small  bulletin  it  would  be  a  convenient  one  on  which  to 
try  the  electrotypes. 

Besides  the  list  of  current  periodicals,  there  have  been 
printed,  during  the  year,  the  first  and  second  annual  reports  and 
two  circulars  descriptive  of  the  library.  I  greatly  regret  that  my 
absence  this  summer  prevented  the  reports  from  receiving  the 
careful  proof-reading  which  they  should  have  received,  and  also 
that  it  caused  great  delay  in  their  distribution.  An  edition  of 
3,000  copies  of  each  was  printed,  and  the  greater  part  distributed 
to  the  leading  colleges,  learned  societies,  and  larger  libraries  of 
the  world,  and  also  to  those  who  have  been  donors  to  the  library 
since  its  organization. 

A  copy  of  each  card  printed  for  our  catalogue  has  been  sent 
to  the  following  institutions:  Armour  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago  Public  Library,  Field  Columbian  Museum,  Newberry 
Library,  Northwestern  University,  and  University  of  Chicago. 
They  are  sent  on  condition  that  they  shall  be  arranged  and  made 
accessible  to  the  public.  These  conditions  have  been  complied 
with,  and  we  are  assured,  in  some  cases  very  warmly,  that  the 
cards  arc  appreciated  both  by  the  libraries  and  the  public.  These 
assurances  are  confirmed  by  the  requests  of  several  other  institu- 
tions for  copies,  of  which  only  one  could  be  granted.  In  select- 
ing the  University  of  Illinois  for  that  one,  the  Committee  on 
Administration  have  been  governed  by  the  fact  that  it  is  the  state 
university.  These  requests  for  our  catalogue  cards  and  our  own 
inquiries  indicate  a  reasonable  demand  for  our  accession  sheets 
when  they  shall  be  issued. 

Turning  now  to  the  routine  work  of  the  year,  I  trust  that  it 
will  be  found  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  That  it 
is  both  is  through  the  earnest  and  faithful  work  of  the  staff,  to 
whom  the  thanks  of  the  Librarian  are  due. 

The  selection  of  the  most  important  books  has  been  made  in 
nearly  all  subjects  and  with  considerable  completeness  in  many, 
P2ducation,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Engineering  being  the 
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most  important  exceptions.  Reference  has  been  made  already 
to  the  assistance  promised,  and  in  part  rendered,  by  the  Western 
Society  of  Engineers,  and  much  assistance  has  been  given  also 
by  individuals.  The  library  is  especially  indebted  to  Mr. 
George  E.  Hooker,  of  Chicago,  who,  in  a  recent  trip  through  the 
lake  cities,  made  it  a  point  to  collect  and  send  to  us  their  latest 
municipal  reports  and  publications,  thus  laying  the  foundations 
for  a  collection  which  ought  to  be  of  use  to  students  of  munici- 
pal government. 

In  addition  to  our  other  methods  of  selection,  the  Reference 
Librarian  has  organized  a  system  of  review-readings  by  members 
of  the  staff.  The  results  of  this  work  will  be  utilized  not  only  in 
the  selection  of  books  to  be  purchased,  but  also  of  those  to 
be  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room.  While  started  and  organized 
independently,  the  work  is  similar  in  character  to  that  outlined 
in  a  recent  report  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  probably 
to  much  similar  work  in  other  libraries. 

During  the  year  5,669  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these  299 
failed  or  were  cancelled,  leaving  5,370  valid  orders,  covering 
9,251  volumes  or  pamphlets,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $16,518.72. 
Inclusive  of  the  Newberry  purchase,  6,472  orders  have  been  filled, 
covering  16,151  volumes,  at  a  cost  of  $34,476.89;  and  there  are 
outstanding  1,535  orders,  covering  6,265  volumes  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $15,668.76.  The  classification  of  the  orders  of  the  year 
and  of  the  total  to  date,  as  well  as  of  the  estimated  cost  of  each, 
is  given  in  the  table  of  Library  Statistics. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  outstanding  orders  are  for  sets  of 
periodicals  which  are  not  in  the  market,  and  can  be  obtained 
only  as  occasion  offers.  A  full  report  on  these  is  promised  soon 
by  the  Boston  Book  Company,  when  some  substitutions  probably 
will  be  made,  in  order  not  to  delay  the  development  of  the 
library. 

The  total  accessions  for  1897  have  been  18,257,  of  which 
1,697  were  received  by  gift,  16,151  obtained  by  purchase,  and 
409  by  binding  periodicals  or  serials.  There  have  been  with- 
drawn from  the  shelves  143,  leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the 
year  18,114,  which,  with  11,027,  the  corrected  number  for  last 
year,  make  a  total  now  on  o\ir  books  of  29,141.  Of  these  acces- 
sions 5,777  were  from  the  Newberry  purchase,  the  larger  part  of 
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the  remainder  of  which  consisted  of  duplicates  or  reprints, 
though  there  are  several  hundred  pamphlets  and  a  few  volumes 
which  will  be  accessioned  later.  The  classification  of  the  acces- 
sions for  the  year  and  of  the  total  now  in  the  library  is  shown 
in  the  table  of  Library  Statistics. 

At  the  time  of  printing  the  preliminary  list  the  library  was 
in  receipt  of  960  periodicals  and  serials.  This  number  was 
increased  from  time  to  time,  largely  in  answer  to  requests  from 
readers,  until  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  amounted  to  1,188  (not 
including  an  indefinite  number  of  serial  publications  of  the  Brit- 
ish government),  of  which  143  are  received  by  gift,  and  1,045 
by  subscription,  at  an  annual  cost  of  $4,099.57.  Their  classifica- 
tion is  shown  in  the  table.  An  addition  which  will  require  the 
larger  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  appropriation  has  been 
authorized  and  ordered;  the  balance  will  be  used  for  new  peri- 
odicals, for  those  asked  for  by  readers,  and  for  those  in  our  field 
which  may  be  included  in  the  plan  for  co-operative  analysis  just 
going  into  operation  through  the  American  Library  Association. 

During  the  year  4,864  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the  binders, 
and  5,332  received  from  them,  leaving  353  at  the  bindery  on 
January  i,  1898.  The  cost  of  the  binding  was  $6,578.50,  an 
average  of  $1.23  per  volume.  As  stated  in  last  year's  report, 
this  average  is  of  no  significance,  because  one  year  may  show  a 
preponderance  of  pamphlets  at  fifteen  and  twenty-five  cents,  and 
the  next  of  sets  of  volumes  containing  plates  at  two  or  three 
dollars  each.  I  can  only  repeat  the  statement  made  last  year, 
that  it  is  my  opinion  that,  as  a  rule,  the  books  are  placed  on 
the  shelves  in  the  best  condition  for  their  future  usefulness  at  a 
reasonable  cost.  Practically  all  the  books  which  have  been  cata- 
logued and  shelf-listed  during  the  year,  some  17,000  or  more, 
have  been  shelf-marked  and  stamped  witK  the  library  stamp. 
This  work,  together  with  the  removal  of  the  Newberry  Library's 
stamp  from  their  books  and  the  lettering  of  a  large  number  of 
cheaply-bound  pamphlets,  has  cost  $1,899.50. 

The  work  of  the  cataloguers  has  been  much  interrupted  by 
changes  in  the  staff,  but  for  the  last  two  months  it  has  been  up 
to  our  expectations.  The  procedure  to  be  followed  has  recently 
been  reduced  to  writing  with  good  results.  The  Cataloguer 
reports  that  during  the  year  5,354  titles  have  been   prepared. 
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cards  for  7,008  received  from  the  printer,  and  electrotypes  for 
8,302  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  titles  pre- 
pared to  date  is  9,101,  of  titles  printed  8,467,  of  electrotypes 
made  8,302.  In  these  figures  are  not  included  the  alterations  in 
the  printed  titles,  not  a  very  large  number,  nor  the  considerable 
number  of  typewritten  entries  which  have  been  made  to  cover 
sets  of  periodicals  and  works  which  are  now  incomplete,  but 
which  we  hope  to  make  complete  in  the  near  future.  No  record 
has  been  kept  of  this  work  because  we  hope  that  they  soon  will 
reach  a  maximum  and  afterwards  be  gradually  replaced  by 
printed  entries. 

The  public  card  catalogues  have  received  many  compliments. 
The  neatness  of  appearance  and  the  legibility  are  often  praised, 
while  the  record  of  the  time  occupied  in  filling  calls  proves  that 
the  call-numbers  are  generally  understood.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
many  librarians  that  the  classed  arrangement  of  a  subject  cata- 
logue is  unintelligible  to  the  general  public,  and  that  either  the 
dictionary  or  the  alphabetical  subject  catalogue  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred. It  was  decided,  however,  partly  because  it  could  be 
done  more  promptly,  to  offer  the  author  and  classed  subject  cata- 
logues first,  and  supplement  these  later  with  the  alphabetical 
subject  catalogue.  That  the  first  two,  without  the  third,  have 
given  such  satisfaction,  is  perhaps  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
our  readers  are  of  more  than  average  intelligence,  but  in  larger 
part,  it  seems  to  me,  because  the  books  in  such  a  library  as 
ours  lend  themselves  to  this  treatment  better  than  those  in  a 
library  of  general  literature,  and  because  the  printed  cards  allow 
us  to  make  as  many  additional  entries  as  seem  necessary,  so  that 
a  work  can  be  entered  under  all  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats, 
and  under  all  the  useful  relations  of  those  subjects.  This  fulness 
of  entry  makes  our  subject  catalogue,  when  considered  in  con- 
nection with  the  number  of  volumes  on  a  given  subject,  the  best 
index  of  our  wealth  or  poverty  in  that  subject,  and  gives  special 
value  to  the  statement  of  the  number  of  entries  in  the  catalogue 
under  each  subject.  This  is  not  usually  included  in  library  sta- 
tistics, and  indeed  could  not  well  be  given  from  a  dictionary  or 
alphabetical  subject  catalogue.  Credit  for  the  suggestion  is  due 
to  the  shelf-lister.  Miss  Foye. 

One    important    matter    affecting  the  work    of    cataloguing 
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has  been  alluded  to  already,  viz.:  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
certain  serials  by  five  American  libraries,  Harvard  University 
Library,  Boston  Public  Library,  Columbia  University  Library, 
New  York  Public  Library,  and  the  John  Crerar  Library.  They 
propose  to  furnish  analytical  titles  for  some  175  serials,  mostly  ' 
of  a  general  character,  embracing  science,  history,  and  geogra- 
•phy.  The  printing  and  publication  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
Publishing  Section  of  the  American  Library  Association,  and  the 
plan,  it  is  hoped,  will  soon  be  in  operation.  This  will  entail 
upon  us  the  preparation  of  some  600  titles  per  year;  but  as  we 
should  have  to  do  most  of  this  work  in  any  case,  and  probably 
more  than  this  amount  eventually,  while  we  receive  as  many 
copies  as  we  need  of  some  3,000  titles  at  a  less  cost  than  that 
of  the  600  printed  by  ourselves,  the  advantages  are  apparent. 
Indeed,  it  is  the  hope  of  some  of  the  libraries  interested  that 
the  success  of  this  tentative  effort  of  co-operative  cataloguing 
may  lead  to  a  great  extension  in  that  line. 

The  report  of  a  recent  comparison  of  the  books  on  the 
shelves  with  the  shelf  list  shows  that  ten  volumes  are  out  of 
place  or  missing.  In  but  three  or  four  cases  is  the  character  of 
the  book  such  as  to  warrant  a  suspicion  that  it  has  been  taken 
intentionally  from  the  library,  and  only  one  such  occurs  among 
the  1,475  volumes  which  have  been  open  to  the  freest  access  in 
the  Reading  Room. 

The  library  has  been  represented  by  the  Assistant  Librarian 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Association,  and  by 
the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library 
Association  at  Philadelphia  in  June,  and  at  the  Second  Inter- 
national Library  Conference  at  London  in  July.  Advantage  was 
taken  of  the  latter  occasion  to  visit  many  libraries  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, a  short  trip  was  made  to  Paris,  and  the  Second  International 
Bibliographical  Conference  held  in  Brussels  in  August  was 
attended. 

The  broader  acquaintance  with  the  methods  and  problems  of 
library  and  bibliographical  work  thus  acquired  ought  to  be  of 
advantage  to  the  library  as  well  as  to  the  librarian  personally, 
and  I  hope,  also,  that  the  purposes  and  character  of  the  library 
will  be  better  and  m6re  widely  known  as  a  result  of  its  repre- 
sentation at  these  meetings.     That  the  trip  was  pleasant  as  well 
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as  profitable  was  due  to  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  with  which 
the  visiting  librarians  were  everywhere  met,  and  which  we  cannot 
recall  without  an  expression  of  our  gratitude. 

The  staff  of  the  library  has  undergone  some  changes  during 
the  year.  Two  members  have  resigned,  but  appointments  have 
been  made  to  fill  their  places,  and  the  additions  necessary  for  the 
evening  opening  have  increased  the  total  number,  exclusive  of 
the  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  to  twenty-three.  It  is  but  justice 
to  say  that  they  have  worked  hard  and  faithfully  throughout  a 
year  which  has  made  exceptionally  great  demands  upon  their 
time  and  strength.

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REGULATIONS. 

The  library  is  open  to  the  public  every  day,  excepting  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays,  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  consulted  with- 
out formality,  but  after  use  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  instead  of 
being  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

Current  periodicals  may  be  consulted  within  the  periodical 
alcove;  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at  the  tables  in  the  Read- 
ing Room  by  presenting  to  the  Periodical  Clerk  a  serial  call-slip 
properly  filled  out. 

Books  not  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  obtained  by 
presenting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  a  book  call-slip  properly  filled 
out.     These  books  are  to  be  returned  to  the  delivery  desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched 
for,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Room.  All  books  used  under 
this  provision  arc  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the  Stack  Room. 

Books  of  great  value  and  rarity  may  be  consulted  only  in  the 
presence  of  an  attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  library,  or  their 
mutilation  in  any  manner,  is  forbidden.  The  tracing  of  plans 
will  be  permitted  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover,  but  not  other- 
wise. These  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  application  at  the 
delivery  desk. 

A  printed  card  catalogue  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of 
the  public.  At  present  it  is  in  two  sections,  alphabetical  author 
and  classed  subject;  an  alphabetical  subject  arrangement  will 
be  added  later. 

The  Reference  Librarian,  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Room,  will 
give  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue  and  the  selection  of 
books. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — The  fourth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Library  has 
shown  satisfactory  advances  in  its  usefulness  to  the  public,  in  its 
actual  growth,  and  in  its  prospects  for  future  usefulness  and 
growth. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  who 
merits  your  grateful  commendation  for  his  remarkable  fidelity 
and  skill  in  the  discharge  of  the  year's  unusually  important 
duties.  That  report  will  give  the  details  as  to  the  sale  and  con- 
version of  securities,  the  gratifying  result  of  which  is  a  large 
increase  in  the  assets  and  annual  income  of  the  Library.  The 
reinvestment  of  the  funds  thus  obtained  is  not  yet  completed. 
The  sum  now  available  for  the  Endowment  Fund  is  fully 
83,000,000,  while  the  operation  accounts  for  the  year  show  a 
surplus  of  about  $35,000  applicable  to  the  Building  Fund,  which, 
with  that  sum  added,  will  amount  to  nearly  $192,000.  The  net 
profit  arising  from  the  sale  of  securities  increases  the  amount  of 
the  Security  Reserve  Fund  so  much  as  to  make  desirable  a 
definition  of  the  policy  of  the  Board  as  to  its  application. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  has  arranged  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Library  as  to  an  extension  of  the 
present  lease  and  the  securing  of  the  additional  space  which  will 
be  needed  in  the  immediate  future. 

There  were  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year  14,000 
volumes,  making  the  total  accessions  43,000.  The  recorded  use 
shows  the  remarkable  increase  of  55  per  cent.,  and  careful  tests 
show  an  actual  use  of  nearly  70,000  volumes  and  periodicals. 
The  increase  and  use  have  been  well  distributed  through  all  the 
departments  of  the  Library.  More  than  30,000  visitors  were 
recorded,  an  average  of  99  a  day.  In  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  Board,  the  Library  has  taken  part  in  two  schemes 
of  cooperative  work  which  promise  to  add  successful  results  to

those  already  attained  by  it  in  this  line.  Details  of  the  admin- 
istration will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

To  the  donors  of  valuable  publications  received  as  gifts  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  have  been  extended  in  the  usual  form,  but 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  donors  deserves  special  mention 
as  an  indication  of  the  growing  public  interest  in  the  Library. 

No  vacancies  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  Board  of 
Directors.  To  the  Committees,  the  President  desires  to  express 
his  gratitude  for  their  cordial  response  to  the  calls  upon  their 
time  and  attention  made  by  the  needs  of  the  Library.  To  the 
Treasurer,  the  Librarian,  and  the  members  of  the  staff,  he 
acknowledges  his  gratitude  for  the  results  attained  by  their  faith- 
ful and  efficient  work.

REPORT  OF  THE   LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — The  fourth  year  of  the  work  of  the  library,  of 
which  the  following  report  presents  the  more  important  details, 
has  been  marked  by  continued  growth,  by  an  increased  useful- 
ness to  the  public,  and  by  increased  demands  from  the  public. 
So  far  as  these  demands  are  within  the  limits  of  the  field  marked 
out  by  the  Directors  they  are  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of 
maintaining  the  present  rate  of  growth,  especially  as  the 
increased  income  of  the  library  will  permit  the  accumulation  of 
a  building  fund  as  rapidly  as  was  contemplated  originally. 

The  present  quarters  are  conveniently  situated  and  comfort- 
ably arranged.  If  more  space  can  be  obtained,  they  can  be 
made  to  serve  well  for  several  years  to  come.  More  space  is 
necessary,  however,  for  in  storage  room  alone  the  limit  of  capac- 
ity will  be  almost  reached  at  the  end  of  our  present  lease,  while 
to  secure  convenient  administration  of  the  library  additional 
room  is  required  for  other  purposes.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  change  from  a  double  to  a  single  stack,  advised  by  the 
architects,  deprived  us  of  room  much  needed  for  storage  of 
janitor's  supplies  and  for  the  proper  care  and  storage  of  valuable 
books.  A  room  should  be  set  apart  for  these,  and  should  be 
furnished  with  apparatus  for  photographing  the  largest  plates  so 
that  the  library  may  not  incur  the  risk  of  loss  and  damage  inci- 
dental to  allowing  their  removal  from  the  library  in  order  that 
they  may  be  of  the  greatest  use. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  proof  of  the  usefulness  of  the 
library  exhibited  in  the  first  table  of  library  statistics,  which 
gives  the  monthly  and  average  daily  attendance,  use  of  books, 
use  of  periodicals,  and  the  number  of  visitors  admitted  to  the 
stack.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  recorded  30,516  visitors  to 
the  library,  a  daily  average  of  99  for  each  day  it  was  open;   1 5,367 
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books  were  drawn  from  the  stack,  and  7,213  periodicals  from  the 
periodical  alcove;  and  656  visitors  admitted  to  the  stack.  A 
comparison  of  the  figures  for  1898  with  those  of  1897  shows  that 
the  daily  average  of  visitors  has  increased  24  per  cent.,  the 
recorded  use  of  books  67  per  cent.,  that  of  periodicals  35  per 
cent.,  and  the  admissions  to  the  stack  37  per  cent.  The  smallest 
attendance  on  any  one  day  was  28,  on  May  30th,  and  the  largest 
172,  on  December  3d.  The  evening  attendance  was  remarkably 
steady  during  the  first  part  of  the  year,  fell  off  during  the 
extreme  hot  weather,  and  then  showed  a  gratifying  increase  over 
all  previous  figures.  For  the  last  two  months  it  was  75  per  cent 
greater  than  for  the  same  months  of  1897. 

In  the  last  report  were  stated  at  length  the  reasons  why  the 
recorded  use  of  both  books  and  periodicals  is  only  a  compara- 
tively small  fraction  of  the  whole  use.  An  attempt  was  made 
then  to  determine  the  proportion  by  ascertaining  the  number  of 
readers  who  did  not  write  call-slips  for  cither  books  or  period- 
icals; the  resulting  proportion  of  i :  2.5  was  thought  to  be  too 
low,  and  i :  3  was  taken  as  the  most  probable  value.  It  seemed 
desirable,  especially  in  view  of  the  not  inconsiderable  amount  of 
assumption  in  the  calculation,  to  confirm  it  by  direct  observation. 
Accordingly  for  two  weeks,  one  in  June  and  one  in  December,  a 
record  was  kept  of  each  person  entering  the  library,  the  number  of 
books  taken  from  the  shelves  in  the  Reading  Room  or  periodicals 
read  in  the  periodical  alcove  noted,  and  all  visitors  admitted  to 
the  stack  were  asked  to  report  the  number  of  volumes  consulted. 

The  results  were  in  curiously  close  agreement  with  each 
other  and  with  the  previous  estimate.  One  week  gave  the  pro- 
portion of  recorded  to  total  use  as  i  :  3.1,  and  the  other  as  I  :  3.3. 
It  may  be  said,  then,  that  the  recorded  use  of  22,580  books  and 
periodicals  in  1898  represents  an  actual  use  of  about  70,000. 
This  can  be  stated  the  more  confidently  because  the  only  ob- 
vious source  of  error  in  the  figures  is  the  impossibility  of  watching 
each  person  all  the  time;  so  that  the  result  probably  is  still 
somewhat  too  low. 

The  figures  show  some  details  which  may  be  of  interest. 
Thus,  of  every  100  persons  entering  the  library,  82  come  to 
read,  and  80  actually  do  use  one  or  more  books  or  pamphlets. 
The  average  number  of  books  used  by  each  reader  admitted  to 
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the  stack  is  6,  by  each  reader  in  the  Reading  Room  3.3,  of 
periodicals,  1.8.  On  the  average,  each  reader  keeps  a  book 
drawn  from  the  stack  an  hour  and  a  half.  The  proportion  of 
recorded  to  total  use  of  books  was  i :  3.4,  and  of  periodicals  i :  3.2. 
Only  18  per  cent,  of  the  visitors  to  the  library  were  women; 
nearly  one-half  of  these  did  no  reading  whatever,  and  a  very 
small  proportion  used  the  current  periodicals. 

That  all  the  subjects  included  in  the  library  are  in  fair  demand 
will  be  seen  from  the  detailed  classification  of  the  call-slips  given 
in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The  comparison  of 
percentages  in  each  department  with  those  of  1897  shows  that 
the  rate  of  increase  for  books  and  periodicals  has  been  about 
the  same  for  each  department,  though  the  Applied  Sciences  have 
gained  a  little  and  the  others  are  more  even,  but  that  in  admis- 
sions to  the  stack  the  Social  Sciences  have  made  a  notable  gain. 
The  figures  are  as  follows:

Passes  to  the  stack  have  been  given  only  to  persons  known 
to  the  Librarian,  and  only  when  circumstances  indicated  the 
probability  of  frequent  use.  In  other  cases  readers  have  been 
registered  for  each  visit.  The  number  of  such  registered  admis- 
sions is  455,  and  that  of  admissions  on  passes  is  201.  Eighteen 
passes  have  been  given  during  the  year,  making  32  in  all,  but 
the  holder  of  one  has  since  died,  and  another  has  been  reported 
lost.  Probably  it  will  be  found  desirable  to  begin  a  new  regis- 
tration every  few  years.  Of  the  31  passes  in  force,  25  have 
been  used,  showing  that  they  are  not  granted  too  freely. 

As  was  anticipated  in  the  last  report,  the  time  necessary  to 
serve  a  reader  is  longer  this  year  than  last,  but  as  the  average 
time  was  1.65  minutes,  and  as  83  percent,  of  the  calls  were  filled 
within  two  minutes  and  91  per  cent,  within  three  minutes,  there  is 
every  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  the  efficiency  of  the  delivery 
clerks  and  their  assistants. 

The  library  continues  to  serve  all  sections  of  the  city  and  its 
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suburbs,  while  the  number  of  persons  coming  from  a  distance  to 
make  use  of  it  is  constantly  increasing,  though  naturally  not  in 
proportion  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  citizens.  The  per- 
centages are:

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  desirability  of  facilities  for 
photographing,  in  order  to  avoid  allowing  valuable  volumes  of 
plates  to  be  taken  from  the  library.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  such  books  in  the  library,  and  the  largely  increased  number 
of  readers,  have  caused  so  many  requests  for  loans  as  to 
make  it  necessary  to  define  the  policy  of  the  library.  The 
Committee  on  Administration,  in  whose  hands  the  Directors 
placed  the  matter,  have  desired  to  make  the  library  as  useful  as 
possible  to  the  public,  but  have  felt  that  it  is  essential  to  the 
purposes  of  a  reference  library  that  its  books  should  be  available 
for  consultation  by  every  one  at  any  time.  Accordingly,  they 
have  instructed  the  Librarian  to  allow  only  such  books  to  go  out 
as  are  called  for  very  seldom,  to  remain  out  but  a  short  time, 
and  only  when  the  reason  is  something  beside  the  personal  con- 
venience of  the  reader. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association 
at  Lakewood  one  of  the  speakers  emphasized  the  value  of  sets  of 
periodicals  to  a  scientific  library,  and  referred  in  approval  to  the 
policy  of  this  library  of  spending  half  the  available  funds  for  such 
sets.  In  this  connection  a  determination  of  the  use  made  of  these 
sets  by  our  readers  would  appear  to  be  of  interest.  An  examination 
of  the  call-slips  for  books  from  the  stacks  showed  that  23  per  cent, 
of  them  were  for  volumes  of  serials.  This  would  make  the 
recorded  use  of  the  library,  in  round  numbers,  7,200  unbound 
serials,  3,500  bound  serials,  and  1 1,900  individual  works.  The 
percentage  of  serials  therefore  would  be  about  45.  The  per- 
centage of  the  total  use  would  be  less,  but  not  materially,  for 
if  the  books  in  the  Reading  Room  are  almost  exclusively  indi- 
vidual works,  those  consulted  by  readers  in  the  stacks  arc  nearly 
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as  exclusively  sets  of  periodicals.  Apart  from  the  question  of 
the  quality  of  the  reading,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  in 
scientific  literature  the  advantage  is  greatly  with  the  periodical 
form,  the  quantity  justifies  the  policy  of  the  library. 

For  a  second  time  the  work  of  cataloguing  the  accessions  has 
been  so  interrupted  by  changes  in  the  staff,  and  especially  this 
year  by  the  delay  in  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  Cataloguer, 
that  no  attempt  could  be  made  to  begin  the  publications 
planned,  though  the  need  of  them  has  been  felt.  The  Third 
Annual  Report,  a  pamphlet  of  twenty-nine  pages,- was  prepared 
and  printed  in  reasonable  season.  The  larger  part  of  an  edition 
of  4,000  copies  was  distributed  in  April.  The  distribution  of 
seven  copies  of  the  catalogue  cards  has  been  continued,  and  they 
appear  to  be  appreciated  by  the  libraries  receiving  them. 

Considerable  time  has  been  given  to  the  preparation  of 
material  for  a  union  list  of  periodicals  in  the  public  libraries  of 
Chicago  and  Kvanston.  The  compilation  of  such  a  list  was 
undertaken  by  the  Chicago  Library  Club,  and  seventeen  libraries 
were  asked  to  contribute.  Fifteen  have  done  so.  The  material 
has  been  consolidated  by  members  of  the  Club,  and  is  now 
deposited  with  the  John  Crerar  Library  awaiting  final  revision  and 
arrangements  for  publication.  Even  in  its  present  inconvenient 
form,  it  has  been  of  great  value  to  this  library  and  has  clearly 
established  its  broader  usefulness  and  the  great  desirability  of  its 
early  publication. 

The  selection  of  books  to  be  purchased  has  gone  forward  on 
the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Board,  and  therefore  without  material 
change,  though  rather  more  attention  has  been  given  to  Indus- 
trial Art,  as  suggested  by  the  President  in  his  last  report.  Of  the 
original  appropriation  but  little  remains  except  for  Education  and 
Engineering,  and  most  of  the  first  selection  has  been  made  in 
these  subjects.  Because  of  the  backwardness  of  the  cataloguing 
no  orders  were  given  from  August  to  the  end  of  November, 
except  for  such  books  as  were  wanted  immediately.  The  titles 
selected  for  purchase  have  accumulated,  therefore,  until  they 
amount  to  some  6,000. 

For  the  selection  of  many  of  the  titles  on  Education  the 
library  is  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Dr.  G.  F.  James,  secretary 
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of  the  Educational  Commission  of  the  city,  who  secured  the  ser- 
vices of  some  of  his  colleagues  in  addition  to  giving  his  own. 
It  is  pleasant  to  have  his  testimony  that  the  library  has  paid  in 
part  its  debt  by  the  assistance  it  has  furnished  the  Commission. 

During  the  year,  4,845  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these  loi 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  4,744  valid  orders,  covering 
8,289  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $19,589.49.  Of  out- 
standing orders  5,304  have  been  filled,  covering  11,238  volumes 
at  a  cost  of  $24,765.51,  leaving  outstanding  975  orders,  covering 
3,316  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $10,492.74.  The  classi- 
fication of  the  orders  of  the  year  and  of  the  total  to  date,  as  well 
as  of  the  estimated  cost  of  each,  is  given  in  the  second  table  of 
library  statistics. 

The  total  accessions  for  1898  have  been  14,063,  of  which 
2,825  have  been  received  by  gift,  and  11,238  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  periodicals  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  143  volumes,  leaving 
the  net  accessions  for  the  year  13,920,  making,  with  the  29,141 
reported  for  1897,  a  total  number  now  on  the  books  of  43,061- 
The  classification  of  the  accessions  of  the  year  and  of  the  total 
now  in  the  library  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  library  is  fairly  sym- 
metrical, the  percentage  in  each  dej)artment  being  as  follows:

Three  of  the  purchases  deserve  special  mention.  One  is  the 
collection  of  ornithological  works  obtained  of  the  Newberry 
Library.  There  were  three  hundred  volumes  in  the  collection, 
for  which  we  paid  1^4, 500.  It  included  a  fine  copy  of  Audubon's 
Birds  of  America^  elephant  folio  edition;  several  volumes  of 
Gould's  monographs;  Selby's  lUusiraiiojis  of  British  Ornitkology ; 
and  other  costly  works.  The  second  notable  purchase  is 
a  copy  of  Humboldt  and  Bonpland's  Voyage  aux  n^gious 
^qiiinoxiales  du  twitvcati  conHnctit,  in  twenty-nine  volumes,  quarto 
and  folio.     The  third  was  made  at  the  sale  of  the  Boncompagni 
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library  in  Rome.  Three  cases  have  been  received  already,  and 
more  are  hoped  for,  as  the  sale  is  not  yet  completed.  The  works 
obtained  will  greatly  strengthen  the  department  of  Physical 
Sciences,  especially  in  the  subject  of  Mathematics. 

While  practically  all  purchases,  including  the  remainder  of 
the  Newberry  books  not  duplicates,  have  been  entered  on  the 
books,  there  remain  to  be  entered  two  or  three  hundred  govern- 
ment documents,  a  large  number  of  incomplete  serials  from  the 
Western  Society  of  Engineers,  and  several  cases  of  municipal 
documents.  These  last  have  been  obtained  in  Boston,  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Washington,  and  Indianapolis  by 
Mr.  George  K,  Hooker.  Only  those  who  know  by  experience 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  these  documents  except  as  they  are 
issued  can  appreciate  the  benefit  to  the  library  of  Mr.  Hooker's 
services. 

A  comparison  of  the  2,825  accessions  by  gift  with  the  1,697 
so  reported  last  year  hardly  furnishes  a  fair  measure  of  the 
growth  of  interest  in  the  library.  The  list  of  donors  appended 
to  the  report  contains  twice  as  many  names  as  last  year  and 
records  the  receipt  of  nearly  three  times  as  many  pieces.  Many 
of  these  are  annual  reports  or  other  serial  publications  which  will 
not  be  bound  or  entered  until  enough  have  come  to  make  a 
volume  of  convenient  size,  so  that  the  number  received  bears  no 
relation  to  the  number  of  accessions. 

Of  the  more  considerable  gifts,  the  largest  is  from  the  United 
States  government.  As  a  designated  depositary  the  library 
receives  all  current  Congressional  documents,  but  it  owes  to  the 
good  offices  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  a  large  col- 
lection of  older  documents,  and  has  received  from  him  and  other 
officials  many  important  bureau  publications.  The  next  most 
considerable  gift  was  from  the  Western  Society  of  Engineers. 
In  addition  to  their  files  of  unbound  periodicals,  the  Society  sent 
all  its  duplicates,  so  that  three  or  four  hundred  volumes  have 
been  put  on  the  shelves,  and  a  large  number  of  incomplete  peri- 
odicals await  completion.  Other  considerable  and  very  welcome 
gifts  are  a  set  of  the  Revue  des  deux  ?nofides,  from  the  library  of 
the  late  Eugene  Borda,  through  his  daughter,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Bige- 
low  of  Chicago,  a  collection  of  publications  on  the  resources  of 
Mexico  from  the  government  of  that  country;  sets  of  their  pub- 
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lications  from  Columbia  University,  Lafayette  College,  McGill 
University,  University  of  Cincinnati,  and  University  of  Illinois;  a 
set  of  Notes  and  Queries  from  Mr.  George  A.  Armour;  and  a  set 
of  his  reports  on  bridges  from  Mr.  George  S.  Morison. 

During  the  year  840  volumes  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves 
in  the  Reading  Room,  making  the  total  now  there  2,215.  Five 
volumes  are  reported  missing  from  these  shelves,  a  loss  which, 
though  greater  than  last  year,  may  be  regarded  as  inconsiderable 
in  comparison  with  the  great  use  made  of  these  books  and  the 
advantages  of  free  access  to  the  best  books  in  the  library.  More 
annoying  losses  have  occurred  among  the  unbound  periodicals, 
but  a  few  weeks  of  increased  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
assistants  practically  put  an  end  to  them.  The  comparison  of 
all  the  books  with  the  shelf  list  shows  that  eleven  volumes, 
including  the  five  in  the  Reading  Room,  have  been  misplaced  or 
removed  during  the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  six  of  the  ten 
volumes  so  reported  last  year  were  found  this  year,  so  that  the 
net  loss  for  two  years  has  been  only  fifteen,  or  three-hundredths 
of  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  the  library  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  If  the  four  volumes  missing  in  1897  are  not  found  at 
the  end  of  1899  they  will  be  considered  irrecoverable,  and  with- 
drawn from  the  records,  though  this  may  prove  to  be  a  prema- 
ture assumption,  for  an  English  library  recently  reported  the 
return  of  a  volume  which  had  been  missing  for  forty-five  years. 

The  number  of  periodicals  and  serials  received  is  now  1,506, 
and  their  estimated  annual  cost  84,303.87.  Their  classification 
is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  One  hundred 
and  eighty-six  arc  received  by  gift,  including  47  from  the  West- 
ern Society  of  Engineers.  A  number  of  these  were  previously 
subscribed  for  by  the  library,  and  the  saving  thus  made,  together 
with  that  arising  from  serials  ceasing  publication,  will  allow 
additions  to  be  made  which  will  be  required  by  the  probable 
extension  of  the  cooperative  analysis  of  serials. 

During  the  year  5,531  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the  binders, 
and  5,466  received  from  them,  leaving  492  at  the  bindery  on 
January  i,  1899.  The  cost  of  binding  was  $6,605,  '^^  average  of 
$1.21  per  volume.  There  have  been  but  two  changes  in  methods 
of  work.  One  is  to  have  large  quantities  of  cases  for  thin 
pamphlets  made  at  one  time  in  standard  sizes,  thus  effecting  a 
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considerable  saving  at  some  loss  in  good  looks,  but  none  in 
workmanship  or  durability.  The  other  is  the  employment  of  an 
apprentice  from  the  bindery  to  paste  in  the  book-plates.  Here 
also  the  saving  is  considerable.  This  work  is  now  included  in 
the  charge  for  lettering  and  repairs,  which  amounts  to  $1,393.60 
for  14,000  volumes. 

In  spite  of  the  interruption  to  the  work  of  cataloguing 
already  mentioned,  there  has  been  almost  as  much  done  as  last 
year.  The  Cataloguer  reports  that  5,507  titles  have  been  pre- 
pared, cards  for  5,416  received  from  the  printer,  and  electrotypes 
for  5,333  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  titles  pre- 
pared to  date  is  14,608,  of  titles  printed  13,883,  of  electrotypes 
13*635.  Many  typewritten  entries  were  made,  especially  on 
account  of  incomplete  serials,  but  they  have  probably  now 
reached  a  maximum. 

In  addition  to  the  titles  prepared  and  printed  by  the  library, 
our  catalogue  has  been  enlarged  and  our  collections  made  more 
available  by  the  analysis  of  serials  undertaken  in  cooperation 
with  four  other  libraries.  The  plan,  mentioned  in  the  last  report, 
was  put  into  operation  early  in  the  spring,  and  though  the  full 
year's  work  will  not  be  finished  for  some  months  it  is  not  too 
soon  to  report  its  success.  This  library  has  prepared  389  titles, 
for  which  it  has  been  allowed  $38.90,  and  has  received  2,645 
titles,  13,225  cards,  at  a  net  cost  of  $65.23.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  titles  received  will  be  used,  so  that  the  approximate 
cost  of  each  title  is  3.5  cents  and  three-tenths  of  the  cost  of 
preparation,  as  against  16  cents  and  the  whole  cost  of  preparation 
if  done  individually.  These  cards  are  placed  as  soon  as  possible 
in  the  catalogues  exactly  as  if  printed  by  the  library,  and  915 
titles  have  been  added  so  far.  There  are  now  twenty-one  sub- 
scribers to  the  full  set,  so  that  the  work  seems  to  have  secured 
general  approval,  and  probably  will  be  extended. 

The  classed  subject  catalogue  contains  some  15,300  titles 
and  23,651  cards,  or  about  1.5  entries  to  each  title.  The 
distribution  of  these  entries,  and  therefore  the  best  indication  of 
the  available  resources  in  each  subject,  is  shown  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  author  catalogue  now  contains 
the  same  15,300  titles  and  22,636  cards,  not  quite  1.5  entries  to 
each  title.     Rules  for  the  alphabetical  subject  catalogue  are  still 
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under  discussion,  though  progress  has  been  made  in  the  deter- 
mination of  its  relations  to  the  other  catalogues.  The  Cataloguer 
is  now  considering  the  methods  of  work  to  be  adopted,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  begin  actual  preparation  soon. 

With  the  desire  of  making  the  books  as  available  as  possible, 
the  library  intends  to  subscribe  to  all  card  bibliographies  on  sci- 
entific subjects,  and  receives  at  present  indexes  to  zoology, 
agriculture,  American  botanical  literature,  names  of  new  botan- 
ical genera  and  species,  mathematics  and  photography.  A  very 
comprehensive  extension  of  the  system  has  been  proposed  by 
the  Royal  Society  of  London.  This  is  nothing  less  than  the 
prompt  issue  of  printed  cards  giving  the  title  and  subject  of  all 
original  contributions  to  the  physical  and  natural  sciences.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  titles  will  amount  to  some  40,000  annually, 
and  that  to  properly  index  them  160,000  cards  will  be  required. 
The  subscription  is  placed  at  £^0  per  annum,  and  the  cost  of 
arrangement  and  storage  would  be  more  than  as  much  more.  If 
carried  out,  the  question  of  subscription  on  the  part  of  this 
library  will  require  consideration,  but  even  as  a  proposition  it  is 
interesting  as  an  extreme  development  of  the  card  system. 
Even  should  the  card  form  be  found  impracticable,  the  material  will 
be  issued  in  books,  and  it  would  be  mortifying  if  this  country 
did  not  do  its  share  and  American  scientific  work  were  not  repre- 
sented adequately.  To  secure  this  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
will  undertake  the  compilation  if  the  means  are  furnished,  and 
I  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  the  desirability  of  their  joining 
with  other  libraries  interested  in  urging  upon  Congress  the  neces- 
sary action. 

The  library  has  been  officially  represented  by  the  Librarian 
and  unofficially  by  the  Cataloguer  and  two  other  members  of 
the  staff  at  the  annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation at  Lakewood,  N.  Y.,  July  5th  to  8th,  and  unofficially  by 
several  members  of  the  staff,  including  the  Librarian  and  Assist- 
ant Librarian,  at  the  Interstate  Library  Conference  at  Evanston, 
February  21st  and  22d. 

The  Librarian  has  also  taken  advantage  of  a  recent  visit  East 
to  consult  with  librarians  there  as  to  details  of  the  cooperative 
analysis  of  serials  and  to  examine  the  new  Princeton  University 
Library  and  the  Congressional  Library.     His  visits  were  partly 
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also  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  best  plans  for  a  proper  repre- 
sentation of  American  libraries  at  the  Paris  Exposition  in  1900, 
a  matter  which  probably  will  be  brought  before  the  Board  later 
in  the  year. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  numerous.  Miss  Giles 
and  Miss  Shuey,  senior  assistants,  and  Miss  Furness,  junior  assist- 
ant, have  left  the  service,  and  there  has  been  a  succession  of 
changes  among  the  pages.  The  oldest  of  them,  P'rederick  Mar- 
tin, who  had  been  in  the  library  from  the  beginning,  volunteered 
for  and  served  in  the  war  with  Spain,  and  another  enlisted  in  the 
regular  army  at  the  same  time.  One  new  position,  that  of  Assist- 
ant Cataloguer,  has  been  made  by  the  Board,  and  has  been  filled 
by  the  selection  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Hawley,  at  the  time  revising 
cataloguer  in  the  New  York  State  Library.  Miss  Foye  and  Mrs. 
Kelley,  junior  assistants,  have  been  made  senior  assistants;  Miss 
Eleanor  Roper  has  been  appointed  a  senior  assistant,  and  Miss 
Gertrude  P'orstall  a  junior  assistant. 

To  the  staff,  as  a  whole  and  individually,  the  Librarian 
acknowledges  his  indebtedness  for  earnest  and  faithful  work, 
which  has  accomplished  much  in  spite  of  serious  obstacles.

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MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Thursday  in  January  in  each 
year,  shall  be  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  The 
John  Crerar  Library,  at  which  meeting  the  officers  of  the  Cor- 
poration shall  be  elected,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as 
may  be  properly  brought  before  the  meeting. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Thursday  of  the  months  of  January,  April,  June  and 
October,  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

At  such  meetings,  seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  at  any  such  meet- 
ing, an  adjournment  to  a  fixed  day  may  be  made  by  any  number 
present. 

Section  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at 
the  request  of  the  President  or  any  two  Directors,  and  the  notice 
of  such  meeting  shall  recite  such  request  and  the  object  for 
which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of 
the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  held  upon  call  of  their  respec- 
tive Chairmen,  upon  notice  to  be  determined  by  each  committee; 
and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  three  members, 
and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committees  two  members, 
shall  constitute  a  ({uorum. 

Section  5.  Notices  in  writing  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  each  Director,  by  mailing  the 
same  to  his  address,  not  less  than  ten  days  before  any  regular 
meeting,  and  not  less  than  two  days  before  any  special  or 
adjourned  meeting. 

35 
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OFFICERS. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, a  First  Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  and  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  the  Directors,  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  Directors,  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Board  a  Treasurer  and 
a  Librarian — either  of  whom  may  or  may  not  be  a  Director — 
and  such  other  agents  or  employees  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary.  All  such  appointees  shall  hold  their 
positions,  respectively,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  Vacancies  among  the  officers  or  in  the  Board, 
or  in  the  position  of  Treasurer  or  Librarian,  may  be  filled  by  the 
Board  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the 
proposed  action  be  contained  in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 

Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  election  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  Justice,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Illinois.  Whenever  any  Director  shall  be 
elected  to  fill  any  vacancy,  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation  giving  the  name  of  the  person  elected  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  where  the 
articles  of  incorporation  are  recorded,  as  provided  in  Paragraph 
22,  Chapter  81,  Statutes  of  Illinois. 

Section  8.  The  compensation  of  Treasurer  and  Librarian 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board.  The  compensation  of  all  other 
agents  and  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on 
Administration,  subject  to  the  apj)roval  of  the  Board. 

Section  9.  The  following  shall  be  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees to  be  elected  by  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting: 

A  Committee  on  Finance, 

A  Committee  on  Administration, 

A  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and 

A  Committee  on  Books, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members. 

There  shall  also  be  an  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the 
President  shall  be  the  Chairman,  and  which  shall  consist  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees  above  named. 

Section   10.     During  the  absence   from  Chicago,  or  other 
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inability  to  act,  of  any  Chairman  of  any  Standing  Committee, 
the  next  member  of  such  Committee  in  regular  order  who  is 
available  shall  act  as  Chairman  and  as  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  any 
member  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  President  may  appoint 
any  member  of  the  Board  to  serve  as  a  member  of  such  Com- 
mittee until  such  absence  or  disability  shall  cease. 

PRESIDENT. 

Section  ii.  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Corporation  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  execute  all  documents  and  assignments  or 
transfers  of  shares  of  stock,  bonds  or  notes  authorized  to  be 
executed  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Committee  on  Finance.  He 
shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  each  of  the  Standing  Committees 
and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  have 
power  to  enforce  all  by-laws,  regulations,  and  orders,  and  to 
suspend  at  any  time  any  agent  or  emj>loyee  of  the  Corporation, 
and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  remove 
such  agent  or  employee,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  from 
time  to  time  assigned  to  him. 

He  shall  make  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Hoard,  a  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December  preceding,  of 
the  condition  of  the  Library  and  of  the  funds  and  other  property 
of  the  Corporation,  showing  the  assets  and  investments  of  such 
Corporation  in  detail  as  provided  in  Paragra]>h  22,  Chapter  81, 
Statutes  of  Illinois. 

VICK-PRKSIDKNTS. 

Section  12.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  President  shall, 
in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Pres- 
idents in  their  order,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of 
both  Vice-Presidents,  upon  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees in  the  order  named   in  Section  g. 

SKCRKTARV. 

Section  13.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Hoard,  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  and  of  all  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  Corporation. 
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to  be  kept  in  a  place  designated  by  the  Board,  sign  the  call  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  execute  such  documents  as  require 
his  signature  and  the  seal,  when  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him. 

treasurp:r. 

Sfxtion  14.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  financial  officer  of 
the  Corporation,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  its  funds  and 
securities,  and  deposit  them  in  such  banks  or  depositories  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  shall  sign  all  checks,  drafts 
and  other  papers  requiring  the  payment  of  money,  when  duly 
countersigned,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him.  He  shall  give  bond  in  such 
amount  and  with  such  surety  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

He  shall  prepare  for  consideration  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Corporation  a  statement  of  the  probable  income  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  the  expenditures  recommended  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committees. 

LIBRARIAN. 

Section  15.  The  Librarian,  unjler  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration,  shall  have  the  charge  of  the 
Library  and  of  the  conduct  of  its  administration,  and  of  all 
agents  and  employees  therein,  and  shall  carry  out  the  policies 
adopted  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the 
Library  and  the  nature  and  quality  of  its  accessions,  and  shall 
perform  all  other  duties  from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him. 

COMMITTEKS. 

Section  16.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  general 
direction  and  control  of  the  funds  and  j)roperty  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  this  Committee  a  monthly 
statement  of  balances  on  hand,  and  all  other  matters  connected 
with  the  investments  as  well  as  property  and  finances  of  the 
Corporation.  Sales  of  securities,  investments  and  reinvestments 
of  all  funds  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  made  only  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  this  Committee  or  by  direction  of  the 
Board. 
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The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  securities,  funds  and 
property  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  examined  and  verified  by 
this  Committee  at  such  times  durinjjf  each  year  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  expedient,  or  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board,  and  a  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Corporation 
made  at  each  meeting  of  the  Hoard. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Administration  shall  have 
charge  of  administration  of  the  temporary  cjuarters  of  the 
Library,  and  of  the  Library  building  when  erected,  together  with 
the  Library  and  all  personal  j)ropcrty  connected  therewith,  and 
shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  agents  and  employees  in  the 
administration  of  the  Library,  and  shall  consider  and  recommend 
to  the  Hoard  for  approval  all  appointments  in  the  working  force 
of  the  Library,  and  all  changes  deemed  advisable  therein,  and 
also  in  the  methods  of  the  administration  of  the  Library. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  l^uildings  and  Grounds 
shall  have  control  of  the  real  estate  and  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  of  the  adjustment  and  payment  of  all  assessments 
and  insurance  upon  the  same,  and  shall  have  supervision  and 
control  of  the  erection  of  all  buildings  and  negotiations  and 
contracts  involved  therein,  as  authorized  by  the  Hoard,  and  shall 
recommend  an  architect,  superintendent  and  contractors,  for 
appointment  and  selection  by  the  Hoard. 

Section  19.  The  Committee  on  Hooks  shall  have  charge  of 
the  selection,  purchase,  binding,  and  repair  of  all  accessions  to 
the  Library,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
Hoard,  and  in  accordance  with  their  directions.  They  shall  have 
power  to  dispose,  bv  sale  or  otherwise,  of  duplicates  and  of 
accessions  which  are  not  within  the  lines  fixed  bv  the  Hoard. 

Section  20.  The  Kxecutive  Committee  shall  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  the  Hoard,  subject  to  its  approval,  in  matters 
recjuiring  action  between  the  meetings  of  the  lioard,  and  shall 
also  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  ileem  advisable  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Hoard  and  the  Standing  Committees. 

Section  21.  All  moneys  shall  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or 
banks,  to  be  desi-rnated  bv  the  Hoard,  to  the  credit  of  ''The 
John  Crerar  Library,"  and  shall  be  drawn  out  only  by  checks 
signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  President. 

Section  22.     The  total  l)e(|ucst  received  from  the  Trustees 
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of  the  Estate  of  John  Crerar  for]the  establishment  of  the  Library 
shall  be  set  apart  as  a  Permanent  Endowment  Fund,  and  shall 
never  be  impaired  nor  encroached  upon.  This  fund  may  be 
increased  by  adding  thereto  such  portion  of  the  surplus  revenues, 
or  funds  received  from  other  sources,  as  the  Board  by  a  majority 
vote  at  any  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  may 
determine. 

Skction  23.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  or  repealed 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  nine  members  of  the 
Board  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  that  notice  of  such  pro- 
posed action  shall  be  included  by  the  Secretary  in  the  call  for 
the  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Gefitlemen, — The  death  of  President  Williams  and  the  tem- 
porary absence  of  his  successor,  Col.  Jackson,  devolves  on  me  the 
duty  of  presenting  to  the  Board  a  review  of  the  year's  work  of 
the  library. 

The  Board  has  suffered,  also,  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Armour,  Mr.  Blackstone  and  Dr.  McPherson. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  has  had  plans  pre- 
pared for  the  utilization  of  the  space  to  be  taken  on  the  fifth 
floor  of  the  building,  with  a  preliminary  estimate  of  the  cost, 
which  is  included  in  the  estimated  appropriations  submitted  for 
your  consideration. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  marked  increase  in  the  income 
of  the  library,  as  foreshadowed  in  the  President's  report  of  the 
previous  year.  Attention  is  called  to  the  large  proportion  of 
the  funds  of  the  library  which  have  undergone  reinvestment 
during  the  year.  There  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the  value 
of  securities,  making  it  possible,  if  the  Board  so  decides,  to 
increase  considerably  the  endowment  fund.  The  statement  of 
expenses  of  operation  shows  an  available  surplus  applicable  to 
the  building  fund  of  over  $60,000,  making  a  total  now  of  over 
$250,000. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  the  details  of  the  adminis- 
tration. During  the  year  there  were  added  12,000  volumes, 
making  the  total  accessions  55,000.  Nearly  35,000  visitors  were 
recorded,  an  average  of  113  a  day,  and  an  increase  of  almost 
5,000  over  the  records  of  last  year.  The  recorded  use  of  books 
and  periodicals  has  increased  in  even  larger  proportion,  and  the 
total  use  was  more  than  80,000.  Attention  is  called  to  the  list 
of  donors,  and  to  the  increase  of  gifts,  as  a  proof  of  the  growth 

of  public  interest  in  the  library.

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During  the  year  the  Security  Reserve  Fund  reached  the 
amount  of  $409,191.52,  of  which,  by  order  of  the  Board,  there 
was  transferred  to  Endowment  Fund  $350,000.00,  thus  placing 
the  Endowment  Fund  at  $3,350,000.00,  and  leaving  an  ample 
balance  in  the  Security  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Building  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the 
surplus  for  the  year,  viz.,  $61,950.07,  making  a  total  to  the 
credit  of  that  Fund  of  $253,923.39. 

The  Book  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the 
investment  during  the  year,  less  depreciation,  and  now  stands  at 
$114,934.68.

REPORT    OF   THE    LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen^ — In  presenting  the  fifth  annual  statement  of  the 
work  of  the  library,  I  ask  permission  to  express  for  myself  and 
all  those  members  of  the  staff  who  have  been  with  the  library 
from  the  beginning,  our  strong  feeling  of  personal  loss  in  the 
death  of  its  President,  and  our  appreciation  of  his  friendly 
interest  in  the  staff. 

Were  it  not  for  the  losses  which  your  Board  has  suffered  by 
death  and  by  resignation,  the  history  of  the  library  for  1899 
might  well  be  characterized  as  prosperous  but  uneventful.  A 
satisfactory  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  number  of  people 
using  it,  in  the  recorded  use  of  its  books  and  periodicals,  in  the 
number  of  volumes  available  for  use,  and  in  the  means  of  mak- 
ing these  more  readily  useful. 

As  previously  reported  to  the  Board  by  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  them 
for  additional  room  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  building,  immediately 
below  the  Reading  Room  and  east  end  of  the  Stack  Room. 
Plans  have  been  drawn  by  Messrs.  Shepley,  Rutan  &  Coolidge, 
which  provide,  within  the  minimum  space  that  could  be 
taken  conveniently,  for  a  room  for  valuable  books  and  for  society 
meetings,  a  storage  and  supply  room,  and  one  or  two  other 
rooms  much  needed  for  the  increasing  administration  of  the 
library,  and  shelf  room  for  68,000  volumes.  A  stack  holding 
some  60,000  volumes  should  be  erected  at  once ;  the  remaining 
shelving,  being  mostly  wall  shelving,  can  be  added  as  needed. 
The  new  lease  will  begin  on  May  ist ;  it  is  hoped  that  all 
preparation  possible  may  have  been  completed  by  that  time, 
and  the  work  of  construction  be  begun  promptly. 

As  was  anticipated  in  last  year's  report,  the  amount  of  free 
shelving  became  very  limited  in  the  course  of  the  year,  so  much 
so  that  an  excessive  amount  of  time  was  required  to  shelve  the 
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new  accessions.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the  fact  that  the  safe 
limit  of  capacity  of  the  Stack  Room  had  not  been  reached  to 
put  an  additional  shelf  over  all  the  stack.  This  has  proved  to 
be  a  great  relief,  and  should  suffice  until  the  new  Stack  Room  is 
available. 

From  an  examination  of  the  first  table  of  library  statistics, 
which  gives  the  monthly  and  average  daily  attendance,  recorded 
use  of  books  and  periodicals,  and  number  of  visitors  admitted  to 
the  stack,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  recorded  34,827  visitors 
to  the  library,  an  average  of  1 1 3  for  each  day  it  was  open  ;  slips 
for  18,890  books  and  8,013  periodicals  were  presented  and  filled; 
and  1,017  visitors  admitted  to  the  stack.  A  comparison  of  these 
figures  with  those  for  previous  years  will  be  found  in  the  same 
table.  The  smallest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  35,  on 
June  22d,  when  the  library  was  closed  in  the  afternoon  and 
evening  on  account  of  the  funeral  services  of  its  President,  and 
the  largest  241,  on  November  i8th.  The  evening  attendance 
has  been  decidedly  greater  than  in  previous  years,  and  is  now 
as  large  proportionally  to  the  total  attendance  as  was  expected 
when  it  was  decided  to  open  the  library  in  the  evenings. 

The  detailed  classification  of  the  call-slips  and  admissions  to 
the  stack  is  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The 
following  comparison  of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each 
department,  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1898,  shows  that 
the  rate  of  increase  in  the  use  of  books  and  periodicals  drawn  on 
call-slips  is  very  nearly  the  same  for  all  departments,  while  in 
the  admissions  to  the  stack  the  Physical  Sciences  have  made  a 
notable  gain,  though  probably  a  temporary  one.

The  number  of  admissions  to  the  stack  on  registration  have 
been  730,  and  on  passes  287;  ten  passes  have  been  given  during 
the  year,  making  42  in  all,  and  of  these  32  have  been  used. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  number  of  readers,  the  increased 
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number  of  call-slips  made  out  by  each  reader,  and  the  increased 
number  of  volumes  from  which  the  books  called  for  have  to  be 
selected,  the  records  show  that  the  time  required  to  fill  calls 
actually  has  diminished.  The  average  time  this  year  was  1.5 1 
minutes,  while  88  per  cent,  were  filled  in  two  minutes,  and  96 
per  cent,  in  three  minutes.  The  figures  last  year  were  1.65,  83, 
and  91  respectively.  This  result  is  a  gratifying  proof  of  the 
increased  efficiency  of  the  delivery  clerks  and  their  assistants. 

The  change  in  the  proportion  of  the  call-slips  credited  to 
each  of  the  divisions  of  the  city  is  so  slight  as  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing table  of  interest  only  as  a  proof  that  the  library  serves 
all  sections.     The  percentages  are:

In  view  of  the  extremely  close  agreement  of  the  two  deter- 
minations of  the  proportion  of  recorded  use  to  total  use  of  the 
library  made  last  year,  it  did  not  seem  necessary  to  devote  so 
soon  again  the  required  time  and  effort  to  the  collection  of 
similar  statistics.  While  the  increased  proportion  of  books 
drawn  from  the  stack  may  indicate,  though  not  necessarily,  a 
smaller  proportion  of  books  used  in  the  Reading  Room,  this 
loss  would  be  made  up  by  the  greatly  increased  proportion  of 
admissions  to  the  stack.  The  total  use  of  the  library,  therefore, 
may  be  estimated  safely  at  over  80,000  books  and  periodicals. 
In  other  respects  there  have  been  no  changes  of  consequence  ob- 
served, except  that  the  proportion  of  women  readers  has  in- 
creased decidedly,  and  that  of  visitors  not  reading  at  all  has 
decreased. 

The  Committee  on  Administration  has  authorized  the  print- 
ing of  the  **  List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room'*  and  the  **  List 
of  Periodicals  Currently  Received,'*  and  work  on  both  has  been 
begun.  The  first  is  to  be  issued  partly  for  the  use  of  readers 
and  partly  to  obtain  expert  criticism  of  the  collection  in  order 
that  it  may  be  made  as  complete  as  possible.  This  bulletin  is 
the  first  considerable  use  of  the  electrotyped  titles,  and  has 
presented  interesting  problems,  some  anticipated  and  some  not. 
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So  much  depends  upon  their  satisfactory  solution  that  the  work  of 
preparation  ought  not  to  be  hurried.  The  Fourth  Annual  Report, 
a  pamphlet  of  forty  pages,  was  duly  prepared,  and  the  larger  part 
of  the  usual  edition  of  4,000  copies  was  distributed  in  April. 

Some  not  unimportant  changes  have  been  made  in  the  routine 
of  the  work  of  classification,  cataloguing  and  binding,  which,  it 
is  hoped,  will  enable  the  library  to  place  those  books  which  have 
to  be  bound  at  the  disposal  of  readers  some  two  weeks  earlier 
than  hitherto,  and  at  the  same  time  will  make  it  possible  for  the 
desk  attendants  to  find  a  book  not  yet  fully  catalogued  in  the 
absence  of  those  having  it  in  charge.  The  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  readers  in  the  evening  makes  this  now  a  matter  of 
much  more  importance  than  in  the  past. 

The  amount  of  routine  work  accomplished  has  not  differed 
materially  from  that  of  previous  years.  The  selection  of  books 
to  be  purchased,  however,  has  not  been  as  regular  as  is  desirable, 
partly  because  of  the  absences  of  the  Librarian,  and  partly  be- 
cause of  the  exhaustion  of  appropriations.  The  latter  cause  was 
more  especially  felt  in  the  departments  of  Natural  Sciences  and 
Social  Sciences.  In  the  first  case  certain  very  expensive  pur- 
chases were  authorized  by  the  Committee  on  Books;  in  the 
second  there  was  an  accumulation  of  titles  selected  in  previous 
years.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  department  of  Physical 
Sciences  the  selection  has  been  brought  down  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  in  the  other  departments  the  arrearages  are  less  than 
at  the  same  time  last  year. 

During  the  year,  4,601  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these  634 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  3,967  valid  orders  covering  6,623 
volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $  1 4, 1 48.4 1 .  Of  outstanding  orders 
3,924  were  filled,  covering9,252  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $17,587.05, 
leaving  outstanding  1,098  orders,  covering  3,030  volumes,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $7,426.33.  The  classification  of  the  orders  of 
the  year  and  of  the  total  to  date,  as  well  as  of  the  estimated  cost 
of  each,  is  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 

The  total  accessions  for  1899  have  been  12,360,  of  which 
3,103  have  been  received  by  gift,  and  9,252  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  periodicals  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  198  volumes,  leaving 
the  net  accessions  for  the  year   12,162,  making,  with  the  43,061 
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reported  for  1898,  a  total  number  now  on  the  books  of  55,223. 
Practically  all  books  received  by  the  library  to  December 
31st  have  been  entered  on  the  books,  so  that  there  are  now  no 
arrearages  of  work  in  this  line.  The  classification  of  the  acces- 
sions of  the  year  and  of  the  total  now  in  the  library  is  shown 
in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  growth  of  the  library  is  fairly  symmetrical,  the  totals  and  the 
percentage  in  each  department  being  as  follows:

In  this  connection  it  should  be  stated  that  the  13  per  cent,  in 
the  Natural  Sciences  have  cost  the  library  more  than  three  times 
as  much  as  the  25  per  cent,  in  the  Social  Sciences. 

Among  the  purchases  which  deserve  special  mention  are  a 
set  of  Muybridge's  Animal  Locomotion,  bought  of  Quaritch;  a  selec- 
tion of  some  450  volumes  and  pamphlets  mostly  on  industrial 
art  from  the  library  of  the  late  Anatole  Montaiglon,  bought  at 
auction;  and  a  rearrangement  of  the  entries  of  the  publications 
of  societies  in  the  Accessions  Catalogue  of  the  British  Museum. 
This  last  was  edited  and  printed  photographically  by  the  New- 
berry Library,  and  is  interesting  for  the  novelty  of  its  method  as 
well  as  useful  for  its  contents. 

The  number  of  gifts  received  was  5,879,  and  accessioned 
3,108,  as  against  5,567  and  2,825  for  1898.  The  most  important 
gift  of  the  year  was  a  collection  of  some  1,500  volumes  and 
pamphlets  from  the  publishers  of  the  Railway  Age,  for  the 
greater  part  on  subjects  connected  with  transportation.  Among 
them  were  many  early  reports  of  railroad  commissions  which 
would  have  been  very  difficult  to  obtain  through  the  usual  chan- 
nels. Besides  the  continuations  of  gifts  sent  in  previous  years 
and  the  many  single  volumes,  there  are  several  more  con- 
siderable gifts,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  sets,  complete  or 
partial,  of  the  publications  of  the  Library  of  Congress;  Chicago, 
Cornell,  Princeton  and  Tokyo  universities;  Alabama,  Georgia 
and   Minnesota  geological   surveys;  the  Royal  Zoological    and 
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Ethnological  Museum  of  Dresden;  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, at  the  instance  of  Senator  Penrose;  the  cities  of  Balti- 
more, Brooklyn,  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  through  Mr.  G.  E. 
Hooker;  and  a  collection  of  books  on  engineering  subjects  from 
Mr.  Carl  Boechlin  of  Chicago. 

The  result  of  the  comparison  of  the  shelf-list  with  the  books 
on  the  shelves  is  truly  remarkable.  While  five  volumes  have 
been  lost  during  the  year,  one  from  the  Reading  Room  and  four 
from  the  Stack  Room,  on  the  other  hand  two  reported  missing 
last  year  have  been  returned  to  the  Reading  Room,  and  five 
have  been  found  in  the  Stack  Room.  The  total  loss  since  the 
opening,  therefore,  is  only  thirteen  volumes,  or  about  two-hun- 
dredths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  volumes  on  the  shelves  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  Although  one  of  the  four  volumes  missing  in 
1897  h^s  been  found  this  year,  it  seems  best  to  withdraw  the 
other  three  from  the  records. 

The  total  number  of  periodicals  currently  received  was  1,806, 
at  an  actual  cost  of  $4,468.35.  About  100  more  have  been  sub- 
scribed for  but  not  yet  received,  and  the  number  of  subscriptions 
will  have  to  be  increased,  in  justice  to  our  readers,  if  the  Western 
Society  of  Engineers  decides  that  it  is  not  able  to  send  us,  as 
promptly  as  in  the  past,  the  numbers  which  it  does  not  intend 
to  bind.  A  re-estimation  of  the  cost  of  subscription,  however, 
shows  that  this  can  be -done  within  the  present  appropriation, 
and  still  leave  an  ample  margin  for  such  additions  as  may  be 
found  desirable.  Of  the  periodicals  received  this  year,  381  came 
as  gifts. 

The  first  portion  of  the  Union  List  of  Periodicals  has  been 
sent  to  the  printer,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  publication  can 
be  completed  this  spring.  It  is  certain  to  be  of  much  use  to 
the  libraries  of  the  city,  but  will  tiot  make  unnecessary  the  pub- 
lication of  the  list  of  current  periodicals  taken  by  the  library,  as 
the  latter  will  be  classed  as  well  as  alphabetical. 

During  the  year  5,932  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the  binders, 
and  6,214  received  from  them,  leaving  225  at  the  bindery  on 
January  i,  1900.  This  is  the  smallest  number  so  far  reported. 
The  cost  of  binding  was  $6,95 7.65,  an  average  of  $1.12  per  volume. 
The  cost  of  lettering  and  repairs,  including  a  considerable  num- 
ber  of  changes   in   classification  and   the    insertion    of   several 
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thousand  book-plates,  as  well  as  the  care  of  the  12,000  acces- 
sions, has  been  $1,445.95. 

All  accessions  received  since  the  change  of  routine  referred 
to  have  been  catalogued,  and  the  accumulation  of  volumes 
uncatalogued,  though  still  inconveniently  large,  is  less  than  it 
has  been  for  some  time.  The  Cataloguer  reports  that  5,378  new 
titles  have  been  prepared  for  print,  278  new  titles  typewritten, 
231  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print,  753  old  printed 
titles  recatalogued,  545  titles  prepared  for  the  cooperative  serial 
analysis,  and  301  such  titles,  prepared  by  other  libraries,  classi- 
fied for  our  catalogues.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by 
the  Cataloguer  and  his  assistants,  therefore,  is  7,486.  Besides 
this,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  reprint  73  titles  on  account 
of  errors,  certainly  not  a  large  proportion  of  the  total  work  done. 
Cards  for  5,447  titles  have  been  received  from  the  printer,  and 
5,535  electrotypes  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of 
separate  titles  prepared  is  19,986;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
19,330;  of  electrotypes,  19,170. 

The  cooperative  analysis  of  serials  has  been  extended  in  its 
scope  until  it  now  covers  236  serials.  This  library  has  furnished 
545  titles,  and  has  received  cards  for  3,799,  at  a  cost  of  $123.16, 
less  $54.50  allowed  for  the  preparation  of  titles.  Cards  for  754 
have  already  been  filed  in  the  catalogues,  and  those  for  some 
500  more  are  nearly  ready  to  be  filed.  The  classed  subject  cata- 
logue now  contains  some  20,000  titles  and  37,500  cards,  an 
average  of  1.85  cards  to  a  title;  the  author  catalogue  contains 
the  same  20,000  titles  and  34,000  cards,  an  average  of  1.7  cards 
to  a  title.  The  distribution  of  the  entries  in  the  classed  subject 
catalogue  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 
Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  preparation  for  the  alpha- 
betical subject  catalogue,  and  some  800  guide  cards  have  been 
printed,  but  it  has  not  seemed  advisable  to  push  this  work  while 
so  much  remains  to  be  done  on  the  other  catalogues. 

Believing  that  much  more  use  would  be  made  of  the  set  of 
British  Blue  Books  if  they  were  more  systematically  brought  to 
the  notice  of  readers,  titles  covering  the  most  important  of  them 
have  been  prepared.  It  is  possible  that  these  will  be  printed  by 
the  Publishing  Section  of  the  American  Library  Association  for 
such  libraries  as  may  wish  to  subscribe.     The  success  of  these 
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experiments  in  cooperation  may  have,  indeed,  a  much  greater 
result  in  leading  to  a  determined  effort  to  avoid  the  wastefulness 
of  the  present  methods  of  individual  cataloguing  by  each 
library.  The  subject  is  to  receive  attention  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Library  Association.  While  the  difficulties 
are  many  and  great,  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  overcome  them, 
and  they  should  be  overcome  if  possible,  for  the  gain  to  each 
library  would  be  direct  and  considerable. 

The  library  has  been  represented  officially  by  the  Librarian, 
and  unofficially  by  the  Assistant  Cataloguer,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Atlanta,  May  6th  to 
nth,  and  officially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Illinois  Library  Association  at  Champaign,  February  22d 
and  23d.  A  contribution,  consisting  of  photographs  of  the 
rooms,  a  volume  of  printed  reports  and  papers  relating  to 
the  library,  a  volume  of  forms  peculiar  to  it,  and  a  miniature 
representation  of  the  printed  card  catalogues,  has  been  sent  to 
the  New  York  State  Library  to  form  part  of  the  collective  ex- 
hibit of  American  libraries  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  this  year. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  again  unfortunately 
numerous.  Mr.  Hervey  White,  Reference  Librarian,  Mrs.  Kelly, 
senior  assistant,  Messrs.  Hoefer,  O'Connor,  and  Moon,  attend- 
ants, have  left  the  service,  thus  making  an  almost  complete 
change  in  the  evening  staff.  All  had  given  faithful  and  efficient 
services,  but  those  of  Mr.  White  deserve  special  mention.  To 
his  courtesy  and  tact,  no  less  than  to  his  breadth  of  education 
and  study,  is  due  much  of  the  credit  which  the  library  has 
received  for  attention  to  the  wants  of  visitors.  The  vacancy 
caused  by  his  resignation  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Harry  A.  Millis,  Ph.D.  (Chicago).  Mr.  L.  C.  Bailey,  formerly 
an  attendant.  Miss  Elizabeth  Montross,  and  Mr.  S.  C.  Irving 
have  been  appointed  junior  assistants,  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Camp 
and  W.  E.  Godso  have  been  appointed  attendants.  To  all  the 
staff  the  library  is  indebted  for  earnest  and  faithful  work  which 
has  accomplished  much.

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NORMAN  WILLIAMS. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  the  John  Crerar 
Library,  held  January  i8,  1900,  the  following  memorial  of  the 
late  President,  Mr.  Norman  Williams,  was  presented  by  E.  W. 
Blatchford,  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  records. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  upon  whom  was  laid  the  duty 
of  preparing  a  Memorial  of  our  late  honored  President,  Norman 
Williams,  beg  to  present  the  following  sketch.  While  a  long 
and  valued  friendship  would  justify  a  more  extended  tribute,  the 
material  available  at  this  time  is  necessarily  limited,  and  the 
occasion  permits  but  a  sketch. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  Montreal,  Province  of  Quebec,  on 
February  I,  1835.  Both  on  his  father's  and  mother's  side  he 
had  a  long  line  of  honorable  ancestry. 

The  branch  of  the  family  from  which  Norman  Williams 
sprung  entered  Vermont  in  1774.  Captain  Phineas  Williams  led 
his  large  family  up  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut,  to  the  north- 
western part  of  Woodstock  Township,  where  for  sixty  years  the 
town  records  show  them  as  leaders  in  town  and  county  affairs, 
its  representatives  in  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  or 
holding  office  in  the  courts.  Jesse  Williams,  the  grandfather  of 
the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  appointed  Associate  Judge  by 
the  Governor,  and  subsequently  Probate  Judge  for  the  Hartford 
district.  Norman  Williams,  the  father,  was  born  in  Woodstock 
in  1 79 1,  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in 
the  class  of  18 10.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he  married 
Mary  Ann  Wentworth  Brown,  members  of  whose  family  had 
filled  important   offices  in  the  colonial  government  before   the

Revolution,  more  than  one  having  served  as  Governor  of  New- 
Hampshire. 

Mr.  Williams'  early  education  began  at  the  public  school  in 
his  native  town,  and  was  prosecuted  at  the  Kimball  Academy 
of  Meriden,  Connecticut,  where  his  preparation  for  college  was 
completed.  He  entered  the  University  of  Vermont  (Burlington)^ 
where  he  was  graduated  in  1855,  and  began  his  law  course  in  the 
Albany  Law  School,  at  the  time  one  of  the  prominent  schools 
of  the  country,  continuing  his  studies  in  the  office  of  Tracy,  Con- 
verse &  Barrett,  in  Woodstock. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Williams'  admission  to  the  bar,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-three,  he  came  to  our  city,  in  October,  1858,  where  for 
over  forty  years  he  has  been  recognized  as  a  citizen  in  whom 
centered,  in  a  rare  degree,  elements  of  moral,  intellectual,  civic, 
social,  and  business  influence,  with  a  genius  for  friendship  which 
bound  to  him  irrevocably  all  who  came  within  its  attractive 
power.  For  two  years  Mr.  Williams  practiced  his  profession 
alone.  In  i860  he  formed  a  partnership  with  King  &  Kales, 
from  which  he  withdrew  in  1866,  and  associated  himself  with 
General  John  L.  Thompson,  under  the  firm  name  of  Williams  & 
Thompson,  an  association  that  continued  till  the  death  of  Gen- 
eral Thompson,  in  1888,  the  firm  later  becoming  Williams,  Holt 
&  Wheeler.  Mr.  Williams'  thorough  studies,  and  also  his  prefer- 
ence, naturally  led  him  in  his  practice  into  fields  of  general  busi- 
ness, in  which  his  advice,  founded  on  well-established  principles 
of  law  and  equity,  secured  for  him  an  enviable  reputation.  In 
course  of  time  it  brought  him  into  association  as  legal  adviser, 
in  their  early  day,  with  some  of  the  business  enterprises  that 
have  added  largely  to  the  wealth  and  reputation  of  our  city.  He 
was  consulted  in  the  organization  of  the  Pullman  Palace  Car 
Company,  and  became  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Directors.  He 
early  became  interested  in  the  practical  applications  of  electrical 
science.  His  efforts  secured  for  Chicago  its  first  telephone,  and 
he  was  the  principal  organizer  of  the  Western  Electric  Company 
and  the  Chicago  Telephone  Company;  was  an  expert  in  theoret- 
ical and  practical  electrical  matters,  which,  added  to  his  legal 
knowledge  on  these  subjects,  acquired  by  his  connection  with  the 
patent  suits  involved,  led  to  his  appointment  as  United  States 
Commissioner  to  the  Paris  Electrical  Exposition  in  1881. 
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On  December  11,  1867,  Mr.  Williams  was  married  to  Caro- 
line Sherrill  Caton,  daughter  of  Hon.  John  Dean  Caton,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois. 

Your  committee  need  hardly  in  this  presence  dwell  upon  Mr. 
Williams*  special  ability  as  a  lawyer.  The  writer's  first  acquaint- 
ance with  him  as  a  legal  counsellor  was  in  deciding  upon  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  a  corporation,  new  and  peculiar  in 
the  trust  involved  and  the  duties  to  be  administered.  The 
breadth  of  his  observation  and  the  wisdom  of  his  counsel  were 
proved  in  the  success  of  the  enterprise.  A  brother  lawyer  says 
of  him:  **Mr.  Williams  was  one  of  the  best  lawyers  in  the  city. 
He  did  not  appear  much  in  the  courts,  but  rendered  tremendous 
service  to  his  clients  as  a  legal  adviser.  1  venture  to  say  that, 
until  his  health  began  to  fail  him,  he  was  acknowledged  by  the 
legal  profession  as  the  leading  business  lawyer  of  Chicago.  He 
was  a  man  of  fine  conscience  and  great  sagacity.'*  Another 
writes:  **The  legal  profession  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the 
departure  of  Norman  Williams.  He  was  a  lawyer  of  high 
attainments  and  success." 

As  a  citizen  Mr.  Williams  ever  responded  to  calls  made  upon 
his  time  and  influence.  He  was  a  stanch  Republican,  and 
though  he  never  sought  or  held  any  political  office,  his  advice 
was  called  for,  and  his  voice  was  heard  in  favor  of  true,  strong, 
upright  political  action.  During  our  Civil  War  he  was  a  con- 
stant supporter  of  the  government.  He  was  specially  active  in 
securing  arms  for  the  first  regiment  of  colored  troops  recruited 
in  our  city,  and  in  forming  the  Irish  Republican  Club,  long  a 
power  for  good.  It  has  been  well  said  of  him:  **He  was  a  citizen 
deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  community,  in  its  philan- 
thropies and  charities,  a  man  who  had  the  soul  of  honor,  and  a 
Christian  gentleman." 

Mr.  Williams  was  the  guardian  and  adviser  of  large  estates, 
and  acted  in  many  other  responsible  positions  where  good  judg- 
ment, integrity,  and  honor  were  essentials.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  and  chair- 
man of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  While  an  active  worker  in  many 
departments  of  the  strenuous  life  of  this  city,  Mr.  Williams  found 
time  for  the  cultivation  of  a  literary  taste  which  found  expres- 
sion in  thoughtfulness  for  educational  interests.     In  addition  to 
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a  membership  in  the  Chicago  and  Calumet  clubs,  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  University  clubs  of  this  city  and  New  York,  and  a 
charter  member  of  the  Literary  Club  of  Chicago.  He  was  a 
Director  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  and  gave  thought  and 
personal  labor  to  the  direction  of  this  institution  at  its  formative 
period,  some  of  the  results  of  which  labors  are  doubtless  recog- 
nized in  its  present  useful  and  influential  career.  Some  of  the 
enthusiasm  of  his  work  in  the  John  Crerar  Library  may  be  traced 
to  this  earlier  experience  in  our  city  institution.  In  connection 
with  his  brothers  and  sisters,  he  resigned  his  share  in  the  old 
homestead  at  Woodstock,  dedicating  it  to  the  uses  of  a  public 
library,  which  was  founded  and  endowed  by  his  brother,  the 
late  Edward  Harrison  Williams,  of  Philadelphia,  and  named  after 
their  father,  '*The  Norman  Williams  Public  Library."  Norman 
Williams  planned  its  incorporation,  was  the  first  President  of  its 
Board  of  Trust,  and  gave  to  the  details  of  its  administration,  and 
the  admirable  planning  of  the  building  itself,  his  time  and 
thought. 

But  at  this  time  it  is  particularly  in  his  relation  to  us,  as  the 
first  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar 
Library,  that  your  committee  would  present  a  memorial. 

When  his  long  time  and  intimate  friend,  John  Crerar,  planned 
his  magnificent  gift  to  the  city  to  which  he  owed  his  wealth,  it 
was  natural  that  he  should  choose  to  carry  out  his  beneficent 
plans  a  man  so  eminently  fitted  by  ability,  taste,  and  experience 
for  the  responsible  position.  Thus  was  Mr.  Williams  permitted 
to  give  the  closing  years  of  an  eminently  useful  life  to  laying 
the  foundations  and  planning  the  administration  of  an  institution 
in  which  was  embodied  his  literary  taste,  his  desire  for  the  lar- 
gest benefit  to  his  fellow-citizens,  his  experience,  his  observation 
and  study  of  libraries  and  consultation  with  distinguished  librari- 
ans throughout  the  world.  Here  for  these  years  has  he  presided 
at  our  Directors'  meetings;  every  detail  in  the  administration 
of  our  library  in  hand,  suggesting  wise  action,  and  inspiring  con- 
fidence by  his  own  broad  views  and  prompt,  clear  decisions. 
Here  has  been  manifested  that  geniality  of  temper  which  consti- 
tuted an  attractive  charm,  never  absent  from  his  countenance  and 
manner.  Here,  in  the  Directors*  Room,  will  he  be  missed  as  we 
gather  from  time  to  time.     Back  of  the  President's  chair  the 
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life-size  portrait  of  the  founder  of  the  library  looks  down  upon 
us.  May  we  not  here  have  a  portrait  of  him  into  whose  faithful 
hands  John  Crerar  intrusted  the  inception  of  his  inestimable  gift? 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  our  Board  held  on  April  9.  1898, 
Mr.  Williams  presided  for  the  last  time.  Already  illness  had 
appeared,  to  the  alarm  of  his  friends.  Soon  thereafter  he  left 
for  his  seaside  home  at  Little  Boar's  Head,  Rye  Beach,  New 
Hampshire,  where,  after  a  long-continued  and  heroic  struggle 
against  disease,  on  June  19,  1899,  he  quietly  passed  away.  He 
left  a  widow  and  three  children — Laura,  wife  of  Major-General 
Wesley  Merritt;  Mary  Wentworth  Williams;  and  a  son,  Norman 
Williams,  Jr. 

Many  are  the  men  whom  the  Green  Mountain  State  that  bore 
Norman  Williams  has  given  to  our  city.  Its  rugged  hills,  its 
patriotic  traditions,  its  colonial  history,  its  soundness  of  faith, 
its  heroic  responses  in  every  struggle  of  the  Republic,  develop  a 
manhood  whose  influence  in  professional  and  business  pursuits 
has  been  incorporated  into  the  very  fiber  of  our  city's  life. 

To  the  number  of  these  men  who  have  joined  the  majority 
do  we  now  add  the  name  of  one,  the  genial  light  of  whose  coun- 
tenance, the  beauty  of  whose  character,  and  the  warmth  of  whose 
friendship  will  ever  dwell  with  us —

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  following  gentle- 
men were  elected  to  serve  as  directors  to  fill  vacancies:  Arthur 
J.  Caton,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  and  John  J. 
Mitchell. 

The  Library  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  its 
President,  Colonel  Huntington  W.  Jackson.  To  his  sincere  love 
for  books,  and  his  belief  in  their  lasting  benefit,  he  added  a 
personal  love  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  and  of  its  founder. 
I  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  propriety  of  hanging  his 
portrait,  and  the  portrait  of  the  late  Norman  Williams,  in  the 
Library  building. 

The  year  past  has  been  made  notable  by  the  occupation  of  the 
new  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor  and  by  the  appearance  of  the  first 
publication  of  the  Library. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that,  notwithstanding  the 
considerable  expense,  more  than  $9,000,  for  fitting  up  the  new 
rooms,  the  surplus  of  the  year,  over  $65,000,  is  larger  than  for 
any  year  since  the  first.  If  added  to  the  Building  Fund,  it  will 
make  that  fund  amount  to  nearly  $320,000.  The  estimates  of 
the  income  for  next  year  show  an  increase,  and  the  total  is  now 
considerably  larger  than  was  thought  probable  when  the  Library 
was  organized. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  the  details  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Library.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Library.  The  number 
of  visitors  was  more  than  41,500,  a  gain  of  nearly  7,000;  and 
the  total  use  over  95,000  books  and  periodicals,  a  gain  of  twenty 
per  cent  over  last  year.  There  have  been  added  during  the  year 
10,422  volumes,  making  the  total  accessions  to  January  i,  1901, 
65,445  volumes.

Gentlemen, — Again  I  would  ask  permission  to  express  the 
sorrow  and  regret  which  the  members  of  the  library  staff  feel 
at  the  loss  of  our  President.  They  have  had  necessarily  the 
most  direct  relations  with  Colonel  Jackson,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration,  and  from  him  they  have  had  such 
sympathetic  consideration  as  to  make  his  death  a  personal  loss 
to  them. 

Though  overshadowed  by  this  loss,  the  retrospect  for  the  past 
year  and  the  prospect  for  the  future  of  the  library  appear  very 
favorable.  The  library  has  had  its  means  of  usefulness  largely 
increased,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  sixth  annual  statement  will 
show  that  good  use  has  been  made  of  these  facilities. 

On  May  14,  the  library  was  put  in  possession  of  the  additional 
room,  on  the  fifth  floor,  provided  for  in  the  new  lease.  Recon- 
struction began  on  June  4,  and  was  practically  finished  by  the 
first  of  August.  The  work  of  moving  one-half  the  books  to  the 
new  stack  was  finished  and  the  rooms  actually  in  use  by  the  first 
of  September.  As  stated  in  the  report  for  1899,  these  rooms 
include  a  stack-room,  which  now  has  shelves  for  60,000,  and 
which  can  be  made  ^o  hold  68,000  volumes  (the  total  capacity  of 
all  our  shelf  room  is  about  135,000  volumes);  a  room  for  society 
meetings,  which  will  seat  thirty  persons  comfortably;  a  lunch- 
room for  the  staff;  and  a  room  for  the  charwomen.  The  stack 
is  the  latest  form  of  Library  Bureau  stack,  a  great  improvement 
on  our  old  form,  yet  considerably  cheaper  than  it.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  seats  for  readers  is  also  different;  small  tables,  two 
feet  by  three,  are  provided,  placed  against  the  ends  of  the  stacks 
nearest  the  outside  windows,  instead  of  long  tables  in  alcoves 
between  the  stacks.  The  new  arrangement  appears  to  give  satis- 
faction; certainly  the  light  thus  obtained  is  much  better,  and  the 
privacy  of    an    individual  table  is    agreeable.     Partly  because 
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of  this  improved  accommodation,  the  section  of  books  to  be 
shelved  in  the  new  stack  was  made  to  include,  as  far  as  possible, 
those  which  are  read  most  by  readers  admitted  to  the  stack,  and 
least  called  for  from  the  Reading  Room.  It  included  all  of  the 
departments  of  Social  and  Natural  Sciences,  and  a  part  of  that 
of  General  Works,  particularly  the  long  sets  of  publications  of 
learned  societies. 

Certain  changes  have  been  made  in  the  use  of  the  adminis- 
tration rooms  on  the  sixth  floor.  The  former  lunch-room  for 
employees  has  been  taken  for  the  combined  work  of  the  supply 
and  bindery  clerk,  the  former  supply-room  has  been  fitted  up  for 
the  work  of  shelf-marking  the  books,  and  the  janitor  now  has 
the  use  of  the  whole  of  his  room.  These  changes  have  made 
the  work  of  administration  much  easier. 

From  an  examination  of  the  first  table  of  library  statistics, 
which  gives  the  monthly  and  average  daily  attendance,  recorded 
use  of  books  and  periodicals,  and  number  of  visitors  admitted 
to  the  stack,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  recorded  41,697 
visitors  to  the  library,  an  average  of  134  for  each  day  it  was 
open;  slips  for  23,986  books  and  8,667  periodicals  were  pre- 
sented and  filled,  and  1,019  visitors  admitted  to  the  stack. 
A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  for  previous  years  will 
be  found  in  the  same  table.  The  smallest  attendance  on  any 
one  day  was  35,  on  July  4,  and  the  largest  282,  on  November  3. 
The  average  evening  attendance  has  been  30,  an  increase  of 
8  over  last  year,  and  therefore  a  larger  increase  proportionately 
than  in  the  day  attendance.  It  is  the  maximum  which  the 
Committee  expected  when  they  recommended  evening  opening. 

In  making  the  comparison  between  this  year  and  last,  two 
minor  points  of  difference  should  be  noted.  One  is  that  the 
library  has  been  open  every  week-day  throughout  the  year, 
except  January  i ;  and  the  other  that  since  the  new  Society 
Room,  with  its  separate  entrance,  has  been  in  use  the  attendance 
at  meetings  there  is  not  recorded.  The  latter  fact  makes  less 
apparent  the  real  gain,  especially  in  the  evening  attendance. 
The  Committee  on  Administration  has  now  granted  the  use  of 
the  room  to  five  societies,  viz:  Bibliographical  Society  of 
Chicago,  Chicago  Entomological  Society,  Chicago  Mycological 
Society,  Illinois  Association  of  Public  Accountants,  and  Institute 
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of  Education.  As  a  rule,  these  societies  meet  once  a  month  for 
eight  months  in  the  year,  and  have  an  average  attendance  of 
about  twenty. 

The  other  point  mentioned,  the  opening  of  the  library  on 
holidays,  presents  some  facts  of  interest.  The  attendance  on 
the  legal  holidays  has  been  as  follows:

As  would  be  expected,  those  legal  holidays  which  are  not 
generally  observed  show  very  little  difference  from  the  average 
of  the  month,  while  the  others  show  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
attendance.  Nevertheless,  the  total  attendance  would  seem  to 
justify  holiday  opening,  especially  as  these  figures  do  not  tell  the 
whole  story.  A  detailed  record  of  the  use  made  of  the  library 
on  Christmas  and  New  Year's  proves  that  the  diminution  in  the 
use  is  much  less  than  in  the  attendance.  It  was  found,  for 
instance,  that  only  seven  per  cent  entered  the  library  without 
reading,  as  against  twenty  per  cent  on  ordinary  days.  Also  the 
proportion  of  readers  drawing  books  from  the  stack,  which  is 
the  more  serious  use  of  the  library,  was  distinctly  greater.  The 
proportion  of  women  was  very  much  less,  being  only  six  per 
cent,  instead  of  more  than  twenty. 

The  record  confirms,  as  far  as  it  goes,  the  calculations  of 
previous  years  as  to  the  ratio  of  total  to  recorded  use,  so  that 
we  are  justified  in  assuming  that  the  total  use  of  the  library  in 
1900  has  been  more  than  95,000  volumes  and  periodicals. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  there  are  occa- 
sional requests  for  Sunday  opening,  but  that  the  total  number  is 
so  small  as  to  indicate  that  the  Directors  have  not  underesti- 
mated the  demand. 

The  detailed  classification  of  the  call-slips  and  admissions  to 
the  stack  is  given  in  the  second     table  of    library  statistics. 
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The  following  comparison  of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each 
department,  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1899,  shows  that 
the  rate  of  increase  in  the  use  of  books  and  periodicals  drawn 
on  call-slips  is  very  nearly  the  same  for  all  departments.

The  full  table  shows  clearly  the  special  character  of  the  reading 
done  in  the  library.  The  largest  single  subject  is  Engineering, 
the  next  Physics  (including  Electricity),  though  if  Chemistry  and 
Chemical  Technology  be  added  together,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
chemists  are  a  very  good  second  to  the  engineers.  It  is  only 
after  these  that  we  reach  one  of  the  subjects  (History  and  Geog- 
raphy) which  figure  largely  in  the  statistics  of  most  libraries. 
The  table  shows  few  exceptions  to  the  rule  of  an  increase  in 
every  subject;  but  one  at  least,  the  nearly  stationary  position 
of  Physics,  is  hard  to  understand. 

The  very  small  increase  in  the  admissions  to  the  stack  is 
more  easily  explained.  It  is  partly  due  to  the  fact,  indicated 
in  last  year's  report,  that  the  number  in  the  Physical  Sciences 
in  1899  was  abnormally  large,  because  of  some  special  work 
of  translation,  and  partly  to  a  somewhat  more  successful  atten- 
tion to  the  wants  of  readers  in  the  Reading  Room,  due  to 
increased  efficiency  with  practice  of  the  Reference  Librarian  and 
his  assistants  and  to  the  increasing  effectiveness  of  the  cata- 
loguing. Twelve  passes  have  been  granted  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  54,  of  which  35  have  been  used  404  times. 
The  remaining  615  admissions  have  been  on  registration. 

Though  slightly  greater  than  in  1899,  the  average  time 
required  to  fill  calls  was  only  1.64  minutes,  and  as  90  per  cent 
of  the  calls  were  filled  in  two  minutes  and  94  per  cent  in  three 
minutes,  as  against  88  per  cent  and  96  per  cent  respectively  in 
1899,  it  is  evident  that  neither  the  distribution  of  the  books  over 
two  floors  nor  the  increased  demand  has  prevented  satisfactory 
service.

The  diminution  in  the  proportion  of  readers  registering  from 
the  business  district  is  in  itself  rather  to  be  welcomed,  at  least 
so  far  as  it  indicates  an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  usefulness 
of  the  library  throughout  the  city,  but  unfortunately  this  year 
it  is  so  great  as  to  indicate  a  diminution  in  the  actual  number 
of  readers  from  this  district. 

The  first  regular  publication  of  the  library,  other  than  its 
annual  reports,  has  appeared  during  the  year.  This  is  the  **List 
of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room,  January,  1900,"  a  book  of  251 
pages.  It  is  of  bibliographical  interest  as  being  the  first  book, 
so  far  as  known  to  me,  printed  from  electrotyped  titles,  as  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Jewett,  the  librarian  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  a 
half-century  ago.  In  spite  of  a  certain  irregularity  in  the  make-up, 
which  seems  to  be  unavoidable,  its  typographical  appearance  is 
pleasing  and  the  general  result  satisfactory.  Much  credit  is  due 
to  the  printers,  Messrs.  R.  R.  Donnelley  &  Sons  Co.,  for  their  care 
and  attention,  which  contributed  largely  to  this  result. 

Of  course  one  of  the  most  important  items  of  interest  is  the 
cost.  The  actual  cost,  not  including  the  electrotypes,  and 
omitting  cents,  was  S321.  Of  this  amount,  however,  $51  was  for 
experimental  and  preliminary  work,  and  at  least  $63  for  the  cover, 
title-page,  contents,  and  index,  leaving  a  balance  of  $207  as  the 
cost  of  228  pages  of  list,  or  90  cents  a  page.  The  cost  of  elec- 
troplating, cutting  apart  and  storing  the  electrotypes  is  60  cents 
a  page,  so  that  the  total  cost  of  the  first  edition  is  Si. 50  a  page. 
The  charge  for  making  up,  however,  was  very  much  greater  than 
it  need  be.  The  necessary  first  cost  of  a  similar  bulletin  should 
not  exceed  $1.30  a  page,  and  might  be  brought  down  to  Si. 15; 
a  second  edition  would  cost  only  from  55  cents  to  70  cents,  as 
the  cost  of  the  electrotypes  would  be  eliminated. 
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On  the  other  hand,  in  making  comparisons  with  bulletins  set 
from  type  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  titles  are  set  in 
small  pica  (i  I -point)  and  brevier  (8-point),  heavily  leaded,  and 
with  a  separate  line  for  the  heading.  By  setting  more  closely  in 
smaller  type,  and  condensing,  the  number  of  pages  could  be 
reduced  one-third.  The  relation  of  the  main  items  of  cost  of  the 
two  methods  would  stand  somewhat  as  follows:

These  figures  show  a  sufficient  economy,  even  on  the  first 
edition,  to  justify  the  continuation  of  the  present  methods,  pro- 
vided that  700  pages  of  bulletins  are  printed  each  year, 
and  provided,  also,  that  the  type  from  which  the  electrotypes 
are  made  can  be  obtained  as  now.  If,  however,  the  arrange- 
ments for  co-operative  cataloguing  furnish  printed  cards  but  not 
electrotypes  which  can  be  used  with  our  stock,  the  conditions 
are  altered,  and  the  library  will  have  to  reconsider  the  whole 
question.  It  may  be  found  desirable,  for  instance,  to  use  the 
co-operative  plan  only  to  secure  copy  for  our  printer,  or,  again, 
to  reset  for  the  bulletins  in  smaller  type,  and  then  to  electroplate 
and  separate  the  titles,  thus  obtaining  for  all  editions  after  the 
first  an  economy  even  greater  than  now. 

Although  this  bulletin  was  not  intended  for  general  distri- 
bution, enough  requests  for  it  were  received  to  make  necessary 
the  determination  of  the  policy  of  the  library  in  the  matter. 
Upon  consideration,  the  Directors  decided  that  the  publications 
of  such  a  character  as  this  should  not  be  distributed  gratuitously, 
but  sent  in  exchange  or  sold  at  a  nominal  price,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Committee  on  Administration.  Accordingly  a  price  of 
20  cents  at  the  library,  or  30  cents  by  mail,  was  asked  for  the 
few  copies  sold.  The  distribution  of  the  edition  of  500  copies 
has  been  as  follows:  used  in  library,  5;  to  exchanges,  262;  com- 
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plimentary  copies  to  Directors,  staff,  press  and  others,  84 ;  sold, 
34;  reserved  for  correction  of  second  edition,  50;  available  for 
distribution,  65. 

The  preparation  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Report,  a  pamphlet  of 
37  pages,  was  delayed  somewhat  in  order  to  include  the  memorial 
and  portrait  of  Mr.  Williams,  so  that  it  was  not  ready  for  distri- 
bution until  May.     The  usual  edition  of  4,000  copies  was  printed. 

The  work  on  the  "List  of  Periodicals  Currently  Received" 
has  progressed,  and  it  will  be  sent  to  the  printer  as  soon  as 
those  for  1901  can  be  included.  The  work  on  the  Union  List 
also  has  progressed,  though  much  more  slowly  than  was 
anticipated.  The  importance  of  this  list  to  the  library  is  so 
great  that  arrangements  should  be  made  to  keep  it  up  to  date 
by  the  issue  of  annual  supplements. 

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  of  our  printed  cata- 
logue cards  to  the  seven  libraries  previously  supplied  was  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year.  On  January  2,  190 1,  however,  the 
Newberry  Library  returned  those  which  had  been  sent  to  it  with 
the  statement  that  they  regretted  that  they  could  not  use  them. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  neither  the  expense  to  the  receiver  for 
the  arrangement  and  storage  of  6,000  cards  a  year,  nor  the  cost 
of  stock  to  the  John  Crerar  Library,  is  inconsiderable,  it  seemed 
desirable  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  any  other  recipient  would 
wish  to  have  them  discontinued.  The  answers  to  the  inquiry, 
however,  were  most  reassuring  as  to  their  usefulness  both  to  the 
public  and  to  the  library  administrations.  The  different  experi- 
ence of  the  Newberry  Library  must  be  attributed,  therefore,  to 
an  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  public,  more  complete  than 
could  be  reasonably  expected,  of  the  differentiation  of  the 
reference  libraries  of  the  city. 

The  changes  in  routine  mentioned  in  the  last  report  have 
approved  themselves  by  their  results.  No  further  changes  of 
consequence  have  been  introduced. 

The  work  of  selection  and  ordering  has  gone  on  with  fair 
regularity.  Especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Natural 
Sciences  and  part  of  the  Applied  Sciences,  particularly  Engi- 
neering. The  consequent  deficit  in  the  appropriation  for  Natural 
Sciences  was  reported  to  the  Directors,  and  met  by  a  transfer  from 
that  for  Physical  Sciences.     Because  of  the  unexpected  filling 
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of  orders  for  some  long  sets  after  they  had  been  reported  unob- 
tainable, the  orders  in  the  Applied  Sciences  also  exceeded  the 
appropriation,  but  by  so  small  an  amount  as  to  make  a  trans- 
fer unnecessary.  During  the  year,  4,701  orders  have  been  given. 
Of  these,  337  failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  4,364  valid  orders, 
covering  7,468  volumes,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $14,402.37. 
Of  outstanding  orders,  4,751  were  filled,  covering  8,515  volumes, 
at  a  cost  of  $16,919.44,  leaving  outstanding  711  orders,  covering 
1,983  volumes,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4,909.26.  The  classifi- 
cation of  the  orders  of  the  year  and  of  the  total  to  date,  as  well 
as  of  the  estimated  cost  of  each,  is  given  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics. 

In  connection  with  the  plans  for  co-operative  cataloguing,  it  has 
seemed  desirable  to  learn  the  numbers  of  current  American  and 
foreign  books  ordered.  An  examination  of  the  order  sheets  showed 
that  in  1900  633  orders  were  given  for  new  American  works,  that  is, 
books  published  in  1898,  1899  or  1900,  while  1,156  orders  were 
given  for  new  foreign  works!  As  books  printed  in  Great  Britain  are 
included  in  the  foreign  orders,  it  is  probably  true  that  about  one- 
half  of  those  ordered  are  in  foreign  languages;  but  this  equality 
does  not  hold  for  books  on  the  shelves,  because  the  gifts  are 
almost  wholly  works  in  English. 

The  total  accessions  for  1900  have  been  10,560,  of  which 
2,045  have  been  received  by  gift  and  8,515  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  periodicals  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  138  volumes,  leaving 
the  net  accessions  for  the  year  10,422,  making,  with  the  55,223 
reported  for  1899,  a  total  number  now  on  the  books  of  65,645. 
The  classification  of  the  accessions  of  the  year  and  of  the  total 
now  in  the  library  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statis- 
tics. It  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  library  is  fairly 
symmetrical,  the  totals  and  the  percentage  in  each  department 
being  as  follows:

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The  total  number  of  periodicals  currently  received  was  2,017, 
of  which  396  were  received  as  gifts  and  1,618  obtained  by  sub- 
scription at  an  actual  cost  of  $4,261.27. 

The  more  notable  purchases  of  the  year  include  a  set  of 
Biologia  Centralis America7ia,  bought  of  Quaritch;  sets  of  PalcBonto- 
graphica  and  the  publications  of  the  Palaeontographical  Society ; 
and  a  considerable  collection  of  sets  of  English  engineering 
periodicals,  bought  of  Batsford.  There  were  3,829  gifts  received 
from  545  donors,  of  which  2,045  were  entered  in  the  accession 
book;  the  figures  for  1899  were  5,879,  459,  and  3,108,  respect- 
ively. The  decrease  in  the  number  of  gifts  is  due  to  the  absence 
of  any  large  collections  such  as  were  received  in  1898  and  1899; 
the  increase  in  number  of  donors,  probably,  partly  to  an  increase 
in  the  public  interest  in  the  library  and  partly  to  an  increase 
in  the  exchange  list.  Among  the  more  noteworthy  gifts  are 
sets  of  state  documents  from  the  State  Libraries  of  Massachu- 
setts and  New  Jersey,  and  sets  of  publications  from  Cambridge, 
England,  and  Sydney,  New  South  Wales,  Observatories.  The 
library  is  indebted  also  to  Hon.  Shelby  M.  Cullom  for  its  designa- 
tion to  receive  the  publications  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey. 

As  the  rearrangement  of  all  the  books  incidental  to  the 
occupation  of  the  new  stack-room  gave  an  opportunity  to  correct 
misplacements,  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  check  the  shelf- 
list  during  the  year,  especially  as  it  is  known,  from  regular  and 
frequent  examinations,  that  only  one  volume  has  disappeared 
from  the  shelves  in  the  Reading  Room. 

During  the  year,  5,574  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the  binders 
and  5,431  received  from  them,  leaving  350  at  the  bindery  on 
January  i,  1901.  The  cost  of  binding  was  86,570.60,  an  average 
of  81.19  per  volume.  The  cost  of  lettering  and  repairs,  includ- 
ing a  considerable  number  of  changes  in  classification,  as  well  as 
the  care  of  the  10,000  accessions,  has  been  $1,261. 

Not  only  have  all  accessions  of  the  year  been  catalogued, 
but  by  means  of  the  extra  assistance  provided  by  the  Committee 
on  Administration,  it  has  been  possible  to  materially  reduce  the 
accumulation  of  uncatalogued  volumes.  The  Cataloguer  reports 
that  5,504  new  titles  have  been  prepared  for  print,  94  new  titles 
typewritten,  268  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print,  532 
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old  printed  titles  recatalogued,  592  titles  prepared  for  the 
co-operative  analysis  of  current  serials,  580  titles  from  British 
Blue  Books,  and  1,070  such  titles,  prepared  by  other  libraries, 
classified  for  our  catalogues.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated 
by  the  Cataloguer  and  his  assistants,  therefore,  is  8,640.  It  has 
been  found  necessary  to  reprint  100  titles  on  account  of  errors. 
Cards  for  6,117  titles  have  been  received  from  the  printer,  and 
5,276  electrotypes  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of 
separate  titles  prepared  is  25,520;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
24,272;  of  electrotypes,  23,354. 

The  co-operative  analysis  of  serials  has  been  continued. 
This  library  has  furnished  1,172  titles,  and  has  received  cards 
for  3,264,  at  a  net  cost  of  $71.12.  Cards  for  1,517  have  been 
filed  in  the  catalogues  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  2,327. 
The  classed  subject  catalogue  now  contains  some  26,500  titles  on 
49,500  cards,  an  average  of  1.88  cards  to  a  title;  the  author 
catalogue  contains  the  same  26,500  titles  on  41,000  cards,  an 
average  of  1.56  cards  to  a  title.  The  distribution  of  the  entries 
in  the  classed  subject  catalogue  is  shown  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics.  Some  2,300  guide  cards  for  the  alphabetical 
subject  catalogue  have  been  printed,  and  it  is  noped  that  this 
preliminary  work  can  be  completed  in  1901  and  a  beginning 
made  on  the  actual  filing  of  cards  in  this  section  of  the 
catalogue. 

In  preparing  this  subject  index  a  difficulty  was  met  which  led 
to  the  expansion  of  the  classed  catalogue  in  a  way  which  is 
believed  to  be  novel,  and  which  it  is  hoped  may-  prove  useful. 
The  difficulty  was  that  of  arrangement  under  names  of  countries. 
The  elaborate  scheme  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  was  examined 
carefully  and  revised,  but  without  satisfactory  results.  In  the 
course  of  the  discussions  it  became  evident  that  the  desired  ends 
could  not  be  reached  through  any  alphabetical  arrangement, 
since  parts  of  a  country  would  be  separated  from  the  country 
itself.  Finally,  it  was  agreed  that  the  best  way  to  obtain  what 
was  wanted  would  be  through  the  classed  rather  than  through 
the  alphabetical  catalogue.  Consequently,  it  was  decided  to 
make  in  the  former,  under  the  place,  an  additional  entry  of 
all  titles  capable  of  this  treatment,  and  to  make  a  subordinate 
arrangement  by  the  first  three  figures  of  the  main  classification.

The  result  is  not  only  that  works  on  adjacent  places  are  brought 
together,  for  example,  Illinois  next  to  Michigan;  and  works  on 
part  of  a  country  immediately  follow  those  on  the  whole  country, 
for  example,  works  on  Chicago  following  those  on  Illinois;  but 
also  under  each  place  related  subjects  are  brought  together,  for 
example,  977.3  (570)  Natural  History  of  Illinois — 977.3  (581) 
Flora  of  Illinois — 977.3  (591)  Fauna  of  Illinois. 

The  prospect  for  a  trial  of  co-operative  cataloguing  in  the 
immediate  future  is  now  very  bright.  The  Librarian  has  been 
appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  to  advise  the  Publishing 
Board  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  the  matter,  and 
that  committee  has  in  hand  arrangements  which  it  is  hoped  will 
enable  the  Publishing  Board,  under  the  Public  Printing  Act,  to 
obtain  from  the  Library,  of  Congress  catalogue  cards  for  all 
books  receiving  American  copyright,  and  to  distribute  them  as 
wanted,  at  a  cost  much  less  than  the  mere  cost  of  printing  to 
a  single  library.  If  the  libraries  respond  as  generally  as  it  is 
hoped  they  will,  the  committee  will  then  prepare  plans  for  the 
cataloguing  of  current  foreign  books. 

The  Librarian  attended  on  this  business  a  conference  of  uni- 
versity librarians,  held  at  Columbia  University,  March  9,  and 
meetings  of  the  Publishing  Board  at  New  York  on  November 
23  and  December  8.  The  library  has  been  represented  officially 
by  the  Librarian,  and  unofficially  by  the  Assistant  Librarian 
and  two  other  members  of  the  staff,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Library  Association,  at  Montreal,  June  7  to  12. 
It  has  been  represented  officially  by  the  Assistant  Librarian,  and 
unofficially  by  another  member  of  the  staff,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Association,  at  East 
St.  Louis,  February  21  to  23.  Nor  is  the  influence  of  the 
library  confined  to  these  official  representations.  The  Assistant 
Librarian  is  chairman  of  the  Cataloguing  Section  of  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association,  and  is  a  member  of  the  recently 
appointed  committee  to  prepare  rules  for  printed  catalogue 
cards;  and  other  members  of  the  staff  are  secretaries  of  the 
Bibliographical  Society  of  Chicago,  the  Illinois  State  Library 
Association,  and  the  Chicago  Library  Club. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  more  numerous  than  is 
best  for  the  good  administration  of  the  library.     Miss  Johnson, 
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Miss  Home,  and  Mr.  Irving,  junior  assistants,  Messrs.  Sherlock 
and  Camp,  attendants,  and  Charles  Gregory,  page,  have  left  the 
service.  The  withdrawal  of  Miss  Home,  on  account  of  her 
approaching  marriage,  was  especially  a  loss.  Her  services  were 
very  faithful  and  efficient,  and  her  promotion  would  have  been 
recommended.  The  pressure  on  the  Reference  Desk  caused  by 
the  increasing  demands  of  the  public  has  been  met  by  provision 
for  an  Assistant  Reference  Librarian,  to  serve  in  the  mornings 
only,  and  the  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Caroline  Miles  Hill,  Ph.D.  (University  of  Michigan).  Mr.  Clarence 
W.  Perley,  a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, has  been  appointed  senior  assistant,  and  placed  in  charge 
of  the  classification,  and  also  of  the  new  stack-room.  Miss 
Pauline  Gunthorp,  Miss  Annie  Louise  O'Neill,  and  Mr.  William 
E.  Godso  have  been  appointed  junior  assistants ;  Messrs.  Doug- 
las Calhoun,  Ashley  T.  Conrad,  Walter  D.  Nash,  and  Edgar  T. 
Konsberg,  attendants;  and  Edward  Ray,  page.  Some  of  these 
appointments  were  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignations 
mentioned,  others  to  fill  the  new  places  provided  by  the  Directors 
for  the  proper  administration  of  the  increased  space  occupied 
by  the  library. 

In  spite  of  these  changes,  the  Librarian  hopes  and  believes 
that  the  reputation  of  the  library  for  efficient  and  courteous 
service  has  not  suffered.

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HUNTINGTON  WOLCOTT  JACKSON. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gevtlcmen — It  is  the  sad  duty  of  your  committee  to  chronicle 
the  sudden  death  of  our  recent  associate  and  President,  Hunting- 
ton Wolcott  Jackson.  His  admirable  moral,  mental,  and  physical 
qualities  combined  to  make  him  respected  and  loved.  He  was 
the  exponent  of  a  good  ancestry  and  a  good  life.  Among  his 
forefathers,  on  both  the  maternal  and  paternal  sides,  were  many 
men  of  note,  honored  and  trusted  in  their  communities.  His 
father  was  of  Scotch-Irish  lineage.  By  family  alliance  he  was 
descended  from  the  Wolcotts  of  Massachusetts,  a  family  that 
has  given  three  governors  to  that  state.  He  was  a  cousin  of 
Roger  Wolcott,  governor  from  1896  to  1898.  His  mother  was 
from  the  distinguished  Huntington  family  of  Connecticut.  His 
father,  John  P.  Jackson,  was  a  prominent  lawyer  in  the  state  of 
New  Jersey.  His  strong  inheritance  was  well  exemplified  in  his 
splendid  personality;  his  training  also  contributed  to  the  same 
end. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  born  on  January  28,  1841,  in  Newark,  New 
Jersey.  As  a  boy  he  attended  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover, 
Massachusetts.  In  1859  he  entered  Princeton  College.  At  the 
end  of  his  junior  year  he  enlisted  in  the  army.  His  valor  and 
aptitude  secured  for  him  rapid  promotion  and  the  position  of 
aide-de-camp  on  the  staff  of  Major-General  John  Newton.  He 
fought  with  the  army  of  the  Potomac  at  Fredericksburg,  Chan- 
cellorsville,  Gettysburg,  and  in  other  battles.  He  was  with  the 
army  of  the  Cumberland  in  the  Atlanta  campaign  and  was  wounded 
at  Kenesaw  Mountain.  He  was  commended  for  special  bravery 
in  rallying  a  broken  column  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  May 
3,  1863,  and  leading  it  into  the  enemy's  works  under  a  galling 
fire.     On  leaving  the  army  he  was  breveted  Lieutenant-Colonel 
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for  meritorious  and  gallant  conduct.  Then  he  spent  a  year  at 
the  Harvard  Law  School,  and  the  next  year  in  European  travel 
and  study.  On  his  return  he  finished  his  studies  in  Chicago  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1868;  in  the  same  year  he  formed  a 
partnership  with  his  old  school  friend,  David  B.  Lyman,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Lyman  &  Jackson.  In  1895  Mr.  Lyman  with- 
drew to  assume  the  management  of  the  Chicago  Title  and  Trust 
Company.  For  a  year  or  two  Mr.  Jackson  continued  to  practice 
under  the  old  firm  name.  Then  a  new  firm,  Jackson,  Busby  & 
Lyman,  the  last  named  a  son  of  his  old  friend  and  partner,  was 
formed.  Mr.  Jackson  took  keen  interest  in  public  matters.  In 
1878  he  was  elected  Supervisor  of  the  South  Town  of  Chicago. 
Later  he  was  appointed  receiver  and  attorney  of  the  old  Third 
National  Bank  by  Comptroller  John  J.  Knox.  In  1888  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Chicago  Bar  Association.  He  was  for 
some  years  a  director  of  the  Chicago  Relief  and  Aid  Society. 

The  strength  of  his  splendid  character  was  felt  by  those 
about  him  and  was  made  manifest  in  his  letters  to  his  corres- 
pondents. Thus  an  old  college  friend,  Rev.  H.  W.  Swinnerton, 
writes:  **  I  saw  much  of  him  when  we  were  at  Princeton  to- 
gether; we  often  walked  together,  and  I  felt  it  an  honor  and  an 
encouragement  to  have  his  regard,  and  he  certainly  won  from 
me  a  sincere  and  admiring  affection,  which  I  have  never  parted 
with  and  such  as  few  men  have  ever  been  able  to  inspire  in  me. 
Our  ways  and  work  have  lain  far  asunder,  but  I  have  heard  with 
pride  from  time  to  time  how  he  had  won  men's  esteem  and  trust. 
An  occasional  exchange  of  letters  has  always  brought  back  the 
feeling  of  uplift — a  kind  of  communication  of  something  of  his 
superabounding  exhilaration  of  life  and  strength.  God  bless 
his  memory !  * ' 

Of  his  courage,  born  of  the  strength  of  his  convictions,  there 
is  early  evidence  in  an  incident  of  his  college  life.  According 
to  the  recollection  of  a  friend,  some  of  the  students,  after  the 
attack  upon  Sumter,  asked  permission  to  raise  the  American 
flag.  This  was  refused.  The  next  evening  a  party  of  students, 
of  whom  Mr.  Jackson  was  one,  climbed  to  the  roof  of  the  prin- 
cipal college  building  and  raised  the  flag  there.  All  were  sus- 
pended, and  when  afterwards  the  degree  which  he  would  have 
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received  if  he  had  not  gone  to  the  war  was  offered  him,  Mr. 
Jackson  declined  to  accept  it. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Club,  the  Uni- 
versity Club,  the  Calumet  Club,  the  Chicago  Literary  Club,  the 
George  H.  Thomas  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  of  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion.  Mr.  Jackson  remained  unmarried. 
Three  brothers  and  three  sisters  survived  him,  but  sorrow  over 
his  loss  hastened  the  death  of  an  invalid  sister,  who  followed 
him  almost  immediately. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  a  warm  and  trusted  friend  of  the  late  John 
Crerar.  At  Mr.  Crerar*s  death  he  was  with  Mr.  Normah  Williams 
one  of  the  executors  of  the  will  and  a  co-trustee  of  The  John 
Crerar  Library,  then  to  be  founded.  It  has  been  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  these  two  men,  our  lamented  presidents,  that  this 
Library  has  been  placed  on  the  present  promising  footing.  The 
influence  of  Mr.  Jackson's  wise  judgment  and  legal  knowledge 
was  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Board  in  its  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  library.  By  his  death  a  wide  rent  has  been 
made  in  the  circle  about  this  table;  we  all  were  bound  to  him  by 
a  sense  of  warm  feeling  and  admiration.  His  kindness,  refine- 
ment, and  modest  reserve  were  well  balanced  by  his  strength  of 
character,  his  honesty  and  singleness  of  purpose.  His  absence 
from  our  meetings  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  a  matter 
of  keen  regret.  His  death  comes  to  us  as  a  deep  sorrow.  We 
bemoan  his  loss  both  as  companion  and  as  aid.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — At  the  last  annual  meeting  Mr.  Leonard  A. 
Busby  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Colonel  Jackson.  This  election  completed  the  membership  of 
the  Board  at  the  time,  but  the  adoption,  at  the  meeting  in  No- 
vember, of  a  new  By-Law  has  since  added  as  ex-officio  members 
the  Mayor  and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

As  you  have  been  informed  in  the  report  of  your  Special 
Committee  on  Site,  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  and  the  City 
Council  of  Chicago  have  granted  the  Library  authority  to  erect 
a  suitable  building  on  the  portion  of  the  Lake  Front  Park 
between  Madison  and  Monroe  Streets  and  west  of  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad.  The  advantages  of  this  location  are  so  mani- 
fest, and  the  promise  of  increased  usefulness  of  the  Library  so 
great,  that  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  necessary  consent 
of  the  abutting  property  owners  may  be  secured.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  devotion  to  construction  of  money  which  otherwise 
would  have  to  be  spent  for  land  will  enable  the  Board  to  give 
the  city  a  monumental  as  well  as  a  useful  building. 

As  matters  of  record,  copies  of  the  Act,  the  Ordinance,  and 
the  By-Law  will  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Library. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  a  surplus  of  income  over 
expenditure  of  more  than  $75,000,  although  a  considerable  extra 
appropriation  was  made  for  a  special  purchase  of  books.  This 
surplus,  when  added  to  the  Building  Fund,  will  make  that  fund 
amount  to  nearly  $400,000.  If  this  increase  is  maintained,  the 
fund  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  estimates  of  the 
architects  before  the  building  must  be  begun  in  accordance  with 
the  Act.  The  income  for  next  year  is  again  estimated  to  increase 
considerably. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  the  details  of  the  adminis- 
tration.    The  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Library  is  very 
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gratifying.  The  visitors  were  nearly  55,000,  an  increase  of 
14,000:  the  total  use  was  125,000  books  and  periodicals,  a  gain 
of  thirty-four  per  cent  over  last  year.  There  have  been  added 
during  the  year  10,787  volumes,  making  the  total  accessions  to 
January  i,  1902,  76,432  volumes.

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To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen, — For  several  reasons  the  past  year  is  notable  in 
the  history  of  the  library.  The  action  taken  by  the  Directors 
toward  securing  a  central  location  for  the  permanent  building  on 
the  Lake  Front  Park  is  not  only  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
respect  to  the  future  of  the  library,  but  also  has  had  a  marked 
effect  in  increasing  its  present  usefulness,  by  calling  attention  to 
its  readiness  and  ability  to  meet  the  wants  of  people  who  hitherto 
have  not  heard  of  its  existence.  The  library  has  come  into 
closer  relations  with  other  institutions,  and  especially  with  the 
Library  of  Congress.  The  additions  have  been  much  above  the 
average  in  quality.  On  the  other  hand  it  has  suffered,  through 
fire,  its  first  considerable  material  loss. 

In  March  the  Librarian  was  instructed  to  prepare  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  of  space  which  would  probably  be  required  for  the 
next  forty  or  fifty  years.  His  report  included  shelf-room  for 
one  million  volumes,  a  reading-room  for  four  hundred  readers,  a 
periodical  reading-room  for  one  hundred  readers,  other  special 
reading  and  study  rooms,  and  proportional  provision  for  adminis- 
tration. These  requirements  were  fully  and  apparently  very 
conveniently  met  in  the  sketch  plans  prepared  by  the  consulting 
architects.  The  estimate  of  space  required  for  storage  of  books 
and  administration  was  based  upon  a  given  probable  income  and 
an  allowance  for  acquisitions  by  gift  deduced  from  the  experi- 
ence of  six  years,  and  should  be  reasonably  accurate.  That  of 
the  space  required  for  readers,  however,  is  very  uncertain.  All 
our  experience  indicates  that  there  are  many  people  in  the 
city  to  whom  the  library  could  be  of  service  who  yet  know 
nothing  about  it,  and  who  will  learn  of  its  existence  and  character 
very  tardily,  if  at  all,  while  it  remains  in  its  present  inconspicu- 
ous quarters.  It  is  true  that  this  knowledge  has  spread  in  the 
past  by  personal   communication,  and,  as  has  been  said,  much 
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more  widely  this  year  through  the  attention  attracted  by  the 
efiforts  to  secure  a  site,  and  that  much  may  be  expected  from 
the  publication  of  a  handbook,  as  contemplated  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Administration.  On  the  other  hand,  the  capacity  of  the 
present  quarters  is  limited,  and  this  limit  may  be  reached  before 
the  termination  of  the  present  lease,  though  the  lessening  of 
individual  comfort  and  convenience  will  act  with  increasing 
power  in  the  other  direction  and  may  even  bring  the  attendance 
to  a  standstill  within  this  limit  without  proving  that  the  library 
has  reached  its  maximum  usefulness.  The  experience  of  nearly 
every  library  on  moving  into  more  commodious  quarters,  pro- 
vided they  are  conveniently  situated,  and  notably  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  would  confirm  this  opinion. 
While  it  might  not  be  well,  for  administrative  reasons,  to  make 
the  main  reading-room  much  larger  than  that  suggested  in  the 
report,  the  permanent  building  should  provide  ample  space 
which  might  be  used  to  supplement  and  relieve  it. 

One  of  the  most  important  events  in  recent  years  for  Ameri- 
can libraries  is  the  ofifer  of  the  Library  of  Congress  to  sup- 
ply printed  catalogue  cards  at  little  more  than  the  cost  of 
stock  and  presswork.  The  economy  and  other  advantages 
of  such  an  opportunity  would  seem  to  be  very  considerable 
and  well  worth  the  attendant  inconveniences  of  delay  and 
change  in  routine.  But,  wholly  apart  from  and  above  the 
success  or  failure  of  this  particular  experiment,  is  the  advance 
implied  in  the  general  recognition  of  the  principles  involved, 
namely,  that  some  things  at  least  can  be  done  best  by  one  library 
for  all,  and  on  the  part  of  Congress,  that  its  library  is  the  one 
to  do  these  things  so  far  as  is  within  its  power.  In  return,  the 
other  libraries  should  recognize  their  obligation. to  assist  in  all 
practicable  ways  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  John  Crerar 
Library  is  already  pledged  to  do  so,  and  now  sends  to  Washing- 
ton a  copy  of  its  order-sheets,  receiving  copies  of  the  titles  of 
their  accessions  in  galley  form,  for  the  more  convenient  ordering 
of  printed  cards  and  the  more  prompt  notification  of  the  publi- 
cation of  copyright  books.  The  relations  between  the  two 
libraries  are  not  limited  to  those  mentioned.  They  now  exchange 
one  copy  of  each  printed  catalogue  card.  Fortunately  the 
return  of  the  set  previously  sent  the  Newberry  Library,  men- 
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tioned  in  the  report  for  1900,  makes  it  possible  to  extend  the 
exchange  backward  as  well  as  forward,  so  that  eventually  each 
library  will  have  a  complete  set  of  the  other's  printed  cards. 
The  importance  of  having  such  a  set  in  the  city  has  seemed  to 
the  Committee  to  justify  fully  the  expense  of  maintenance, 
though  that  involves  the  receipt,  arrangement,  and  storage  of 
some  sixty  thousand  cards  annually.  In  addition,  the  Library  of 
Congress  has  made  the  John  Crerar  Library  a  depositary  of  the 
bills  and  resolutions  of  Congress,  and  has  sent  those  for  the  last 
Congress,  so  that  the  set  will  be  practically  complete  from  the 
beginning  of  the  century.  This,  also,  is  material  which  is  not 
to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  city,  and  which  should  be  of  value 
to  students. 

During  the  evening  of  February  18,  a  serious  fire  occurred 
in  the  premises  of  the  binders  for  the  library,  Messrs.  P.  Ringer 
&  Hertzberg,  108-110  Randolph  Street.  The  books,  pamphlets, 
and  other  property  of  the  library  there  at  the  time  were  found 
to  be  practically  a  total  loss.  They  numbered  177  books,  166 
volumes  of  serials,  112  pamphlets,  112  pamphlet  cases,  and  loi 
sample  backs.  Of  these,  66  pamphlets  and  8  volumes  of  serials 
were  accepted  in  a  damaged  condition,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  177 
books,  158  volumes  of  serials,  46  pamphlets,  and  the  other 
property.  Their  cost,  with  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the  value 
of  the  gifts,  was  1^803.71,  and  a  claim  for  this  amount  was 
promptly  paid  by  the  insurance  companies.  It  of  course  does 
not  compensate  the  library  at  all  for  the  serious  addition  to  the 
routine  work  involved  in  replacing  the  volumes  destroyed,  the 
effect  of  which  has  been  felt  throughout  the  year.  Nor,  unfor- 
tunately, has  it  been  possible  to  replace  some  of  the  volumes, 
so  that  breaks  have  been  left  in  our  sets  which  damage  their 
value  far  more  than  the  original  cost  of  the  missing  volumes. 
This  experience  emphasizes  very  strongly  the  desirability  of  pro- 
viding fire-proof  quarters  for  a  bindery  in  the  permanent  building, 
and  of  so  administering  the  work  as  to  risk  as  few  volumes  as 
possible. 

The  library  was  open  every  week-day  in  the  year,  with  the 
exception  of  September  19,  the  day  of  the  funeral  of  President 
McKinley.  From  an  examination  of  the  first  table  of  library 
statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  54,828  visitors  were  recorded,  a 
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daily  average  of  175;  32,193  call-slips  for  books  and  9,741  for 
periodicals  were  presented  and  filled;  and  1,046  visitors  were 
admitted  to  the  stacks.  A  comparison  of  these  figures  with 
those  of  previous  years  is  given  in  the  same  table.  Over  1900 
the  increase  in  visitors  was  13,131,  or  31  per  cent;  in  com- 
bined calls  for  books  and  periodicals,  9,281,  or  28  per  cent. 
As  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  ratio  of  total  to 
recorded  use  has  changed  materially,  though  it  probably  has 
increased  rather  than  diminished,  the  total  use  of  the  library 
may  be  estimated  at  125,000  books  and  periodicals.  The 
increase  in  the  use  of  periodicals  is  in  spite  of  a  large  reduction 
of  the  number  kept  in  the  periodical  alcove,  as  explained  later. 

The  smallest  attendance  in  any  one  day  was  58,  on  Decem- 
ber 25,  and  the  largest  314,  on  February  2;  the  corresponding 
figures  for  the  previous  year  were  35  and  282  respectively.  The 
average  evening  attendance  has  been  36,  an  increase  of  6  over 
the  previous  year.  It  is  now  considerably  above  what  was 
thought  probable  when  the  evening  opening  was  decided  upon.

In  1900  the  total  attendance  for  the  same  holidays  was  320 
and  the  ratio  .46,  so  that  the  holiday  attendance  has  kept  even 
pace  with  the  total  attendance. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call-slips  and  admissions  to 
the  stack  is  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 
The  following  comparison  of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each 
department  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1900,  shows  that 
the  rate  of  increase  in  the  use  of  books  and  periodicals  is  remark- 
ably constant  for  each  department:

The  proportionately  large  fluctuations  in  the  admissions  to  the 
stack  are  due  partly  to  the  small  total  number,  which  allows  too 
great  influence  to  accidental  variations,  and  partly  to  the  increase 
in  specific  entries  in  the  catalogues  and  of  other  reference  aids 
in  certain  subjects.  The  latter  cause  also  diminishes  the  total 
number  of  admissions  since  it  makes  unnecessary  in  many  cases 
a  random  search  through  many  volumes,  formerly  the  object  of 
many  admissions.  This  gives  increased  weight  to  what  should 
be  the  main  reason,  namely,  the  intention  of  making  special 
researches  requiring  the  consultation  of  sets  of  periodicals  or 
folios,  typewriting,  dictating,  etc.  This  explanation  of  the  small 
total  increase  and  actual  diminution  in  some  departments  has 
been  confirmed  by  conversations  with  some  of  the  holders  of 
passes,  who  say  that  as  the  catalogues  increase  in  fullness,  they 
prefer  to  consult  them  rather  than  the  shelves.  Seven  additional 
passes  have  been  granted  during  the  year,  and  two  have  been 
given  up,  making  the  total  nominally  in  force  59,  but  the  hold- 
ers of  some  ten  more  are  known  to  be  dead  or  to  have  removed 
from  the  city.  Of  those  effective  28  have  been  used  209  times, 
and  the  remaining  837  admissions  have  been  by  registration. 

A  comparison  of  the  individual  subjects  again  proves  the 
general  rule  of  an  increase,  the  exceptions  being  few  and  of 
minor  importance.  The  order  of  the  subjects,  however,  shows 
some  variation.  In  1900  the  five  leading  subjects  in  the  order 
of  the  number  of  calls  for  books  were  Engineering,  Physics, 
Chemical  Technology,  History  and  Geography,  Chemistry;  in 
1901,  Engineering,  Physics,  Trade  and  Transportation,  Chemical 
Technology,  History  and  Geography.  The  increase  in  the  calls 
for  publications  of  general  societies,  in  Philosophy,  in  Astronomy, 
and  in  Trade  and  Transportation  more  than  doubled.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  only  the  recorded  use  is  considered,  and 
that  the  total  use  may  be  quiie  different;  indeed  it  is  evident  that 
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the  low  recorded  use  in  the  Natural  Sciences  is  partially  accounted 
for  by  the  proportionally  large  number  of  readers  in  the  stack. 

A  disagreeable  but  apparently  unavoidable  result  of  the 
increased  amount  of  work  at  the  delivery  desk  is  the  increase  in 
the  time  required  to  fill  calls.  In  1901  the  average  time  was 
2.05  minutes  as  against  1.64  minutes  in  1900,  and  only  82  per 
cent  were  filled  in  3  minutes,  as  against  94.  Undoubtedly  the 
loss  of  Mr.  Bailey,  who  had  been  at  the  desk  from  the  opening 
of  the  library,  helped  to  increase  this  difiference,  and  the  frequent 
changes  in  the  attendant  in  charge  on  the  fifth  floor  have  been 
a  factor.  In  this  connection  the  difiference  between  the  time 
necessary  to  fill  calls  from  the  two  floors  should  be  noted. 
Those  for  books  on  the  sixth  floor,  which  for  the  most  part  were 
filled  by  the  desk  attendant  directly,  required  1.79  minutes  on 
the  average,  while  those  for  books  on  the  fifth  floor,  for  which 
the  slips  had  to  be  sent  down  in  the  book  lift,  received  and 
filled  by  the  attendant  there  and  the  books  sent  up  on  the  lift, 
required  2.64  minutes.  There  were,  however,  almost  exactly 
twice  as  many  sixth  as  fifth  floor  calls.  The  point  is  of  interest 
not  only  as  helping  to  explain  the  increase  in  the  time  required, 
but  also  in  forecasting  the  probable  efficiency  of  service  under 
the  general  arrangement  of  delivery  desk  and  stack  shown  in  the 
sketch  plans  for  the  permanent  building.  From  these  figures  it 
may  be  said  with  some  confidence  that  the  average  time  should 
not  exceed  four  minutes,  at  least  until  the  library  exceeds  500,000 
volumes. 

While  no  regular  publication  of  the  library  other  than  its 
annual  report  has  appeared  during  the  year,  one  in  which  it  is 
greatly  interested,  the  *'List  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  of 
Chicago  and  Evanston"  compiled  by  the  Chicago  Library  Club, 
was  published  in  October.  The  four  larger  libraries  of  the  city 
joined  in  guaranteeing  the  expenses  of  publication  of  an  edition 
of  500  copies.  Subsequently  the  John  Crerar  Library  decided 
to  issue  an  annual  cumulative  supplement,  and  thinking  that 
this  would  make  a  more  permanent  demand  for  the  original 
list,  ofifered  to  guarantee  the  cost  of  500  additional  copies. 
Under  this  agreement,  the  library  paid  8238  as  its  share  of  the 
expense  and  received  350  copies.  Of  these  140  were  returned 
to  the  club  for  distribution  to  a  consolidated  list  of  the  exchanges 
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of  the  four  libraries,  and  ten  were  bound  for  use  in  the  library. 
Of  the  remainder  one  has  been  sent  in  exchange,  and  two  have 
been  sold  at  the  price,  one  dollar,  fixed  by  the  club.  With  each 
copy  has  been  sent  an  announcement  of  the  proposed  supple- 
ment and  a  mailing-card  request  for  notification  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  first  issue.  Nearly  all  the  American  recipients  have 
sent  in  this  request,  which  indicates  that  the  work  is  considered 
of  value  outside  the  city  and  its  vicinity.  Within  the  library  it 
is  in  constant  use. 

The  appearance  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Report,  a  pamphlet  of 
forty  pages,  was  delayed  by  the  preparation  of  a  memorial 
of  Colonel  Jackson.  It  contained  also  a  photogravure  which  is 
considered  a  very  satisfactory  portrait.  The  usual  edition  of 
4,000  copies  was  printed  and  the  greater  part  distributed  in 
August. 

Work  on  the  **List  of  Periodicals  Currently  Received"  was 
postponed  in  order  to  use  the  **  Union  List"  as  copy.  The 
material  is  now  nearly  ready  for  the  printer.  Progress  has  been 
made,  also,  on  the  *'List  of  Subject  Bibliographies,"  and  that 
should  appear  in  the  first  part  of  1902.  Of  the  **List  of  Books 
in  the  Reading-room"  26  copies  have  been  sold,  29  sent  in 
exchange,  and  i  for  review,  leaving  67  copies  on  hand,  most  of 
which  are  needed  for  the  preparation  of  a  second  edition. 

The  distribution  of  catalogue  cards  to  the  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field  Columbian 
Museum,  Northwestern  University,  University  of  Chicago,  and 
University  of  Illinois,  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year, 
and  to  the  Library  of  Congress  since  November.  As  stated  in 
the  Sixth  Annual  Report,  on  January  2,  1901,  the  Newberry 
Library  returned  nearly  all  of  those  which  it  had  received. 
This  set  will  be  used  to  complete  the  exchange  with  the  Library 
of  Congress.  The  Committee  also  authorized  copies  of  cata- 
logue cards  to  be  supplied  to  any  one  at  three  dollars  per  thou- 
sand if  all  are  taken,  at  one  cent  a  title  for  a  class,  and  at  two 
cents  a  title  for  a  selection.  Under  this  arrangement  a  few  titles 
were  supplied  to  a  neighboring  library  before  the  broader  and 
more  economical  offer  of  the  Library  of  Congress  was  made. 
The  first  instalments  of  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  have 
been   received  and  are  being  arranged.     Some  sixty  thousand 
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titles  have  been  printed  already,  and  about  the  same  number 
will  be  printed  each  year. 

More  work  in  selection  and  ordering  has  been  done  this  year 
than  ever  before,  in  spite  of  the  hindrance  occasioned  by  the 
long  absence,  on  special  leave,  of  the  senior  assistant  regularly 
in  charge.  While  an  effort  was  made  to  distribute  the  orders 
as  fairly  as  possible  over  all  subjects,  the  results  seem  to 
show  that  the  present  distribution  of  the  appropriation  does 
not  furnish  as  liberal  allowances  to  Applied  Sciences  and  Social 
Sciences  as  to  the  other  departments.  The  action  of  the  Direct- 
ors in  transferring  balances  prevented  any  stoppage  of  orders  in 
the  departments  named,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  seri- 
ous. During  the  year  7,033  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these 
417  failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  6,616  valid  orders,  covering 
10.245  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $25,649.27.  Of  out- 
standing orders  6,097  were  filled,  covering  9,438  volumes  at  a 
cost  of  $20,226.98,  leaving  outstanding  1,230  orders,  covering 
2,790  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $10,331.55.  These  figures 
include  the  purchases  from  the  first  portion  of  the  Milne-Edwards 
collection  sold  in  Paris  in  May,  and  the  bids  at  the  sale  of  the 
second  portion  in  December.  For  these  sales  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made,  and  of  this  amount  about 
$7*300  used.  There  were  obtained  in  all  284  lots,  compris- 
ing 1,561  volumes,  including  all  but  four  of  those  which  were 
considered  of  the  first  importance.  In  making  the  selection  the 
library  had  the  advice  of  Professor  D.  G.  Elliot,  of  the  Field 
Columbian  Museum,  and  of  Dr.  C.  B.  Davenport,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago.  These  purchases  greatly  strengthen  the  library 
in  zoology  and  the  natural  sciences  generally. 

The  Committee  on  Books  has  accepted  the  offer  of  our 
agents  to  send  on  inspection,  with  the  privilege  of  returning 
any  not  wanted,  as  soon  as  out,  all  important  works,  in  foreign 
languages,  in  the  lines  of  the  library.  They  ask  for  this  ser- 
vice a  slightly  higher  rate  than  for  orders  without  privilege  of 
return.  The  first  invoice  under  this  arrangement  has  been 
received.  While  it  must  still  be  considered  an  experiment,  the 
indications  are  that  it  will  shorten  materially  the  average  time 
before  a  book  is  on  the  shelves,  and  thus  extend  perceptibly  the 
term  of  its  usefulness. 
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The  total  accessions  for  1901  have  been  11,320,  of  which 
1,882  have  been  received  by  gift  and  9,438  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  are  included  in  these 
figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  533  volumes  (381  of  these 
were  destroyed  by  fire),  leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the  year 
10,787,  which  with  the  65,645  reported  in  1900,  make  a  total 
now  on  the  books  of  76,432.  Besides  these  nearly  two  thousand 
more  are  awaiting  entry  and  eleven  cases  are  on  the  way  from 
Paris.  While  as  a  rule  consignments  of  new  books  have  been 
handled  promptly,  the  pressure  of  other  work  and  the  receipt  of 
several  large  gifts  have  combined  to  cause  this  accumulation, 
which  keeps  unavailable  much  valuable  material.  The  classifi- 
cation of  the  accessions  of  1901  and  of  the  total  now  in  the 
library  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  All 
departments  show  a  considerable  gain,  though  the  increase  in  the 
Physical  Sciences  is  decidedly  less  than  in  previous  years.  The 
totals  and  percentages  in  each  department  are  as  follows:

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  treatment  of 
serials.  Only  publications  which  do  not  appear  in  complete 
volumes,  are  of  composite  character,  and  are  intended  to  con- 
tinue publication  indefinitely  will  be  kept  in  the  periodical 
alcove.  All  other  serial  publications  will  be  considered  as  con- 
tinuations, and  placed  in  charge  of  a  special  assistant.  This  has 
caused  the  removal  of  several  hundred  publications  from  the 
periodical  alcove  and  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  number 
of  periodicals  reported  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 
Many  of  these  are  bulletins  of  libraries,  experiment  stations, 
etc.,  received  as  gifts  and  most  of  the  others  were  continuations 
paid  for  individually  and  not  subscribed  for.  These  facts  par- 
tially explain  why  the  subscription  price  has  not  decreased  with 
the  number.  The  new  continuation  record  now  contains  2,368 
titles,  of  which  424  have  been  added  during  the  year;  526  remain 
to  be  entered  upon  it,  so  that  the  total  of  serials  not  periodicals 
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is  2,894.  The  periodicals  now  in  the  periodical  alcove  number 
1,468,  of  which  180  are  received  as  gifts.  Their  classification 
and  cost  during  1901  are  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library 
statistics.  Large  as  the  number  of  serials  currently  received 
may  seem,  it  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  all  published  in  our 
special  field,  or  even  of  those  indexed  and  so  made  available  to 
our  readers.  If  the  proposed  International  Catalogue  of  Scien- 
tific Literature  is  actually  carried  out  upon  the  scale  indicated 
by  the  lists  of  periodicals  issued  by  its  projectors,  it  is  evident 
that  the  library  will  have  either  to  increase  largely  its  subscrip- 
tion list  or  to  offer  only  a  partial  answer  to  scientific  questions. 
In  our  present  quarters  it  would  hardly  be  possible,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  would  be  desirable,  to  care  for  properly  all  the 
4,000  contained  in  the  lists  mentioned,  but  it  might  be  feasible 
to  add  quite  a  number  of  the  more  important  which  are  not  now 
taken  in  any  other  library  in  the  city. 

The  most  notable  purchases  of  the  year  are  those  from  the 
Milne-Edwards  library,  including  Schreber,  Sdugethiere ;  Blain- 
ville,  Ost^ographie ;  Dresser,  Birds  of  Europe ;  Gould,  Birds  of  Asia^ 
Birds  of  Australia,  Birds  of  New  Guinea,  and  Icones  avium ;  PaUon- 
tologie  fran^aise ;  Pictet,  Mai^riaux  pour  la  pal^oniologie  Suisse ;  and 
many  complete  sets,  among  them,  Ibis,  Stray  featlters,  M^moires  de 
la  SoaJt^  PaUontologique  Suisse,  and  the  publications  of  the 
Museums  of  Natural  History  at  Paris,  Genoa,  and  Cambridge, 
Mass.  Besides  these  may  be  mentioned  a  collection  of  works 
on  Chicago  and  Illinois,  including  a  number  of  early  Chicago 
documents;  Diccionario  enciclopMico  hispano-americano;  a  set  of 
Paris  municipal  documents  and  reports;  Statistique  gMrale  de  la 
France;  Reynaud,  Travaux  publics  de  la  France ;  and  Saccardo, 
Sylloge  fungorum.  Many  sets  of  serials  have  been  completed, 
including  Globus,  Fortnightly  Review,  Archivio  per  l* antropologia. 
Annates  du  Bureau  Central  Mitiorologique,  and  the  Transactions  of 
the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Society. 

There  were  received  5,720  gifts  from  692  donors,  of  which 
1,882  were  entered  in  the  list  of  accessions.  The  figures  for 
1 90 1  were  3,829,  545,  and  2,045  respectively.  Could  the  large 
number  which  are  still  unpacked  have  been  taken  care  of,  the 
number  entered  would  have  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 
Among  the  more  noteworthy  are  a  collection  of  insurance  peri- 
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odicals  from  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Rollins;  of  technical  periodicals 
from  the  D.  H.  Ranck  Publishing  Co.;  of  New  York  documents 
from  the  State  Librar}*;  of  California  documents  from  the  State; 
of  Iowa  documents,  in  supplement  to  a  considerable  purchase, 
from  the  Iowa  State  Library;  of  the  publications  of  the  Boards 
of  Health  of  Iowa,  Kansas,  Ohio,  and  Vermont,  from  the 
Boards;  and  of  the  publications  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  from  the  Association.  Mention  should  be  made, 
also,  of  the  kindness  of  a  number  of  donors  in  sending  us  dupli- 
cates of  works  lost  in  the  fire. 

As  was  stated  in  the  Sixth  Report,  no  inventory  was  taken  in 
1900,  so  that  the  one  made  in  1901  discovered  the  losses  of  two 
years.  Only  seventeen  recorded  volumes,  not  missing  before, 
were  not  found;  and  some  missing  in  previous  years  were  found, 
so  that  the  complete  record  is  as  follows:  1897,  originally  miss- 
ing 4,  now  3;  1898,  originally  11,  now  4;  1899,  originally  6,  now 
2;  1 90 1  17,  a  total  of  27  from  the  opening  of  the  library.  Of 
the  seventeen  missing  since  the  last  inventory  four  disappeared 
from  the  Reading  Room,  but  nearly  all  the  others  are  of  a  char- 
acter to  warrant  the  hope  that  they  may  be  found  later.  None  is 
of  any  considerable  pecuniary  value.  The  four  missing  since  the 
1898  inventory  will  now  be  withdrawn. 

The  other  object  of  the  inventory  is  to  correct  misplace- 
ments. The  record  shows  that  these  were  by  no  means  as 
numerous  as  had  been  feared.  Ignoring  all  cases  where  the 
volumes  were  simply  out  of  order  on  their  proper  shelf,  the  mis- 
placements found  were  only  207,  and  of  these  only  50  were 
serious.  It  is  true  that  this  is  the  record  of  fifteen  months 
rather  than  two  years,  since  all  the  books  were  rearranged  in 
August  and  September,  1900,  when  the  new  stack-room  was 
occupied,  and  yet  this  very  rearrangement  may  well  have  caused 
some  confusion.  In  general  it  is  not  possible  to  decide  what 
proportion  of  these  misplacements  is  due  to  the  inexperience 
and  carelessness  of  the  pages  and  what  to  the  attempts  of  readers 
allowed  the  privilege  of  the  stacks  to  replace  books  on 
the  shelves.  Fortunately,  an  answer  to  the  question  is  not 
required  as  the  total  effect  is  too  small  to  bring  into  question, 
on  this  ground,  the  granting  of  this  privilege  to  those  who  can 
benefit  by  it. 
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Still  the  necessity  of  an  inventory  at  least  every  second  year 
is  clearly  shown.  The  expense  at  present  is  not  great,  being 
less  than  $100  in  time.  This,  however,  must  increase  much 
more  rapidly  than  the  number  of  the  books  so  that  a  change 
from  the  present  form  of  shelf-list  to  one  on  cards  is  under  seri- 
ous consideration.  By  utilizing  copies  of  our  printed  cards  for 
the  entry  of  individual  works  and  retaining  the  present  sheets 
for  serials,  it  may  be  possible  to  secure  a  list  which  can  be  read 
much  more  rapidly  against  the  shelves  and  at  the  same  time  will 
be  more  economical  to  prepare.  If  effective  precautions  can  be 
adopted  to  obviate  the  great  objection  to  records  on  cards, 
namely,  their  liability  to  destruction  without  detection,  these 
advantages  should  be  sufficient  to  decide  the  question. 

On  January  i,  1901,  there  were  at  the  bindery  350  volumes, 
and  4,568  were  sent  to  be  bound  during  the  year;  4,125  were 
received  from  them,  and  348  were  burned;  leaving  445  at  the 
bindery  December  31,  1901.  In  addition  to  the  348  volumes 
reported  above  19  sample  volumes  and  14  volumes  sent  to  be 
lettered  were  burned.  The  cost  of  binding  was  $5,241.55,  an 
average  of  $  1.27  per  volume.  The  cost  of  lettering  and  repairs, 
including  also  the  pasting  of  order  slips,  was  $1,146.40. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  cataloguing  has  not  kept 
up  with  the  accessions,  in  spite  of  the  most  earnest  endeavor  and 
hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  staff.  Some  of  the  causes  of  this 
arrearage  are  temporary,  such  as  the  unusually  large  number  of 
titles  prepared  in  the  last  months  of  1900,  which  had  to  be  filed 
in  1 90 1,  the  changes  necessary  to  make  the  classed  catalogue 
conform  in  its  arrangement  of  zoology  with  the  index  published 
at  Zurich,  and  the  loss  of  time  and  efficiency  caused  by  the  fire 
and  by  changes  in  the  staff.  Other  causes  are  more  permanent, 
such  as  the  increased  proportion  in  the  accessions  of  single  works 
and  folio  volumes  as  against  long  sets,  and  the  new  work  on  the 
subject  and  topographical  indexes.  While  considerable  relief  may 
be  expected  later  from  the  Library  of  Congress  and  some  may  be 
obtained  by  a  better  distribution  of  the  work,  it  is  plain  that 
additional  assistance  is  required  if  the  accessions  are  to  continue 
at  their  present  rate  and  are  to  receive  the  present  careful  treat- 
ment, the  arrears  made  up,  and  the  bulletins  which  have  been 
authorized   by   the  Committee    prepared.     The   publication    of 
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these  bulletins  is  not  only  desirable  for  the  better  administration 
of  the  library,  but  is  even  more  important  as  enlarging  the  field 
of  its  usefulness.  Incidentally  they  extend  its  reputation  and, 
while  they  are  not  offered  as  an  equivalent  in  exchange,  they 
secure  for  the  library  valuable  gifts  and  attention  to  its  requests 
for  information. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  5,032  new  titles  have  been  pre- 
pared for  print,  141  new  titles  typewritten,  76  old  typewritten 
titles  prepared  for  print,  553  old  printed  titles  recatalogued, 
554  titles  prepared  for  the  cooperative  analysis  of  current  serials, 
and  584  such  titles,  prepared  by  other  libraries  classified  for  our 
catalogues.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by  the  Cataloguer 
and  his  assistants,  therefore,  is  6,940.  The  titles  reprinted  in 
correction  of  errors  were  72.  Cards  for  6,384  titles  have  been 
received  from  the  printer  and  6,596  electrotypes  from  the  electro- 
typers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles  prepared  to  date  is 
30,552;  of  sets  of  cards  received  30,005  ;  of  electrotypes  29,232. 
For  the  alphabetical  subject  index  6,726  guides  have  been 
printed,  making  a  total  of  over  9,000.  This  completes  the  main 
body  of  guides  and  permits  the  filing  of  the  cards,  which  has 
now  been  begun. 

Many  perplexing  questions  in  regard  to  the  form  of  the 
titles  from  the  British  Blue  Books  have  been  settled  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Librarian  of  Harvard  University  and  final  proof  has 
been  read  for  some  600  of  these  titles.  In  continuance  of  the 
cooperative  analysis  of  serials  the  library  has  furnished  554  titles 
and  received  cards  for  2,687  ^^  ^i  ^^^  cost  of  $54.46.  Cards  for 
982  titles  have  been  filed  in  the  catalogues,  making  a  total  of 

3»309- 

During  the  year  14,100  cards  have  been  filed  in  the  classed 

catalogue  which    now   contains   some   33,200   titles    on   63,600 

cards,  an  average  of   1.92  cards  to  a  title;   11,200  cards  have 

been  filed  in  the  author  catalogue  which  now  contains  the  same 

33,200  titles  on  52,200  cards,  an  average  of  1.57  cards  to  a  title. 

The  distribution  of  the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue  is  shown 

in   the  second   table   of   library   statistics.     The   topographical 

index  is  not  included  in  these  figures. 

The  most  important  development  in  the  cataloguing  during 

the  year  is  the  determination  of  the  relation  of  the  alphabetical 
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subject-index  to  the  classed  catalogue.  It  has  been  decided  not 
to  make  entries  in  the  former  which  would  exactly  duplicate  any 
collection  in  the  latter,  so  that  a  single  reference  gives  the  public 
all  the  titles,  and  no  others,  on  a  specific  subject.  On  the  other 
hand,  entries  will  be  made  under  headings  which  will  collect 
material  separated  in  the  classed  catalogue  because  of  its  rela- 
tions to  broader  subjects  and  also  under  those  which  will  separate 
material  collected  in  the  classed  catalogue.  For  example,  entries 
will  be  made  under  Abattoirs  which  will  bring  together  material 
which  is  divided  in  the  classed  catalogue  under  614  Public  Health, 
628  Sanitary  Engineering,  ^25  Architecture ;  entries  also  will  be 
made  under  Abelian  Functiofis  to  separate  this  material  from  the 
rest  of  the  subject  of  Elliptic  Functions,  undivided  in  the  classed 
catalogue;  but  no  entries  will  be  made  under  Academic  Degrees 
because  a  single  reference  to  the  classed  catalogue  will  give  all 
the  specific  entries  on  that  subject,  and  no  others.  Each  tray 
of  the  index  contains  a  statement  that  it  is  intended  to  be  mainly 
an  index  to  the  classed  catalogue,  and  that  while  it  contains 
entries  on  some  specific  subjects  it  does  not  fully  represent  the 
resources  of  the  library  on  them. 

The  library  has  been  represented  officially  by  the  Librarian 
and  Assistant  Librarian  and  unofficially  by  nine  other  members 
of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation at  Waukesha,  July  3  to  10,  and  at  the  special  meeting  of 
the  Illinois  State  Library  Association  at  the  same  place,  July  4. 
It  has  been  represented  officially  by  Miss  Roper,  senior  assistant, 
and  secretary  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Association,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  that  association  at  Lincoln,  February  21  to 
23;  and  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  meeting  of  the  New 
York  State  Library  Association  at  Lake  Placid,  September  23 
to  28. 

In  recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  work  of  classification 
of  books  for  the  catalogues,  the  position  of  Classifier  has  been 
established  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Perley,  senior  assistant,  has  been 
appointed  to  it.  Miss  Zimmermann  and  Mr.  Bailey,  junior 
assistants,  Messrs.  Buck,  Conrad,  Konsberg,  and  Nash,  attend- 
ants, W.  F.  Rodger,  acting  attendant,  and  E.  E.  Jahnke,  page, 
have  left  the  service.  To  fill  these  vacancies.  Miss  Blanche 
Seely  and   Mr.  William  Teal  have  been  appointed  junior  assist-

TO  ERECT  AND  MAINTAIN  A  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
ON  GRANT  PARK,  COMMONLY  CALLED  LAKE  PARK 
OR  LAKE  FRONT  PARK,  IN  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 

Whereas,  John  Crerar,  by  his  last  will,  endowed  for  all  time  a  free 
public  library,  to  be  located  in.  Chicago,  to  be  known  as  **  The  John 
Crerar  Library,'*  which  library  has  been  duly  organized  in  accordance 
with  said  will  and  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in 
cities,  villages,  and  towns  of  this  State,"  approved  June  17,  1891,  and 
in  force  July  i,  1891;  and, 

Whereas,  For  the  past  five  years  said  library  has  been  occupying 
temporary  quarters  in  Chicago,  and  the  growth  of  the  library  and  of  its 
patronage  by  the  public  require  its  removal  within  the  near  future  into 
a  permanent,  adequate,  and  fire-proof  building;  and. 

Whereas,  The  interests  and  convenience  of  the  public  will  be  best 
subserved  by  placing  said  building  on  Grant  Park,  commonly  called 
Lake  Park  or  Lake  Front  Park,  near  the  Chicago  public  library,  inas- 
much as  the  two  institutions  now  co-operate  in  subserving  the  interests 
and  welfare  of  the  public,  and  inasmuch  as  no  other  location  for  said 
building  can  be  procured  so  convenient  to  the  public  and  so  accessible

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illifiois,  repre- 
sented in  the  General  Assembly :  That  The  John  Crerar  Library  be  and 
it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  take  possession  of  that  part  of  the  tract  of 
land  in  Chicago  named  Grant  Park,  commonly  known  as  Lake  Park 
or  Lake  Front  Park,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of 
Madison  street,  extended  east;  on  the  east  by  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Illinois  Central  railroad;  on  the  south  by  the  north  line  of  Monroe 
street,  extended  east,  and  on  the  west  by  the  east  line  of  Michigan 
avenue,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  thereon,  or  on  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  selected  by  said  library,  a  free  public  library  building,  and  the

library  shall  procure  the  consent  of  such  abutting  property  owners  as 
have  the  right  to  object  to  the  erection  of  said  library  building,  and 
the  possession  and  use  of  said  land  for  library  purposes,  before  begin- 
ning the  construction  of  said  building;  And,  provided  further,  that 
the  trustees  of  the  fund  bequeathed  by  John  Crerar  for  the  erection  of 
a  colossal  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  Chicago,  if  they  so  elect,  shall 
have  the  right  to  place  said  statue  upon  any  part  of  said  tract  of  land 
which  is  not  to  be  occupied  by  said  library  building  or  its  proposed 
extensions. 

§  2.  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall  always  remain  a  free  public 
library,  open  at  all  times  to  the  public  subject  to  the  reasonable 
regulations  established  from  time  to  time  by  its  board  of  directors, 
trustees,  or  managers;  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  provided  that,  if  at 
any  time  the  building  herein  authorized  to  be  erected  upon  the  prem- 
ises described  in  this  act  shall  cease  to  be  maintained  and  used  as  a 
free  public  library,  as  aforesaid,  then,  in  such  event,  the  rights  herein 
granted  to  the  said  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall  cease  and  determine, 
and  the  grant  herein  made  shall  become  null,  void  and  of  no  effect. 

§  3.  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall,  within  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  begin  the  construction  of  said  library  building, 
which  shall  be  fire-proof,  substantial,  and  appropriate  for  public 
•  library  purposes. 

§  4.  Such  part  of  the  land  herein  granted  as  shall  not  be  occu- 
pied by  said  library  building  and  its  extensions,  and  said  statue  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  shall  be  kept  by  said  library  at  its  own  expense  in 
suitable  and  attractive  condition,  similar  to  the  manner  in  which  other 
parts  of  Grant  Park,  commonly  called  Lake  Park  or  Lake  Front  Park, 
are  kept  to  the  south  of  Monroe  street,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  free 
to  the  public  subject  to  the  reasonable  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
use  of  other  parts  of  Grant  park,  commonly  called  Lake  park  or  Lake 
Front  park  by  the  public. 

§  5.  The  mayor  and  comptroller  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall, 
by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  and  become  members  of  the  board  of 
directors,  trustees,  or  managers  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  and 
proper  provisions  shall  be  made,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  the  by-laws 
or  rules  of  said  library  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  section.

Section  2.  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall  always  remain  a  free 
public  library,  open  at  all  times  to  the  public,  subject  to  the  reason- 
able regulations  established  from  time  to  time  by  its  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Trustees,  or  Managers;  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  provided  that 
if  at  any  time  the  building  herein  authorized  to  be  erected  upon 
the  premises  described  in  this  ordinance  shall  cease  to  be  main- 
tained and  used  as  a  free  public  library  as  aforesaid,  then  in  such 
event  the  rights  herein  granted  to  the  said  the  John  Crerar  Li- 
brary shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the  grant  herein  made  shall 
become  null,  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Section  3.  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall,  within  three  (3)  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  begin  the  construction  of  said 
library  building  which  shall  be  fire-proof,  substantial,  and  appro- 
priate for  public  library  purposes.  The  main  building  for  said  library, 
not  including  contemplated  extensions  thereof,  shall  be  erected  within 
six  (6)  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
in  case  said  main  library  building  shall  not  be  so  erected  within 
six  (6)  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  then 
in  such  event,  the  grant  herein  named  shall  become  null,  void,  and 
of  no  effect. 

Section  4.  Such  part  of  the  land  herein  granted  as  shall  not 
be  occupied  by  said  Library  Building  and  its  extensions  and  said 
statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  shall  be  kept  by  said  Library,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  suitable  and  attractive  condition,  similar  to  the  manner 
in  which  other  parts  of  Grant  Park,  commonly  called  Lake  Park 
or  Lake  Front  Park,  are  kept  to  the  south  of  Monroe  street,  and 
shall  at  all  times  be  free  to  the  public,  subject  to  the  reasonable 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  other  parts  of  Grant  Park, 
commonly  called  Lake  Park  or  Lake  Front  Park  by  the  public. 

Section  5.     The  Mayor  and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
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shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  and  become  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  Trustees,  or  Managers  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  and 
proper  provision  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  practical  in  the  by-laws 
or  rules  of  said  Library,  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

The  library  is  open  to  readers  every  day,  excepting  Sun- 
days, from  o  A.M.  to   10  p.m. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  consulted  with- 
out formality,  but  after  use  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables,  instead 
of  being  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

Current  periodicals  may  be  consulted  within  the  periodical 
alcove;  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at  the  tables  in  the 
Reading  Room  by  presenting  to  the  Periodical  Clerk  a  serial 
call-slip  properly  filled  out. 

Books  not  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  obtained 
by  presenting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  a  book  call -slip  prop- 
erly filled  out.  These  books  are  to  be  returned  to  the  deliv- 
ery desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched 
for,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Room.  All  books  used 
under  this  provision  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the  Stack 
Room. 

Books  of  great  value  and  rarity  may  be  consulted  only  in 
the  presence  of  an  attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  library,  or 
their  mutilation  in  any  manner,  is  forbidden.  The  tracing 
of  plans  will  be  permitted  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover, 
but  not  otherwise.  These  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  appli- 
cation at  the  delivery  desk. 

A  printed  card  catalogue  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  It  is  in  three  sections,  alphabetical  author,  classed  sub- 
ject, and  alphabetical  subject  index. 

The  Reference  Librarian,  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Room, 
will  give  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue  and  the  selec- 
tion of  books. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled:  "An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state/'  approved 
June  17,  1 89 1,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  eighth  annual 
report. 

The  eighth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Library  has  shown  most 
satisfactory  advances  in  its  usefulness  to  the  public,  in  its  actual 
growth,  and  in  its  prospects  for  future  usefulness  and  growth. 
The  total  use  of  the  Library  has  been  over  155,000  books  and 
periodicals,  and  the  Library  has  been  frequented  by  66,500  visi- 
tors, an  average  of  213  a  day,  and  an  increase  of  more  than 
1 1,600  over  the  records  of  last  year.  The  Library  now  contains 
89,219  volumes,  and  receives  1,654  periodicals  and  4,644  other 
serials. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Directors  during 
the  past  year.

Gentlemeji: — In  the  internal  administration  of  the  library  dur- 
ing 1902  four  points  seem  worthy  of  special  mention.  These 
are :  first,  the  continued  increase,  beyond  expectation,  in  the  use 
made  of  the  library;  second,  the  very  considerable  increase  in 
its  collections  through  the  purchase  of  the  Ely  collection,  by 
purchases  at  the  Milne-Edwards  sale,  and  by  gift;  third,  the 
great  number  of  interruptions  of  the  routine  work  through 
absences  or  resignations;  and  fourth,  the  purchase  of  printed 
catalogue  cards  from  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  first  three 
have  tended  to  increase  the  arrears  of  work  to  be  done,  while 
the  fourth  has  lessened  this  increase  materially,  and  especially 
has  taken  care  of  the  books  most  in  demand.  On  the  whole, 
therefore,  the  library  is  not  only  serving  more  people  than  it  was 
a  year  ago,  but  is  meeting  better  the  larger  part  of  the  demands 
upon  it.  While  some  very  valuable  and  much  useful  material  is 
not  available,  the  staff  now  provided  for  is  as  large  as  can 
work  conveniently  in  the  present  rooms,  and  under  normal  con- 
ditions ought  to  make  good  progress  in  clearing  off  these  arrears. 

The  library  was  open  every  week-day  throughout  the  year. 
The  statistics  of  attendance  and  use  for  each  month  and  the  com- 
parison of  the  totals  for  the  year  with  those  of  previous  years 
are  given  in  the  first  table  of  library  statistics.  In  1902,  66,512 
visitors  were  recorded,  a  daily  average  of  213,  and  an  increase 
of  II, 684,  or  22  per  cent,  over  1901 ;  39,606  calls  for  books,  and 
12,250  for  periodicals,  an  increase  of  9,922  in  all,  or  23  per  cent; 
1,167  readers  were  admitted  to  the  stacks,  an  increase  of  121, 
or  12  per  cent.  Assuming  the  same  proportion  of  total  to 
recorded  use  as  in  previous  years,  the  total  use  for  1902  may  be 
estimated  at  155,000  volumes  and  periodicals. 

The  smallest  attendance  in  any  one  day  was  56  on  July  4, 
and  the  largest  was  350  on  October  25;  the  corresponding  fig- 
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ures  for  1901  were  58  and  314  respectively.     The  average  even- 
ing attendance  was  50,  an  increase  of  14  over  the  previous  year. 
The  attendance  on  the  holidays  which  are  generally  observed 
as  such,  has  been  as  follows:

In  1 90 1  the  total  attendance  on  the  same  holidays  was  395 
and  the  ratio  .45,  so  that  the  holiday  attendance  has  increased 
at  almost  the  same  rate  as  the  total  attendance. 

This  very  considerable  increase  in  the  attendance  and  use  has 
been  contrary  to  the  expectation  expressed  in  the  last  annual 
report.  Nor  is  it  largely  due  to  the  unforeseen  closing  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  in  the  evening  since  May.  The  two 
libraries  serve  such  different  needs  that  not  many  of  the  readers 
in  one  would  find  the  other  of  use.  While  a  part  of  the  increase 
in  the  evening  attendance  undoubtedly  is  due  to  this  cause,  it  is 
very  doubtful  if  it  will  suffer  appreciably  by  the  reopening  of 
the  Public  Library. 

On  certain  days  the  number  of  readers  in  the  afternoon  has 
almost  exhausted  the  seating  capacity  of  the  Reading  Room,  and 
has  overtaxed  its  natural  ventilation.  Ventilating  fans  have 
been  tried  to  remedy  the  latter  trouble,  and  give  promise  of 
success.  A  few  additional  seats  can  be  added  without  serious 
inconvenience,  and  the  necessary  additional  space  for  the  public 
card  catalogues  can  be  secured  by  moving  the  reference  desk. 
With  these  changes  and  with  provision  for  additional  stack  room 
it  is  quite  possible  that  the  present  quarters  may  be  made  to 
serve  for  a  year  or  two  beyond  the  expiration  of  the  present 
lease,  but  any  longer  stay  in  them  would  necessitate  many 
alterations. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call-slips  and  admissions  to 
the  stack  is  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The 
following  comparison  of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each 
department  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1901,  shows  that 
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as  in  previous  years  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  calls  for  books 
and  periodicals  is  practically  constant,  and  that  the  admissions 
to  the  stack  show  decided  variations.

The  purchase  of  the  Ely  collection  should  have  the  effect  of 
increasing  the  scholarly  use  of  the  library  in  the  department  of 
Social  Sciences,  and  therefore  of  increasing  the  admissions  to  the 
stack  in  that  department  to  a  proportion  more  nearly  equal  to 
those  of  the  other  departments. 

Of  the  admissions  to  the  stack  970  have  been  by  registration 
and  197  on  presentation  of  28  passes.  Three  additional  passes 
have  been  granted  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  62  nomi- 
nally in  force.  The  reasons  suggested  in  the  last  annual  report 
for  the  small  number  of  passes  granted  and  the  decreasing  use 
made  of  those  which  have  been  granted  have  been  confirmed  by 
additional  testimony  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  public  -card 
catalogues. 

With  seven  exceptions,  every  subject  shows  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  calls,  though,  as  in  previous  years,  the  increases 
are  by  no  means  in  uniform  proportion.  The  calls  for  landscape 
gardening,  industrial  art,  and  photography  have  more  than 
doubled,  and  those  for  political  economy,  astronomy,  and  agri- 
culture have  increased  more  than  one-half.  On  the  other  hand, 
calls  for  philosophy  and  logic  have  diminished  more  than  one- 
half,  and  those  for  bibliography  and  mathematics  about  one-fifth. 

The  service  of  the  delivery  desk  has  been  seriously  hampered 
by  the  frequent  changes  in  the  attendants  and  pages,  and  by 
repeated  breakdowns  of  the  book-lift.  For  these  reasons  it 
would  be  unfair  to  those  who  have  done  their  best  under  diffi- 
culties to  make  any  comparison  of  the  time  required  to  fill  orders 
with  that  taken  in  previous  years.  The  manufacturers  have 
undertaken  to  put  the  lift  in  perfect  running  order,  and  this  cause 
of  delay  at  least  should  be  cooperative  in  the  coming  year. 
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During  the  year  the  library  has  issued  the  Seventh  Annual 
Reporty  a  List  of  Periodicals  Currently  Received^  and  a  List  of 
Bibliographies  of  Special  Subjects,  Of  the  annual  report,  a 
pamphlet  of  50  pages,  the  usual  edition  of  4,000  was  printed 
and  the  greater  portion  distributed  in  May.  It  included, 
besides  the  regular  matters,  the  record  of  the  state  and  munici- 
pal action  in  granting  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  Lake  Front 
Park  for  a  site.  The  List  of  Periodicals  Currejitly  Received  was 
corrected  to  June,  and  contained  the  titles  of  nearly  1,600  peri- 
odicals arranged  first  alphabetically  and  then  by  the  broad  classi- 
fication adopted  for  the  periodical  alcove,  and  finally  those  in 
foreign  languages  were  arranged  by  language.  The  cross  refer- 
ences which  seemed  to  be  required  were  given,  and  the  whole 
made  a  pamphlet  of  96  pages.  An  edition  of  1,000  copies  was 
printed  and  the  linotypes  kept  for  future  editions.  The  List  of 
Bibliographies  of  Special  Subjects  contains  some  3,000  titles, 
and  is  a  book  of  504  pages.  It  gives  not  only  the  distinctly 
bibliographical  works  on  each  subject,  whether  periodicals  or 
monographs,  but  also  works  which  contain  bibliographical 
material  thought  to  be  of  interest  either  because  of  the  number 
of  titles  given  or  the  minuteness  of  the  subject  treated.  It  in- 
cludes also  the  general  indexes  to  periodicals  covering  more  than 
two  years,  whether  the  periodicals  themselves  contain  biblio- 
graphical material  or  not,  and  the  catalogues  of  special  libraries 
which  often  are  valuable  as  bibliographies.  The  most  serious 
omission  is  that  of  analytical  references  to  serial  publications 
and  to  articles  in  periodicals.  The  entries  are  practically  the 
same  as  those  of  the  016  section  of  the  classed  catalogue,  and 
are  in  the  same  arrangement,  but  a  full  index  of  names,  titles, 
and  subjects  has  been  provided.  An  edition  of  966  Qppies  was 
printed  at  a  cost  of  almost  exactly  $1.00  a  copy.  In  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  library  a  nominal  price  of  twenty-five 
cents,  or  fifty  cents  postpaid,  has  been  placed  upon  it.  Though 
only  issued  in  December  it  has  been  already  quite  favorably 
noticed,  and  promises  to  be  a  useful  tool  for  investigators  and 
in  reference  work. 

This  publication  is  the  second  of  those  printed  from  the 
electrotype  plates  and  suggests  a  revision  of  the  opinions  based 
upon  the  first  which  are  expressed  in  the  Sixth  Annual  Report 
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(page  1 6).  If  the  cost  of  the  47  pages  of  prefatory  matter  and 
index  is  subtracted  and  a  reasonable  allowance  made  for  the 
saving  which  would  be  made  if  the  library  were  able  to  have  one 
of  its  own  staff  select  the  plates  from  the  cabinets  and  replace 
them,  the  cost  of  an  edition  of  500  copies  would  have  been  very 
nearly  as  these  stated.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  500 
copies  do  not  give  a  sufficient  margin  over  the  number 
required  to  supply  the  regular  mailing  list  and  the  demands  of 
the  library  itself.  On  an  edition  of  1,000  copies  the  economy 
of  the  method  very  nearly  disappears.  Unfortunately,  also,  the 
important  item  of  postage  was  not  included  in  the  calculation. 
The  bulletins  would  be  about  one-third  smaller  if  printed  from 
brevier  type,  and  the  postage  would  be  diminished  in  that  pro- 
portion. Assuming  that  the  library  distributes  half  of  an  edition 
of  1,000  copies  by  mail  at  its  own  expense,  the  revised  calcula- 
tion would  be  somewhat  as  follows:

According  to  this  calculation,  therefore,  there  is  no  economy 
in  the  use  of  the  electrotypes  for  first  editions  of  this  size.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  quite  possible  that  i,ooo  copies  will  be 
found  to  be  a  larger  edition  than  is  needed,  and  there  is  the 
great  economy  of  a  second  edition  as  well  as  the  advantage  of 
being  able  to  print  quickly  and  cheaply  extra  copies  of  the  cata- 
logue cards  as  wanted.  The  saving  in  money  and  time  on  each 
reprinted  title  is  enough  to  pay  for"  electrotyping  two.  No 
fewer  than  815  titles  were  reprinted  last  year,  but  this  was  an 
exceptionally  large  number  on  account  of  the  transfer  of  the 
shelf-list  to  printed  cards,  and  it  is  practically  certain  that  not 
enough  extra  cards  will  be  wanted  to  justify  the  expense  on  this 
account.  Moreover,  the  Library  of  Congress  now  supplies  some 
40  per  cent  of  all  our  titles,  and  a  larger  proportion,  perhaps  60 
per  cent,  of  those  likely  to  be  used  in  future  bulletins.     For 
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these  of  course  electrotypes  can  be  obtained  only  by  setting  the 
type  expressly  for  that  purpose,  which  would  more  than  double 
their  cost.  After  careful  consideration  of  all  these  factors  it  has 
seemed  best  for  the  present  to  electrotype  only  such  titles  are 
known  to  be  wanted  for  the  bulletins  which  have  been  under- 
taken or  planned.

Four  bulletins  are  planned  for  the  immediate  future;  a  list 
of  scientific  dictionaries,  a  list  of  histories  of  the  sciences,  a 
second  edition  of  the  List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room^  and  the 
first  supplement  to  the  List  of  Serials  in  the  Public  Libraries  of 
Chicago  and  Evanston.  All  but  one  of  the  libraries  joining  in 
the  original  publication  have  sent  additions  and  corrections  for 
the  supplement,  and  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  work  has  been 
greatly  added  to  by  the  inclusion  of  the  Chicago  Historical  Soci- 
ety in  the  list  of  co-operating  libraries.  The  preparation  of  the 
material  for  the  printer  has  been  nearly  completed.  The  sup- 
plement will  be  more  important  than  had  been  anticipated.  The 
original  list  contained  some  8,000  entries,  including  cross  refer- 
ences; the  supplement  will  contain  some  4,000.  The  number  of 
broken  or  partial  sets  completed  by  the  various  libraries  during 
the  two  years  is  remarkable.  Judging  from  the  experience  of 
this  library  this  improvement  has  been  hastened  and  assisted 
in  no  small  degree  by  the  publication  of  the  list.  If  that  is  the 
case  the  Chicago  Library  Club  may  feel  that  it  is  well  repaid 
for  its  efforts,  and  the  John  Crerar  Library  may  hope  that  by 
the  publication  of  frequent  supplements  it  will  assist  in  the  future 
improvement  of  this  important  department  of  library  work.  Of 
course  this  usefulness  is  entirely  apart  from  the  main  purpose 
of  the  work,  which  is  to  assist  the  reader  or  student  to  find  most 
conveniently  to  himself  a  given  volume  of  a  given  periodical. 
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The  distribution  of  catalogue  cards  to  the  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field  Columbian 
Museum,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  University  of  Illinois  has  been  continued. 
Some  little  demand  for  these  cards  from  students  and  others 
has  been  met  by  the  sale  of  543  copies  on  five  orders,  under  the 
provisions  established  by  the  Committee  on  Administration 
noted  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  distribution  to  the  seven 
libraries  includes  one  copy  of  the  cards  received  from  the  Library 
of  Congress  after  the  shelf-mark  of  this  library  has  been  added. 
The  set  returned  by  the  Newberry  Library  was  made  complete 
and  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  From  the  latter  has  been 
received  in  exchange  since  December  i,  1901,  a  total  of  45,569 
cards,  33,600  being  cards  printed  since  November,  1901,  and 
the  remainder  being  a  portion  of  those  printed  earlier.  About 
43,000  of  the  latter  are  still  to  be  received.  Those  which  have 
been  received  are  arranged  by  authors  and  are  consulted  fre- 
quently by  the  staff  and  occasionally  by  the  public.  An  order 
has  been  given  for  an  additional  copy  of  each  title  in  Bibliog- 
raphy and  Library  Economy  to  be  arranged  by  subject  for  the 
use  of  the  staff. 

The  selection  and  ordering  of  new  books  has  been  assisted 
materially  by  the  receipt  of  the  Library  of  Congress  proof  sheets. 
The  orders  made  from  them  are  given  special  treatment,  which 
enables  the  library  not  only  to  obtain  most  American  and  some 
foreign  books  more  promptly  than  before,  but  in  most  cases  to 
have  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  ready  for  them  when  they 
arrive.  At  the  same  time  good  progress  has  been  made  in 
reducing  the  accumulation  of  titles  of  foreign  books  already 
selected  for  purchase.  During  the  year  6,358  orders  have  been 
given.  Of  these  loi  failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  6,257  valid 
orders  covering  9,966  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20, 589.27. 
Of  outstanding  orders,  5,521  were  filled,  covering  10,590  vol- 
umes at  a  cost  of  823,373.87,  leaving  outstanding  2,067  orders 
covering  2,166  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $7,546.95. 
These  figures  include  the  purchases  from  the  sale  of  the  third 
portion  of  the  Milne-Edwards  collection  in  May,  but  do  not 
include  the  purchase  of  the  Ely  collection  in  October. 

The  purchases  of  books  in  foreign  languages  on  inspection 
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have  not  been  extensive,  for  the  sufficient  reason  that  only  a 
small  number  have  been  sent.  No  satisfactory  explanation  of 
the  failure  to  send  more  has  been  given.  The  results  so  far 
show  that  if  a  larger  proportion  of  the  new  publications  within 
the  scope  of  the  library  could  be  examined  the  advantages  would 
be  worth  the  increased  cost.

Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  are  included  in  these 
figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  213  volumes,  leaving  the 
net  accessions  for  the  year  12,787,  which  with  the  76,432  re- 
ported in  1 90 1 ,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of  89, 2 1 9.  Except 
for  the  Ely  collection  the  arrears  of  work  in  the  Receiving  Room 
are  much  smaller  than  a  year  ago  in  spite  of  serious  interruptions 
in  the  service.  The  classification  of  the  accessions  of  the  year 
and  of  the  total  now  in  the  library  is  shown  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics.  All  departments  show  a  considerable  gain; 
that  in  Natural  Sciences,  owing  to  the  Milne-Edwards  purchases, 
being  very  noticeable.  The  totals  and  percentages  in  each 
department  are  as  follows:

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  ^,654,  of  which  198  are  received  as  gifts  and  1,456 
are  subscribed  for  at  a  total  cost  of  $5, 281. 57.  Their  classifica- 
tion is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  Full 
advantage  has  not  been  taken  as  yet  of  the  increased  appropria- 
tion for  periodicals,  partly  because  of  the  delay  in  publication  of 
the  lists  of  those  to  be  analyzed  for  the  International  Catalogue 
of  Scientific  Literature  and  partly  because  the  publication  of  the 
first  supplement  to  the  List  of  Serials  will  give  more  accurate 
information  as  to  those  taken  elsewhere  in  Chicago.  The  Con- 
tinuation Record  contains  4,644  titles,  1,750  having  been  added 
during  the  year,  completing  the  record    to  date.     About  one- 
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The  distribution  of  catalogue  cards  to  the  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field  Columbian 
Museum,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  University  of  Illinois  has  been  continued.

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  ^,654,  of  which  198  are  received  as  gifts  and  1,456 
are  subscribed  for  at  a  total  cost  of  $5,281.57.  Their  classifica- 
tion is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  Full 
advantage  has  not  been  taken  as  yet  of  the  increased  appropria- 
tion for  periodicals,  partly  because  of  the  delay  in  publication  of 
the  lists  of  those  to  be  analyzed  for  the  International  Catalogue 
of  Scientific  Literature  and  partly  because  the  publication  of  the 
first  supplement  to  the  List  of  Serials  will  give  more  accurate 
information  as  to  those  taken  elsewhere  in  Chicago.  The  Con- 
tinuation Record  contains  4,644  titles,  1,750  having  been  added 
during  the  year,  completing  the  record    to  date.     About  one- 
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fifth  of  these  continuations  are  purchased,  the  total  cost  being 
$2,130.23,  and  the  number  of  volumes  completed   537. 

The  most  notable  purchase  of  the  year,  indeed  of  any  year, 
has  been  that  of  the  collection  of  Professor  Richard  T.  Ely  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  It  covers  the  whole  of  political 
economy,  but  is  especially  strong  in  works  dealing  with  the 
American  labor  and  social  movement.  It  comprises  some 
4,000  volumes,  600  of  them  being  bound  volumes  of  labor  peri- 
odicals, and  some  4,000  pamphlets.  At  present  it  is  stored  in 
the  forty  cases  which  it  fills,  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Board 
as  to  its  treatment.  Unfortunately  the  limited  space  in  the 
present  quarters  prevents  any  display  of  the  collection  until  the 
work  of  entering  on  the  accession  books  and  of  classification  has 
been  done.  At  the  best  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  all  of  it 
can  be  made  available,  but  if  an  assistant  is  especially  assigned 
to  the  work  not  only  will  progress  be  swifter,  but  better  pro- 
vision can  be  made  for  the  selection  of  material  for  immediate 
treatment. 

The  third  portion  of  the  Milne-Edwards  collection,  sold  in 
Paris  in  May,  did  not  prove  to  be  as  valuable  as  the  others,  and 
no  fourth  sale  has  taken  place  or  is  announced.  Consequently 
only  $2,300  of  the  special  appropriation  was  used.  This 
amount  secured  207  lots,  comprising  559  volumes.  Only  17 
bids  were  lost.  While  relatively  unimportant,  the  purchase  adds 
considerably  to  the  strength  of  the  library  on  Invertebrate 
Zoology.  Of  the  individual  works  from  the  second  and  third 
portions  of  the  Milne-Edwards  collection  may  be  mentioned 
Pictet,  Descriptions  des  fossiles  du  terrain  cr^taci^  and  sets'  of 
Pal^ofitologie  fratt false y  Mission  sdentifique  h  Mdzique^  Annates  de  la 
Sociit^  entomologique  de  FraTice^  and  Journal  de  conchy liologie. 
From  other  sources  were  obtained  an  interesting  collection  of 
books  in  Japanese,  some  of  them  old  and  rare,  on  the  native 
art  of  floral  arrangement,  a  set  of  the  publications  of 
the  International  Correspondence  Schools,  the  journal  of  the 
executive  proceedings  of  the  United  States  Senate,  Durm's 
Handbuch  der  Archttektur,  and  Martius,  Flora  Brasiliensis,  Many 
sets  of  serials  have  been  completed,  including  the  Saturday 
Review y  Chicago  Journal  of  Cofmnerce,  Edinburgh  Phihsophical  Jour- 
nal, Journal  fiir  praktische  Chetnie^  Flora,  Annales  scientifiques  de 
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VEcole  normale  sup&rieurey  Gazzetta  chimica  italiana^  and  a  set  of  the 
Memoirs  of  the  Royal  Prussian  Academy  of  Sciences  from  1 770. 

There  were  received  5,782  gifts  from  805  donors  and  2,410 
gifts  have  been  entered  in  the  accession  books.  The  figures  for 
1901  were  5,720,  692,  and  1,882  respectively.  Many  gifts  Jiave 
not  yet  been  entered,  but  the  accumulation  is  much  smaller  than 
a  year  ago.  The  figures  given  above  do  not  include  the  very 
large  number  of  bills  and  resolutions  of  Congress  received  as  a 
deposit  from  the  Library  of  Congress.  Attempts  have  been 
made  to  fill  out  the  library's  sets  of  state  documents,  of  agri- 
cultural experiment  station  literature,  and  of  college  and  univer- 
sity publications.  Very  kind  responses  have  been  made  to  the 
appeals. 

For  the  sake  of  economy,  both  in  preparation  and  in  use,  the 
shelf-list  has  been  changed  from  sheets  to  cards.  No  inventory 
has  been  taken  this  year,  but  it  is  known  that  only  three  volumes 
have  disappeared  from  the  Reading  Room,  making  a  total  loss 
since  the  opening  of  the  library,  so  far  as  known,  of  30  volumes. 
In  addition,  however,  four  of  the  books  in  the  Reading  Room 
have  been  mutilated  by  the  abstraction  of  pages  or  plates.  In 
one  way  this  is  almost  more  serious  than  the  actual  taking  of  the 
books  for  it  is  not  so  easily  discovered.  Fortunately  no 
instances  have  been  noticed  for  some  time. 

On  January  i,  1902,  there  were  at  the  bindery  445  volumes, 
and  6,407  were  sent  during  the  year;  5,975  were  received,  leav- 
ing 877  at  the  bindery  December  31,  1902.  The  cost  of  binding 
was  $6,881.00,  an  average  of  $1.15  per  volume.  The  cost  of 
lettering  and  repairs,  including  also  the  insertion  of  book-plates 
and  the  cutting  and  pasting  of  order-slips,  was  $1,398.81. 

The  cataloguing  staff,  though  it  has  suffered  its  full  share 
of  the  interruptions  already  referred  to,  has  been  able  practically 
to  keep  up  with  the  accessions.  The  relief  obtained  by  the  pur- 
chase of  printed  catalogue  cards  from  the  Library  of  Congress 
has  been  the  largest  factor  in  securing  this  result,  though  the 
staff  has  worked  earnestly  and  has  shown  by  the  amount 
accomplished  in  the  two  months  when  the  full  force  was  at  work 
that  under  normal  conditions  a  steady  diminution  of  the  arrears 
may  be  looked  for.  On  the  other  hand,  the  purchase  of  the  Ely 
collection  will  more  than  double  the  amount  of  these  arrears. 
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The  Cataloguer  reports  that  4,372  new  titles  have  been  pre- 
pared for  print,  198  new  titles  typewritten,  116  old  typewritten 
titles  prepared  for  print,  727  old  printed  titles  recatalogued; 
1,805  titles  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been 
classified  for  our  catalogues;  458  titles  have  been  prepared  for 
the  co-operative  analysis  of  serials,  and  503  such  titles,  prepared 
by  other  libraries,  classified  for  our  catalogues.  The  total  num- 
ber of  titles  treated  by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their 
assistants  is  8,179.  The  titles  reprinted  in  correction  of  errors 
were  203.  Cards  for  4,586  titles  have  been  received  from  the 
printers,  and  4,600  electrotypes  from  the  ^lectrotypers.  The 
total  number  of  separate  titles  prepared  for  print  to  date  is 
34,924;  of  sets  of  cards  received,  34,591;  of  electrotypes, 
33*832.  For  the  alphabetical  subject  index  2,254  guides  have 
been  printed. 

The  value  of  the  assistance  received  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  cards  and  the  novelty  of  their  experiment  in  co-oper- 
ative cataloguing  seem  to  justify  a  detailed  statement  of  the  rou- 
tine adopted  for  their  treatment.  All  titles  on  the  proof  sheets 
which  are  within  the  scope  of  the  library  are  marked  whether 
they  are  to  be  ordered  at  once,  kept  for  reviews,  or  filed  for 
future  reference.  Those  to  be  ordered  at  once  are  checked 
against  the  official  catalogue  and  included  in  the  next  order. 
Triplicate  copies  of  all  orders  are  made;  one  of  these  is  sent 
to  the  Library  of  Congress,  at  its  request,  and  that  library  sends, 
usually  within  two  weeks,  21  copies  of  all  titles  which  have  been 
printed  by  it.  The  order  sheets  give  the  Library  of  Congress  serial 
number  whenever  that  is  known,  but  all  orders  are  checked  by 
them, and  quite  a  number  of  titles  are  sent  for  which  the  serial  num- 
ber was  not  known.  Some  time  later  these  sheets  are  returned  with 
a  statement  that  the  Library  of  Congress  has  ordered,  or  intends 
to  order  immediately,  certain  titles  and  may  be  able  later  to 
supply  cards  for  them.  For  most  of  these  they  are  requested, 
in  a  second  order,  to  send  cards  if  printed  within  three  months, 
and  if  the  book  has  failed  to  come  at  the  end  of  that  time,  the 
limit  is  extended  for  another  three  months.  The  individual 
character  of  this  library  is  shown  by  the  small  proportion  of 
these  second  orders.  In  1902  only  472  were  given  out  of  3,780 
titles  which  the  Library  of  Congress  could  not  supply  at  once. 
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It  is  true  that  a  good  proportion  of  the  3,308  titles  remaining 
were  for  older  books  which  that  library  had,  but  had  not  yet 
catalogued;  but  it  is  certain  that  more  than  one-third  and  prob- 
able that  more  than  one-half  were  new  books  which  the  Library 
of  Congress  did  not  care  to  purchase.  With  these  second  orders 
are  sent  the  orders  by  serial  numbers  for  titles  of  analytical 
references,  gifts,  and  uncatalogued  material  received  before  1902, 
which  are  found  either  from  the  proof  sheets  or  the  depositary 
catalogue  to  have  been  prepared  by  that  library.  These  orders 
are  filled  at  once. 

As  soon  as  it  is  known  that  cards  for  a  given  title  are  ex- 
pected from  the  Library  of  Congress  the  order  slip  is  so  marked 
and  the  book  upon  its  receipt  is  given  precedence  in  the  routine 
of  classification  and  shelf-listing.  If  the  cards  are  in  the  library 
when  the  books  arrive,  as  they  usually  are,  they  are  sent  to  the 
printer  to  receive  our  shelf-mark  and  any  minor  corrections 
needed.  The  time  required  to  make  these  books  fully  available 
to  the  public  is  thus  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  is  at  least  a 
week  less  than  would  be  possible  if  the  titles  were  prepared  in 
the  library  and  printed  by  its  printer.  This  gain,  as  has  been 
said  before,  is  greatest  in  the  case  of  the  new  American  publi- 
cations, the  class  of  books  most  called  for.  Even  if  the  cards 
have  not  been  received  when  the  books  come,  they  are  classified 
and  shelf-listed  at  once  and  placed  in  the  case  for  New  Books  in 
the  Reading  Room,  and  so  made  at  least  partially  available  to 
the  public. 

The  extent  of  the  assistance  thus  obtained  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  detailed  statistics.  The  number  of  orders  given 
by  the  library  in  1902  was  6,358,  triplicates  were  sent  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  as  orders  for  5,865,  and  reports  have  been 
received  from  that  library  on  5,544.  There  were  received  1,764 
sets  of  cards  within  two  weeks,  136  on  second  orders  within  three 
months,  and  5  within  six  months,  656  on  other  special  orders,  a 
total  of  2,561.  Of  this  total  36  were  sets  of  additional  cards 
and  13  were  canceled  and  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Congress, 
leaving  2,512  titles  received  and  paid  for.  Call-numbers  have 
been  printed  on  1,805,  91  will  not  be  used,  and  616  are  held 
awaiting  the  classification  or  the  receipt  of  the  books. 

The  number  of  cards  which  will  not  be  used  is  not  large. 
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either  in  itself  or  in  comparison  with  the  number  used.  Still  it 
is  the  element  of  unnecessary  expense,  and  therefore  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  examine  more  closely  the  reasons  why  these  cards 
cannot  be  used.  Of  the  91,  25  were  for  other  editions  than  the 
book  actually  received,  though  in  most  cases  they  were  correct 
for  the  book  ordered,  22  differed  too  much  from  our  form,  13 
were  on  orders  for  cards  duplicated  unintentionally,  1 1  were  for 
books  duplicated  unintentionally,  10  were  by  mistake  catalogued 
by  this  library  after  the  order  for  Library  of  Congress  cards  had 
been  given,  4  were  for  books  reported  unobtainable  by  our 
agents,  3  were  errors  of  the  Library  of  Congress  not  discovered 
in  time  for  correction,  2  were  for  pamphlets  which  it  did  not 
seem  worth  while  to  classify  and  bind,  and  i  set  had  the  wrong 
call-number  printed  on  it.  As  nearly  as  can  be  determined,  44 
were  due  to  errors  of  this  library,  13  to  errors  of  the  Library  of 
Congress,  and  34  were  unavoidable.  The  greater  part  of  the 
errors  occurred  in  the  first  few  months  of  the  work,  and  checks  have 
been  introduced  which  have  lessened  their  proportion  materially. 

The  determination  of  the  economy  secured  by  the  use  of 
these  cards  is  a  complicated  question.  The  saving  in  money  is 
not  very  great,  because  so  many  copies  of  each  title  are  wanted, 
and  because  of  the  additional  expense  of  preparing  electrotypes 
for  those  titles  which  are  wanted  for  the  bulletins.  The  21 
copies  of  each  title  bought  of  the  Library  of  Congress  cost  12 
cents,  or  with  their  call-numbers  15  cents;  the  20  copies  printed 
by  this  library  cost  17  cents.  Add  to  this,  however,  the  value 
of  the  time  required  to  prepare,  revise,  and  proof-read  the  title 
(the  other  routine  operations  being  practically  the  same  as  for 
titles  printed  here)  and  the  direct  saving  may  be  estimated  at  20 
cents  a  title;  or  assuming  2,500  titles  are  purchased  each  year, 
at  S500  a  year. 

Much  greater  than  this  direct  saving,  however,  is  the  gain  in 
the  efficiency  of  the  library  through  the  prompt  delivery  of  the 
books  to  the  public,  the  relief  of  the  cataloguing  staff,  the  possi- 
bility of  attack  on  the  arrears  of  work,  etc.  Still  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  last  word  has  been  said  on  the  subject.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  other  considerations,  such  as  the  establish- 
ment of  a  printing-press  in  the  library,  a  need  of  more  copies  of 
each  title,  the  demands  of  bulletin  work,  too  unpleasant  varia- 
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tions  in  cataloguing  form,  or  in  quality  of  stock,  etc.,  may  lead 
to  a  decision  in  favor  of  a  subscription  to  a  single  copy  of  each 
title  and  the  use  of  that  as  copy  for  our  printer.  Whatever  the 
final  outcome  may  be,  it  would  be  ungrateful  not  to  acknowledge 
the  great  value  of  the  assistance  already  received. 

In  continuance  of  the  co-operative  analysis  of  serials  the 
library  has  furnished  458  titles  and  received  cards  for  4,443  ^^ 
a  net  cost  of  $111.60.  The  receipts  include  559  titles  from  the 
British  Blue  Books  previously  prepared  by  this  library. 

During  the  year  17,600  titles  have  been  filed  in  the  classed 
catalogue  which  now  contains  some  39,200  titles  on  81,300 
cards,  an  average  of  2.08  cards  to  a  title;  14,900  cards  have  been 
filed  in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  39,200 
titles  on  67,100  cards,  an  average  of  1.70  cards  to  a  title;  2,254 
guides  and  2,900  cards  have  been  filed  in  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  11,300  guides  and  2,900  cards.  All  titles 
classified  or  reclassified  since  November,  1901,  some  10,000,  are 
represented  in  the  index  if  it  is  intended  that  they  shall  be.  The 
average  is  therefore  0.29  cards  per  title;  entry  more  than  once 
is  rare,  so  that  rather  more  than  every  fourth  title  receives  an 
entry.  The  distribution  of  the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue 
is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The  topo- 
graphical index,  however,  is  not  included  in  these  figures,  nor 
in  those  just  quoted.  It  contains  some  9,000  cards,  and  there 
are  about  4,700  more  to  be  added  to  complete  it  to  date.  The 
index,  though  not  yet  open  to  the  public,  has  proved  useful  in 
reference  work,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Reference  Librarian 
has  been  slightly  expanded  by  a  decision  to  enter  all  societies 
under  the  sub-heading  (060)  as  well  as  under  the  sub-heading 
required  by  their  specific  subject;  so  that  under  Chicago,  for 
instance,  will  be  found  in  one  place  all  the  societies  of  the  city  of 
which  the  library  has  publications. 

The  library  has  been  honored  by  an  invitation  to  be  repre- 
sented at  the  centennial  celebration,  on  December  11/25,  ^^ 
the  Imperial  University  of  Jurjeff  (Dorpat).  It  has  been  repre- 
sented officially  by  the  Librarian,  Assistant  Librarian,  and  Cata- 
loguer and  unofficially  by  two  other  members  of  the  staff  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Mag- 
nolia, June  14  to  21.     It  has  been  represented  officially  by  the 
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Assistant  Librarian  and  unofficially  by  three  other  members  of 
the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library 
Association  at  Quincy ,  April  29  to  May  i ,  and  unofficially  by 
the  Librarian  at  the  meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Library 
Association  at  Lake  Placid,  September  22  to  27. 

Two  serious  accidents,  a  long  illness,  six  absences  on 
account  of  the  death  or  illness  of  relatives,  two  for  other  rea- 
sons, and  ten  resignations,  make  a  total  of  interruptions  which 
must  cause  a  serious  loss  of  efficiency  in  a  staff  of  only  thirty- 
five.  It  is  only  just  to  say  that  this  has  been  recognized  and 
that  all  have  made  earnest  efforts  to  make  good  the  deficiencies 
as  far  as  possible.  Dr.  H.  W.  Millis,  Reference  Librarian,  Mr. 
C.  W.  Perley,  Classifier,  Miss  Gunthorp  and  Mr.  Godso,  junior 
assistants,  Messrs.  George  and  Robinson,  attendants,  Edward 
Ray  and  Warren  Roane,  pages,  and  two  temporary  appointees, 
have  left  the  service.  From  nearly  all  have  faithful  services 
been  received,  but  Dr.  Millis  and  Mr.  Perley,  for  their  qualities 
as  well  as  their  positions,  are  especially  great  losses  to  the 
library. 

To  fill  these  vacancies  the  following  appointments  have  been 
made:  Mr.  Charles  J.  Barr,  Reference  Librarian;  Mr.  Charles 
H.  Brown,  Classifier;  Mr.  Frank  L.  Griffin,  formerly  attend- 
ant, junior  assistant;  Mr.  Joseph  Blight,  formerly  page,  attendant; 
Michael  Bauer,  Frank  Huntscha,  and  James  S.  O'Callaghan, 
pages.  There  are  at  present  three  vacant  junior  assistantships 
which  should  be  filled  some  time  during  the  year.  Meanwhile 
the  temporary  assistance  of  Misses  May  L.  Martin,  Bess  R.  Bald- 
win, Estelle  Lutrell,  and  Ellen  G.  Smith  has  been  secured.

The  library  is  open  to  readers  every  day,  excepting  Sun- 
days, from  9  A.  M.  to  10  P.  m. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  consulted  with- 
out formality,  but  after  use  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables,  instead 
of  being  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

Current  periodicals  may  be  consulted  within  the  periodical 
alcove;  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at  the  tables  in  the 
Reading  Room  by  presenting  to  the  Periodical  Clerk  a  serial 
call-slip  properly  filled  out. 

Books  not  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  obtained 
by  presenting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  a  book  call-slip  prop- 
erly filled  out.  These  books  are  to  be  returned  to  the  deliv- 
ery desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched 
for,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Room.  All  books  used 
under  this  provision  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the  Stack 
Room. 

Books  of  great  value  and  rarity  may  be  consulted  only  in 
the  presence  of  an  attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  library,  or 
their  mutilation,  in  any  manner,  is  forbidden.  The  tracing 
of  plans  will  be  permitted  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover, 
but  not  otherwise.  These  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  appli- 
cation at  the  delivery  desk. 

A  printed  card  catalogue  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  It  is  in  three  sections,  alphabetical  author,  classed  sub- 
ject, and  alphabetical  subject  index. 

The  Reference  Librarian,  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Room, 
will  give  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue  and  the  selec- 
tion of  books.

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REPORT   OF   THE    PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Governor  of   Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled:  **An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state,'*  approved 
June  17,  1 891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  the  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  ninth  annual 
report. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Directors  during 
the  last  year.  It  is  composed  of  the  following  persons:  Marshall 
Field,  E.  W.  Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W.  Bishop, 
Albert  Keep,  John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter  Stenger 
Grosscup,  Arthur  J.  Caton,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones, 
John  J.  Mitchell,  Leonard  A.  Busby,  and  Carter  H.  Harrison, 
Mayor,  and  Lawrence  E.  McGann,  Comptroller  of  Chicago, 
ex-officio  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones:  Secretary,  Arthur  J. 
Caton;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian,  Clement

The  ninth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Library  has  again  shown 
most  satisfactory  advances  in  its  usefulness  to  the  public,  in  its 
actual  growth,  and  in  its  prospects  for  future  usefulness  and 
growth.  The  total  use  of  the  Library  has  been  over  190,000 
books  and  periodicals,  and  the  Library  has  been  frequented  by 
76,500  visitors,  an  average  of  244  a  day,  and  an  increase  of 
10,000  over  the  record  of  last  year.  The  Library  now  contains 
103,291  volumes,  and  receives  1,870  periodicals  and  3,464  other 
continuations.

Gentlemen: — In  the  past  year  the  number  of  books  on  the 
shelves  of  the  Library  has  increased  to  more  than  100,000. 
Without  placing  undue  weight  on  the  fact,  it  still  may  be  said 
that  it  places  the  Library  statistically  in  a  different  class,  and  so 
emphasizes  its  increased  power  of  serving  the  public.  That  this 
is  realized,  at  least  partially,  by  the  public  is  shown  by  the  great 
increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Library,  at  times  almost  to  the 
limit  of  its  present  accommodations.  That  the  Directors  recog- 
nize the  desirability  of  increasing  this  power  still  further  and  as 
fast  as  is  practical,  is  shown  by  their  purchase  of  the  extensive 
Truelove  collection  on  social  sciences. 

The  pressure  of  the  increase  in  readers,  books,  and  staff  has 
been  felt  seriously.  Several  times  the  number  of  readers  in  the 
Reading  Room  has  been  practically  equal  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
as  at  present  arranged,  and  on  February  23  actually  exceeded 
it.  At  the  same  time  the  public  card  catalogue  has  outgrown 
its  space.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  had  approved  a  change 
which  would  have  met  the  latter  difficulty,  but  as  it  would  not 
have  given  any  relief  in  the  more  important  one,  it  seemed  best 
to  wait  until  next  spring,  when  the  question  of  a  stay  in  the 
present  quarters  beyond  the  time  of  the  existing  lease  should  be 
decided.  As  has  been  stated  to  the  Board  already,  a  further 
stay  of  any  length  will  make  more  space  on  the  fifth  floor  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  the  service  of  the  library  to  the  public  is  not 
to  be  impaired. 

Meanwhile,  so  far  as  administration  is  concerned,  much  relief 
has  been  obtained  by  the  use  of  a  room  at  the  Newberry  Library, 
kindly  placed  at  our  service  by  the  committee  of  that  library,  in 
which  the  boxes  containing  the  rest  of  the  Ely  collection  and 
the  Lloyd  gift  have  been  opened  and  their  contents  examined 
and  sorted.     More  has  been  accomplished  in  a  fortnight  there 
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than  could  have  been  done  in  a  couple  of  months  in  the  crowded 
rooms  here.  It  may  prove  possible  to  permit  the  use  of  the 
material  stored  there  by  such  scholars  as  are  seriously  interested 
in  it.  Nevertheless,  the  separation  of  these  books  from  the 
main  library  is  an  evil  which  should  be  done  away  with  as  soon 
as  possible. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  exhaust  fans  in  the  Reading 
Room  have  improved  the  ventilation  so  much  as  to  suggest  the 
possibility  of  ventilating  the  largest  reading  room,  if  of  sufficient 
height,  in  this  simple  and  inexpensive  manner.  It  may  prove, 
however,  that  the  proposed  inclusion  of  lecture  halls  in  the  per- 
manent building  will  compel  the  adoption  of  more  elaborate 
methods. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during  the  year  was 
76,429,  and  the  daily  average  244,  making  an  increase  of  15  per 
cent  over  the  figures  of  1902,  which  were  66,512  and  213 
respectively.  For  the  first  time,  however,  the  attendance  in 
the  first  four  months  of  the  year  was  larger  than  in  the  last  four 
months,  a  fact  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  no  consider- 
able further  increase  is  to  be  expected  under  present  circum- 
stances. This  increase  has  been  practically  uniform  for  day, 
evening,  and  holiday  attendance.  The  average  attendance  in 
the  evenings  has  risen  from  50  to  57,  and  on  holidays,  excluding 
those  not  generally  observed,  from  91  to  106.  The  smallest 
attendance  on  any  single  day  was  54,  on  July  4,  and  the  largest 
430,  on  February  23.  The  figures  for  1902  were  56  and  350 
respectively.  So  far  as  can  be  determined  the  evening  attend- 
ance has  suffered,  since  November  i,  an  average  loss  of  15  from 
the  reopening  of  the  Public  Library  in  the  evenings. 

Remarkable  as  has  been  the  increase  in  number  of  readers, 
that  in  the  calls  for  books  from  the  stack  has  been  even  more 
remarkable,  the  figures  being  50,264,  or  a  daily  average  of  161, 
against  39,606  and  127  in  1902.  The  percentage  of  increase  is 
27,  nearly  double  that  of  readers  and  of  books  on  the  shelves. 
The  use  of  periodicals  has  shown  a  decided  increase,  and  the 
admissions  to  the  stack  a  slight  one.  Assuming  the  same  pro- 
portion to  recorded  use  as  in  previous  years,  the  total  use  of  the 
library  may  be  estimated  as  over  190,000  volumes  and 
periodicals. 
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A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  period- 
icals is  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The  follow- 
ing comparison  of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1902  shows  that  the  rate  of 
increase  of  use  has  been  practically  constant  for  all  departments :

Of  the  admissions  to  the  stack  1,015  have  been  by  registra- 
tion, and  178  on  presentation  of  19  passes.  Six  additional  passes 
have  been  granted,  making  a  total  of  68  nominally  in  force. 

In  all  but  six  subjects  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  calls  for  books,  and  for  three  of  the  six  exceptions 
the  decrease  was  very  slight.  In  library  economy,  how- 
ever, it  has  been  about  one-half  and  in  photography  and 
statistics  about  one-third.  On  the  other  hand,  the  calls  for 
logic  have  increased  fivefold,  for  domestic  economy  two  and 
one-half  times,  for  philosophy  and  paleontology  they  have 
doubled,  and  for  bibliography,  psychology,  political  science,  law, 
mathematics,  zoSlogy,  and  industrial  arts  they  have  increased 
more  than  one-half.  It  is  noticeable  that  several  of  the  largest 
changes,  both  increases  and  decreases,  become  normal  increases 
if  compared  with  the  figures  of  1901  rather  than  with  those  of 
1902.  The  five  leading  subjects  remain  the  same,  and  in  the 
same  order,  engineering,  physics,  trade  and  transportation,  his- 
tory and  geography,  chemical  technology. 

For  two  years  no  distribution  of  call  slips  by  the  residence 
of  the  readers  has  been  made,  chiefly  because  the  previous 
results  had  been  so  uniform.  The  distribution  of  the  call  slips 
for  July  is  given  in  the  last  column  of  the  following  table:

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So  far  as  the  changes  noted  are  significant  they  strengthen 
the  argument  for  a  central  location.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  they  are  only  relative,  the  increase  in  the  total  more  than 
counterbalancing  any  change  in  percentage. 

The  time  required  to  fill  calls  has  been  calculated  on  the 
call  slips  of  the  last  week  in  December.  The  average  time  was 
2.09  minutes,  and  85  per  cent  were  filled  within  three  minutes. 
The  service,  therefore,  is  as  good  as  in  1901,  when  the  figures 
were  2.05  and  82  respectively.  This  result,  in  view  of  the  much 
larger  number  of  calls  to  be  filled,  of  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  shelves,  and  that  the  week  chosen  for  the  computation  was 
unusually  busy  and  gave  an  unusual  percentage  of  calls  from 
the  lower  stack,  is  satisfactory  and  reflects  credit  on  the 
attendants. 

In  May  the  Library  issued  it^  Eighth  Annual  Report,  a 
pamphlet  of  46  pages,  of  which  the  usual  edition  of  4,o<X)  copies 
was  printed,  and  the  greater  part  distributed.  In  July  it  issued 
the  first  Supplement  to  the  List  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  of 
Chicago  and  Evanston,  corrected  to  April,  1903.  This  is  a 
pamphlet  of  no  pages.  Of  the  fifteen  libraries  represented  in 
the  original  list,  published  in  1901,  fourteen  joined  in  the  revis- 
ion, and  besides  these  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  added  its 
titles,  materially  enhancing  the  value  and  broadening  the  scope 
of  the  list.  There  are  in  the  supplement  the  titles  of  4,060 
serials  and  440  references.  Of  the  titles  1,870  occur  in  the 
original  list,  of  which  at  least  500  have  been  reprinted  to  record 
the  completion  of  sets  or  the  filling  of  gaps.  This  fact  empha- 
sizes the  importance  of  frequent  editions  of  the  supplement. 
As  the  linotypes  have  been  kept  the  chief  expense  will  be  that 
of  paper  and  presswork.  While  annual  issues  may  not  be  advis- 
able, it  would  seem  as  if  they  could  be  made  every  second  year.

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The  preparation  of  the  other  bulletins  authorized  by  the 
Committee  and  mentioned  in  the  last  report  has  been  postponed 
in  order  to  print  a  List  of  Books  on  the  Industrial  Arts,  This 
has  been  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Industrial  Art 
League  which  proposes  to  distribute  copies  among  those  work- 
ers who  would  be  most  benefited  by  a  knowledge  of  what 
the  library  has  in  this  line.  The  list  will  include  all  titles  in 
the  catalogue  at  the  time  of  going  to  press.  Critical  notes 
may  be  furnished  by  the  League  in  a  separate  publication. 
Unfortunately  the  library's  collection  on  this  subject,  while  not 
inconsiderable,  is  neither  large  nor  well  rounded  out,  and  lacks 
many  standard  works.  The  list,  therefore,  is  not  likely  to  be 
of  use  to  others  than  possible  readers  in  the  library.  The  bulle- 
tin will  contain  over  2<X)  pages.  Some  170  have  been  received 
from  the  printer,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for 
distribution  in  March. 

The  distribution  of  catalogue  cards  to  the  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field  Columbian 
Museum,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern  University,  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  University  of  Illinois  has  been  contin- 
ued. In  addition,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  for  the  sending  of  one  copy  of 
all  titles  in  Geology,  Paleontology,  and  Mining  Engineering  in 
return  for  all  their  publications  not  received  as  a  special  deposi- 
tory. This  is  a  welcome  arrangement  as  it  will  enable  the 
Library  to  serve  its  readers  much  more  satisfactorily.  From 
the  Library  of  Congress  there  have  been  received  in  exchange 
71,144  cards,  making  a  total  of  116,713.  This  completes  the 
depository  catalogue  to  date.  All  but  the  receipts  of  December 
have  been  filed. 

The  selection  of  books  to  be  purchased  has  gone  on  regularly, 
but  unfortunately,  for  several  reasons,  the  work  of  ordering  has 
not  been  equally  regular,  and  the  accumulation  of  titles  selected 
has  again  increased.  During  the  year  5,868  orders  have  been 
given.  Of  these  157  failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  5,711 
valid  orders,  covering  7,213  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$16,917.48.  Of  outstanding  orders,  5,931  were  filled,  covering 
11,381  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $18,516.48,  leaving  outstanding 
1,847  orders  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $5,947.95.     These  figures

do  not  include  1,270  orders  written  for  the  1,559  volumes  so  far 
accessioned  from  the  Ely  collection,  which  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics  are  added  to  the  ** unclassified*'  (o)  as  it  is 
not  yet  possible  to  apportion  their  cost.  One-third  of  the  pur- 
chase price  has  been  added  as  a  rough  approximation. 

The  total  accessions  for  1903  have  been  14,280,  of  which 
2,899  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  11,381  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  and  the  volumes  so 
far  accessioned  from  the  Ely  collection  are  included  in  these 
figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  208  volumes,  leaving  the 
net  accessions  for  the  year  14,072,  which,  with  the  89,219 
reported  for  1902,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of  103,291. 
Except  for  the  Ely  collection  and  the  Lloyd  gift  the  work  in  the 
Receiving  Room  is  up  to  date. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  accessions 
for  1902  and  of  the  total  in  the  library  by  departments:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  library  has  been  less 
symmetrical  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  due  partly  to  the 
inclusion  of  the  Ely  books  under  General  Works,  partly  to  the 
accessioning  of  some  large  gifts  in  the  Social  Sciences,  and 
partly  to  the  impossibility  of  continuing  purchases  in  the  Physi- 
cal Sciences  on  the  same  scale  as  in  the  past.  This  is  not  because 
more  books  are  not  wanted  but  because  those  which  are  wanted 
are  not  in  the  market. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  1,870,  of  which  272  are  received  by  gift  and  1,498  sub- 
scribed for  at  an  estimated  yearly  cost  of  $5,530.51.  The  num- 
ber subscribed  for  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  several 
scientific,  botanical,  and  bacteriological  journals  indexed  in  the 
Intematianal  Catalogue  of  Scientific  Literature  and  not  taken  else- 
where in  Chicago. 

The  Continuation  Record  has  been  revised.     All  titles  no 
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longer  current  and  those  for  the  continuation  of  which  it  does 
not  seem  worth  while  to  make  any  effort  have  been  removed. 
This  revision  has  reduced  the  number  of  titles  of  current 
continuations  to  3,464,  notwithstanding  the  addition  of  604 
during  the  year.  About  45  per  cent  of  these  are  obtained 
by  purchase  at  a  cost  in  1903  of  $2,762.04.  The  necessity  for 
the  record  and  of  xrareful  attention  to  it  is  well  shown  by  the 
following  figures.  Out  of  500  serials  (100  consecutive  titles  in 
five  different  parts  of  the  list)  only  376  were  received  regularly 
without  claim,  65  were  received  upon  the  first  claim,  6  upon 
the  second,  14  were  reported  out  of  print,  6  to  have  changed 
method  of  publication,  being  continued  in  a  different  form,  19 
as  discontinued,  suspended,  or  delayed,  while  no  report  could 
be  obtained  from  14.  Of  the  continuations  which  could  not  be 
obtained,  40  were  supposed  to  come  as  gifts  and  13  as  purchases. 
Now  that  the  record  has  been  completed  and  the  necessary 
claims  can  be  made  promptly,  one  cause  of  breaks  in  the  sets 
will  be  removed.  Nevertheless,  it  has  been  a  disagreeable  sur- 
prise to  find  that  reminders  are  necessary  in  one  case  out  of 
four.  This  library  has  to  apologize  too  frequently  for  the  care- 
lessness of  the  Librarian  and  other  members  of  the  staff,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  proportion  is  somewhat  smaller  than  that  just 
recorded  or  that  evidenced  by  the  curious  and  sometimes  amus- 
ing addresses  on  the  mail  which  we  do  get.  Many  of  the  latter 
were  written  in  reply  to  letters  bearing  the  printed  letter  head  of 
the  library,  and  yet  the  list  includes  such  addresses  as  Carnegie, 
Creaner,  Crear,  Crearer,  Crearrer,  Creer,  Creerar,  Creerer,  Cregar, 
Cregier,  Crerer,  Creriar,  Don  Crerar,  Greer,  Krear,  Krerer,  Queer, 
St.  Crerar,  St.  John's.  The  possible  combinations  are  not  yet 
exhausted.  It  might  be  added  that  there  is  a  possibility  of 
doubting  the  good  faith  of  the  correspondent  who  addressed 
**The  Queer  Library,  Chicago.*'  It  may  reflect  his  opinion 
of  an  institution  which  took  and  gave  so  much  trouble  to  keep 
its  file  of  the  New  York  City  Record  complete. 

All  other  purchases  of  the  year  are  insignificant  besides  that 
of  the  collection  on  social  sciences  bought  through  Mr.  Truelove. 
While  not  a  few  of  the  18,000  volumes  and  13,000  pamphlets 
must  be  duplicated  in  the  collection  now  in  the  library,  still  the 
report  submitted  to  the  Directors  makes  it  certain  that  the  pur- 
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chase  has  anticipated  the  work  of  years,  and  has  secured  much 
material  which  might  not  again  be  offered.  However,  the 
decision  to  purchase  was  made  so  late  in  the  year  that  no 
extended  mention  of  it  can  be  made  now.  Of  the  single  pur- 
chases the  most  important  is  the  Archaeology  of  the  Biologia 
Cefttrali'Americanay  completing  the  work  to  date.  Many  sets 
of  periodicals  have  been  completed,  among  \\i^vci  Journal  of  the 
Institute  of  Bankers,  Bankers'  Magazine,  Deutscher  Viertel- 
jahrsschrift  fiir  offentliche  Gesundheitspflegey  Botanical  Register, 
Entomologist,  Memoirs  and  Records  of  the  Geological  Surifey  of 
India,  Afuateur  Photographer,  Annales  de  mathimatiques  pures  et 
appliquies.  Transport,  Zeitschrift  fiir  Bauwesen,  Mathematical 
Questions,  Proceedings  of  the  Geologists'  Association,  Landwirth- 
schaftliche  Jahrbiicher,  Atti  della  R,  Accademia  di  Scienze  (of 
Naples),  and  Spectator  (irova  1832). 

There  were  received  6,656  gifts  from  1,059  donors,  and 
2,809  gifts  have  been  entered  in  the  accession  books. 
The  figures  for  1902  were  5,782,  805  and  2,410  respectively. 
These  figures  do  not  include  a  large  number  of  pamphlets  and 
about  one  hundred  volumes  from  the  late  Henry  D.  Lloyd,  sent 
as  the  overflow  from  his  library  not  very  long  before  his  sudden 
death.  This  gift  is  now  being  examined,  and  has  proved  to  be 
more  valuable  than  was  expected,  containing  much  documentary 
material  on  labor  conditions  in  the  Australian  colonies.  Of  the 
gifts  accessioned  may  be  mentioned  a  set  of  the  publications  of 
the  Soci^t^  des  Sciences  d' Haifiaut,  a  large  number  of  insurance 
publications  received  a  year  or  two  ago  from  Mr.  C.  E.  Rollins, 
and  sets  of  state  documents  from  the  State  Libraries  of  Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts,  and  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Wisconsin 
Library  Commission. 

Comparatively  few  misplacements  of  books  called  for  by  the 
readers  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  shelf-lister. 
This  satisfactory  condition  of  the  shelves  is  due  partly  to  the 
frequent  reshelving,  but  probably  more  to  the  fact  that  one 
attendant,  Mr.  Harbaugh,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
work  of  shelving  and  reshelving,  and  has  given  careful  attention 
to  it.  Seven  books  are  reported  as  missing,  three  from  the 
Reading  Room  and  four  from  the  stacks;  and  eight  as  muti 
lated,  all  from  the  Reading  Room.     The  small  number  of  mis 
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placements  and  losses  has  made  it  possible  to  postpone  an 
inventory  until  the  books  are  rearranged  on  new  shelves,  as  they 
must  be  soon. 

On  January  i,  1903,  there  were  at  the  bindery  877  volumes 
and  6,697  were  sent  during  the  year;  22  were  returned  as  incom- 
plete and  6,945  bound,  leaving  607  at  the  bindery  December  31, 
1903.  The  total  cost  of  binding  was  $9,230.70,  an  average  of 
$1.33  per  volume.  The  amount  and  rate  are  higher  than  in 
any  previous  year.  The  cost  of  lettering  and  repairs,  including 
also  the  insertion  of  book-plates  and  the  cutting  and  pasting  of 
order  slips,  was  $1,500.70. 

The  cataloguing  has  nearly,  though  not  quite,  kept  up  with 
the  accessions.  The  failure  to  diminish  the  arrears  of  work  has 
been  due  chiefly  to  the  error  of  judgment  of  the  Librarian  in 
substituting  the  cataloguing  rules  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation for  those  previously  in  force.  The  new  code,  or  rather 
the  present  revision  of  the  old  code,  was  prepared  in  recognition 
of  the  desirability  of  more  uniform  cataloguing  among  American 
libraries  in  view  of  their  use  of  catalogue  cards  from  the  Library 
of  Congress.  It  was  understood  that  the  revision  should  be 
made  especially  for  printed  cards  and  consider  especially  the 
needs  of  large  libraries  of  scholarly  character.  It  was  known 
that  the  adoption  of  a  new  code  would  cause  a  temporary  loss 
of  efficiency  in  the  cataloguing  force,  but  unfortunately  this  loss 
proved  to  be  much  greater  than  was  expected.  The  rules  as 
printed  are  insufficient  and  in  some  cases  inconsistent,  and 
application  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  their  interpretation 
did  not  always  obtain  definite  information.  In  some  cases  the 
library  has  had  to  make  its  own  interpretation  and  in  others  to  fall 
back  upon  its  old  rules.  This  confusion  has  retarded  the  work 
far  out  of  proportion  to  the  small  number  of  cases  in  which  it  has 
occurred.  Thanks,  however,  to  the  increased  assistance  obtained 
through  the  purchase  of  catalogue  cards  from  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  total  number  of  titles  treated  has  been  almost  as 
large  as  in  1902.  The  Cataloguer  reports  that  3,781  new  titles 
have  been  prepared  for  print;  117  new  titles  typewritten;  153 
old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print;  744  old  printed 
titles  recatalogued ;  2,627  titles  received  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  have  been  classified  for  the  catalogues;  683  titles  have 
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been  prepared  for  the  co-operative  analysis  of  serials.  The  total 
number  of  titles  treated  by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and 
their  assistants  has  been  8,105.  The  titles  reprinted  in  correc- 
tion of  errors  were  168.  Cards  for  4, 162  new  titles  and  1,201 
reprinted  titles  were  received  from  the  printer,  electrotypes  for 
1,325  new  titles  and  962  reprinted  titles  from  the  electrotypers. 
The  total  number  of  separate  titles  prepared  for  print  to  date  is 
38,858;    of    sets   of   cards    received,    38,753;    of    electrotypes, 

35.157. 

The  number  of  titles  for  which  cards  were  received  from  the 

Library  of  Congress  was  one-fifth  more  than  in  1902,  and  the 
number  filed  one-half  more.  The  latter  proportion  fairly  meas- 
ures the  increased  benefit  realized.  It  may  be  expected  to 
increase  still  more  in  1904,  as  that  library  has  undertaken  to 
catalogue  all  independent  title-pages  in  the  serials  received  by 
it.  This  will  affect  materially  the  co-operative  work  now  done 
by  the  American  Library  Association,  as  these  serials  will  be 
dropped  from  their  list  and  others  substituted. 

The  following  detailed  statement  of  the  use  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  cards  may  be  of  interest.  The  number  of  orders 
sent  that  library,  on  triplicate  order  sheets,  was  5,761,  and  reports 
have  been  received  on  5,696.  Cards  were  received  on  these  first 
orders,  within  two  weeks,  for  2,091  titles;  on  reorders  within 
three  months,  167;  after  more  than  three  months,  147;  on  direct 
orders  by  serial  numbers,  504;  on  standing  orders  for  analytical 
entries  in  serials,  74;  to  replace  canceled  titles,  without  charge, 
27;  a  total  of  3,010.  There  were  on  hand  January  i,  1903, 
616;  received  during  the  year,  3,010;  total,  3,616;  of  these,  call 
numbers  have  been  printed  on  2,627,  ^^  are  being  classified, 
172  have  been  canceled  or  withdrawn  as  not  usable,  and  739 
await  the  receipt  of  the  books.  Of  the  172  not  usable,  27  were 
canceled  by  the  Library  of  Congress  because  of  its  errors,  and 
were  replaced  without  charge,  leaving  145  as  a  loss  to  the 
library.  The  proportion  to  those  used  is  five  per  cent,  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  in  1902,  in  spite  of  the  elimination  of  certain 
sources  of  error.  This  is  due  to  a  marked  increase  in  the  cases 
of  a  substantial  difference  of  edition.  Unfortunately  this  num- 
ber does  not  fully  express  the  net  loss.  Of  the  739  sets  of  cards 
awaiting  the  books  it  is  certain  that  some  cannot  be  used  at 
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once,  and  some  may  never  be.  used  because  it  has  proved  impos- 
sible to  obtain  the  book  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  copy  has  been 
received  recently  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  In  future  the 
cards  will  be  arranged  in  such  a  manner  as  to  determine  the  loss 
from  this  cause. 

Three  changes  in  the  routine  of  handling  these  cards  have 
been  made.  One  is  to  take  advantage  of  the  very  welcome 
offer  of  the  Library  of  Congress  to  accept  standing  orders  for 
all  the  analytical  cards  for  serials.  Another  is  to  catalogue  all 
books  here  for  which  the  Library  of  Congress  cannot  supply 
cards  within  one  month  after  their  receipt  here.  The  third 
change  is  to  withhold  books  from  classification,  as  a  rule,  for 
which  Library  of  Congress  cards  have  been  ordered,  until  their 
cataloguing  has  been  seen.  Care  is  taken  to  forward  all  books 
likely  to  be  called  for,  but  it  has  been  found  that  the  Library  of 
Congress  so  frequently  indicates  additional  classification  or  differ- 
ences in  treatment  in  the  catalogues  as  to  make  this  step  advan- 
tageous, at  least  as  long  as  there  is  an  accumulation  of  uncata- 
logued  material  of  equal  value. 

In  continuance  of  the  co-operative  analysis  of  serials  this 
library  has  furnished  683  titles  and  received  cards  for  3,205  at  a 
net  cost  of  $76.32.  As  previously  stated,  important  changes 
in  the  list  to  be  analyzed  are  now  under  consideration. 

No  change  of  importance  has  been  made  in  the  preparation 
of  the  public  card  catalogues  or  in  their  mutual  relations.  The 
consolidation  of  the  official  catalogues  in  one  alphabet  has 
been  completed,  and  the  added  entries  inserted  half  through  C. 
During  the  year  i6,i<X)  cards  have  been  filed  in  the  classed  cata- 
logue, which  now  contains  some  46,4<X)  titles  on  97,3CX)  cards,  an 
average  of  2.10  cards  per  title;  12,800  cards  have  been  filed  in 
the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  46,400  titles 
on  79,900  cards,  an  average  of  1.70  cards  per  title;  1,578  guides 
and  3,948  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index,  which 
now  contains  12,900  guides  and  6,800  cards,  covering  17,200 
titles,  an  average  of  0.40  cards  per  title.  The  distribution  of 
the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue  is  shown  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics.  The  topographical  index  is  not  included  in 
the   table,  nor  in   the   figures  just   quoted.      It   contains  some 
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16,200  cards,  and  those  for  about  1,150  titles  have  still  to  be 
added  to  complete  it  to  date. 

The  library  was  invited  to  be  represented  officially  at  the 
Golden  Jubilee  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  June  7  to  11. 
It  was  so  represented  by  the  Librarian,  and  unofficially  by 
several  members  of  the  staff,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  at  Niagara,  June  22  to  27.  It 
was  represented  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  and  other  members 
of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library 
Association,  held  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  April  13  to  15, 
and  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
New  York  State  Library  Association,  held  at  Lake  Placid,  Sep- 
tember 21  to  26. 

The  most  important  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
staff  of  the  Library  since  its  organization  is  the  resignation  of  the 
Assistant  Librarian,  Mr.  Anderson  H.  Hopkins,  in  November, 
to  take  charge  of  the  new  Free  Public  Library  at  Louisville. 
In  an  earlier  report  mention  has  been  made  of  Mr.  Hopkins's 
conscientious  and  able  assistance  in  the  formative  period  of  the 
development  of  the  Library.  To  this  in  no  small  degree  is  due 
the  ease  with  which  it  was  opened  and  with  which  it  has  appeared 
to  work.  Mr.  Hopkins's  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  staff 
and  his  relations  with  them  were  so  cordial  as  to  make  me  feel 
sure  that  I  speak  for  them  as  well  as  for  myself  in  wishing  him 
all  success  in  his  new  work.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Hill,  Assistant  Refer- 
ence Librarian,  Mr.  T.  F.  Williams,  janitor,  and  James  S. 
O'Callaghan,  page,  have  also  left  the  service  of  the  library;  Mr. 
Williams  because  of  ill  health,  after  a  faithful  service  from  the 
beginning.  To  fill  these  vacancies  and  those  existing  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  Mr.  Charles  J.  Barr,  Reference  Librarian, 
has  been  appointed  Assistant  Librarian;  Mr.  Charles  H.  Brown, 
Classifier,  has  been  appointed  Reference  Librarian ;  the  position 
of  Classifier  has  been  made  equal  to  those  of  Cataloguer  and 
Reference  Librarian,  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Perley  has  been  reap-- 
pointed  to  it;  Mr.  W.  M.  Hepburn  has  been  appointed  Assistant 
Reference  Librarian;  Misses  May  L.  Martin,  Estelle  Lutrell, 
and  Ellen  G.  Smith  have  been  appointed  junior  assistants;  Mr. 
William  J.  Jones,  janitor;  and  Samuel  S.  Marks,  page.     The 
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continuance  of  temporary  assistance  has  been  authorized  and 
the  services  of  Misses  Jennie  A.  Hulce,  Adah  Patton,  and 
Genevieve  Darlington  secured.

AN   ACT   ENTITLED    "AN    ACT  CONCERNING 

FREE   PUBLIC   LIBRARIES   IN 
PUBLIC    PARKS." 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly:  That  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  cities  and  park  districts,  or  any  board  of  park  commis- 
sioners having  the  control  or  supervision  of  any  public  park  or 
parks,  are  hereby  authorized  to  permit  any  free  public  library, 
organized  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  an  act  entitled,  **An 
act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  of  this  State,"  approved 
June  17,  1891,  in  force  July  i,  1891,  to  erect  and  maintain,  at 
its  own  expense,  its  library  building  within  any  public  park  now 
or  hereafter  under  the  control  or  supervision  of  such  city,  park 
district,  or  board  of  park  commissioners,  and  to  contract  with 
any  such  free  public  library  relative  to  the  erection,  maintenance 
and  administration  thereof.  If  any  owner  or  owners  of  any 
lands  or  lots  abutting  or  fronting  on  any  such  park,  or  adjacent 
thereto,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  have  any  right,  ease- 
ment, interest,  or  property  in  such  public  park  appurtenant  to 
their  lands  or  lots  or  otherwise,  which  would  be  interfered  with 
by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  any  free  public  library  build- 
ing, as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any  right  to  have  such  public 
park,  or  any  part  thereof,  remain  open  and  vacant  and  free  from 
any  buildings,  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  or  park  dis- 
trict or  any  board  of  park  commissioners,  having  control  of  such 
park,  may  condemn  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  an 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  entitled,  **An  act  to  provide  for 
the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain,**  approved  April 
10,  1872,  in  force  July  i,  1872,  and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Section  2.  The  directors,  trustees,  or  managers  of  any 
public  library  which  shall  erect  its  library  building  in  or  upon 
any  public  park,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  as  aforesaid, 
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shall,  so  long  as  said  building  is  maintained  as  a  free  public  li- 
brary, control,  direct,  and  manage  the  affairs  of  such  library,  as 
heretofore,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  an  act  entitledt 
"An  act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free 
public  libraries  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  this  State/' 
approved  June  17,  1891,  in  force  July  i,  1891,  and  in  all 
respects  the  same  as  though  the  said  building  was  not  erected 
in  or  upon  a  public  park. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  directors,  trustees,  or  managers  of 
any  free  public  library,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  request 
in  writing,  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  city,  park  dis- 
trict, or  board  of  park  commissioners,  for  permission  to  erect  a 
free  public  library  building  in  or  upon  any  public  park,  under 
the  control,  supervision,  or  jurisdiction  of  such  city,  park  dis- 
trict, or  board  of  park  commissioners,  designating  the  site  desired 
and  the  general  style,  and  approximate  cost  of  such  building,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  authorities  to  submit  the  question  of 
granting  such  request  to  the  legal  voters  of  such  city  or  park 
district  at  the  next  municipal  election;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters,  voting  upon  such  question  at  any  such  election, 
shall  favor  the  granting  by  said  city,  park  district,  or  board  of 
park  commissioners  of  the  aforesaid  request,  then  the  said 
authorities  or  board  of  park  commissioners  shall  authorize  the 
erection  of  said  building,  as  aforesaid,  and  if  necessary  proceed 
to  condemn,  as  aforesaid,  any  right,  easement,  or  interest, 
belonging  to  such  abutting  property  owners,  which  would  be 
interfered  with  by  the  erection  of  said  library  building,  and  such 
city  or  park  district  shall  have  the  power  to  pay  for  any  right, 
easement,  or  interest  so  condemned  out  of  its  general  revenues. 

Section  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the 
foregoing,  or  any  part  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled:  "An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state,"  approved 
June  17,  1 891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  tenth  annual 
report  for  the  year  1904. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  suffered  through  the  death,  on 
November  18,  1904,  of  Arthur  J.  Caton,  Esq.,  the  loss  of  one 
who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  and  its  Secretary  since 
1900.  His  place  has  not  yet  been  filled,  so  that  the  Board  is 
now  composed  of  the  following  persons:  Marshall  Field,  E.  W. 
Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W.  Bishop,  Albert  Keep, 
John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter  Stenger  Grosscup, 
Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J.  Mitchell,  and 
Leonard  A.  Busby,  together  with  Carter  H.  Harrison,  Mayor  of 
Chicago,  and  Lawrence  E.  McGann,  Comptroller,  ex-oflicio 
members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library. are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Treasurer,  William 
J.  Louderback;  Librarian,  Clement  W.  Andrews. 

Under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
entitled:  "An  Act  concerning  free  public  libraries  in  public 
parks,"  approved  May  14,  1903,  and  in  force  July  i,  1903,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  under  date  of  January  21,  1904,  made  a 
request  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners  for  permission  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  free  public  library  building  on  that  part  of  Grant 
Park  between  Michigan  Avenue  and  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road, and  between  Madison  and  Monroe  streets  extended  east, 
the  general  style  of  the  building  to  be  classical,  and  the  approxi- 
mate cost  to  be  one  million  dollars.     The  question  of  granting 
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this  request  was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  South  Park 
District  at  the  municipal  election  held  April  5,  1904.  There 
were  50,960  votes  cast  in  favor  of  granting  the  request,  and 
9,329  against.  The  Directors  propose  to  obtain  plans  at  once  and 
to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  building  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. They  have  made  arrangements  to  secure,  in  connection 
with  the  present  quarters  of  the  Library,  the  additional  space 
required  for  the  immediate  future. 

The  tenth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Library  has  shown  a 
remarkable  growth  in  its  collections,  and  an  almost  equally 
marked  increase  in  its  usefulness  to  the  public.  The  total  use 
has  been  over  220,000  volumes  and  periodicals;  and  it  has  been 
frequented  by  87,500  visitors,  an  average  of  279  a  day,  and  an 
increase  of  11,000  over  1903.  The  Library  now  contains 
1 3 1 ,000  volumes  and  1 7,000  pamphlets,  and  receives  currently 
1,959  periodicals  and  3,942  other  continuations.  For  further 
details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the  Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 
statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1904, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments  as 
required  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE   LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  completion  of  the  first  decade  of  the 
Library's  existence  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  compare 
briefly  the  results  obtained  with  those  which  were  planned. 
The  endowment  is  one-third  larger  and  the  permanent  income 
one-half  larger  than  the  original  estimates,  the  Building  Fund 
is  three  times  the  amount  intended  to  be  spent  upon  the  first 
construction,  the  Library  has  twice  as  many  books  on  the  shelves 
and  serves  nearly  four  times  as  many  readers  as  was  expected. 
Surely  the  Directors  must  feel  that  they  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  these  results,  and  they  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
the  Library's  usefulness  is  appreciated  by  the  citizens  generally, 
as  is  shown  by  the  large  number  of  votes  in  favor  of  allowing 
it  to  build  on  Grant  Park. 

The  most  pressing  problem  of  the  year  in  administration  has 
been  the  lack  of  space  for  books  and  readers.  Independently 
of  the  special  purchases,  the  regular  receipts  of  books  have 
brought  the  total  number  so  near  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of 
the  stack  as  to  make  their  orderly  arrangement  impossible. 
The  consequences  have  been  a  marked  impairment  of  the 
promptness  of  the  service  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  serious 
inconvenience  to  readers  in  the  stack.  At  the  same  time,  the 
increased  number  of  readers,  amounting  some  days  to  more 
than  500,  has  overtaxed  the  seating  capacity  of  the  Reading 
Room,  even  with  all  available  additional  seats.  At  the  request 
of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  the  Librarian  sub- 
mitted estimates  of  the  space  required  for  four  or  five  years, 
until  the  new  building  is  ready.  Eventually  it  was  found  that 
enough  additional  room  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  present  building 
could  be  obtained  after  January,  1906.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  books  meanwhile  by  putting  additional  shelving  in 
the  room  at  the  Newberry  Library  and  transferring  some  20,000 
volumes  to  it.     A  rearrangement  of   the  remaining  volumes, 
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which  is  now  being  made,  should  g^ve  sufficient  relief  for  the 
year.  This  separation  of  the  Library  into  two  parts,  however, 
has  proved  very  inconvenient.  Although  the  volumes  trans- 
ferred were  selected  by  the  Librarian,  Assistant  Librarian,  and 
Reference  Librarian  in  consultation,  and  probably  are  those 
least  likely  to  be  called  for,  yet  they  have  been  wanted  so  many 
times  already  as  to  prove  that  any  such  selection  is  an  evil.  An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  alleviate  the  discomfort  due  to  the 
overcrowding  of  the  Reading  Room  by  preparing  seats  for  read- 
ers at  the  tables  in  the  stacks,  but  for  several  reasons,  most  of 
them  concerning  the  comfort  or  convenience  of  the  readers,  this 
expedient  should  be  employed  as  little  as  possible. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during  the  year  was 
87,494,  and  the  daily  average  279,  making  an  increase  of  14  per 
cent  over  the  figures  of  1903,  which  were  76,429  and  244 
respectively.  The  increase  in  the  attendance  during  the  day 
has  been  somewhat  larger  than  these  figures  would  indicate 
because  the  average  evening  attendance,  owing  to  the  reopening 
of  the  Public  Library  in  the  evening,  has  fallen  from  57  to  50. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  average  holiday  attendance  for  the  five 
holidays  generally  observed  has  risen  from  106  to  151;  but  a 
part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  legal  holiday  of 
December  26  was  not  as  strictly  observed  as  the  usual  Christmas 
holiday.  The  smallest  attendance  on  any  single  day  was  107 
on  July  4,  and  the  largest  528  on  November  26.  The  figures 
for  1903  were  54  and  430  respectively.  A  comparison  of  the 
attendance  by  months  as  given  in  the  first  table  of  library  statis- 
tics shows  two  points  without  precedent  in  previous  years,  an 
attendance  for  August  larger  than  for  either  July  or  September, 
due  in  part  to  the  cool  summer  weather,  and  a  larger  attendance 
in  December  than  in  November.  It  still  remains  true  that  since 
the  Library  was  opened  only  one  month  has  shown  a  smaller 
attendance  than  the  same  month  of  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  for  books  from  the  stacks 
has  been  even  larger  proportionately  than  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  readers;  the  figures  being  59,591,  or  a  daily  average 
of  190,  against  50,264  and  161  in  1903.  The  increase  is  18 
per  cent.  The  increase  in  the  recorded  use  of  periodicals  has 
been  fully  equal  proportionately  to  that  of  visitors.     Together 
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lists  were  prepared  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Reference  Librarian 
in  order  to  bring  together  for  convenient  use  the  titles  of  a 
special  kind,  much  called  for  but  scattered  throughout  the  sub- 
ject catalogue.  Already  it  has  been  of  great  use  in  the  work  of 
the  Reference  Desk,  and  a  supplement  on  cards  is  kept  up  to 
date  there.  The  lists  contain  i,6io  titles,  and  form,  with 
index,  a  volume  of  272  pages.  The  other  two  publications 
already  authorized  by  the  Board,  the  Second  Supplement  to 
the  List  of  Serials,  and  the  List  of  Histories  of  Science^  will  be 
undertaken  next.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution 
of  these  publications:

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Columbian  Museum,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, University  of  Chicago,  and  University  of  Illinois,  and 
of  a  selection  to  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  has  been 
continued.  In  addition,  the  University  of  Michigan  and  Prince- 
ton University  have  subscribed  to  the  complete  current  issue. 
The  former  has  also  purchased  a  complete  set  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  has  taken  advantage  of  its  possession  to  order  dupli- 
cate cards  for  some  600  titles.  It  is  understood  that  Princeton 
University  expects  to  do  the  same,  and  within  the  year  a  num- 
ber  of  orders  for  duplicate  cards  have  been  received  from  North- 
western University  and  the  United  States  Geological  Survey, 
and  an  order  for  one  copy  of  all  titles  for  books  in  the  Reading 
Room  from  the  Louisville  Public  Library.  The  price  placed  on 
these  cards  by  the  Committee  on  Administration  is  calculated 
to  pay  for  the  stock,  printing,  and  transportation,  leaving  the 
work  of  selection  as  the  slight  net  cost  of  what  we  are  assured 
is  a  very  considerable  assistance  rendered  to  scholars  elsewhere. 
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In  all  there  have  been  sold  during  the  year  51,478  cards  for  about 
$200.  From  the  Library  of  Congress  we  have  received  in  ex- 
change 42,35  5  cards,  making  a  total  of  159,068  now  in  the  depos- 
itory catalogue.  It  should  be  said  that  the  prospects  of  the  in- 
crease of  this  work  of  sale  and  exchange  of  cards  are  such  as  to 
demand  a  reconsideration  of  the  decision  not  to  electrotype  the 
greater  part  of  our  titles,  or  else  to  compel  us  to  seek  some  other 
method,  such  as  the  monotype,  for  their  inexpensive  reproduction. 

The  work  of  selection  of  books  to  be  purchased  has  been 
interrupted  seriously  by  the  ten  weeks'  absence  of  the  Librarian 
in  Europe  and  at  St.  Louis;  nevertheless,  there  has  been  no 
appreciable  diminution  of  the  arrears  in  the  work  of  ordering. 
One  result  of  the  delay  in  ordering  caused  by  these  arrears  is 
that  many  pamphlets,  and  even  some  books,  of  more  or  less  im- 
portance but  all  necessary  for  the  complete  presentation  of  their 
subjects,  are  reported  out  of  print  and  unobtainable,  though 
they  could  have  been  obtained  without  trouble  if  they  had  been 
ordered  promptly.  Another  result  is  that  important  foreign 
works,  especially  English,  which  are  often  called  for  and  which 
are  properly  expected  to  be  in  the  Library,  are  not  obtained 
until  several  months  or  a  year  after  publication.  As  most  scien- 
tific books  are  superseded,  for  current  use,  within  a  few  years,  by 
new  editions  or  later  works,  the  failure  to  obtain  them  promptly 
causes  not  only  a  loss  of  service  to  readers  at  the  time  and  con- 
sequently of  reputation  to  the  Library  through  their  disappoint- 
ment, but  also  a  serious  economic  loss  through  the  shorter  time 
of  usefulness.  For  these  reasons  the  existing  condition  of  this 
work  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

During  the  year  6,837  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these 
170  failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  6,667  valid  orders,  covering 
9i333  volumes,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $17,3 1 1.86.  Of  outstand- 
ing orders,  6,664  were  filled,  covering  9,723  volumes  at  a  cost 
of  $17,761.17,  leaving  outstanding  1,850  orders  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $5,474.92.  These  figures  do  not  include  2,399  orders 
written  for  the  2,832  volumes  so  far  accessioned  from  the  Ely 
collection,  nor  the  6,040  volumes  so  far  accessioned  from  the 
Truelove  collection,  nor  904  volumes  from  other  large  purchases 
and  gifts,  for  which  no  separate  orders  were  written,  and  which 
have  been  accessioned,  but  not  yet  classified.     In  the  second 
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table  of  library  statistics  these  have  been  entered  at  the  head  of 
the  table  under  ''Unclassified"  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
balance  of  the  Ely  and  Truelove  collections.  The  books  formerly 
put  under  this  heading  have  been  entered  under  that  of  "Mis- 
cellaneous** at  the  head  of  the  department  of  General  Works. 
The  heading  "Logic**  has  been  abandoned,  and  the  subject 
included  in  "Philosophy.** 

The  total  accessions  for  1904  have  been  19,933,  of  which 
2,776  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  17,159  obtained  by  pur- 
chase. Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  and  the  volumes  so 
far  accessioned  from  the  Ely  and  Truelove  collections  are 
included  in  these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  206 
volumes,  leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the  year  19,727,  which, 
with  the  103,291  reported  for  1903,  make  a  total  now  on  the 
books  of  123,018.  There  still  remain  to  be  accessioned  some 
8,000  volumes  and  13,000  pamphlets  from  the  Truelove  collec- 
tion, the  Ely  pamphlets,  and  the  material  recently  obtained  at 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  Otherwise  the  work  of  the 
Receiving  Room  is  up  to  date.  The  following  table  shows  the 
distribution  of  the  accessions  for  1904  and  of  the  total  so  far 
accessioned  by  departments:

The  percentages  have  been  calculated  for  the  classified  books 
only.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  Library,  indepen- 
dently of  the  special  purchases,  has  been  fairly  symmetrical. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  1,959,  of  which  292  are  received  as  gifts  and  1,667 
by  subscription  at  an  estimated  yearly  cost  of  $5,752.28.  Their 
classification  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 

The  expectation  that  the  completion  of  the  Continuation 
Record  would  secure  a  prompt  notice  of  failures  to  receive  issues 
due  has  been  disappointed  by  the  necessity  of  partially  with- 
drawing the  assistant  from  the  work  to  fill  another  position  made 
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vacant  temporarily  by  illness.  For  the  same  reason  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  report  to  what  extent  such  failures  have  occurred.  There 
were  added  to  the  list  during  the  year  5  52  titles  and  74  were  with- 
drawn from  it,  leaving  3,942  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Some  1,700  are  obtained  by  purchase  at  a  cost  in  1904  of 
$2,782.93. 

In  the  last  report  brief  mention  was  made  of  the  purchase  of 
a  large  collection  on  the  Social  Sciences  through  Mr.  Truelove, 
of  London.  It  may  be  said  now  that  it  was  formed  by  Mr. 
C.  V.  Gerritsen  of  Amsterdam,  recently  a  member  of  the  States 
General  of  the  Netherlands,  and  for  many  years  a  member  of 
the  Town  Council  of  Amsterdam.  It  was  twenty-five  years  in 
formation  and  reflects  his  interests  and  tastes,  being  especially 
strong  in  the  subjects  of  finance,  labor,  socialism,  and  general 
sociology.  While  it  contains  many  old  and  rare  items,  it  is  not 
of  such  great  value  on  this  account  as  on  account  of  its  fullness. 
Its  purchase  may  be  said  to  have  anticipated  those  which  the 
library  would  naturally  have  made  in  the  next  ten  years,  and  in 
addition  to  have  secured  quite  a  number  of  items  which  might 
not  come  into  the  market  again  for  a  long  time,  if  at  all.  It  is 
not  practicable  to  note  separate  items,  but  mention  may  be  made 
of  remarkably  complete  sets  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  States 
General,  and  of  the  Amsterdam  Town  Council ;  of  a  large  amount 
of  material  relating  to  John  Law  and  the  Mississippi  Bubble, 
and  on  early  French  Socialism. 

Included  in  the  library  was  a  notable  collection  on  the  social, 
political  and  legal  status  of  woman,  begun  by  Mrs.  Gerritsen 
(Dr.  Aletta  H.  Jacobs).  A  catalogue  of  this  collection,  complete 
to  1900,  was  exhibited  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  that  year, 
and  received  a  diploma  of  honor.  A  number  of  copies  of  this 
catalogue  will  be  presented  to  libraries  interested  in  the  subject. 

According  to  the  synopsis,  the  whole  collection  contained 
18,000  volumes  and  13,000  pamphlets,  divided  approximately 
as  follows:

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Professor  H.  S.  Foxwell,  of  Cambridge,  examined  it  for  the 
Library  and  strongly  advised  its  purchase.  The  sh'p  catalogue 
was  sent  over  and  compared  with  that  of  the  Library.  The 
duplication  was  less  than  had  been  feared,  amounting  only  to 
about  2,200  volumes.  These  were  removed  by  the  Librarian 
before  the  collection  was  packed,  and  were  sold  abroad.  With 
the  proceeds  and  with  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  there 
were  obtained  a  selection  of  British  Parliamentary  Papers  and 
a  notable  collection  of  early  French  documents  on  economic 
subjects,  and  several  important  sets  of  periodicals  on  various 
subjects.  The  main  collection  filled  122  boxes,  weighing  in 
all  seventeen  tons.  It  was  duly  received  the  latter  part  of 
May,  and  sent  to  the  Newberry  Library,  where  it  has  been 
opened  and  made  partly  available  to  scholars  by  means  of  its 
own  author  catalogue  and  a  rough  subject  arrangement  on 
shelves.  Already  6,040  volumes  have  been  accessioned,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  work  of  classification  and  cataloguing  can  be 
begun  soon.  During  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Eco- 
nomic Association  the  Library  received  many  congratulations 
on  these  acquisitions. 

Naturally  the  other  purchases  of  the  year  seem  insignificant 
besides  these ;  still  the  purchases  of  a  collection  of  Illinois  docu- 
ments running  back  nearly  to '  the  beginning,  of  a  collection  of 
technical  and  trade  journals,  and  o{\'sl  set  of  the  Systematisches 
Conchylien  Cabinet^  by  Martini  and  Chemnitz,  are  worth  men- 
tioning. A  number  of  sets  of  periodicals  have  been  completed. 
Among  these,  including  those  obtained  abroad  by  the  Librarian, 
are :  the  publications  of  the  HoUandsche  Maatschappij  of  Haarlem, 
Manifesto  (Shakers),  Revue  dentomologie.  Revue  et  magasin  de 
zoobgie^  Die  Tropfenppmzer,  Anales  del  Museo  de  La  Plata^ 
Annates  industrielles,  Handelsmuseum,  Journal  des  chendns  de  fer^ 
GewerbehaUe,  Revue  inUmationale  de  niectriciti^  Abhandlungen  zur 
geologischen  Specialkarte  von  Preussen,  Repertarium  der  analytischen 
Chemie,  Pddagogisches  Magazin^  Transactions  of  the  Asiatic  Society 
of  Japan^  Annates  du  commerce  extMeur. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  5,809  gifts  from  1,048 
donors,  and  2,776  gifts  have  been  entered  in  the  accession  books. 
The  figures  for  1903  were  6,656,  1,059,  ^"^  2,809  respectively. 
Among  those  accessioned  were  the  volumes  and  pamphlets  from 
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the  late  Henry  D.  Lloyd,  another  large  instalment  of  the  in- 
surance material  from  Mr.  C.  E.  Rollins,  and  a  set  of  The 
Locomotive  from  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  and  In- 
surance Company.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  a  most 
generous  gift  from  Mr.  Gerritsen  of  nearly  200  volumes  not 
included  in  the  purchase ;  many  of  them  were  bought  by  him 
expressly  for  presentation  to  the  library  in  order  to  make  his 
collection  more  complete.  The  Library  received  also  about  1 50 
volumes  and  pamphlets  from  Mrs.  Henry  D.  Lloyd,  from  the 
library  of  her  father,  Hon.  William  Bross.  These  deal  largely 
with  the  early  history  of  Illinois  and  Chicago,  and  fill  many  gaps 
in  our  collection  on  those  subjects.  Another  interesting  gift  is 
a  very  large  collection  of  material  distributed  at  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition.  The  official  publications  of  the  Exposition 
itself  and  of  the  foreign  and  state  governments  represented  were 
obtained  by  the  Librarian  personally,  and  the  material  distrib- 
uted by  the  exhibitors  by  agents  sent  out  by  him.  In  both 
cases  great  assistance  was  received  from  letters  of  introduction 
given  by  the  Exposition  authorities.  One  of  the  most  impor- 
tant and  valuable  gifts  of  individual  works  is  a  copy,  in  fine 
condition,  of  the  first  edition  of  Adam  Smith's  Wealth  of  Nations 
from  Professor  H.  S.  Foxwell,  of  Cambridge,  Engfland. 

Following  the  rearrangement  of  the  books  on  the  shelves 
there  has  been  begun  an  inventory  which  has  now  covered  one- 
sixth  of  the  shelves.  It  is  not  possible  to  report  results  until 
the  work  has  been  finished,  but  it  may  be  said  that  so  far  no 
larger  percentage  of  loss  and  misplacement  has  been  discovered 
than  in  previous  inventories.  Only  three  volumes  have  been 
reported  missing  from  the  Reading  Room,  but  thirteen  cases  of 
mutilation  have  been  detected.  Fortunately  one  person  appears 
to  have  been  guilty  in  most  of  these  cases,  but  a  question  is 
brought  up  as  to  whether  or  not  the  safeguards  and  penalties 
are  sufficient.  One  person,  detected  in  marking  a  book  after 
having  been  warned,  has  been  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  the 
Library. 

On  January  i,  1904,  there  were  at  the  bindery  607  volumes 
and  7,330  were  sent  during  the  year;  23  were  returned  as  incom- 
plete and  7,285  bound,  leaving  629  at  the  bindery  December  31, 
1904.     The  total  cost  of  binding  was  $8,581.95,  an  average  of 
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$1.1 8  per  volume.  This  is  a  return  in  amount  and  rate  to  the 
figures  of  years  previous  to  1903.  The  next  year,  however,  will 
have  an  especial  burden  to  bear  if  many  of  the  unbound  True- 
love  books  are  reached  in  cataloguing.  The  cost  of  lettering 
and  repairs,  including  also  the  insertion  of  book-plates  and  the 
cutting  and  pasting  of  order  slips,  was  $1,630.35. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  the  assistance  received  from  the 
Library  of  Congress  cards  has  enabled  him  not  only  to  keep  up 
with  the  regular  current  accessions  but  also  to  catalogue  the  best 
part  of  the  volumes  in  the  Ely  collection.  During  the  year 
4,480  new  titles  have  been  prepared  for  print;  114  new  titles 
typewritten;  64  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print;  2,995 
titles  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classified 
for  the  catalogues;  541  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co- 
operative analysis  of  serials,  and  198  such  titles  prepared  by 
other  libraries  have  been  classified  and  placed  in  the  catalogues. 
The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classi- 
fier and  their  assistants  has  been  9,154,  an  increase  of  1,053 
over  1903.  The  titles  reprinted  in  correction  of  errors  were  29, 
and  for  other  alterations,  653.  Cards  for  4,413  new  titles  and 
756  reprinted  titles  were  received  from  the  printer,  electrotypes 
for  321  new  titles  and  583  reprinted  titles  from  the  electrotypcrs. 
The  total  number  of  separate  titles  prepared  for  print  to  date  is 
43*338;    of   sets   of   cards   received,  43,166;    of  electrotypes, 

35,878. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  on 

triplicate  order  sheets,  was  6,764,  and  reports  were  received  on 
6,291,  leaving  473  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  827  titles 
on  hand  January  i,  1904,  and  3,879  were  received  during  the 
year;  cards  for  2,995  were  used,  and  for  334  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  1,377  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  27  titles  had  been  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress in  correction  of  errors,  without  charge;  153  showed  such 
differences  in  cataloguing  that  they  could  not  be  used,  and  for 
1 54  the  books  could  not  be  obtained.  Cards  have  been  received 
for  2 14  titles  ordered  in  1902  and  1903,  for  which  the  books 
have  not  been  received,  but  for  which  the  orders  have  not  yet 
been  canceled.  It  is  probable  that  the  greater  part  of  these  also 
will  be  useless.     The  proportion  of  unusable  cards  is,  therefore. 
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considerably  higher  than  was  at  first  supposed,  amounting  to 
about  seven  per  cent,  but  even  this  proportion  is  inconsiderable  in 
comparison  with  the  advantages  secured.  An  additional  advan- 
tage which  has  become  of  importance  this  year  is  the  obtaining 
of  cards  for  works  in  series,  of  which  277  titles  were  received  for 
1 18  different  serials.  On  the  other  hand,  the  regular  cataloguing 
has  been  so  nearly  up  to  date  that  it  has  not  seemed  best  to 
give  as  many  orders  as  last  year  for  titles  which  the  Library 
of  Congress  could  not  supply  when  the  book  was  received 
here. 

The  list  of  serials  analyzed  in  co-operation  with  other  libraries 
has  been  altered  materially  by  the  omission  of  those  for  which 
printed  cards  are  supplied  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  These 
have  been  replaced  by  others  which  are  intended  to  furnish 
about  the  same  number  of  titles.  Many  of  those  dropped  were 
scientific,  but  the  additions  are  largely  of  the  same  character,  so 
that  the  interest  of  the  Library  in  the  work  has  not  been 
affected.  It  has  supplied  541  titles  and  received  cards  for  3,507 
at  a  net  cost  of  $60.09. 

The  insertion  of  added  entries  in  the  official  catalogue  has 
been  finished  through  R,  and  a  much  needed  revision  of  the 
public  author  catalogue  has  been  carried  through  K.  During 
the  year  18,200  cards  have  been  filed  in  the  classed  catalogue, 
which  now  contains  some  55,000  titles  on  115,500  cards,  an 
average  of  2.10  cards  per  title;  13,900  cards  have  been  filed  in 
the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  55,000  titles 
on  93,800  cards,  an  average  of  1.71  cards  per  title ;  1.93 1  guides 
and  5,275  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index,  which 
now  contains  14,800  guides  and  12,100  cards,  covering  25,800 
titles,  an  average  of  0.47  cards  per  title.  The  distribution  of 
the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue  is  shown  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics.  The  topographical  index  is  not  included  in 
the  table  nor  in  the  figures  just  quoted.  It  has  been  completed 
to  date,  and  now  contains  22,300  cards,  covering  the  55,000 
titles,  an  average  of  0.41  cards  per  title.  As  the  official  cata- 
logue is  a  duplicate,  so  far  as  the  cards  printed  by  the  Library 
are  concerned,  of  the  public  author  catalogue,  and  as  the  shelf- 
list  requires  one  copy  of  each  title,  it  follows  that  the  average 
number  of  cards  used  in  the  catalogues  is  7.4;  9  or  more  are 
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sent  to  depository  and  subscribing  libraries,  and  perhaps  another 
copy,  on  the  average,  used  in  various  indexes. 

The  Library  was  invited  to  be  represented  officially  at  the 
Fiftieth  Convocation  of  the  University  of  Chicago  in  March;  it 
was  represented  officially  by  the  Librarian,  and  unofficially  by  ten 
members  of  the  staff,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Library  Association  at  St.  Louis,  October  17  to  22,  and  unoffi- 
cially by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Library  Association,  held  at  Lake  Placid,  September  26  to 
October  i. 

As  a  part  of  the  exhibition  of  American  library  methods  and 
appliances  made  by  the  Library  of  Congress  at  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  there  was  shown  a  sample  catalogue  illus- 
trating the  system  in  use  at  the  Library,  and  by  request  this 
will  be  exhibited  at  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion, to  be  held  at  Portland  in  1905. 

The  Library  has  lost  by  death  the  services  of  its  Assistant 
Janitor,  William  R.  Bickham,  the  first  of  the  staff  to  die  in 
service,  and  by  resignation  those  of  Mr.  William  M.  Hepburn, 
Assistant  Reference  Librarian;  Miss  Estelle  Lutrell,  junior 
assistant;  Messrs.  Oscar  Norman  and  Joseph  Blight,  attendants; 
and  Frank  Huntscha,  page.  Mr.  Harold  L.  Leupp  has  been 
appointed  Assistant  Reference  Librarian;  Misses  Jennie  A. 
Hulce  and  Adah  Patton,  junior  assistants;  Messrs.  Michael 
Bauer  and  William  G.  Reddingius,  attendants ;  Harold  Skrogstad 
and  Andrew  Bamickel,  pages;  Mr.  George  H.  Jones,  assistant 
janitor.  The  services  of  Misses  Mabel  Hayward  and  Cara  F. 
Swenson  as  temporary  junior  assistants  have  been  secured.  The 
record  of  work  accomplished  *speaks  for  itself  in  commendation 
of  the  efficiency  of  the  staff.

Arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  transfer 
of  the  Medical  Department  of  The  Newberry  Library, 
including,  with  the  permission  of  Dr.  Senn,  the  Senn 
Collection  on  Medical  History,  to  the  ownership  and 
management  of  The  John  Crerar  Library.  This  has 
been  done  partly  because  the  natural  relations  of  these 
books  to  the  chosen  field  of  The  John  Crerar  Library 
and  the  lack  of  such  relations  to  that  of  The  Newberry 
Library  make  the  transfer  in  many  ways  mutually  advan- 
tageous, and  partly  because  the  medical  profession  of  the 
city  has  urged  strongly  the  desirability  of  a  more  central 
location.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  collection  cannot 
be  accommodated  in  the  temporary  quarters  of  The  John 
Crerar  Library,  so  that  it  will  remain  in  its  present 
location  until  the  permanent  building  is  completed. 

The  Newberry  Library  joins  with  The  John  Crerar 
Library  in  hoping  that  the  usefulness  of  the  collection 
will  not  be  diminished  by  the  change,  and  in  asking  that 
those  who  have  so  kindly  aided  it  in  the  past  will  con- 
tinue their  interest  in  it.

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REPORT   OF   THE    PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled:  **An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  in  this  state,"  approved 
June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  eleventh 
annual  report  for  the  year  1905. 

By  the  death  of  Marshall  Field,  Esq.,  on  Jauuary  16,  1906, 
the  Board  has  lost  another  of  the  members  named  by  Mr.  Crerar, 
and  one  who  has  rendered  most  important  service  to  the  Library 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  from  the  beginning. 
The  vacancy  in  the  Board  caused  by  the  death  of  Arthur  J. 
Caton  was  filled  by  the  election,  on  February  23,  1905,  of  Mr. 
Robert  Forsyth.  This  choice  was  duly  approved  under  date  of 
March  2,  1905,  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Illinois,  so  that  the  Board  is  now  composed  of  the  following 
persons:  E.  W.  Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W. 
Bishop,  Albert  Keep,  John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J. 
Mitchell,  Leonard  A.  Busby,  and  Robert  Forsyth,  together 
with  Edward  F.  Dunne,  Mayor  of  Chicago,  and  Lawrence  E. 
McGann,  Comptroller,  ex-officio  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Secretary,  Leonard 
A.  Busby;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian, 
Clement  W.   Andrews. 

On  February  15,  1905,  the  South  Park  Commissioners 
passed  **An  Ordinance  concerning  The  John  Crerar  Library,** 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  **An  Act 
concerning  free  public  libraries  in  public  parks,"  approved  May 
14,  1903,  and  in  force  July  i,  1903,  granting  permission,  under 
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certain  conditions,  to  erect  and  maintain  a  free  public  library 
building  on  that  part  of  Grant  Park  between  Michigan  Avenue 
and  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  and  between  Madison  and 
Monroe  streets  extended  east,  the  general  style  of  the  building 
to  be  classical,  and  the  approximate  cost  to  be  one  million 
dollars.  On  February  23,  1905,  the  Directors  accepted  this 
ordinance,  and  have  since  caused  to  be  prepared  a  schedule  of 
the  rooms  needed  and  a  diagram  of  their  convenient  arrange- 
ment, and  have  instructed  their  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  to  prepare  a  programme  for  a  mixed  competition  for 
the  selection  of  plans  and  architect. 

The  eleventh  year  of  the  work  of  the  Library  has  shown 
a  steady  growth  in  its  collections,  and  an  almost  equally 
steady  increase  in  its  usefulness  to  the  public.  The  total  use  has 
been  nearly  250,000  volumes  and  periodicals;  and  it  has  been 
frequented  by  92,200  visitors,  an  average  of  296  a  day  and  an 
increase  of  nearly  5,000  over  1904.  The  Library  now  contains 
145,000  volumes  and  26,000  pamphlets,  and  receives  currently 
2 ,069  periodicals  and  4, 364  other  serial  publciations.  For  further 
details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the  Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 

statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1905, 

together  with   a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments  as 

required  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  the  report  of  the  routine  work  of 
the  Library  for  its  eleventh  year  but  few  comments  appear  to 
be  called  for.  The  most  noticeable  feature  has  been  the  con- 
tinued increase  in  the  attendance  and  use  notwithstanding  that 
at  times  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  Reading  Room,  as  at 
present  arranged,  has  been  reached.  The  unexpected  delay  in 
obtaining  additional  space  on  the  fifth  floor,  due  to  the  delay  in 
completing  the  new  building  of  Marshall  Field  &  Co.,  has  pre- 
vented any  relief  for  this  winter,  but  it  is  hoped  that  possession 
will  be  given  early  in  the  spring.  This  will  make  it  possible  to 
remove  the  public  card  catalogues  to  a  separate  room  adjoining 
the  Reading  Room  and  to  provide  twenty  additional  seats  for 
readers.  It  will  also  make  possible  the  recall  of  the  books  now 
at  the  Newberry  Library,  and  so  remedy  another  serious  incon- 
venience. 

A  second  notable  condition  of  the  year's  work  has  been  the 
wholly  unusual  number  of  changes  in  the  staff.  When  fourteen 
resignations  and  two  long  absences  occur  in  a  staff  of  twenty- 
eight,  it  is  evident  that  a  serious  loss  of  efficiency  must  result, 
even  when  the  new  people  are  equal  in  ability  and  conscientious- 
ness to  those  they  replace.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  borne 
in  mind  in  making  comparisons  between  the  work  of  1905  and 
previous  years.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  for  these 
resignations  seems  unnecessary,  but  it  may  be  well  to  state  that 
all  the  more  important  resignations  were  for  personal  reasons 
and  were  not  due  to  dissatisfaction  with  the  conditions  of  service 
at  the  Library. 

Only  one  change  of  importance  has  been  made  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  routine  work.  The  filing  of  all  cards  in  the  public 
card  catalogues  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  one  assistant,  Miss 
Darlington,  who  has  also  been  assigned  to  assist  in  the  reference 
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work.  The  increasing  demands  have  made  some  provision 
necessary,  and  this  arrangement  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  the  Librarian  has  prepared  a  schedule  of 
rooms  needed  or  desirable  in  the  permanent  building  and  a  dia- 
gram showing  a  convenient  arrangement  of  the  space  available. 
This  arrangement  is  based  upon  the  general  plan  for  the  new 
building  of  the  New  York  Public  Library.  It  provides  for 
stacks,  lighted  mainly  by  artificial  light,  in  the  center  of  the 
building,  the  top  floor  devoted  to  reading  rooms,  and  rooms  for 
administrative  and  other  purposes  on  the  lower  floors  around  the 
stacks.  The  schedule  and  diagram  were  drawn  up  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  heads  of  the  staff,  and  have  received  the  criticism, 
generally  very  favorable,  of  almost  all  the  prominent  librarians 
of  the  country. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  92,244,  and  the  daily  average  296,  an  increase  of 
six  per  cent  over  the  figures  of  1905,  which  were  87,494  and  279 
respectively.  The  evening  attendance  shows  a  larger  propor- 
tional increase,  having  risen  from  an  average  of  50  to  one  of  58. 
The  average  holiday  attendance  was  about  the  same  as  in  1904, 
152  as  against  151 ;.  but  again  this  is  abnormally  high  because  of 
the  less  general  celebration  of  New  Year's  Day  on  January  2. 
The  smallest  attendance  on  any  single  day  was  89,  on  December 
25  ;  and  the  largest  575,  on  Debember  9.  The  figures  for  1904 
were  107  and  528  respectively.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
the  largest  attendance  of  1905  slightly  exceeds  that  of  any 
of  the  three  reception  days  at  the  opening  of  the  Library  in 
1897. 

For  the  second  time  the  attendance  in  one  month  has  been 
smaller  than  for  the  same  month  of  the  previous  year,  and  again 
it  has  been  due  to  the  weather.  August.  1904,  was  exceptional 
cool  and  pleasant,  while  August,  1905,  was  somewhat  unusually 
hot.  A  comparison  of  these  monthly  records  from  the  opening 
shows  a  gradual  but  distinct  change  by  which  the  attendance 
tends  to  become  more  uniform  throughout  the  year.  The 
increase  in  the  summer  months  is  probably  due  in  large  degree 
to  the  development  of  summer  schools  at  the  universities  and 
elsewhere,  while  that  in  the  months  of  December  and  January 
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may  be  attributed  to  some  extent  to  the  increasing  use  of  the 
Library  in  the  holidays  by  teachers  and  students. 

Use.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  for  books  from 
the  stack  is  again  larger  proportionally  than  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  visitors.  The  figures  for  1905  are  67,386,  or  a  daily 
average  of  216,  as  against  59,591  and  190  in  1904,  an  increase 
of  14  per  cent.  The  increase  in  the  recorded  use  of  periodicals 
and  in  the  admissions  to  the  stack  have  been  nearly  proportional 
to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors.  As  the  lack  at  times 
of  seats  at  the  tables  adjoining  the  periodical  alcove  tends  to 
make  the  readers  use  the  periodicals  inside  the  alcove,  and  so  to 
diminish  the  recorded  use  of  them,  and  as  the  number  of 
admissions  to  the  stack  in  1904  was  unusually  large,  it  is  certain 
that  the  serious  use  of  the  Library  is  increasing  faster  than  its 
casual  use.  While  this  change  in  the  character  of  the  reading 
might  tend  to  lower  the  ratio  of  total  to  recorded  use  which 
was  determined  several  years  ago,  there  are  other  factors  which 
affect  it  the  other  way;  notably  the  increasing  use  of  periodicals 
in  the  alcove  and  the  increasing  use  of  sets  of  periodicals  in 
the  Reading  Room.  Assuming  the  same  factor,  therefore,  the 
total  use  of  the  Library  in  1905  was  nearly  250,000  books  and 
periodicals. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  periodi- 
cals and  of  the  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  compari- 
son of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1904:

The  only. noticeable  changes  are  the  absence  of  any  increase 
in  the  calls  in  the  Physical  Sciences  and  the  very  considerable 
increase  in  the  admissions  to  the  stack  in  the  Social  Sciences. 
As  almost  all  those  recorded  as  unclassified  are  really  in  this 
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department,  the  actual  increase  is  even  greater  than  appears, 
and  is  due,  without  question,  to  the  recent  purchases  of  the 
Library  in  this  department.  A  comparison  of  the  calls  for 
books  on  special  subjects  shows  a  general  increase.  Only  ten 
subjects  show  decreases  from  last  year,  and  all  are  slight  in 
amount.  On  the  other  hand,  the  calls  in  ethics,  statistics, 
customs  and  folk-lore,  paleontology,  and  landscape  gardening 
have  increased  one-half,  those  for  philology  have  doubled,  and 
those  for  commerce  and  communication  have  more  than  doubled. 
The  five  leading  subjects  are  the  same,  and  in  the  same  order  as 
last  year,  namely,  engineering,  physics,  trade  and  transporta- 
tion, chemical  technology,  history  and  geography. 

Of  the  admissions  to  the  stack  1171  have  been  by  reg^istra- 
tion,  465  on  presentation  of  28  passes,  and  45  at  the  Newberry 
Library.  Eight  additional  passes  have  been  granted,  but  the 
holder  of  one  previously  granted  is  known  to  have  died,  leaving 
82  nominally  in  force. 

Under  the  conditions  established  by  the  Directors  a  number 
of  books  have  been  loaned  to  other  libraries  or  to  individuals 
for  reasons  other  than  their  personal  convenience.  Hitherto  a 
very  simple  record  has  been  kept  which  has  been  sufficient  to  se- 
cure their  prompt  return  and  their  inclusion  in  the  statistics  of 
use  made  of  the  Library.  As  the  number  of  applications  for 
them  tends  to  increase  it  seems  desirable  to  be  able  to  ascertain 
exactly  how  many  and  to  whom  such  favors  are  granted,  and  in 
how  many  cases,  if  any,  the  books  have  been  called  for  when  out. 

The  distribution  of  the  call  slips  for  July  by  the  residence  of 
the  readers  and  similar  distributions  in  previous  years  are 
given  in  the  following  table  of  percentages :

The  time  required  to  fill  calls  has  been  calculated  on  the  call 
slips  for  the  third  week  in  December.  The  average  time  was 
1. 7 1  minutes,  and  83  per  cent  were  filled  within  three  minutes. 
These  figures  show  a  marked  improvement  over  those  for  1904, 
which  were  2.37  and  80  respectively.     Credit  is  due  primarily 
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of  course  to  the  efforts  of  the  attendants,  but  these  were  more 
successful  because  of  the  better  arrangement  of  the  books  on  the 
shelves  and  the  correction  of  misplacements  while  taking  the 
inventory. 

Publications.  In  May  the  Library  issued  its  Tenth  Annual 
Report^  a  pamphlet  of  50  pages,  of  which  the  usual  edition  of 
4,000  copies  was  printed  and  the  greater  part  distributed.  In 
February  it  issued  the  List  of  Cyclopedias  and  Dictionaries^  with 
a  List  of  Directories  y  August  ^  1^04,^  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  the  last  report.  These  lists  contain  1,610  titles  and  form, 
with  index,  a  volume  of  272  pages.  The  Librarian  prepared  a 
Sketch  of  the  Library  for  the  handbook.  Libraries  of  the  City  of 
Chicago f  published  by  the  Chicago  Library  Club.  An  edition 
of  1,000  copies  of  this  Sketch  has  been  printed  separately  and 
will  be  distributed  to  the  exchanges  of  the  Library.  Copies  will 
be  sent  upon  application.  The  second  edition  of  the  5«///^w^«/ 
to  the  List  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  of  Chicago  and  Evanston^ 
although  greatly  delayed  by  the  strike  of  the  compositors,  is 
now  in  page  form  and  should  be  ready  for  issue  early  in  1906. 
This  edition  will  contain  entries  for  some  8,500  serials,  about 
double  the  number  in  the  first  edition.  There  remain  unchanged 
in  the  original  list  some  3,500  entries,  so  that  the  two  together 
give  the  entries  for  12,000  serials.  There  has  been  a  steady 
growth  of  all  the  libraries  contributing,  but  the  unexpectedly 
large  increase  over  the  first  edition  is  due  in  part  to  the 
inclusion  of  three  additional  libraries:  the  Chicago  Law  Institute, 
the  Northwestern  University  Law  School,  and  the  University 
of  Illinois  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  also  in  part  to  the  pur- 
chases of  the  Bonaparte  collection  by  The  Newberry  Library 
and  of  the  Gerritsen  collection  by  The  John  Crerar  Library.

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The  revision  of  the  List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room  in 
preparation  for  a  second  edition  is  well  under  way.  The  calls 
for  this  list  are  so  frequent,  and  the  present  edition  so  nearly 
exhausted,  that  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  postpone  the  issue  of 
the  List  of  Histories  of  Science^  on  which,  however,  preparatory 
work  is  being  done  regularly. 

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Columbian  Museum,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, Princeton  University,  University  of  Chicago,  University 
of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan,  and  of  a  selection  to  the 
U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  has  been  continued.  A  complete  set 
of  cards  has  been  furnished  to  Princeton  University,  and  large 
orders  have  been  received  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  Canadian  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  Dr.  Thor 
Rothstein  of  Chicago,  City  Club  of  Chicago,  and  Northwestern 
University,  and  smaller  ones  from  a  number  of  individuals. 
Besides  these  orders,  a  classed  catalogue  on  Municipal  Affairs 
containing  1,575  cards,  was  presented  to  the  Municipal  Museum 
of  Chicago,  and  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers 
was  put  on  the  exchange  list.  In  all  90,321  cards  have  been 
sold  or  sent  in  exchange,  and  1,824  have  been  g^iven  away. 
From  the  Library  of  Congress  we  have  received  in  exchange 
47,855  cards,  making  a  total  of  206,923  now  in  the  depository 
catalogue. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  The  work  of  selection  has  been 
brought  nearly  to  date,  but  the  main  result  has  been  to 
increase  materially  the  arrears  of  orders  to  be  given.  For 
various  reasons  the  efforts  made  to  reduce  these  arrears  have  not 
been  successful.  Although  the  necessity  is  to  be  regretted,  as 
giving  up,  at  least  for  a  time,  the  Directors*  expressed  aim  that 
the  Library  should  be  as  complete  as  possible  in  its  departments, 
it  may  be  better,  under  the  present  circumstances,  to  make  a 
preferred  list  of  these  selections,  so  that  the  advantages  of 
prompt  purchase  may  be  secured  for  the  more  important  items. 
During  the  year  7,713  orders  have  been  given.  Of  these  384 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  7,329  valid  orders,  covering 
10,334  volumes,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $18,949.23.  Of  out- 
standing orders  6,695  were  filled,  covering  11,786  volumes,  at 
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a  cost  of  $20,224.64.  There  are  left  outstanding  2,484  orders 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4, 199.5 1 ;  of  these  947  were  given  before 
January  i,  1905.  One  order  of  56  items  has  been  added  to  the 
unclassified  material;  the  distribution  of  the  others  and  of  the 
total  to  the  end  of  1905  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library 
statistics. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  for  1905  have  been  20,223, 
of  which  2,497  have  been  received  as  g^ifts  and  17,726  obtained 
by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  and  5>94i 
entered  from  the  Gerritsen  collection  are  included  in  these  figures. 
There  have  been  withdrawn  270  volumes,  leaving  the  net  acces- 
sions for  the  year  19,953,  which,  with  the  123,018  reported  for 
1904,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of  142,971.  To  these 
should  be  added  some2,ooo  volumes  and  1 3,000  pamphletsnot  yet 
entered  from  the  Gerritsen  collection,  about  4,000  pamphlets  from 
the  Ely  collection,  a  collection  of  Canadian  documents,  and  about 
9,000  pamplets  of  minor  importance,  making  a  total,  exclusive  of 
duplicates,  of  145,000  volumes  and  26,000  pamphlets.  With  the 
exceptions  just  named  the  work  of  the  Receiving  Room  is  up  to 
date.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  accessions 
for  1905  and  of  the  total  so  far  entered  by  departments:

The  percentages  have  been  calculated  for  the  classified  books 
only.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  Library,  apart  from 
the  special  purchases,  has  been  quite  symmetrical. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  2,069,  ^^  which  306  are  received  as  gifts  and 
1*763  by  subscription  at  an  estimated  yearly  cost  of  $6098.55. 
Their  classification  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library 
statistics. 

The  necessity  for  changing  the  assistant  in  charge  of  the 
Continuation  Record  twice  during  the  year  has  prevented  an 
attempt  to  keep  statistics  which  would  show  accurately  how  com- 
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pletely  it  is  fulfilling  its  purpose  of  preventing  gaps  in  the  files, 
but  it  is  evident  that  it  has  done  much  in  this  direction.  There 
were  added  to  the  list  675  titles  and  253  were  withdrawn,  leav- 
ing 4,364  at  the  end  of  the  year.  About  2,000  are  obtained  by 
subscription  at  a  cost  of  $3,746.64,  and  these  furnished  940 
entries  on  the  record  of  accessions. 

The  most  important  purchase  of  the  year  was  a  collection  of 
130  volumes  of  the  publications  of  E.  Wasmuth,  Berlin,  on 
architecture  and  decorative  art.  These  were  bought  of  the 
Municipal  Museum  of  Chicago,  which  obtained  them,  with  other 
material,  at  St.  Louis,  where  they  had  been  exhibited.  Apart 
from  this  collection  and  the  sets  of  serials,  the  only  notable 
purchases  were  a  set  of  Leonardo  Da  Vinci's  works  in  28  vol- 
umes ;  a  set  of  the  Printed  Papers  of  the  Essayons  Club  (U.  S. 
Corps  of  Engineers) ;  a  small  collection  of  early  pamphlets  on 
American  railroads;  and  a  small  but  valuable  collection  on 
entomology  from  the  library  of  the  late  Wm.  Le  Baron.  The 
list  of  files  of  serials  completed  includes :  Acta  Horti Petropolitani^ 
Atti  delta  Accademia  pontificia  romana  dei  nuovi  lincei.  At ti delta 
Accademia  delle  scienze  di  Napoli,  Bibliophile  beige,  Bijdragen  tot 
de  statistiek  van  Nederland,  Feuille  des  jeunes  naturalistes,  Jern- 
kontorets  annaler.  Journal  des  economisteSy  Svensk  tidskrifty  Voice , 
Zoologische  Jahrbiicher,  and  a  set  of  official  documents  of  the 
Netherlands  on  railroads. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  9,180  gifts  from  1,156 
donors  and  2,497  gifts  have  been  entered  on  the  accession  rec- 
ords. The  figures  for  1904  were  5,809,  1,043,  ^"d  2,776  re- 
spectively. The  most  notable  gifts  were  a  set  of  the  national 
edition,  not  in  trade,  of  the  works  of  Galileo  in  16  volumes, 
from  the  Italian  Government,  and  a  collection  of  195  volumes 
of  early  U.  S.  documents,  none  of  them  in  the  Library,  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents.  Mention  should  be  made, 
also,  of  a  file  of  the  Deutsche  Rundschau  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Julius  Rosenthal,  of  a  considerable  collection  of 
pamphlet  material  on  charities  from  Hull  House,  a  file  of  the 
legal  documents  in  the  Chicago  Union  Traction  Co.  case  from 
the  General  Counsel  for  the  Receivers,  and  of  the  presentation 
by  Miss  Frances  Le  Baron,  for  exchange,  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  her  father's  collection  on  entomology. 
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Inyentoiy.  The  inventory  begun  in  1904  was  completed 
in  1905.  It  does  not  include  the  volumes  now  at  The  Newberry 
Library,  as  the  larger  part  of  these  have  not  been  shelf-listed. 
The  assistant  in  charge  reports  that  the  total  number  of  volumes 
not  accounted  for  is  72,  of  which  37  were  known  to  be  miss- 
ing when  the  inventory  was  begun,  almost  all  of  them  having 
been  reported  in  1901.  Of  the  72,  30  have  been  lost 
from  the  Reading  Room  and  42  from  the  Stack  Rooms. 
A  loss  of  35  in  four  years  seems  extremely  small,  especially 
in  view  of  the  increase  of  about  50  per  cent  in  the  total 
number  of  books,  and  of  60  per  cent  in  that  of  readers. 
The  number  of  mutilations  discovered  during  the  year  is  seven 
as  against  thirteen  in  1904.  The  number  of  serious  misplace- 
ments discovered  by  the  inventory  was  also  smaller  than  might 
have  been  expected,  being  only  60  for  four  years  out  of  I20,cxx> 
volumes,  as  against  50  for  two  years  out  of  76,000.  To  the 
number  reported  should  be  added  a  few  discovered  when  the 
books  were  reshelved. 

The  number  of  hours  spent  in  the  actual  comparison  of  the 
books  and  shelf-list  was  96,  while  in  the  inventory  of  1901  it 
was  93.  These  figures  show  a  great  economy  in  the  use  of  the 
shelf-list  on  cards. 

Binding.  On  January  i,  1905,  there  were  at  the  bindery 
629  volumes,  and  8,034  were  sent  during  the  year;  8  were  re- 
turned as  incomplete,  and  7,391  bound;  leaving  1,264  ^^  ^^e 
bindery  December  31,1 905 .  The  cost  of  binding  was  $9,069. 86, 
an  average  of  $1.23  per  volume.  This  is  a  larger  average  price 
than  last  year,  but  the  increase  is  due  solely  to  a  change  in  the 
character  of  the  books  bound,  as  the  price  paid  for  each  kind  of 
work  has  not  been  changed.  The  total  number  to  be  bound 
was  also  larger  than  last  year,  in  part  due  to  the  increasing  ne- 
cessity for  rebinding  books  which  were  in  poor  condition  when 
bought.  The  combined  result  was  the  exhaustion  of  the  ap- 
propriation for  binding  early  in  December  and  the  doubling  of 
the  usual  number  at  the  bindery  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
Assistant  Librarian,  after  consultation  with  the  Librarian,  pro- 
poses to  use  cloth  bindings  somewhat  more  freely  in  the 
future  in  the  hope  of  reducing  the  expenditure  without  affect- 
ing seriously  the  proper  care  of  the  books. 
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Catalogues.  In  no  other  part  of  the  routine  work  has  the 
effect  of  the  numerous  changes  in  the  staff  been  so  serious  as 
in  the  cataloguing,  and  unfortunately  the  assistance  received 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  was  somewhat  less  than 
in  1904.  The  result  is  a  considerable,  though  not  formidable,  in- 
crease in  the  arrears  of  the  uncatalogued  current  accessions.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Cataloguer  reports  that  the  assignment  of 
one  assistant  to  the  care  of  the  public  card  catalogues  has  been  a 
distinct  gain  in  regard  both  to  that  work  and  also  to  the  cata- 
loguing in  general. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  further  that  during  the  year  4,742 
new  titles  have  been  prepared  for  print ;  7 1  new  titles  typewrit- 
ten; 36  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print;  2,700  titles 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classified  for 
the  catalogues;  349  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  coopera- 
tive analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by 
the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  has  been 
8,556,  a  decrease  of  598  over  1904.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor- 
rection of  errors  were  23,  and  for  other  alterations  710.  Cards 
for  4,966  new  titles  and  752  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  257  new  titles  and  510  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  48,080;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
47,472;  of  electrotypes,  36,135. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  7,713,  and  reports  were  received 
on  7,254,  leaving  459  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  1,377 
titles  on  hand  January  i,  1905;  3,311  were  received  during  the 
year  and  2  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with- 
drawn; cards  for  2,700  were  used,  and  for  217  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  i  ,773  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  2 1  titles  had  been  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress in  correction  of  errors  without  charge,  68  showed  such 
differences  in  cataloguing  that  they  could  not  be  used,  for  104  the 
books  could  not  be  obtained,  and  24  were  duplicates.  Unfilled 
orders  not  yet  given  up,  for  which  cards  are  held,  have  increased 
only  89,  so  that  even  if  all  these  cards  prove  useless,  the  total 
loss  is  only  282  out  of  4,690,  or  six  per  cent.  Of  these  4,690 
titles  65 1  were  analytical  titles  from  142  serial  publications. 
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Quite  unintentionally  the  work  of  this  Library  in  the  co- 
operative analysis  of  serials  has  fallen  behind  some  200  titles. 
It  has  supplied  only  349  titles  and  has  received  cards  for  3,260 
at  a  net  cost  of  $83.97. 

The  insertion  of  added  entries  in  the  official  catalogue  and 
the  revision  of  the  public  author  catalogue  have  been  finished 
and  the  transfer  of  the  classification  records  of  the  earlier  titles 
to  the  present  form  in  the  official  catalogue  has  been  begun.  Tem- 
porary slips  for  all  books  and  pamphlets  of  the  Gerritsen  collection 
have  been  added  to  the  official  catalogue,  and  also  copies  of  all 
titles  within  the  scope  of  the  Library  received  from  the  co-oper- 
ative analysis  of  serials,  other  than  those  placed  in  the  public 
card  catalogues.  These  additions  gr  atly  simplify  the  task  of 
avoiding  unintentional  duplication  in  ordering. 

During  the  year  18,619  cards  have  been  filed  in  the  classed 
catalogue,  which  now  contains  some  62,900  titles  on  134,100 
cards,  an  average  of  2.10  cards  per  title;  13,900  cards  have 
been  filed  in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same 
62,900  titles  on  107,700  cards,  an  average  of  1.71  cards  per 
title;  1,501  guides  and  4,256  cards  have  been  added  to  the 
subject  index,  which  now  contains  16,300  guides  and  16,400 
cards,  covering  33,700  titles,  an  average  of  0.49  cards  per  title. 
The  distribution  of  the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue  is  shown 
in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics.  The  topographical 
index  is  not  included  in  the  table  nor  in  the  figures  just  quoted. 
It  has  been  completed  to  date,  and  now  contains  28,600  cards, 
covering  the  62,900  titles,  an  average  of  0.44  per  title. 

Meetings.  The  Library  was  invited  to  be  represented  officially 
at  the  inauguration  of  the  President  and  the  dedication  of  the 
Sims  Library  at  Trinity  University,  Texas,  in  April;  it  sent 
formal  congratulations  and  a  set  of  its  publications  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  dedication  of  the  new  buildings  of  the  University  of 
Lemberg,  May  22  ;  it  was  represented  officially  by  the  Assistant 
Librarian  and  unofficially  by  five  members  of  the  staff  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Association  at 
Rockford,  April  19  to  21;  officially  by  the  Librarian  and 
unofficially  by  the  Assistant  Librarian  and  four  other  members 
of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library 
Association  at  Portland,  Ore.,  July  4  to  8;  and  unofficially  by 
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the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  York  Library 
Association  at  Lake  Placid,  September  25  to  28.  The  sample 
catalogue  illustrating  the  system  in  use  in  the  Library,  which 
was  presented  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  exhibition  at  St. 
Louis,  was  shown  again  as  part  of  the  Government  exhibit  at 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  Fair  at  Portland,  Ore. 

Staff.  As  has  been  already  stated,  the  resignations  and 
absences  have  been  exceptionally  numerous,  and  have  crippled 
the  service  seriously.  That  the  loss  of  efficiency  has  not  been 
greater  is  due  to  the  extra  efforts  of  the  staff,  of  which  recogni- 
tion here  seems  fitting.  The  Library  has  lost  by  resignation 
the  services  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Perley,  Classifier;  Miss  Eleanor  Roper, 
senior  assistant;  Misses  Mary  Emily  Mills,  Annie  Louise 
O'Neill,  Blanche  Seely,  Adah  Patton,  and  Mr.  Chas.  Witt, 
junior  assistants;  Misses  Bess  R.  Baldwin  and  Cara  F. 
Swenson,  temporary  junior  assistants;  Messrs.  F.  F.  Stephens, 
C.  B.  Harbaugh,  W.  G.  Reddingius,  A.  L.  Day  and  S.  S. 
Marks,  attendants;  Harold  Skrogstad,  page.  The  thanks  of 
the  Library  for  faithful  work  are  due  to  all,  but  mention  should 
be  made  especially  of  the  long  and  efficient  services  of  Misses 
Roper  and  Mills  and  of  Mr.  Witt.  Leave  of  absence  has  been 
granted  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Hawley,  Assistant  Cataloguer,  and 
to  Miss  Editha  C.  Phelps,  senior  assistant.  The  following 
appointments  have  been  made:  Mr.  J.  Christian  Bay,  Classifier; 
Miss  Jennie  A.  Hulce,  senior  assistant ;  Misses  Mabel  Hayward, 
Edna  Fairchild,  Selma  Nachman,  Sophie  Hyde,  Harriet  Holder- 
man,  Helen  A.  Bagley,  and  Mr.  Bruno  Wilke,  junior  assistants; 
Messrs.  Geo.  E.  Taylor,  Robert  R.  Williams,  and  Andrew  Bar- 
nickel,  attendants;  William  Haar,  John  A.  Krauth,  Albert  Beau- 
Jt)ien  and  Henry  Bahnsen,  pages.  The  services  of  Misses  Alpha 
L.  Owens,  Cornelia  C.  White,  and  Mrs.  May  Childs  as  tempo- 
rary junior  assistants  have  been  secured.

AN  ORDINANCE 
CONCERNING  THE  JOHN  CRERAK    LIBRARY, 


Passed  by  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  February  15,  1905. 
Accepted  by  The  John  Crerar  Library,  February  23,  1905. 

Whereas^  under  date  of  January  21st,  A.  D.  1904,  the  Di- 
rectors of  The  John  Crerar  Library  requested  of  the  South  Park 
Commissioners,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act,  entitled  **An 
Act  concerning  Free  PublicjLibraries  in  Public  Parks,"  approved 
May  14,  1903,  in  force  July  i,  1903,  permission  to  erect  and 
maintain,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  a  free 
Public  Library  Building  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  on  that  part  of 
Grant  Park  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  South  line  of  Madison 
Street  extended  East ;  on  the  East  by  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad;  on  the  South  by  the  North  line  of 
Monroe  Street  extended  East,  and  on  the  West  by  the  East 
line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  the  general  style  of  said  building  to 
be  classical  and  the  approximate  cost  thereof  to  be  One  Million 
Dollars;  and 

Whereas,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  the 
South  Park  Commissioners  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  South 
Park  District,  at  the  April  election,  1904,  the  question  of 
granting  such  permission,  and  the  proposition  so  submitted  to 
the  voters  of  said  district  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  over 
41,500  votes;  and 

Whereas,  The  John  Crerar  Library  has  requested  the  South 
Park  Commissioners  to  issue  permission  to  erect  and  maintain 
a  Free  Public  Library  on  said  site,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  said  Act  and  said  request;  therefore 
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Be  it  Ordained  by  the  South  Park  Commissioners: 

Section  i.  That  permission  and  authority  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  given  to  The  John  Crerar  Library  to  erect  and 
maintain  at  its  own  expense,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  an  Act  entitled,  **An  Act  concerning  Free  Pubh'c  Libraries 
in  Public  Parks,"  approved  May  14,  1903,  in  force  July  i, 
1903,  a  Free  Public  Library  Building  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  on 
that  part  of  Grant  Park  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  South 
line  of  Madison  Street  extended  East,  on  the  East  by  the  right 
of  way  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  on  the  South  by  the 
North  line  of  Monroe  Street  extended  East,  and  on  the  West  by 
the  East  line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  the  general  style  of  said 
building  to  be  classical  and  the  approximate  cost  thereof  to  be 
One  Million  Dollars. 

Section  2,  The  West  front  of  said  building  shall  be  on  a  line 
with  the  West  front  of  the  Art  Institute,  and  the  North  and 
South  walls  of  said  building  shall  be  as  nearly  as  practical  equi- 
distant from  the  South  line  of  Madison  Street  extended  East, 
and  the  North  line  of  Monroe  Street  extended  East,  respec- 
tively, leaving  an  open  space  of  not  less  than  Forty  (40)  feet  in 
width  between  the  North  line  of  said  building  and  the  South 
line  of  Madison  Street  extended  East,  and  a  like  space  between 
the  South  line  of  said  building  and  the  North  line  of  Monroe 
Street  extended  East,  and  the  East  wall  of  said  building  shall 
be  at  least  Twenty-five  (25)  feet  West  of  the  West  line  of  the 
right  of  way  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  leaving 
an  open  and  a  clear  space  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  ^25)  feet 
in  width  for  an  alley  or  roadway. 

Section  j.  All  necessary  additions,  extensions  or  improve- 
ments may  be  made  to  said  building  at  any  time  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Directors  of  said  Library;  Provided,  however,  that  no 
addition,  extension  or  improvement  shall  be  made  West  of  the 
present  West  line  of  the  Art  Institute,  or  nearer  than  Forty 
(40)  feet  to  the  South  line  of  Madison  Street  extended  East,  or 
nearer    than   Forty  (40)  feet  from  the  North  line  of  Monroe 
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Street  extended  East»  and  provided,  also,  that  an  alley  or 
roadway  running  North  and  South  through  said  premises 
hereinbefore  described  and  not  less  than  Twenty-five  (25)  feet 
in  width,  shall  be  left  next  to  and  adjoining  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad. 

Section  4..  Said  Library  shall  forever  be  maintained  as  a 
Free  Public  Library,  and  in  event  it  should  cease  to  be  so 
maintained,  all  rights  herein  and  hereunder  granted  shall  cease 
and  become  void  and  said  building  shall  be  and  become  the 
absolute  property  of  said  Commissioners,  but  so  long  as  said 
Library  shall  be  so  maintained  as  a  Free  Public  Library  the 
Directors  of  said  Library  shall  control,  direct  and  manage  the 
affairs  thereof  in  all  respects  the  same  as  though  said  building 
were  not  erected  in  or  upon  a  public  park.  Said  Librarys  hall 
be  open  to  the  public  absolutely  free  and  without  charge,  every 
week  day  of  the  year,  from  9  A.M.  to  10  P.M.,  and  in  case  the 
patronage  warrants,  upon  Sunday  also  at  reasonable  hours. 

Section  5.  No  other  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  built  upon 
the  premises  hereinbefore  described  or  upon  any  part  thereof. 
The  plant  for  heating  and  lighting  said  building  shall  be  operated 
so  as  not  to  cause  or  create  a  nuisance  by  the  escape  of  gases 
or  smoke,  and  to  this  end  said  Library  shall  install  the  best 
modern  appliances  for  the  consumption  of  smoke  and  gases 
generated  in  its  said  plant  and  use  anthracite  coal  exclusively  as 
a  fuel. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
as  soon  as  said  The  John  Crerar  Library  shall  file  its  formal 
acceptance  with  the  Secretary  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners, 
provided,  however,  if  said  acceptance  shall  not  be  filed  with 
said  Secretary  within  three  months  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  this  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 


MARSHALL    FIELD. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  January  eighteenth,  1906,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  met  for  their 
eleventh  Annual  Meeting.  An  event,  however,  had  occurred 
which  obliterated  thoughts  of  business  and  brought  into  their 
hearts  a  loss  which  will  not  be  forgotten  as  time  goes  on.  Two 
days  before,  Marshall  Field,  a  Director  of  this  Library,  had 
passed  away. 

In  respect  to  his  memory  no  business  was  transacted.  On 
motion  the  Chairman  appointed  a  Committee  of  three  to  draft 
an  appropriate  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  the  Board. 

At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the 
Committee  presented  the  following  for  action : 

In  the  death  of  Marshall  Field,  which  occurred  in  the  City 
of  New  York  on  January  sixteenth,  the  Directorate  of  The 
John  Crerar  Library  has  lost  a  valued  member.  After  naming 
the  late  Norman  Williams  and  Huntington  W.  Jackson,  who 
were  his  executors  and  trustees,  as  Directors  of  the  Library, 
Mr.  Crerar  placed  the  name  of  Mr.  Field  first  on  the  added  list 
of  friends  to  whom  he  entrusted  the  organization  and  control  of 
his  magnificent  gift.  From  the  first  Mr.  Field  has  held 
important  offices  on  the  Board.  Without  interruption  he  has 
been  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  The  present 
financial  strength  of  the  institution  bears  testimony  to  the 
wisdom  of  his  counsels.  From  1895  to  1899  he  was  Second 
Vice-President.  During  the  twelve  years*  history  of  the  Library 
his  concern  and  efficient  action  for  its  welfare  have  been  constant. 
In  its  early  planning,  in  the  organization  of  the  departments  of 
adniinistration,  in  the  designs  for  its  enlargement  by  securing  a 
permanent  location  on  Grant  Park,  and  in  the  plans  for  the 
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proposed  building  now  under  consideration;  in  all  these  his 
interest  was  manifested  and  his  counsels,  ever  of  recognized 
weight,  were  presented  with  unvarying  courtesy.  Its  enlarging 
scope  and  its  stable  foundation  were  to  him  sources  of  unalloyed 
satisfaction.  Thus  in  its  extending  and  beneficent  history  will 
The  John  Crerar  Library  honor  the  name  of  Marshall  Field. 

Your  Committee  could  scarcely  do  justice  to  the  duty 
entrusted  them  did  they  not  place  upon  record  their  estimate  of 
Mr.  Field  as  a  man  whose  character,  beyond  his  connection 
with  this  Library,  shed  a  lustre  upon  all  the  varied  and  extended 
activities  of  his  influential  life.  As  the  head  of  a  house  which, 
through  its  foundation  principles  of  integrity,  its  steady  growth, 
and  the  extent  of  its  operations,  has  elevated  the  standard  of 
business  enterprise  not  only  in  our  city,  but  throughout  our 
land;  as  the  founder  of  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
whose  influence  in  favor  of  scientific  research,  already  large,  is 
destined  through  Mr.  Field's  generous  bequest  to  extend  world- 
wide; as  a  benefactor  of  educational  institutions;  as  a  citizen, 
who,  while  always  declining  official  positions,  exerted  upon  the 
course  of  politics  a  conservative  and  beneficial  influence;  he  was 
a  man  whom  our  city  and  country  with  unprecedented  unanimity 
delight  to  honor.

REGULATIONS. 


The  Library  is  open  to  readers  every  day,  excepting  Sundays, 
from  9  A.  M.  to  lo  P.  M. 

Outer  garments,  umbrellas,  and  packages  may  be  checked  in 
the  Cloak  Room  without  charge,  and  must  be  so  checked  in  wet 
weather.  The  Library  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  un- 
checked articles  nor  for  any  articles  left  over  night. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  consulted  with- 
out formality,  but  after  use  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables,  instead  of 
being  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

Current  periodicals  may  be  consulted  within  the  periodical 
alcove;  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at  the  tables  in  the  Reading 
Room  by  presenting  to  the  Periodical  Clerk  a  serial  call-slip 
properly  filled  out. 

Books  not  shelved  in  the  reading  room  may  be  obtained  by 
presenting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  a  book  call  slip  properly  filled 
out.     These  books  are  to  be  returned  to  the  delivery  desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched 
for,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Rooms.  Application  for  this 
privilege  should  be  made  to  the  Reference  Librarian.  All  books 
used  under  this  provision  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the  Stack 
Rooms. 

Books  not  suitable  for  general  use  may  be  consulted  only 
upon  registration  and  statement  of  satisfactory  reasons;  and 
those  of  great  value  or  rarity  only  in  the  presence  of  an  attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  or  their 
mutilation  in  any  manner,  is  forbidden.  The  tracing  of  plans 
will  be  permitted  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover,  but  not  other- 
wise. The  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  application  at  the 
delivery  desk. 

The  officials  of  the  Library  are  authorized  to  exclude  anv 
person  of  unseemly  behavior  or  appearance,  and  any  one  wilfully 
violating  its  regulations. 


The  Reference  Librarian,  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Room, 
will  give  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  Library. 
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REPORT    OF   THE    PRESIDENT. 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled:  **An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  in  this  state,"  approved 
June  17,  1 89 1,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  twelfth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1906. 

The  vacancy  in  the  Board  caused  by  the  death  of  Marshall 
Field  was  filled  by  the  election,  on  April  19,  1906,  of  Mr. 
Chauncey  Keep.  This  choice  was  duly  approved  under  date  of 
May  8,  1906,  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Illinois,  so  that  the  Board  is  now  composed  of  the  following 
persons:  E.  W.  Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henrys  W. 
Bishop,  Albert  Keep,  John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J. 
Mitchell,  Leonard  A.  Busby,  Robert  Forsyth,  and  Chauncey 
Keep,  together  with  Edward  F.  Dunne,  Mayor  of  Chicago,  and 
Lawrence  E.  McGann,  Comptroller,  ex-officio  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Secretary,  Leonard 
A.  Busby;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian, 
Clement  W.   Andrews. 

Having  authorized  the  employment  of  a  consulting  archi- 
tect, to  conduct  the  competition  for  plans  for  the  Library, 
the  Directors  were  taking  active  steps  to  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  permanent  library  building  in  Grant  Park,  under 
the  ordinance  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  passed  Febru- 
ary 15,  1905,  when  they  were  formally  advised,  about  February 
1st,  by  Mr.  A.  Montgomery  Ward,  one  of  the  abutting  prop- 
erty owners  on  Michigan  Avenue,  that  he  would  oppose  the 
erection  of  the  library  building  in  Grant  Park.     On  April  24th, 
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the  situation  was  laid  before  the  South  Park  Commissioners, 
with  the  request  that  they  proceed  to  condemn  the  easement 
of  Mr.  Ward  and  any  other  objecting  abutting  property  owners 
on  Michigan  Avenue,  under  the  act  of  1903,  entitled  "An  Act 
concerning  free  public  libraries  in  public  parks."  The  Commis- 
sioners, however,  took  the  position  that  until  the  construction 
of  the  building  should  be  actually  interfered  with,  there  was  no 
necessity  for  instituting  condemnation  proceedings,  and  that  the 
Directors  should  proceed.  On  June  12th,  after  due  notice  in 
writing  to  Mr.  Ward,  a  survey  of  the  site  for  the  library  building 
was  made,  and  on  June  21st,  after  like  notice,  the  construction 
work  was  commenced.  Thereupon,  legal  proceedings  to  restrain 
further  work  were  instituted  by  Mr.  Ward  in  a  certain  suit,  for- 
merly pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County,  entitled 
"Ward  et  al.  vs.  City  of  Chicago  et  al.,  General  No.  129,568,** 
resulting  in  the  entry  of  an  order,  on  July  2d,  restraining  further 
prosecution  of  the  work.  Thereupon,  the  request  of  the  Library 
to  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  to  proceed  with  condemnation 
of  the  easement  in  question,  was  renewed,  and  the  subsequent 
delay  in  instituting  these  proceedings  has  been  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  South  Park  Commissioners  have  not  yet  closed  their 
negotiations  with  reference  to  the  erection  of  the  Field  Museum 
of  Natural  History  in  Grant  Park,  and  wish  to  establish  the 
rights  of  both  the  Library  and  Museum  by  suits  instituted  at 
the  same  time. 

A  part  of  the  needs  of  more  space  for  books  and  readers  has 
been  met  temporarily  by  leasing  and  fitting  up  the  rest  of  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  Marshall  Field  &  Co.  Building,  some  6,000 
square  feet. 

Partly  because  of  the  natural  relations  of  medicine  to  the 
scope  of  the  Library,  as  previously  determined,  and  partly 
because  of  the  desire  of  the  medical  profession  of  the  city  that 
the  books  should  be  in  a  more  central  location,  the  Directors 
acquired,  in  February,  the  Medical  Department  of  the  New- 
berry Library.  The  valuable  collection  presented  by  Dr. 
Nicholas  Senn  and  held  in  connection  with  that  department, 
was  transferred  at  the  same  time,  with  Dr.  Senn's  consent. 
Unfortunately,  these  collections  cannot  be  accommodated  in 
the  temporary  quarters   of   the    Library   and    must    therefore 
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remain  in  the  Newberry  Library  building  until  the  permanent 
building  is  completed. 

These  acquisitions  have  made  the  number  of  books  added 
during  the  year  the  largest  yet  recorded,  and,  together  with  the 
improved  facilities  at  the  main  library,  have  notably  increased 
the  usefulness  of  the  institution  to  the  public.  The  total  use 
has  been  nearly  310,000  volumes  and  periodicals;  and  it  has 
been  frequented  by  101,800  visitors,  an  average  of  321  a  day 
and  an  increase  of  9,600  over  1905.  The  Library  now  contains 
200,000  volumes  and  58,000  pamphlets,  and  receives  currently 
2,548  periodicals  and  5,170  other  serial  publications.  For 
further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,   also  appended,  presents  the 

statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1906, 

together   with    a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments  as 

required  by  law.

12  REPORT    OF    THE    TREASURER. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Building  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  surplus  for 
the  year,  $63,025.72,  less  the  sum  of  $335.89  added  to  the  Book 
Purchase  Reserve  (for  the  purchases  authorized  by  the  Board),  making 
a  total  to  the  credit  of  the  Building  Fund  of  $731,419.72. 

To  the  Book  Purchase  Reserve  there  was  also  added  in  June  the 
sum  of  $63,000  (later  designated  Medical  Library  Purchase  Sus- 
pense Account),  being  the  difference  between  $70,000,  the  purchase 
price  of  the  medical  collection  of  The  Newberry  Library,  and  the 
amount  of  $7,000  chargeable  to  the  year  1906.  The  total  of  this 
account  will  be  diminished  annually  by  $7,000,  to  be  adjusted  from 
the  Surplus. 

The  Book  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  invest- 
ment during  the  year,  less  depreciation,  and  now  stands  at  $3341756.23. 

The  accumulated  income  of  the  Huntington  W.  Jackson  Fund 
has  been  expended  for  books.

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To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen: — The  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences  and  the  fitting  up  of  additional  space  in  connection  with 
the  temporary  quarters  of  the  Library  have  not  only  increased  its 
collections  and  usefulness,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  President, 
but  also  have  materially  affected  its  internal  administration. 

Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  In  the  report  of  the  Con- 
ference Committee  made  to  and  adopted  by  the  Boards  of  the 
three  public  libraries  of  the  city  in  1896,  it  was  stated  that  the 
omission  of  medicine  from  the  scope  of  The  John  Crerar  Library 
and  its  inclusion  in  that  of  the  Newberry  Library  was  recognized 
as  anomalous  and  recommended  only  on  account  of  the  value  of 
the  collection  already  made  by  the  Newberry  Library.  The 
unnecessary  expense  and  other  inconveniences  resulting  from 
this  decision  have  been  felt  increasingly,  and,  in  addition,  the 
medical  profession  has  urged  strongly  the  desirability  of  a  more 
central  location  for  a  medical  library. 

Early  in  the  year  arrangements  which  had  been  under  discus- 
sion for  some  time  were  completed,  and  on  February  7th  the  Li- 
brary assumed  possession  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  New- 
berry Library.  The  transaction,  although  necessarily  recorded 
in  the  Treasurer's  report  and  in  the  table  of  library  statistics  as 
a  purchase,  is  more  properly  to  be  regarded  as  a  transfer  upon 
partial  reimbursement  of  cost.  Besides  transferring  all  cata- 
logues and  other  records,  the  Newberry  Library  further  agreed 
to  allow  the  use  of  the  two  rooms  in  which  the  Department  was 
housed,  rent  free,  until  the  completion  of  the  permanent  build- 
ing of  The  John  Crerar  Library.  As  the  services  of  Mr. 
Morenius,  who  had  had  charge  of  the  Department  for  several 
years,  were  continued,  the  change  could  hardly  have  been  noticed 
by  the  public  except  for  the  formal  announcements  posted  on 
the  doors. 
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With  the  main  collection  was  transferred,  with  the  consent  of 
the  donor,  the  valuable  Senn  Medical  Collection.  When  trans- 
ferred from  the  custody  of  the  Newberry  Library  this  was 
stated  to  consist  of  10,689  volumes  and  14,501  pamphlets. 
Besides  several  smaller  collections,  it  contains  the  notable  surgi- 
cal library  of  the  late  Dr.  Wilhelm  B.  Baum,  of  Gottingen,  and 
the  physiological  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Emil  A.  Du  Bois-Rey- 
mond,  of  Berlin.  Dr.  Senn  has  signified  his  intention  of  in- 
creasing this  materially,  and  his  desire  that  the  department  as  a 
whole  shall  be  inferior  to  none  in  the  country.  The  earnestness 
of  his  intention  is  shown  by  the  additions  which  he  has  made 
during  the  year. 

When  received  from  The  Newberry  Library  the  medical 
collection  proper  was  stated  to  contain  28,432  volumes  and 
15,907  pamphlets  accessioned,  979duplicate  volumes,  and 6, 188 
duplicate  pamphlets.  For  the  cost  of  these  and  of  their  records 
the  Newberry  Library  was  partially  reimbursed  to  the  sum  of 
$68,544.2  I,  and  this  amount  is  included  in  the  library  statistics  as 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  to  date.  Be- 
sides these,  some  3, 150  volumes  and  pamphlets  on  chemistry  and 
the  natural  sciences,  not  forming  part  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Newberry  Library,  were  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $l  ,45  5 .  79. 
These  purchases  are  also  included  in  the  statistics  for  the  year. 

As  a  whole,  the  new  department  ranks  well  among  the  med- 
ical libraries  of  the  country.  It  has  a  good  collection  of  medical 
periodicals  and  the  transactions  of  medical  societies,  and  through 
the  Senn  Collection  is  in  a  position  to  render  valuable  aid  to  the 
student  of  the  history  of  medical  subjects.  It  is,  however, 
deficient  in  the  newer  medical  literature  other  than  periodical. 
This  deficiency  should  be  made  up  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the 
important  and  interesting  work  of  bringing  its  catalogues  into 
conformity  with  those  of  the  main  library  should  also  be  taken 
up  soon,  in  order  that  it  may  be  completed  before  the  Depart- 
ment is  incorporated  in  the  main  library.  Unfortunately,  the 
resignations,  of  Mr.  Morenius,  to  return  to  Norway,  and  of  Dr. 
Jewett,  to  take  charge  of  the  Library  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska,  and  the  unwillingness  of  Dr.  Matthews  to  accept  a 
permanent  appointment  have  prevented  more  than  a  beginning 
on  the  work. 
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Rooms.  On  the  first  of  August  the  Library  was  put  in  pos- 
session of  the  rest  of  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Marshall  Field  &  Co. 
Building,  except  the  portion  reserved  for  elevators  and  stairs. 
The  additional  space  thus  acquired  was  nearly  6,000  square 
feet  and  the  total  on  the  two  floors  is  about  22,400.  The  floor 
space  occupied  by  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  in  the 
Newberry  Library  Building  is  about  4,500  square  feet. 

The  necessary  alterations  were  made  by  the  general  con- 
tractors, the  Warren  Construction  Co.  of  Chicago,  promptly 
and  satisfactorily,  but  the  failure  of  the  Library  Bureau  to  com- 
plete the  installation  of  its  stacks  until  long  after  its  limit  of 
time  prevented  the  Library  from  having  full  use  of  the  new 
space  until  the  middle  of  October.  The  most  important  results 
obtained  were  the  establishment  of  a  public  catalogue  room  in 
an  alcove  opening  out  of  the  Reading  Room  next  to  the  delivery 
desk,  the  addition  of  twenty  chairs  to  the  capacity  of  the  Read- 
ing Room,  additional  space  for  the  cataloguing  staff  and  for 
readers  in  the  stacks,  shelving  for  about  85,000  more  volumes, 
and  storage  room  for  duplicates  and  the  stock  of  printed  cards. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Reading  Room  was  repainted  and  the 
Cloak  Room  remodeled. 

Although  in  use  only  a  few  weeks,  the  gain  in  convenience 
from  these  changes  is  marked.  Especially  has  the  bringing  of 
the  Gerritsen  and  Ely  collections  to  the  main  library  resulted 
in  a  far  larger  use  of  these  books  and  pamphlets.  The  removal 
of  the  catalogues  from  the  Reading  Room  has  done  away  with 
the  disturbance  of  readers  occasioned  by  their  use,  without  at 
all  affecting  the  usefulness  or  accessibility  of  the  catalogues. 
Without  the  seats  thus  gained  it  would  not  have  been  possible 
to  accommodate  on  Saturday  afternoons  all  those  who  have 
used  the  Reading  Room. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  opportunity  to  study 
experimentally  certain  points  in  the  arrangement  of  the  stacks 
with  reference  to  the  plans  for  the  permanent  building.  Sam- 
ples of  seven  different  styles  of  stacks  have  been  installed,  which,, 
with  the  three  forms  of  the  Library  Bureau,  one  of  which  fur- 
nishes the  greater  part  of  the  space,  make  ten  styles  of  which 
actual  experience  will  have  been  had.  For  the  same  pur- 
pose the   width  of  the  aisles  between  the  stacks  has  been  varied 
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from  3  feet  to  2  feet  3  inches.  The  method  of  h'ghting  is  also 
more  or  less  an  experiment.  It  consists  of  a  row  of  lights 
in  the  center  of  each  aisle,  about  4  feet  6  inches  apart,  controlled 
by  a  switch  at  the  end  of  the  stack.  These  lights  are  to  be 
turned  off  except  when  some  one  wishes  to  enter  the  aisle. 
Only  the  main  corridors  will  be  lighted  continuously.  While 
it  is  not  desirable  to  form  opinions  prematurely  on  the  points 
mentioned,  it  may  be  said  that  experience  so  far  indicates  that 
this  method  is  more  convenient  and  also  more  economical 
than  those  in  use  in  the  older  stacks. 

Huntington  W.  Jackson  Collection.  In  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  Directors,  the  income  of  the  bequest  of  Huntington 
W.  Jackson  is  to  be  used  for  the  formation  of  a  collection  on 
constitutional  law  instead  of  international  law,  as  at  first  deter- 
mined. The  change  has  been  made  because  the  Law  School  of 
Northwestern  University  will  include  the  latter  subject  in  its 
Gary  Collection.  The  subject  is  one  of  interest  to  students  of 
political  and  economic  science  as  well  as  to  lawyers,  and  is 
not  adequately  treated  in  the  other  public  libraries  of  the  city. 

The  whole  collection  of  the  Library  on  the  subject  will  bear 
Col.  Jackson's  name,  and  those  books  actually  purchased  from 
the  income  of  the  fund  will  have  a  special  book-plate.  In  all 
other  respects  they  will  be  treated  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
Library.  Thus,  there  will  be  no  inconvenience  whatever  to 
readers,  while  fitting  acknowledgment  will  have  been  made  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Library  to  its  second  president  and  for 
the  first  addition  to  its  endowment. 

The  purchase  of  the  year  from  the  accumulated  income  of 
the  fund  was  a  small  but  valuable  collection  of  proceedings  of 
earlier  constitutional  conventions  of  the  Central  States.  Among 
them  was  a  copy  of  the  State  Register y  of  Springfield,  111.,  for 
June  to  September,  1847,  containing  the  debates  of  the  Consti- 
tutional Convention  of  that  year.  This  is  the  only  form  in 
which  they  were  published,  and  complete  files  are  of  great  rarity- 
The  total  number  of  books  in  the  collection  is  now  about  350. 

Routine.  Few  changes  in  routine  have  been  made.  The 
most  important  are  those  caused  by  the  establishment  of  the 
Department  of  Medical  Sciences,  and  unfortunately,  for  reasons 
already  stated,  these  have  not  been  fully  carried  out.     It  is 
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intended,  however,  to  make  the  department  an  integral  part  of 
the  Library,  using  its  present  records  and  catalogues,  but  recast- 
ing them  to  agree  with  those  adopted  for  the  main  Library. 
Already  something  has  been  accomplished  in  avoiding  unneces- 
sary duplication  and  in  completing  sets  of  periodical  publications 
by  mutual  transfers.  The  most  important  general  change  is 
also  due  in  part  to  this  acquisition.  It  and  the  Ely  and  Ger- 
ritsen  purchases  have  made  impossible  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
policy  of  binding  immediatelyall  pamphlet  material  of  any  per- 
manent value,  while  all  three  have  also  furnished  a  large  number 
of  reprints,  already  catalogued,  at  least  under  the  name  of  the 
author,  and  classified.  These  are  altogether  too  valuable  to  be 
discarded,  although  hitherto  the  Library  has  not  attempted  to 
collect  such  material.  A  modification  of  the  previous  practice 
has  seemed  desirable,  and  such  material  will  now  be  kept.  If 
from  works  in  the  Library,  or  intended  to  be  added,  they  will 
not  be  shelved  as  independent  books,  but  kept  in  pamphlet 
boxes  in  a  fully  classified  arrangement.  If  a  number  of  them, 
or  of  minor  pamphlets  not  reprints,  deal  with  so  special  a  topic, 
e.  g..  Street  railways  of  Chicago,  Railway  rate  legislation  in 
the  United  States,  that  no  further  logical  subdivision  is  probable, 
they  may  be  bound  in  a  volume  of  convenient  size  and  cata- 
logued in  one  entry  with  full  contents  note. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  101,839  and  ^^^  daily  average  321,  an  increase  of 
ten  per  cent  over  the  figures  for  1905,  which  were  92,244  and 
296  respectively.  Almost  all  of  this  increase  is  due,  however, 
to  the  inclusion  of  the  attendance  at  the  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences  from  February  7th.  Without  this  the  figures  would 
have  been  93,834  and  300,  an  increase  of  not  quite  two  per  cent. 
The  smallness  of  this  increase  is  undoubtedly  due,  in  large  part, 
to  accidental  causes,  such  as  the  disturbance  caused  by  making 
the  changes  in  the  Reading  Room  and  the  carelessness  of  the 
attendant  at  one  time  in  charge  of  the  record.  The  figures  for 
November  and  December  make  it  probable  that  a  further  in- 
crease in  the  attendance  will  occur,  but  it  is  also  probable  that, 
even  with  the  new  accommodations,  the  limit  of  usefulness  of  the 
rooms  will  be  reached  before  the  end  of  the  present  lease. 

The  inaccuracy  of  the  register  of   visitors  was  recognized  at

the  time  it  occurred,  but  it  would  also  have  been  shown  by  the 
otherwise  inexplicable  variations  in  the  monthly  records,  in  the 
ratio  of  day  to  evening  attendance,  and  in  the  ratio  of  calls  to 
visitors.  The  average  evening  attendance  at  the  main  library 
has  increased  thirteen,  from  58  to  71,  and  that  at  the  Department 
of  Medical  Sciences  has  been  7,  making  a  total  of  78.  The 
proportion  of  day  to  evening  is  practically  the  same  in  both.  As 
recorded,  the  average  day  attendance  at  the  main  library  has 
decreased  nine.  The  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  is  not 
open  when  the  Newberry  Library  is  closed,  namely,  on  New 
Year's  Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas  Eve  and  Day,  New  Year's  Eve,  and  the  first  two 
weeks  in  August.  Therefore,  the  figures  for  the  attendance  on 
the  five  most  generally  observed  holidays  are  not  affected  by  the 
establishment  of  this  department.  They  show  an  average  of 
120,  as  against  152  in  1905,  but  the  comparison  should  rather  be 
with  the  106  of  1903,  the  last  year  in  which  none  of  them  fell  on 
a  Sunday.  The  smallest  attendance  on  any  single  day  was  75, 
on  July  4th;  and  the  largest,  541,  on  March  17th.  The  figures 
for  1905  were  89  and  575  respectively. 

Use.  The  conditions,  and  consequently  the  records,  of  the 
use  of  books  and  periodicals  at  the  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences  in  some  points  are  so  different  from  those  at  the 
main  library  as  to  affect  materially  a  comparison  of  the  figures 
of  recorded  use.  At  the  main  library  record  is  made  of  the  calls 
for  books  from  the  stacks  and  for  current  periodicals  taken 
outside  the  periodical  alcove,  but  no  record  is  kept  of  the 
use  of  books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room,  of  those  read  in  the 
stacks,  or  of  current  periodicals  read  within  the  periodical 
alcove.  Two  series  of  careful  observations  have  agreed  in 
showing  that  the  unrecorded  use  is  almost  exactly  twice  the 
recorded  use.  At  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  the 
use  of  practically  all  books  is  recorded,  but  no  record  is  kept 
of  the  use  of  current  periodicals.  To  make  an  exact  record 
of  this  would  either  inconvenience  the  readers  or  cost  more 
than  it  would  be  worth,  but  it  may  be  feasible  to  determine 
sufficiently  closely  its  ratio  to  the  number  of  visitors.  Mean- 
while it  seems  best  to  ignore  this  factor,  considerable  as  it  is, 
and  add  the  total  recorded  use  at  the  Department  of  Medical 
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Sciences  to  three  times  that  at  the  main  library  in  order  to  obtain 
the  total  use  of  the  Library.  According  to  this  computation, 
it  has  been,  for  the  year  1906,  308,000  books  and  periodicals, 
as  against  250,000  in  1905,  an  increase  of  23  per  cent. 

Even  without  the  new  department,  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  calls  for  books  has  been  marked.  The  figures  for  the 
year  are  75,386,  or  a  daily  average  of  241,  as  against  27,386  and 
.  2 16  in  1905,  an  increase  of  12  percent.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
recorded  use  of  periodicals  shows  some  decrease  and  the  admis- 
sions to  the  stack  a  very  small  increase. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  bpoks  and  peri- 
odicals and  of  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  compari- 
son of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1905:

While  the  addition  of  the  new  department  deprives  the  per- 
centages of  significance  in  the  comparison,  it  will  be  seen  from 
the  figures  of  total  recorded  use  that  every  department  shows  a 
substantial  increase,  which  is,  indeed,  practically  proportionate. 
The  calls  for  books  on  each  special  subject  are  larger  in  every 
case  except  ten,  and  the  decrease  is  considerable  in  only  one, 
library  economy.  On  the  other  hand,  the  .  only  remarkable 
increases  are  of  one-half  in  philosophy  and  law.  Notwith- 
standing this  general  increase,  two  changes  occur  in  the  list  of 
leading  subjects.  Medicine  takes  first  place,  and  political 
economy  replaces  history  and  geography,  so  that  the  first  six 
are  as  follows:  medicine,  engineering,  physics,  trade  and  trans- 
portation, chemical  technology,  political  economy. 

Of  the  admissions  to  the  stack,  1292  have  been  by  registra- 
tion and  398  on  presentation  of   32    passes.     Two   additional 
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passes  have  been  granted,  making  84  nominally  in  force.  The 
extension  to  the  new  department  of  the  policy  of  the  Library 
in  regard  to  this  matter  has  been  considered,  but  is  not  recom- 
mended for  two  reasons:  because  it  is  contrary  to  the  policy 
of  the  Newberry  Library,  and  because  there  are  no 
facilities  for  the  convenient  use  of  books  in  the  stack.  The 
officials  in  charge,  however,  have  been  instructed  to  grant  the 
privilege  in  exceptional  cases. 

The  record  of  loans  for  use  outside  the  Library  has  been 
made  more  detailed.  It  shows  that  44  requests  for  such  loans 
from  individuals  were  granted  and  46  from  libraries.  Five 
requests  from  libraries  were  refused,  one  because  the  book  asked 
for  was  too  valuable  to  be  risked  in  transportation  and  the 
others  because  the  books  were  likely  or  certain  to  be  wanted. 
Only  two  cases  occurred  in  which  a  book  loaned  was  asked  for 
during  its  absence.  In  a  very  few  cases  reminders  were  sent 
that  the  book  had  not  been  returned  when  due,  but  almost  all 
were  returned  promptly  and  with  thanks  for  the  favor. 

In  one  respect  the  additional  space  has  affected  disadvanta- 
geously  the  service  of  the  Library.  The  longer  average  distance 
of  the  books  from  the  delivery  desk  necessarily  makes  longer 
the  average  time  required  to  fill  calls.  This  effect  has  been 
increased  by  the  many  errors  in  reshelving,  excusable  because  of 
inexperience  and  interruptions  in  the  work.  Even  with  these 
allowances  there  has  been  an  unexpectedly  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  calls  which  could  not  be  filled  by  the  attendants  and 
were  filled  by  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Room  only 
after  more  or  less  of  a  search.  It  is  hoped  that  the  completion 
of  the  inventory  and  a  diminution  of  the  arrears  of  routine 
work   may  permit  a  material  improvement  in  future. 

Considering  only  those  calls  filled  by  the  regular  attendants, 
the  time  has  been  calculated  from  those  for  the  month  of 
November.  The  average  was  2.51  minutes,  and  74  per  cent 
were  filled  within  three  minutes.  The  figures  for  1905  were  1. 71 
and  83  respectively.  While  the  increase  is  to  be  regretted  the 
service  can  hardly  be  considered  poor,  and  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  present  conditions  are  as  unfavorable  as  those 
of  the  permanent  building,  as  planned,  would  be  with  a  million 
volumes. 
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The  question  of  how  far  a  library  fails  to  meet  demands 
which  it  is  supposed  to  be  able  to  meet  is  rarely  treated  statisti- 
cally, and  yet  it  would  seem  that  such  a  presentation  might  be 
of  value,  either  as  a  proof  of  the  accidental  character  of  such 
failures,  or  as  a  warning  in  case  they  are  not  accidental,  and  in 
any  case  as  an  incentive  to  make  them  as  few  as  possible.  Be- 
ginning in  July,  therefore,  a  record  has  been  kept  of  the  number 
of  calls  for  books  supposed  to  be  in  the  Library  which  were  not 
filled,  and  the  reasons  for  the  failure.  The  record  is  as  follows: 
In  use  by  another  reader,  125  ;  at  bindery,  116;  misshelved,  84; 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation,  30;  stored  at  Newberry 
Library,  95  ;  temporarily  stored  during  alterations,  130;  total, 
580.  While  the  refusal  of  even  one  reader  is  to  be  regretted, 
except  for  the  fourth  reason,  it  is,  on  the  whole,  assuring  to  learn 
that  the  total  is  only  1.33  per  cent  of  the  calls  made.  More- 
over, the  last  two  causes  of  failure  were  temporary  and  have 
now  been  removed.  Their  injurious  effect,  however,  is  only 
partly  indicated  by  the  figures,  for  these  refer  only  to  calls  made 
for  particular  books  given  in  the  catalogue,  while  no  record  was 
made  of  the  many  times  that  a  reader  asking  for  information 
on  a  subject  had  to  be  sent  away  unsatisfied.  Even  so,  the  fact 
that  the  storage  of  a  fifth  of  the  library,  selected  as  least  likely 
to  be  called  for,  was  responsible  for  one-sixth  of  the  refusals 
for  all  reasons  is  a  strong  confirmation  of  the  undesirability  of 
storage. 

Publications.  In  May  the  Library  issued  its  Eleventh  An- 
nual Report^  a  pamphlet  of  57  pages,  of  which  the  usual  edition 
of  4,000  copies  was  printed  and  the  greater  part  distributed. 
Besides  the  usual  matter  it  contained  a  portrait  and  memorial 
of  the  late  Marshall  Field  and  the  Ordinance  Concerning  The 
John  Crerar  Library^  passed  by  the  South  Park  Commissioners, 
February  15,  1905,  and  accepted  by  The  John  Crerar  Library 
February  23,  1905. 

In  April  there  was  issued  the  second  edition  of  the  Supple- 
ment to  the  List  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  of  Chicago  and 
Evanston,  a  volume  of  220  pages.  This  edition  of  the  Supple- 
ment contains  the  holdings  of  nineteen  libraries,  and  is  larger  than 
the  original  list.  There  are  given  entries  for  some  8,460  serials 
and   1,310  references.      Of   these   entries   2,020  are  unaltered 
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from  the  first  edition  of  the  Supplement,  2,020  are  corrected 
entries  from  it,  1,270  are  corrected  entries  from  the  original  list, 
and  3,150  are  new.  The  original  list  still  contains  3,540  entries 
not  reprinted,  so  that  the  two  volumes  record  12,000  serials. 

Bound  and  issued  with  this,  and  also  printed  in  a  small 
separate  edition,  was  the  second  edition  of  A  Bibliography  of 
Union  Lists  of  Serials,  compiled  by  Mr.  A.  G.  S.  Josephson, 
the  Cataloguer  of  the  Library.  The  first  edition  of  this  bibliog- 
raphy was  published  in  1899,  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association,  and  contained  25  entries.  This  second 
edition  is  a  pamphlet  of  28  pages  and  contains  65  entries, 
arranged  geographically,  with  index  of  places  and  chronological 
table.

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Directors,  complete  sets  of 
the  publications  of  the  Library  were  bound  and  presented  to 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the  Mechanics-Mercantile 
Library  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Library  of  the  University  of 
Idaho,  to  replace  losses  by  earthquake  and  fire. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  the  List  of  Books  in  the 
Reading  Room  is  now  out  of  print,  and  the  second  edition  will 
be  issued  as  soon  as  possible.  Meanwhile,  material  for  the  List 
of  Histories  of  Science  is  accumulating  as  the  result  of  orders 
for  quite  a  number  of  important  works.  The  preparation  of 
a  handbook  of  the  Library  has  been  authorized,  and  will  be 
begun  at  once. 

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Columbian  Museum,  Library  of  Congress,    Northwestern   Uni- 
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versfty,  Princeton  University,  University  of  Chicago,  University, 
of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan,  and  of  a  selection  to  the 
American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  and  the  U.  S.  Geologi- 
cal Survey,  has  been  continued.  Large  orders  have  been  filled 
for  all  those  institutions  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  and  also 
for  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  (Oregon),  Minneapolis 
Public  Library,  University  of  Chicago,  University  of  Oklahoma, 
and  the  Wisconsin  Library'Commission.  The  Library  of  the 
U.  S.  Engineer  School  has  been  added  to  the  exchange  list  for 
a  selection.  In  all,  23,832  cards  have  been  sold  or  sent  in  ex- 
change, and  680  have  been  given  away.  From  the  Library  of 
Congress  there  have  been  received  in  exchange  52,084  cards, 
making  a  total  of  259,007  now  in  the  depository  catalogue. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  The  selection  of  titles  to  be  ordered 
has  been  kept  up  to  date,  but  the  ordering  itself  has  fallen  still 
farther  behind.  This  is  in  part  due  to  unusual  interruptions 
in  the  services  of  the  assistants  in  charge,  in  a  small  degree  to 
the  occurrence  of  three  notable  auction  sales  of  scientific  books, 
the  first  for  several  years,  but  largely  to  the  reduction  in  the 
appropriation  for  books,  which  forbade  an  earnest  attempt  to 
make  up  the  arrears.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  none  of  these 
reasons  will  prevent  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  situation 
in  1907. 

Notwithstanding  the  interruptions  mentioned  above,  the 
amount  of  work  accomplished  is  greater  than  for  several  years. 
The  number  of  orders  given  is  8,667.  Of  these,  358  failed  or 
were  canceled,  leaving  8,309  valid  orders,  covering  59,535  vol- 
umes and  pamphlets,  at  an  estimate  cost  of  $87,483.92.  Of 
outstanding  orders,  6,550  were  filled,  covering  40,808  volumes  at 
a  cost  of  $86,305.61.  There  are  left  outstanding  3,643  orders 
at  an  estimate  cost  of  $5,375.82 ;  of  these,  962  were  given  before 
January  i,  1906.  The  distribution  of  the  orders  of  the  year 
and  of  the  total  to  the  end  of  1906  is  shown  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  for  1906  have  been  54,684, 
of  which  13,876  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  40,808  obtained 
by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  and  about 
500  entered  from  the  Gerritsen  collection  are  included  in  these 
figures.      There  have  been  withdrawn  275  volumes,  leaving  the 
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net  accessions  for  the  year  54,469,  which,  with  the  142,971 
reported  for  1905,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of  197,440. 
To  these  should  be  added  the  30,CXX)  pamphlets  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medical  Sciences,  some  1,500  volumes  and  13,000 
pamphlets  not  yet  entered  from  the  Gerritsen  collection,  about 
4,000  pamphlets  from  the  Ely  collection,  a  collection  of  Canadian 
documents,  and  about  1 1,000  pamphlets  of  minor  importance, 
making  a  total,  exclusive  of  duplicates,  of  200,000  volumes  and 
58,000  pamphlets.  With  the  exceptions  just  named,  the  work 
of  the  Receiving  Room  is  up  to  date.  The  following  table  shows 
the  distribution  of  the  accessions  for^i9o6  and  of  the  totals  en- 
tered by  departments:

The  percentages  have  been  calculated  for  the  classified  books 
only.  They  have  been  altered  very  greatly  by  the  establish- 
ment of  the  new  department,  but  actually  the  growth  of  the 
Library,  apart  from  this  special  purchase,  has  been  quite  sym- 
metrical. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  for  use  in  the  periodical 
alcove  are  2,159,  ^^  which  364  are  received  as  gifts  and  1,795  by 
subscription  at  an  estimated  yearly  cost  of  $6,054.43.  To  these 
should  be  added  389  received  at  the  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences,  of  which  30  are  received  as  gifts  and  359  by 
subscription  at  an  estimated  yearly  cost  of  $1,248,78.  Their 
classification  is  shown  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Continuation  Record  reports 
714  titles  added  to  the  list  and  178  withdrawn,  leaving  5,170 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  About  2,000  were  obtained  by  sub- 
scription, at  a  cost  of  $^,235.91.  These  furnished  972  entries 
on  the  record  of  accessions.  The  other  continuations  were 
received  as  gifts  or  in  exchange,  and  furnished  681  entries- 
Some  idea  of  the  need  of  this  record  may  be  formed  from  the 
number  of  requests  and  notices  which  had  to  be  sent  in  order  to 
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prevent  losses.  For  the  gifts  no  fewer  than  425  first  and  48 
second  requests  were  sent,  and  five  were  reported  to  the 
Librarian  for  personal  letters.  Those  received  by  purchase 
required  almost  as  much  attention,  for  231  first  and  43  second 
notifications  were  sent,  and  24  were  reported  to  the  Librarian. 

The  regular  purchases  of  the  year  are  insignificant  in  com- 
parison with  that  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Newberry 
Library.  Still,  there  may  be  mentioned  a  collection  of  388 
volumes  and  pamphlets  on  Amsterdam,  formed  for  the  Library 
by  the  late  C.  V.  Gerritsen;  a  selection  of  pamphlets  on  Ameri- 
can economic  history  from  the  library  of  the  late  David  H. 
Mason;  a  collection  of  160  directories  of  1905  and  1906;  a  set  of 
all  topographical  maps  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey 
in  print ;  and  of  individual  works,  a  complete  set,  to  date,  of 
Grandidier's  Madagascar,  and  the  copy  of  the  State  Register y 
already  mentioned.  The  list  of  files  of  serials  completed 
includes:  Allge?neines  Garten-Magaziyi,  American  architect , 
Antiquarian  magazine ,  Archiv  der  naturwissenschaftlichen 
Landesdurchforschung  von  Bbhmen,  Archiv  der  Pharmazie, 
Archiv  fUr  Geschichte  des  Deutschen  Buchhandels,  Beitrage  zur 
Statistik  des  Herzogthums  Braunschweig^  Chemisch-tecnisches 
Repertorium,  Electricien,  Entomologische  Nachrichten,  Ingenieur, 
Inland  architect,  Moniteur  scientifique ,  Mimoires  de  la  Sociiti 
des  sciences  de  la  Creuse,  Naturhistorisk  tidsskrift,  Philadelphia 
photographer y  Railway  magazine.  Telegrapher. 

The  large  gifts  of  the  year  were  so  many  that  in  some  cases 
the  number  of  pieces  in  them  could  only  be  estimated.  Taking 
these  in  round  numbers,  there  were  received  9,130  volumes  and 
3,525  pamphlets  from  1,432  donors,  and  3,187  volumes  have 
been  entered  on  the  record  of  accessions.  The  figures  for  1905 
were  9,180  volumes  and  pamphlets,  1,156  donors,  and  2,497 
entries. 

Apart  from  the  Senn  Collection,  which  is  not  included  in  the 
above  figures  and  which  Would  add  10,689  volumes  and  14,501 
pamphlets  to  the  total,  the  most  notable  gifts  are  as  follows: 
No.  28  of  the  edition  of  100  copies  of  the  sumptuous  work  on 
Investigations  and  Studies  in  Jade,  presented  by  the  Estate  of 
the  late  Heber  R.  Bishop;  a  set  of  the  publications  of  the 
Swedish  Riksdag,  from  the  Government;  a  collection  of  early 
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agricultural  reports  and  papers  from  Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick; 
collections  of  state  documents  of  Kansas  from  the  Kansas  Histori- 
cal Society,  and  of  Nebraska  from  the  University  of  Nebraska; 
and  a  very  welcome  donation  of  37  volumes  of  United  States 
documents  to  fill  gaps  in  our  files,  from  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. At  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  have  been 
received  from  Dr.  Senn  for  the  Senn  Collection  236  volumes, 
645  pamphlets  and  5  manuscripts;  from  Dr.  Charles  Adams  123 
volumes  for  the  same  collection;  from  Drs.  J.  N.  and  W,  C. 
Danforth,  256  volumes;  from  Dr.  J.  W.  O'Neil,  1,350  numbers 
of  medical  journals;  from  Mr.  E.  E.  Ayer,  through  The  New- 
berry Library,  34  pamphlets  on  inedical  subjects  from  the 
Philippines;  and,  too  late  in  the  year  for  examination,  the 
library  of  the  Chicago  Medical  Society,  in  28  boxesJ 

Duplicates.  The  storage  room  now  available  has  given 
access  to  the  considerable  accumulation  of  duplicates.  An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  systematize  their  disposal  by  sale  or 
exchange.  The  arrangement  has  proved  especially  opportune, 
because  not  only  did  the  purchase  from  the  Newberry  Library 
include  many  duplicates,  especially  in  the  subjects  allied  to 
medicine,  but  also  the  San  Francisco  disaster  made  possible  the 
disposal,  with  mutual  advantage,  of  a  large  number  to  the 
Mechanics-Mercantile  Library  of  that  city. 

Some  900  volumes  have  been  sent  already  to  that  Library, 
and  bills  for  $965.73  rendered.  Another  large  consignment  is 
to  follow.  Besides  this  largest  sale,  others  bring  up  the  total 
to  1,240  pieces  for  $1,355.73.  I"  exchange,  consignments 
have  been  sent  to  the  Peabody  Institute,  University  of  Michi- 
gan, University  of  Nebraska,  and  University  of  Upsala,  a  total 
of  131  pieces,  valued  at  $101.60,  and  there  have  been  received 
from  the  same  institutions  a  total  of  298  pieces,  valued  at 
$242. 13. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Directors,  arrangements 
have  been  nearly  completed  for  the  shipment  of  a  large  number 
of  medical  duplicates  as  a  gift  to  the  Medical  Library  of  San 
Francisco.  It  should  be  added  that  no  charge  was  made  for 
any  book  asked  for  by  the  Mechanics- Mercantile  Library  which 
had  been  received  by  this  Library  as  a  gift. 

Inventory.     The  reshelving  of  the  books  during  and  after 
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the  alterations  in  the  stack  rooms  was  necessarily  the  work  of 
many  hands.  The  inevitable  misplacements  were  so  many  that 
a^  new  inventory  was  begun  as  soon  as  possible.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  it  had  covered  about  one-third  of  the  main  library,  so 
far  as  shelf-listed.  No  systematic  search  for  books  not  in  their 
places  has  been  made  as  yet,  but  32  serious  misplacements  have 
been  corrected.  Six  books  reported  missing  in  1905  have  beeu 
found,  one  of  them  having  been  missing  since  1899.  The 
monthly  inventories  of  the  books  in  the  Reading  Room  have 
detected  the  loss  of  eighteen  volumes  and  the  return  of  four 
reported  missing  in  1905,  making  the  net  loss  for  the  year  four- 
teen as  against  thirteen  in  ^905. 

Of  58  periodicals,  47  numbers  have  been  lost  and  42  mutila- 
tions detected;  all  but  seven  have  been  replaced.  The  annoy- 
ance and  loss  occasioned  by  these  offenses  are  serious,  but, 
except  in  individual  cases,  not  enough  so  to  justify  a  change 
in  the  policy  of  allowing  unrestricted  access.  It  may  be  found 
desirable  to  increase  the  number  of  periodicals  which,  because 
of  the  peculiar  temptations  they  offer,  are  loaned  only  upon 
written  calls.  No  losses  or  mutilations  have  occurred  during 
the  year  among  those  so  limited. 

Binding.  On  January  i,  1906,  there  were  at  the  bindery 
1,264  volumes,  and  8,462  were  sent  during  the  year;  48  were 
returned  as  incomplete,  and  8,561  bound;  leaving  1,142  at  the 
bindery  December  31,  1906.  Besides  these,  872  volumes  were 
bound  at  the  Newberry  Library,  making  a  total  of  9,433  vol- 
umes. The  cost  of  binding  was  $10,395.27,  an  average  of 
$1.10  per  volume.  This  is  a  decrease  of  thirteen  cents  per 
volume. from  the  average  of  last  year  and  would  indicate  that 
the  plan  of  the  Assistant  Librarian  for  a  somewhat  greater 
employment  of  cloth  bindings  has  been  successful  in  diminish- 
ing the  average  cost.  The  total  expense  is  considerably  below 
the  amount  estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  is 
not  due  to  an  overestimate  of  the  work  to  be  done,  but  rather 
to  inability  to  send  it  to  the  binder  on  account  of  the  delay  in 
occupying  the  additional  space,  and  of  the  postponement  of  the 
routine  work  at  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences. 

Catalogues.  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  the 
cataloguing  staff  is  the  largest  for  several  years,  and  more  assist- 
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ance  has  been  obtained  from  the  Library  of  Congress  than  ever 
before!  As  a  result  the  old  arrears  have  decreased  substantially, 
and  a  beginning  has  been  made  upon  the  Gerritsen  collection. 
All  volumes  added  to  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  by 
purchase  since  its  acquisition  have  been  catalogued  jn  regular 
routine.  It  is  planned  to  use  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  as 
much  as  possible  for  the  back  work  in  both  these  lines. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  during  the  year  5,146  new 
titles  have  been  prepared  for  print;  149  new  titles  typewrit- 
ten; 82  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print;  3,399  titles 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classified  for 
the  catalogues ;  484  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co-opera- 
tive analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by 
the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  has  been 
9,848,  an  increase  of  1,292  over  1905.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor- 
rection of  errors  were  19,  and  for  other  alterations  725.  Cards 
for  5,152  new  titles  and  781  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  163  new  titles  and  449  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  53,226;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
52,624;  of  electrotypes,  36,298. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  7,765,  and  reports  were  received 
on  6,787,  leaving  978  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  1,773 
titles  on  hand  January  i,  1906;  4,141  were  received  during  the 
year  and  6  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with- 
drawn; cards  for  3,399  were  used,  and  for  366  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  2,155  ^^  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  17  titles  had  been  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress in  correction  of  errors  without  charge,  128  showed  such 
differences  in  cataloguing  that  they  could  not  be  used,  for  178  the 
books  could  not  be  obtained,  and  20  were  duplicates.  The  total 
loss  is  not  likely  to  exceed  six  per  cent.  Of  the  4,141  titles 
received,  651  were  analytical  titles  from  168  serial  publications. 

The  work  of  the  Library  in  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
serials  has  been  brought  up  to  date.  It  has  supplied  484  titles 
and  has  received  cards  for  2,944  at  a  net  cost  of  $56.45.  Of  the 
2,944  titles,  481  have  been  filed  in  the  public  card  catalogues, 
one  copy   of   1,702  in  the  official  catalogue,  73  have  been  sold. 
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The  transfer  of  the  classification  records  of  the  earlier  titles 
to  the  present  form  in  the  official  catalogue  has  been  continued. 
About  one-quarter  of  the  work  has  been  done. 

The  topographical  index  has  been  incorporated  in  the  public 
classed  catalogue.  Its  30,400  cards  and  the  25,500  filed  in 
regular  routine  make  an  addition  of  55,990  cards  to  this  cata- 
logue, which  now  contains  some  72,000  titles  on  190,000  cards, 
an  average  of  2.63  cards  per  title;  13,400  cards  have  been  filed 
in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  72,000 
titles  on  121,400  cards,  an  average  of  1.69  cards  per  title ;  1,060 
guides  and  4,471  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  17,400  guides  and  20,900  cards  covering 
42,800  titles,  an  average  of  0.49  cards  per  title.  The  distribu- 
tion of  the  entries  in  the  classed  catalogue  is  shown  in  the 
second  table  of  library  statistics.  Advantage  has  been  taken  of 
the  analytical  cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress  for  government 
publications,  both  federal  and  state,  to  form  an  index  which 
is  intended  to  refer  special  students  to  valuable  sources  of  infor- 
mation without  overloading  the  main  catalogue.  There  are  at 
present  6,583  cards  filed  in  this  index. 

Of  the  72,000  titles  in  the  public  catalogues  about  52,000 
are  on  cards  printed  by  the  library,  about  13,000  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards,  and  about  7,000  on  A.  L.  A.  co-operative 
cards. 

Meetings.  The  Library  was  represented  officially  by  the 
Librarian,  and  unofficially  by  three  other  members  of  the  staff 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  at 
Narragansett  Pier,  R.  I.,  June  29  to  July  6;  and  unofficially  by 
the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  York  Library 
Association  at  Twilight  Park,  September  29  and  30. 

Staff.  The  Library  has  lost  by  resignation  the  services 
of  Mr.  Harold  L.  Leupp,  Assistant  Reference  Librarian; 
Mr.  Magnus  Morenius  and  Dr.  Walter  K.  Jewett,  senior 
assistants;  Dr.  Frank  L.  Griffin,  junior  assistant;  Messrs. 
Douglas  Calhoun,  Paul  Van  Cleef,  Michael  R.  Bauer,  and 
Andrew  Barnickel,  attendants;  George  H.  Jones,  assistant 
janitor. 

Leave  of  absence  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  A.  G.  S.  Joseph- 
son,  cataloguer;  Misses  Editha  C.   Phelps    and  Charlotte   H. 
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Foye,  senior  assistants;  and  Misses  Ellen  G.  Smith  and  Alpha 
L.  Owens,  junior  assistants.

The  Library  is  open  to  readers  every  day,  excepting  Sundays, 
from  9  A.  M.  to  lo  p.  m. 

Outer  garments,  umbrellas,  and  packages  may  be  checked  in  the 
Cloak  Room  without  charge,  and  must  be  so  checked  in  wet 
weather.  The  Library  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  unchecked 
articles  nor  for  any  articles  left  over  night. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  consulted  without 
formality,  but  after  use  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables,  instead  of  being 
replaced   on    the   shelves. 

Current  periodicals  may  be  consulted  within  the  periodical 
alcove;  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at  the  tables  in  the  Reading 
Room  by  presenting  to  the  Periodical  Clerk  a  serial  call-slip 
properly  filled  out. 

Hooks  not  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  may  be  obtained  by 
presenting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  a  book  call-slip  properly  filled 
out.     These   books   are    to   be    returned    to    the  delivery  desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched 
for,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Rooms.  Application  for  this 
privilege  should  be  made  to  the  Reference  Librarian.  All  books 
used  under  this  provision  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the 
Stack   Rooms. 

Books  not  suitable  for  general  use  may  be  consulted  only  upon 
registration  and  statement  of  satisfactory  reasons;  and  those  of 
great    value    or    rarity    only    in    the    presence    of   an    attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  or 
their  mutilation  in  any  manner,  is  forbidden.  The  tracing  of 
plans  will  be  permiiled  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover,  but  not 
otherwise.  The  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  application  at  the 
deliverv    desk. 

The  otririals  of  the  Librarv  are  authorized  to  exclude  anv 
person  of  unseemly  behavior  or  appearance,  and  any  one  wilfully 
violatini'    its    retrulations.

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REPORT   OF   THE    PRESIDENT 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled:  **An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  in  this  state/'  approved 
June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  thirteenth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1907. 

The  Board  has  lost  by  the  death  of  Albert  Keep,  on  May  11, 
1907,  another  of  the  original  members  named  by  Mr.  Crerar.  Mr. 
Keep  gave  faithful  and  efficient  service  to  the  Library  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Finance  from  the  beginning.  The 
vacancy  has  not  yet  been  filled,  so  that  the  Board  is  now  com- 
posed of  the  following  persons:  E.  W.  Blatchford,  Robert  T. 
Lincoln,  Henry  W.  Bishop,  John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson, 
Peter  Stenger  Grosscup,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones, 
John  J.  Mitchell,  Leonard  A.  Busby,  Robert  Forsyth,  and 
Chauncey  Keep,  together  with  Fred  A.  Busse,  Mayor  of 
Chicago,  and  Walter  H.  Wilson,  Comptroller,  ex-officio 
members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Secretary,  Leonard 
A.  Busby;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian, 
Clement  W.   Andrews. 

Further  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  permanent  building 
have  been  delayed  by  the  litigation  now  pending  in  the  Superior 
Court  between  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  the  Field  Museum 
of  Natural  History,  and  Mr.  A.  Montgomery  Ward,  by  which  the 
Commissioners  hope  to  establish  their  right  to  erect  park  build- 
ings on  Grant  Park.  Meanwhile  the  Board  has  made  arrange- 
ments  with   the    Marshall    Field  &  Co.   Building  which  permit 
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a  more  complete  utilization  of  the  space  now  occupied  by  the 
Library.  This  has  made  possible  the  accommodation  of  the 
medical  collection  acquired  in  1906  from  the  Newberry  Library, 
and  the  transfer  was  made  in  August  and  September.  The 
expense  and  trpuble  have  been  fully  justified,  for  the  use  of  the 
collection  has  more  than  doubled. 

The  pleasure  felt  by  the  Board  in  this  result  is  clouded  by 
the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  Nicholas  Senn,  who  felt  a  deep  interest 
in  the  department,  which  contains  the  valuable  collection  made 
by  him.  The  special  reading  room  for  the  medical  sciences  has 
been  named  the  Senn  Room,  in  recognition  of  his  gift  and  of  his 
interest  in  the  Library. 

The  acquisitions  for  the  year  are  above  the  average,  and, 
together  with  the  transfer  mentioned,  have  notably  increased 
the  usefulness  of  the  institution.  The  total  use  has  been 
nearly  330,000  volumes  and  periodicals;  and  it  has  been 
frequented  by  109,700  visitors,  an  average  of  351  a  day  and 
an  increase  of  7,800  over  1906.  The  Library  now  contains 
215,000  volumes  and  60,000  pamphlets,  and  receives  currently 
2,725  periodicals  and  5,844  other  serial  publications.  For 
further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 

statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1907, 

together   with    a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments  as 

required  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen:  —  The  transfer  of  the  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences  from  the  Newberry  Library  Building  to  the  main 
Library  and  its  incorporation  with  the  latter  have  not  only 
increased  the  demands  upon  the  staff  because  of  the  increased 
use  of  the  collection,  but  have  also  materially  affected  the  inter- 
nal administration  of  the  Library.  Moreover,  the  delays  in 
completing  the  work  of  fitting  up  the  space  devoted  to  the  de- 
partment proved  serious  drawbacks  to  the  regular  work-  The 
doubling  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Department,  however,  is  ample 
recompense  for  these  inconveniences. 

The  year  is  further  marked  by  the  passing  of  another  mile- 
stone, for  in  February  the  200,oooth  volume  was  entered  in 
the  records. 

Rooms.  The  alterations  in  the  temporary  quarters  of  the 
library  made  to  accommodate  the  Department  of  Medical  Sci- 
ences required  a  much  longer  time  and  were  otherwise  more 
disturbing  than  had  been  anticipated.  While  the  Senn  Room 
was  opened  on  the  day  set,  August  19th,  it  was  not  completely 
furnished  for  several  weeks  after;  and  while  the  moving  of  the 
books  was  begun  at  the  time  set  by  the  architects,  so  little  of 
the  equipment  was  ready  to  receive  them  that  the  resulting 
inconvenience  was  almost  intolerable. 

The  alterations  once  made,  however,  have  served  their  pur- 
pose even  better  than  could  have  been  expected  and  show  how 
the  Library,  by  comparatively  slight  additions  and  modifications, 
can  be  housed  comfortably  for  several  years  to  come.  The  prin- 
cipal changes  were  authorized  by  the  Board  at  their  April  meet- 
ing and  consisted  in  the  insertion  of  a  mezzanine  floor  over  a 
portion  of  the  fifth  floor  and  the  establishment  of  a  special  read- 
ing room  for  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  on  the  sixth 
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floor,  accessible  through  the  main  reading  room.  The  mezza- 
nine floor  is  of  steel  and  glass,  not  attached  to  the  columns  of 
the  building  but  resting  on  brackets  bolted  to  the  columns.  It 
carries  a  stack  of  the  usual  height  and  capacity.  Most  of  the 
additional  stack  is  of  the  same  style  as  that  previously  used  but 
an  important  economy  has  been  secured  by  the  use,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Newberry  Library,  of  much  of  the  stack  from 
the  former  quarters  of  the  Department.  About  2,600  square 
feet  of  the  floor  have  been  put  in  and  this  area  can  be  increased 
to  about  10,000  square  feet. 

The  new  reading  room,  to  be  known  as  the  Senn  Room,  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Senn,  contains  eight  reading  tables  with  seats  for 
forty  readers,  about  45  feet  of  wall  cases,  96  feet  of  double 
stack,  and  the  necessary  accommodations  for  those  in  charge. 
It  is  fitted  in  dark  oak  and  painted  to  harmonize  with  the  main 
reading  room. 

In  connection  with  these  changes  a  considerable  shift  of  the 
old  stacks  was  made,  allowing  the  insertion  of  quite  a  number 
of  additional  sections  and  at  the  same  time  concentrating  the 
routine  work  of  the  Library.  A  minor  change  in  the  method  of 
lighting  the  new  stacks  has  proved  a  distinct  improvement. 

Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  As  has  already  been 
stated,  the  transfer  of  the  Department  and  its  incorporation  in 
the  main  Library  have  greatly  affected  its  development  and  its 
routine.  Independently  of  this  consolidation,  however,  the 
appointment  as  Medical  Reference  Librarian  of  Dr.  Alfred  C. 
Girard,  Brigadier-General  U.  S.  A.,  retired,  has  had  a  most  im- 
portant effect.  He  has  brought  to  the  work  expert  medical  and 
bibliographical  knowledge,  and  within  a  short  time  has  increased 
largely  the  usefulness  of  the  Department  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion. A  working  collection,  containing  already  over  1,000  vol- 
umes, of  the  newer  reference  and  text  books  has  been  formed 
and  made  available  to  readers  without  formality.  The  list  of 
periodicals  subscribed  for  has  been  enlarged.  The  books  in  the 
Senn  Collection,  hitherto  arranged  in  a  most  haphazard  fashion, 
are  being  temporarily  classified  and  made  available.  This  work 
will  be  extended  next  to  the  pamphlets  and  will  serve  as  a  basis 
for  the  complete  cataloguing,  which  should  be  undertaken  as  soon 
as  possible.     Moreover,  the  development  of  the  Department  by 
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regular  purchases  of  the  new  books  should  now  receive  the  same 
attention  as  that  of  the  older  departments  of  the  Library. 

The  new  quarters  have  given  satisfactory  service.  The 
amount  of  space  for  each  reader  is  not  so  large  as  in  the  main 
reading  room  but  there  is  less  occasion  for  passing  behind 
readers,  so  that  the  discomfort  is  less  than  it  would  be  with  a 
different  arrangement  of  the  tables  and  wall  cases. 

With  minor  exceptions,  the  routine  of  the  Department  has 
been  brought  into  agreement  with  that  of  the  main  Library. 
The  use  of  books  in  the  Senn  Room  is  without  formality,  as  is 
also  that  of  the  current  periodicals;  the  other  books  are  drawn 
through  the  Delivery  Desk;  persons  engaged  in  special  research 
are  admitted  to  the  stacks;  cither  the  methods  of  routine  work, 
such  as  accessioning  and  cataloguing,  have  been  made  identical 
with  those  of  the  main  Library,  or  the  work  itself  has  been 
taken  over.  Before  the  removal  some  11,000  volumes  of  bound 
periodicals  were  classified,  shelf-listed,  and  shelf-marked  accord- 
ing to  the  Decimal  Classification,  and  this  work  will  be  continued 
as  fast  as  possible.  Meanwhile  the  books  have  been  placed  on 
the  stacks  in  a  parallel  arrangement  with  the  Decimal  Classifica- 
tion below  and  the  Newberry  Classification  above,  the  order  of 
the  general  subjects  of  the  latter  being  altered  to  bring  them 
over  the  corresponding  divisions  of  the  former.  This  has  the 
double  advantage  of  accommodating  readers  who  have  access  to 
the  shelves  and  of  diminishing  the  amount  of  shifting  required 
as  books  are  reclassified. 

The  record  of  attendance  in  the  Senn  Room  for  November 
shows  more  than  twice  as  many  readers  as  in  the  old  rooms  for 
the  same  month  in  1906.  As  important,  however,  is  the  fact 
that  the  increase  is  proportionally  greater  in  the  use  of  books 
than  in  the  use  of  current  periodicals,  though  the  change  in  re- 
cording the  use  of  books  prevents  its  measurement.  It  is  rea- 
sonable to  suppose  that  this  use  will  continue  to  increase,  but 
even  now  it  is  enough  to  demand  increased  attendance  and  a 
better  method  of  communication  between  desks  and  stacks. 

Senn  Collection.  This  collection  was  removed  with  the  rest 
of  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  The  books  have  been 
placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  Senn  Room,  and  the  pamphlets 
given  a  separate  tier  in  the  collection  of  pamphlets.     As  has 
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been  stated  the  books  are  being  classified  and  made  available  to 
readers.  To  make  the  collection  of  the  greatest  use,  however, 
much  more  should  be  done  to  it  than  is  possible  with  the  present 
staff.  The  pamphlets  should  be  classified  and  should  have  at 
least  author  entry  in  the  ofHcial  catalogue.  The  books  and  im- 
portant pamphlets  should  be  regularly  treated  for  the  public 
catalogues.  The  recent  acquisitions  should  be  accessioned  and 
catalogued.  Considerable  binding  and  some  rebinding  should  be 
done. 

The  recent  death  of  Dr.  Senn  makes  it  even  more  desirable 
that  this  collection,  which  will  form  a  permanent  memorial  of  his 
life,  services,  and  love  of  learning,  should  be  put  into  the  best 
condition  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  pleasant  to  report  that  the 
plans  for  its  improvement  proposed  by  the  Librarian  and  the 
Medical  Reference  Librarian  had  his  cordial  approval,  expressed 
in  writing  only  a  short  time  before  his  death.  The  plans  propose 
to  substitute  for  such  material  as  is  not  germane  to  the  subject 
of  medicine  an  equivalent  value  from  the  Newberry  collection, 
giving  first  place  to  surgery  and  medical  botany,  two  subjects  in 
which  the  collection  is  now  very  strong.  Dr.  Senn's  continued 
interest  in  the  collection  was  well  illustrated  by  the  notable 
addition  he  made  during  the  year.  He  purchased  from  the 
bookseller  E.  Geibel,  of  Hanover,  everything  in  his  stock  of 
medical  works  which  was  not  already  in  the  John  Crerar  Library. 
The  total  purchase  amounted  to  894  items,  many  of  which  are 
out  of  print  and  scarce.  The  shipment  was  not  received  until 
late  in  the  year  and  has  not  been  accessioned  so  that  no  report 
can  be  made  as  yet  of  the  actual  number  of  volumes  and 
pamphlets  or  of  the  total  contents  of  the  Senn  Collection.  When 
these  acquisitions  shall  have  been  entered,  and  the  plans  men- 
tioned carried  out,  a  great  gain  both  in  size  and  usefulness  will 
be  apparent. 

In  this  connection  it  maybe  added  that  the  Senn  Club  has 
deposited  with  the  Library  a  life-size  bust  of  Dr.  Senn.  This 
has  been  placed  iu  the  Senn  Room  to  await  the  decision  of  the 
Club  as  to  its  final  disposition. 

Routine.  Perhaps  the  most  important  change  in  routine  has 
been  the  adoption  of  a  more  flexible  schedule  of  hours  for  the 
day  staff.     A  total  of  42  hours  a  week  is  now  required,  except- 
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ing  holidays  and  the  summer  vacation.  Those  who  are  not  en- 
gaged in  the  immediate  service  of  the  readers  may  vary  their 
hours  from  month  to  month,  within  certain  limits.  This  priv- 
lege,  together  with  the  actual  lessening  of  the  total  time  re- 
quired, has  made  the  conditions  of  service  less  irksome  with- 
out seriously  affecting  its  efficiency. 

Several  changes  have  been  caused  by  the  incorporation  of  the 
Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  The  main  library  contained  a 
considerable  number  of  works  on  human  physiology  and 
anatomy,  hygiene  and  public  health,  materia  medica,  and  veter- 
inary science,  all  of  which  are  classed  both  by  the  Decimal 
Classification  and  the  Newberry  Classification  among  the  medi- 
cal sciences,  and  on  which  there  are  many  volumes  in  the  New- 
berry Collection  and  the  Senn  Collection.  One  important  gjain  re- 
sulting from  the  consolidation  is  the  elimination  of  past  and  the 
avoidance  of  future  duplication  in  these  subjects.  The  books 
and  pamphlets  in  the  main  library  have  been  added  to  the  De- 
partment of  Medical  Sciences  and  the  table  of  library  statistics 
altered  to  correspond. 

Another  change,  due  largely  to  the  consolidation,  is  in  the 
shelving  of  the  boxes  of  unbound  pamphlets.  Hitherto  these 
have  been  kept  on  the  regular  shelves  as  near  as  possible  to 
their  place  in  the  classification.  While  this  method  appears 
theoretically  the  best,  practically  it  has  many  inconveniences, 
and  the  experiment  of  segregation  has  been  tried.  All  pamphlet 
material  is  now  arranged  on  three  tiers  of  the  mezzanine  stack. 
It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  decide  the  question  finally,  but  so  far 
the  results  are  quite  satisfactory.  The  recent  decision  to  keep 
all  reprints  as  unbound  pamphlets  makes  the  problem  of  their 
treatment  an  important  one. 

The  question  of  incomplete  serials  is  one  which  troubles 
libraries  not  a  little.  It  is  impossible  to  avoid  an  occasional  gap 
in  the  more  important  serials,  and  impracticable  to  avoid  more 
frequent  gaps  in  the  less  valuable.  The  use  of  printed 
catalogue  cards  complicates  the  matter.  It  does  not  seem  worth 
while  to  reprint  the  title  for  every  gap  occurring  in  serials  of 
minor  importance,  and  so  it  has  been  decided  to  make  a  manu- 
script entry  on  the  main  author  cards  in  the  public  and  the 
official  catalogues,   and  to  stamp  all  other  cards  used  with  the 
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words:  "Continuation  irregular;  for  full  statement  see  main 
author  card."  For  sets  in  which  many  volumes  are  incomplete 
or  missing,  the  printed  card  will  contain  a  general  statement  of 
the  fact  without  giving  details. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  109,677  and  the  daily  average  351,  an  increase  of 
nine  per  cent  over  the  figures  for  1906,  which  were  101,839  and 
321  respectively.  The  increase  in  attendance  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medical  Sciences,  already  mentioned,  is  not  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  this  increase  for  the  reason  that  it  did  not  occur 
until  late  in  the  year,  and  that  for  about  the  same  length  of  time 
the  disturbance  caused  by  the  alterations  and  the  transfer  itself 
kept  the  attendance  at  least  an  equal  amount  below  the  normal. 
Therefore  the  figures  noted  above  are  a  fair  measure  of  the  in- 
crease of  usefulness  of  the  Library  as  a  whole. 

The  evening  attendance  has  increased  from  71  to  74.  Here 
also  the  influence  of  the  transfer  is  not  noticeable,  since  the 
evening  attendance  in  the  Senn  Room  is  hardly  larger  than  at 
the  Newberry,  and  is  indeed  so  small  as  to  suggest  a  rearrange- 
ment of  the  supervising  force. 

A  similarly  small  attendance  in  the  Senn  Room  has  been 
noted  on  the  three  holidays  on  which  it  has  been  opened,  while 
the  average  attendance  for  the  whole  Library  on  the  five  general 
holidays  has  risen  from  120  to  130. 

The  smallest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  105  on  July  4th 
and  the  largest  629  on  December  7th.  The  increase  over  the 
figures  for  1906,  which  were  75  and  541  respectively,  is  remark- 
able, but  still  more  remarkable  is  the  attendance  of  $  10  recorded  . 
on  a  Friday  in  November  and  of  547  on  a  Monday  in  December. 
Hitherto  the  attendance  on  Saturdays  has  been  invariably  much 
larger  than  for  the  other  days  of  the  same  week. 

In  honor  of  the  meetings  of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science  and  the  Bibliographical  Society  of 
America,  a  small  exhibit  of  the  chief  rarities  of  the  Library, 
including  the  sixteen  incunabula  of  the  Senn  Collection,  was 
prepared.  This  was  shown  in  the  Directors'  Room,  from 
December  30,  1907,  to  January  4,  1908,  inclusive,  and  proved 
to  be  quite  an  attraction.     The  total  attendance  was  227.    Vis- 
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itors  to  it  were  not  recorded  in  the  attendance  at  the  Library 
unless  they  entered  the  Reading  Room. 

Use.  The  difference  in  the  methods  of  recording  the  use  of 
books  and  periodicals  at  the  main  library  and  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medical  Sciences  is  responsible  for  a  decrease  in  the 
recorded  use  of  books  in  the  face  of  the  increase  in  readers.  As 
stated  in  the  report  for  1906,  at  the  main  library  the  calls 
for  books  from  the  stacks  are  recorded,  though  not  the  number 
of  volumes;  but  no  record  is  kept  of  the  use  of  books  in  the  Read- 
ing Room  or  of  those  read  in  the  stacks.  At  the  Department 
of  Medical  Sciences,  until  its  removal,  the  use  of  practically 
every  volume  read  was  recorded.  Since  the  removal  the  rules 
of  the  main  library  have  applied,  and  no  record  has  been  kept  of 
the  use  of  books  in  the  Senn  Room,  or  of  those  used  in  the  stacks. 
As  the  Senn  Room  contains  practically  all  the  new  medical 
books,  except  serials,  and  as  no  record  is  kept  of  the  very  large 
use  of  current  medical  periodicals,  it  is  evident  that  proportion 
of  unrecorded  to  recorded  use  has  been  increased  by  the  trans- 
fer. Using,  however,  the  same  factor  as  in  previous  years  and 
applying  it  as  for  1906,  the  total  use  of  the  Library  for  1907 
may  be  set  at  328,000  books  and  periodicals,  as  against  308,000 
in  1906,  a  gain  of  seven  per  cent. 

Although  a  considerable  number  of  periodicals  have  been 
removed  from  the  Periodical  Alcove  to  the  Senn  Room,  the 
recorded  use  of  periodicals  shows  an  increase  of  19  per  cent, 
and  the  admissions  to  the  stacks  one  of  1 5  per  cent. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  peri- 
odicals and  of  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  compari- 
son of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1906:

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The  decrease  in  the  Medical  Sciences  has  been  explained ; 
the  small  increase  in  the  Applied  Sciences  is  due  to  the  transfer 
of  hygiene  to  the  Medical  Sciences.  The  calls  for  books  on 
each  special  subject  are  larger  in  every  case  but  eleven,  and  the 
decrease  is  significant  in  only  one,  being  one-fifth  in  history  and 
geography.  On  the  other  hand,  the  only  remarkable  increases 
are  paleontology,  nearly  double;  library  economy,  one-half; 
mathematics  and  education,  one-third.  The  first  two  simply 
regain  ground  lost  in  previous  years;  the  last  two  changes 
appear  to  be  really  significant.  The  first  six  subjects  are  the 
same  and  are  in  the  same  order  as  last  year,  namely :  medicine, 
engineering,  physics,  trade  and  transportation,  chemical  tech- 
nology, political  economy. 

Of  the  admissions  to  the  stack  1,321  have  been  by  registration 
and  623  on  presentation  of  30  passes.  Seven  additional  passes 
have  been  granted,  and  four  given  up,  making  87  nominally  in 
force.  A  few  of  the  118  admissions  credited  to  the  Medical 
Sciences  were  those  in  hygiene  before  the  transfer,  but  the 
greater  part  were  those  of  the  last  three  months,  so  that  this 
department  promises  to  show  for  1908  figures  in  keeping  with 
those  for  the  other  departments. 

The  loans  for  use  outside  the  Library  have  increased  remark- 
ably. A  considerable  number  of  the  books  loaned  were  medical. 
There  were  granted  129  requests  from  libraries  and  51  from 
individuals,  and  three  requests  from  libraries  were  refused.  In 
view  of  the  small  proportion  of  the  refusals  and  also  of  the  fact 
that  in  eleven  cases  the^books  loaned  were  asked  for  while  out, 
it  would  seem  that  the  policy  of  the  Directors  has  been  carried 
out  liberally  rather  than  the  reverse. 

Again  a  serious  increase  in  the  time  required  to  fill  calls  has 
to  be  noted.  Some  of  the  causes  are  the  same  as  last  year:  for 
instance,  the  confusion  caused  by  alterations  and  by  repeated 
transfer  of  the  books,  and  the  removal  of  more  books  from  the 
sixth  floor  to  the  fifth.  Two  causes  not  previously  considered 
have  had  great  influence.  The  first  is  the  lack  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  cases  to  accommodate  the  books  too  large  for  the 
regular  shelves  near  their  proper  places ;  the  second  is  the  lack 
of  sufficient  service  at  the  Delivery  Desk  during  the  lunch 
hours,  which  are  some  of  the  busiest  hours  of   the  day.     It 
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is  hoped  that  all  these  causes  may  be  eliminated  during  the 
next  year.  Considering  only  the  calls  filled  by  the  regular  attend- 
ants, the  time  has  been  calculated  from  the  call-slips  of  the  first 
week  in  December.  The  average  was  2.93  minutes  and  76  per 
cent  were  filled  within  four  minutes.  The  figures  for  1906  were 
2.51  and  78  per  cent  respectively.  The  time  required  to  fill 
calls  from  the  Senn  Room  is  somewhat  longer,  the  average 
being  3.09  minutes,  and  only  65  per  cent  being  filled  within 
four  minutes.  These  figures  show  the  desirability  of  some 
mechanical  means  of  communication  between  the  Senn  Room 
and  the  Delivery  Desk. 

The  record  of  failures  to  supply  books  called  for  which 
should  have  been  supplied  has  been  continued.  The  results 
follow:  At  bindery,  388;  in  use  by  another  reader,  325;  mis- 
shelved,  276;  withdrawn  from  general  circulation,  75;  tempo- 
rarily stored  during  alterations,  73  ;  missing  from  Reading  Room, 
56;  error  of  attendants,  41;  error  of  records,  3;  books  loaned 
outside  the  Library,  11 ;  total  1,248.  A  comparison  of  these 
figures  for  the  whole  year  with  those  given  in  the  last  report 
for  six  months  is  reassuring.  The  total  is  1.47  per  cent  of  the 
total  calls  as  against  1.33  then,  while  the  conditions  have  been 
even  more  trying. 

Mention  might  be  made,  also,  of  the  increasing  use  of  the 
telephone  in  the  reference  work  of  the  Library.  No  record  has 
been  kept,  but  the  average  number  of  calls  is  estimated  to 
exceed  two  a  day. 

Publications.  In  May  the  Library  issued  its  Twelfth 
Annual  Report^  a  pamphlet  of  64  pages,  of  which  the  usual 
edition  of  4,000  copies  was  printed  and  distributed.  The  list 
of  donors  is  increasing  so  fast  that  a  larger  number  of  copies 
will  have  to  be  printed  if  the  Library  is  to  continue  the  distribu- 
tion on  the  present  lines.  On  December  30th  there  was  issued 
a  List  of  Books  Exhibited  December  jo,  igoy-fanuary  ^,  1^08^ 
Including  Incunabula  and  other  Early  Printed  Books  in  the  Senn 
Collection,  a  pamphlet  of  32  pages.  It  was  chiefly  intended  to 
serve  as  a  guide  to  the  exhibit,  and  was  distributed  gratuitously 
to  visitors  and  also  at  the  headquarters  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  The  incunabula  cata- 
logued are  sixteen  in  number,  nearly  all  of  which  were  in  the 
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library  of  Dr.  Wilhelm  Baum,  of  Gottingen,  now  a  part  of  the 
Senn  Collection.  On  December  30th  there  was  issued  also  a 
Handbook  of  the  Library,  a  pamphlet  of  15  pages.  Though  this 
was  distributed  with  the  list  just  mentioned,  it  was  prepared 
chiefly  as  a  convenient  means  of  answering  the  questions  fre- 
quently asked  about  the  history,  present  condition,  and  plans  for 
the  future  of  the  Library.  It  is  a  revision  and  extension  of  a 
sketch  prepared  by  the  Librarian  and  published  in  1905  in  the 
Chicago  Library  Club's  Libraries  of  Chicago.

The  transfer  of  so  many  medical  periodicals  from  the  New- 
berry Library,  aud  especially  from  its  building,  makes  a  revised 
edition  of  the  List  of  Serials  in  Public  Libraries  of  Chicago 
a  necessity  if  it  is  to  keep  its  value  as  a  work  of  reference.  If 
the  Directors  approve,  this  will  be  undertaken  in  1908,  and  the 
second  edition  of  the  List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Roonij  already 
authorized,  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern 
University,  Princeton  University,  University  of  Chicago,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan,  and  of  a  selection 
to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  and  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey,  has  been  continued.  Orders  have  been 
received  from  many  of  the  institutions  mentioned  in  previous 
reports  and  in  addition  a  complete  set  of  all  titles  since  1905  has 
been  sold  to  the  Bureau   of  Science,   Manila.     In  all,   66,670 
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cards  have  been  sent  to  the  depository  libraries,  87  given  away, 
and  34,813  sold  or  sent  in  exchange.  From  the  Library  of 
Congress  there  have  been  received  in  exchange  47,95  i  cards, 
making  a  total  of  306,958  in  the  depository  catalogue. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  The  selection  of  titles  to  be  or- 
dered is  nearly  up  to  date,  but  the  ordering  has  fallen  behind 
still  more,  and  it  is  evident  that  there  must  be  either  a  change  of 
policy  as  to  the  scope  of  the  purchases  or  else  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  appropriations  for  books  and  for  salaries.  The 
addition  of  medicine  to  the  list  of  subjects  to  be  covered  con- 
firms this  necessity.  It  is  possible  that  after  the  suspense 
account  for  the  purchase  of  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences 
has  been  extinguished,  the  present  appropriation  for  books 
would  suffice  to  buy  all  new  works  of  value  within  the  scope  of 
the  Library,  and  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  older  material 
which  is  needed,  but  this  cannot  be  done  with  nearly  one-quarter 
of  the  appropriation  unavailable.  The  amount  of  work  accom- 
plished in  building  up  the  Library  has  been  limited  by  this  fact, 
for  it  would  have  been  easy  to  give  many  more  orders  than 
were  actually  given.  Nevertheless,  by  cancelling  a  number 
of  unsuccessful  orders  of  previous  years  it  was  found  possible, 
without  exceeding  the  appropriation,  to  give  9,932  orders.  Of 
these,  994  failed  or  were  cancelled,  leaving  8,938  valid  orders, 
covering  13,218  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $18,911.10. 
Of  outstanding  orders  9,285  were  filled,  covering  14,687  volumes 
at  a  cost  of  $22,901.40.  There  are  left  outstanding  3,296 
orders  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,060.52;  of  these  1,088  were 
given  before  January  i,  1907.  The  distribution  of  the  orders 
of  the  year  and  of  the  total  to  the  end  of  1907,  is  shown  in  the 
second  table  of  library  statistics. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  for  1907  have  been  18,557, 
of  which  3,870  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  14,687  obtained 
by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  853  volumes,  leav- 
ing the  net  accessions  for  the  year  17,704,  which,  with  the 
197,440  reported  for  1906,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of 
215,144.  Except  the  Geibel  purchase  for  the  Senn  Collection, 
there  are  now  no  serious  arrears  of  bound  volumes,  but  there  is 
a  considerable  accumulation  of  material  to  be  bound  or  put  in 
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temporary  holders,  which  ought  to  be  entered.  The  pamphlet 
collection  has  been  increased  by  2,284,  so  that  there  are  now 
some  60,000  pamphlets. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  bound 
accessions  for  1907  and  of  the  totals  entered,  by  departments :

For  four  of  the  departments  the  growth  has  been  symmet- 
rical; the  excess  in  the  Social  Sciences  is  due  to  some  large  pur- 
chases of  inexpensive  material  and  to  receipts  in  ^exchange ;  the 
deficiency  in  the  Medical  Sciences  is  due  in  part  to  a  correspond- 
ing deficiency  in  the  appropriation,  and  in  part  to  the  with- 
drawals made  in  eliminating  the  duplication  between  this 
department  and  the  collection  on  hygiene. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  are  2,725,  of  which  419 
are  received  as  gifts  and  2,306  by  subscription,  at  an  estimated 
yearly  cost  of  $8,118.73.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the 
second  table  of  library  statistics. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Continuation  Record  reports 
882  titles  added  to  the  list  and  108  withdrawn,  leaving  5,844  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  About  2,200  were  obtained  by  subscrip- 
tion, at  a  cost  of  $3,837.54.  These  furnished  941  entries  on 
the  record  of  accessions.  The  other  continuations  were  received 
as  gifts  or  in  exchange,  and  furnished  700  entries.  Although 
the  work  of  filling  gaps  has  fallen  somewhat  in  arrears,  still  for 
the  gifts  362  first  and  83  second  requests  were  sent,  and  nine 
were  reported  to  the  Librarian  for  personal  letters.  For  the 
purchases,  169  first  and  ^^  second  notifications  were  sent,  and 
41  reported  to  the  Librarian. 

No  single  purchase  of  great  value  has  been  made,  the  most 
important  being  the  botanical  part  of  Gay's  Historia  fisica  y 
politica  de  Chile  and  a  set  of  Deutsch-Ost-Afrika.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  rather  unusual  number  of  sets  of  serials  have  been  com- 
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pleted,  among  which  may  be  mentioned:  Annuaire  du  Musde 
Zoologique  (St.  Petersburg),  Arbeiter-Versorgung,  Botaniska 
notisery  Denkschriften  der  K.  botanischen  Gesellschaft  in  Regens- 
burgj  Farmer's  magazine,  Milch-Zeitung,  Proceedings  of  the 
Royal  Physical  Society  of  Edinburgh  Sitzungsberichte  der  K,  Aka- 
demie  der  Wissenchaften  (Vienna),  sets  of  the  journals  of  the 
British  Patent  Office  and  of  the  statistical  publications  of  the 
Netherlands;  and  many  medical  periodicals,  including  Archiv 
fur  Psychiatric,  Bulletins  et  m^moires  de  la  SocUti  anatomique  de 
Paris,  Comptes  rendus  de  la  SocUti  de  biologic,  Congrh  interna- 
tional de  midecine,  GegenbaursMorphologisches  fahrbuch,  Schwei- 
zerische  Wochenschrift  fur  Chemie  und  Pharmacie. 

The  gifts  of  the  year  were  not  so  numerous  as  in  1906,  but 
were  more  than  for  any  other  year  in  the  history  of  the  Library. 
There  were  received  4,757  volumes,  5,332  pamphlets,  and  600 
maps  from  i,5'59  donors,  and  3,870  volumes  have  been  entered 
in  the  record  of  accessions.  The  figures  for  1906  were  9, 130 
volumes,  3,525  pamphlets,  1,432  donors,  and  3,187  entries. 
Perhaps  the  most  interesting,  and  certainly  the  most  curious 
gift  of  the  year,  is  a  collection  of  some  600  maps  from  Dr. 
Mortimer  Frank  of  Chicago.  It  evidently  was  made  by  a 
student  of  military  science  and  many  of  the  maps  are  of  cities 
and  their  suburbs,  with  especial  reference  to  their  fortification 
and  defense.  The  dates  are  those  of  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  Among  the  other  gifts,  mention  may  be  made  of  290 
volumes  from  Mr.  Orville  E.  Babcock,  of  Chicago,  from  the 
library  of  his  father,  which  filled  many  gaps  in  our  sets  of  docu- 
ments; and  of  a  set  of  th^  Agricultural  Gazette  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines  and  Agriculture  of  New  South  Wales.  The 
Library  has  been  designated  to  receive  regularly  the  documents 
of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island. 

Duplicates.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  Newberry  Library, 
a  room  in  their  basement  has  been  placed  at  our  disposal  for  the 
storage  of  duplicates,  of  which  those  in  medicine  were  not 
brought  down  to  the  main  library.  Under  the  pressure  of  the 
extra  work  of  the  year  but  little  time  could  be  given  to 
arranging,  cataloguing,  and  disposing  of  these  volumes.  Still 
a  large  consignment  was  sent  to  the  Mechanics-Mercantile 
Library  of   San  Francisco,  a   smaller  one   to   the   Library   of 
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Congress,  and  a  considerable  exchange  with  a  dealer  is 
being  arranged.  In  all,  446  volumes  and  130  pamphlets  were 
sold  for  $382.41;  47  volumes,  valued  at  $115.00,  sent  on 
priced  exchange;  514  volumes  and  1,075  pamphlets,  valued  at 
$435.95,  have  been  received  on  priced  exchange;  130 volumes 
and  107  pamphlets  have  been  received  on  piece  exchange.  A 
number  of  duplicate  Illinois  documents,  some  quite  valuable, 
have  been  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  State  Library  in  return  for 
their  kindness  in  sending  us  the  Rhode  Island  documents  as 
issued.  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Directors,  50  boxes 
of  medical  duplicates  were  sent  as  a  gift  to  the  Medical  Library 
of  San  Francisco. 

Inventory,  The  extra  work  imposed  upon  the  shelf-lister 
and  her  assistants  by  the  reclassification  of  the  sets  of  medical 
periodicals  and  by  the  consolidation  of  a  number  of  them  with 
sets  already  in  the  main  library  is  responsible  for  the  small 
amount  of  work  accomplished  on  the  inventory.  About  145  sec- 
tions have  been  read,  discovering  about  45  serious  misplacements 
or  losses,  for  which,  however,  no  systematic  search  could  be 
made.  In  addition  loo  of  the  new  sections  were  read  by  the 
Librarian  in  connection  with  the  work  of  eliminating  duplication; 
in  these  sections  many  displacements  were  corrected,  but  the 
actual  losses  were  fewer  than  would  have  been  expected  from  the 
unfavorable  conditions  of  the  removal. 

The  26  numbers  of  periodicals  reported  missing  and  the  12 
cases  of  mutilation  contrast  very  favorably  with  the  record  of 
last  year.  All  but  four  of  these  numbers  have  been  replaced. 
It  is  evident  that  the  number  of  readers  so  regardless  of  the 
rights  of  others  as  to  commit  these  depredations,  damaging  far 
beyond  their  money  value,  is  extremely  small.  The  monthly 
inventories  of  the  books  in  the  Reading  Room  confirm  this,  for 
only  nineteen  volumes  have  been  reported  missing,  while  five 
reported  missing  a  year  ago  have  been  found,  making  the  net 
loss  fourteen,  the  same  as  for  1906. 

Binding.  On  January  i,  1907,  there  were  at  the  binderies 
1,142  volumes,  and  9, 139  were  sent  during  the  year;  35  were 
returned  as  incomplete,  and  9,337  bound;  leaving  909  at  the 
bindery  December  31,  1907.  About  one-ninth  were  bound  by 
the  Newberry  Library.     The  cost  of  binding  was  $10,551.22, 
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an  average  of  $1.13  per  volume.  This  is  essentially  the  same 
as  last  year.  The  cost  of  shelf-marking  the  accessions  of  the 
year,  including  the  11,000  volumes  of  medical  periodicals 
reclassified,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  repairing,  inserting 
book-plates,  and  similar  work,  was  $2,370.89. 

Catalogues.  The  work  of  the  cataloguing  staff  shows  a  sub- 
stantial increase  over  that  for  1906.  Even  this  has  not  taken 
care  of  the  increase  in  the  library,  which  for  several  reasons  has 
been  unusually  large  and  unusually  burdensome  to  the  catalog- 
uers. Moreover  the  transfer  of  the  Department  of  Medical 
Sciences  makes  the  question  of  recataloguing  it  far  more  pressing 
than  before.  Its  methods  of  cataloguing  were  different  from 
those  of  the  main  Library  and  necessarily  inconvenient  to  use  in 
conjunction  with  the  latter,  while  for  some  time  past  they  have 
been  imperfectly  followed.  Still  the  records  of  the  Senn  Col- 
lection are  so  much  more  imperfect,  that  it  would  seem  best  to 
begin  with  that.  For  all  these  reasons  the  cataloguing  staff 
should  be  increased  to  the  limit  of  the  power  of  efficient  super- 
vision, in  order  that  these  books  and  those  in  the  Gerritsen  pur- 
chase may  be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  during  the  year  5,072  new 
titles  have  been  prepared  for  print ;  1 70  new  titles  typewrit- 
ten; 120  old  typewritten  titles  prepared  for  print;  3,876  titles 
received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classified  for 
the  catalogues ;  346  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co-opera- 
tive analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated  by 
the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  ha^  been 
10,339,  ^^  increase  of  491  over  1906.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor- 
rection of  errors  were  16,  and  for  other  alterations  608.  Cards 
for  4,560  new  titles  and  572  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  179  new  titles  and  287  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  58,298;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
57,184;  of  electrotypes,  36,477. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  9,198,  and  reports  were  received 
on  8,500,  leaving  698  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  2,155 
titles  on  hand  January  i,  1907;  5,053  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  8  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with- 
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drawn;  cards  for  4,052  were  used,  and  for  567  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  2 ,597  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  14  titles  had  been  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress in  correction  of  errors  without  charge,  166  showed  such 
differences  in  cataloguing  that  they  could  not  be  used,  for  334  the 
books  could  not  be  obtained,  and  28  were  duplicates.  The  in- 
creased loss,  amounting  to  about  10  per  cent,  is  due  largely  to 
the  delay  in  ordering  works,  especially  pamphlets,  which  are 
not  regularly  in  trade.  Of  the  5,053  titles  received,  830  were 
analytical  titles  from  208  serial  publications. 

The  work  of  the  Library  in  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
serials  has  been  continued.  It  has  supplied  346  titles  and  has 
received  cards  for  2,792  at  a  net  cost  of  $85.45.  Of  the  2,792 
titles,  357  have  been  filed  in  the  public  card  catalogues,  and 
one  copy  of  1702  in  the  official  catalogue;  and  184  have  been 
sold.  The  transfer  of  the  classification  records  of  the  earlier 
titles  to  the  present  form  in  the  official  catalogue  has  been 
continued. 

Hitherto  the  number  of  cards  added  to  the  catalogues  has 
been  obtained  by  measurement.  This  method  grows  more  diffi- 
cult and  inaccurate  as  the  number  of  cards  already  in  the  cata- 
logue increases.  In  future  the  determination  will  be  made  by 
actual  count.  To  keep  this  count  for  each  subject  in  the  table 
of  library  statistics  would  take  more  time  than  seems  worth 
while,  so  that  hereafter  the  number  of  entries  in  the  classed  cat- 
alogue will  be  omitted  from  the  table.  It  is  given  this  year 
because  it  has  been  computed  with  special  care,  and  because  it 
corrects  some  errors  in  the  statistics  of  last  year. 

There  have  been  added  22,000  cards  to  the  classed  catalogue, 
which  now  contains  some  81,400  titles  on  212,000  cards, 
an  average  of  2.60  cards  per  title;  20,600  cards  have  been  filed 
in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  81,400 
titles  on  142,000  cards,  an  average  of  1.74  cards  per  title;  938 
guides  and  3,490  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  18,300  guides  and  24,400  cards  covering 
53f300  titles,  an  average  of  0.44  cards  per  title.  Advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  analytical  cards  of  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress for  government  publications,  both  federal  and  state,  to 
form  an  index  which  is  intended  to  refer  special  students  to 
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valuable  sources  of  information  without  overloading  the  main 
catalogue.     There  are  at  present  13,472  cards  filed  in  this  index. 

Of  the  81,400  titles  in  the  public  catalogues  about  S/^cxx^ 
are  on  cards  printed  by  the  Library,  about  16,900  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards,  and  about  7,300  on  A.  L.  A,  co-operative 
cards. 

Meetings.  The  Library  was  represented  unofficially  by  the 
Librarian  at  the  meeting  to  commemorate  the  Fiftieth  Anniver- 
sary of  the  Chicago  Historical  Society,  February  7;  officially  by 
the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library 
at  Bloomington,  February  21  and  22  ;  officially  by  the  Librarian, 
who  was  president  for  the  year,  and  unofficially  by  eleven  members 
of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation at  Asheville,  May  23  to  29;  unofficially  by  the  Librarian 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Library  Association 
at  Stamford,  September  25  to  27;  officially  by  the  Librarian  at 
the  meeting  to  organize  the  Illinois  Academy  of  Science  at  Spring- 
field, December  7 ;  and  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  and  other 
members  of  the  staff  at  the  meetings  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  the  Bibliographical 
Society  of  America,  at  Chicago,  December  30,  1907,  to  January 
4,  1908.  As  already  stated,  the  Library  prepared  an  exhibit 
and  issued  a  catalogue  of  it  in  honor  of  these  meetings. 

Staff.  The  Library  has  lost  by  resignation  the  services  of 
Dr.  Samuel  A.  Matthews,  Medical  Reference  Librarian;  Mr.

William  Haar,  George  Taylor,  Joseph  Blight,  John  B.  Whidden, 
Roy  Harbaugh,  and  Dr.  Martin  Hektoen,  attendants;  Albert 
Beaubien,  Henry  Vock,  and  John  S.  Bamber,  pages.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The 
John  Crerar  Library,  held  January  sixteenth,  1908,  Dr.  Frank 
S.  Johnson  presented  the  following  memorial  resolution  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  Senn : 

Whereas,  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Nicholas  Senn,  The  John 
Crerar  Library  has  lost  one  of  its  warmest  friends  and  supporters, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  this  Board  expresses  its  deep 
appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  Library,  and  that  they  express 
their  sincere  sorrow  for  the  loss  his  death  entails  upon  the 
Library,  upon  the  profession  to  which  he  devoted  his  life  and 
his  talents,  and  upon  the  city  which  he  honored  with  the  most 
fruitful  years  of  his  life. 

Dr.  Senn  was  born  in  Buchs,  Canton  of  St.  Gall,  Switzer- 
land, in  1844.  When  nine  years  of  age,  his  parents  moved  to 
the  United  States  and  made  their  home  in  Ashford,  Fond  du 
Lac,  Wisconsin,  where  he  graduated  from  the  Grammar  School 
in  1864. 

He  was  a  determined,  self-reliant,  energetic  youth,  and  assist- 
ed towards  his  further  education  by  teaching  school.  In  1868 
he  graduated  from  the  Chicago  Medical  College,  now  the  Medical 
Department  of  Northwestern  University,  at  the  age  of  24,  and 
subsequently  served  as  interne  in  Cook  County*  Hospital,  after 
which  he  returned  to  Wisconsin  and  entered  upon  the  practice 
of  medicine  at  Fond  du  Lac,  where  he  remained  five  years 

As  his  appreciation  of  the  scope  of  his  chosen  work  grew 
upon  him,  he  felt  the  need  of  a  wider  field.  His  ambition  and 
the  sense  of  the  opportunities  his  profession  should  offer  led  him 
to  seek  the  better  clinical  advantages  of  a  larger  community, 
and  in  1874  he  removed  to  Milwaukee. 

In  1878  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Munich,  and 
thereafter  resumed  his  practice  in  Milwaukee  until  1891. 

During  this  time  his  reputation  as  a  surgeon  grew  sig- 
nificantly.    He   served  as  Surgeon-General   of  the  Wisconsin 
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National  Guards,  and  perhaps  it  was  then  that  he  acquired  the 
spirit  of  militarism,  insofar  as  it  assisted  in  the  organization  and 
efficiency  of  his  various  fields  of  work. 

In  1884,  while  still  in  Milwaukee,  he  accepted  the  Chair  of 
Professor  of  Surgery  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Chicago.  In  1887  he  resigned  his  position  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  accept  the  Chair  of  Professor  of 
Principles  of  Surgery  in  Rush  Medical  College,  which  he  filled 
until  1890,  when  he  was  made  Professor  of  Practical  and  Clinical 
Surgery  in  the  same  institution.  About  the  same  time  he 
accepted  the  Chair  of  Professor  of  Surgery  in  the  Chicago  Poli- 
clinic, and  the  position  of  Professional  Lecturer  on  Military 
Surgery  in  the  Chicago  University. 

He  had  moved  to  Chicago  in  1891,  making  it  possible  to  fill 
the  various  appointments  offered  him  here.  In  addition  to 
those  mentioned  above,  he  was  made  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Illinois  National  Guard,  Chief  Surgeon  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
and  Attending  Surgeon  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

In  May,  1898,  he  was  appointed  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  6th 
Army  Corps,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  U.  S.  V.,  and 
Chief  of  the  Operating  Staff  with  the  army  in  field  in  the  Spanish- 
American  war,  where  he  served  efficiently  and  faithfully  until 
the  following  September. 

« 

He  was  well-known  abroad,  as  in  this  country,  through  his 
many  writings  and  through  his  official  presence  at  the  Inter- 
national Congresses,  in  which  he  represented  medical  organizations 
of  this  country.  In  1890  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  International 
Congress  at  Berlin.  In  1897  he  fulfilled  a  similar  mission  at 
Moscow.  In  1901  he  was  a  delegate  for  the  United  States  at 
the  International  Red  Cross  Conference  at  St.  Petersburg. 

The  academic  honor  of  the  title  Master  of  Surgery  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  in  1901  by  the  Rush  Medical  College.  During 
his  recent  visit  to  Japan  he  received  the  decoration  of  the  Order 
of  Merit,  by  special  order  of  the  Mikado,  and  was  an  honorary 
member  of  every  national  medical  and  surgical  society  in  the 
world. 

As  a  teacher  he  was  pre-eminent.  His  memory  of  detail 
was  phenomenal,  giving  him  ready  command  of  his  vast  clinical 
experience  in  hospital  and  camp.      His  habit  of  thought  was 
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exceptionally  systematic  and  his  command  of  inductive  and  de- 
ductive methods  made  his  rare  mental  store  of  experience 
available  at  instant  call. 

He  was  especially  adapted  to  fill  public  and  semi-pubHc 
positions.  His  ability,  his  mental  equipment,  and  his  facility  in 
easy  and  forceful  expression  assured  him  a  prominence  in  any 
gathering. 

In  his  professional  work  he  was  eminently  skillful  and  re- 
sourceful. He  was  daring  in  his  undertakings,  yet  conservative 
in  his  judgment,  and  his  capacity  as  an  efficient  organizer  was 
a  marked  factor  in  enabling  him  to  accomplish  the  enormous 
amount  of  work  that  so  successfully  passed  through  his  hands. 
His  capacity  for  continuous  mental  and  physical  effort  was 
marvellous,  and  his  mental  operations  were  clear  under  long  and 
fatiguing  strain.  His  gifts  of  perception  and  of  memory,  and 
his  alertness  of  mind,  fitted  him  preeminently  for  dealing  with 
a  vast  number  of  details  which  his  many  obligations  entailed. 
Few  men  became  so  useful  in  private  and  public  capacities, 
through  their  personal  relations  with  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions, as  did  Dr.  Senn. 

He  was  most  energetic  in  alj  his  undertakings.  Even  his 
pleasures  were  vigorously  pursued.  His  vacations  were  spent 
in  arduous  travel,  and  often  in  laborious  research.  His  fields 
of  interest  lay  in  every  continent,  and  wherever  he  went  he 
probed  the  social  and  educational  conditions  for  information 
that  might  be  of  service  to  himself  and  others. 

In  his  last  trip  his  enthusiasm  was  the  means  of  his  down- 
fall. It  took  him  into  the  high  altitudes  of  the  Andes,  and  the 
strain  upon  his  heart,  from  mountain-climbing  in  the  extremely 
rarified  air,  overcame  him.  His  heart  never  recovered  from  the 
stress  to  which  it  was  subjected,  and  which,  with  other  compli- 
cating ailments,  finally  led  to  his  death. 

Dr.  Senn's  interests  and  tastes  were  many:  with  them  all, 
he  was  a  book-lover,  and  accumulated  a  large  and  valuable  library, 
devoted  especially  to  the  history  of  medicine.  In  his  broad- 
minded  and  generous  spirit  he  opened  this  for  the  use  of  the 
public  by  donating  it  to  The  Newberry  Library  in  this  city, 
whence  it  was  subsequently  transferred  to  The  John  Crerar 
Library,  as  being  more  in  harmony  with  its  scientific  character. 
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His  collection  of  books  was  one  of  his  especial  objects  of  in- 
terest, and  he  spared  neither  pains  nor  mea'ns  to  make  it  compre- 
hensive. In  it  he  has  enriched  the  resources  of  his  confreres  in 
this  city,  and  has  linked  his  name  with  the  spirit  of  progress  and 
of  altruism.  His  own  contributions  to  literature  are  numerous, 
and  embrace  a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  both  professional  and 
secular. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deepest  regret  to  this  Board  that  Dr.  Senn, 
our  valued  friend,  has  been  taken  from  us  at  this  supreme  period 
of  his  usefulness  to  mankind;  at  a  time  when  his  ripe  judgment 
and  broadened  knowledge  h^d  virtually  become  a  civic  asset, 
and  when  he  was  in  the  act  of  reaping  the  ripened  harvest  of 
his  work. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  ordered  to  be.  spread  upon  the 
records  and  printed  in  the  Annual  Report,  and  it  was  further 
ordered  that  an  engrossed  copy  be  sent  to  the  family  of  Dr.  Senn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state/'  approved 
June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  fourteenth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1908. 

The  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors  caused  by  the  death 
of  Albert  Keep  was  filled  by  the  election,  on  April  16,  1908,  of 
Mr.  Frederick  H.  Rawson.  Thischoice  was  duly  approved,  under 
date  of  April  21,  1908,  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Illinois,  so  that  the  Board  is  now  composed  of  the 
following  persons:  E.  W.  Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry 
W.  Bishop,  John  M.  Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter  Stenger 
Grosscup,  Marvin  Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J.  Mitchell, 
Leonard  A.  Busby,  Robert  Forsyth,  Chauncey  Keep,  and 
Frederick  H.  Rawson,  together  with  Fred  A.  Busse,  Mayor  of 
Chicago,  and  Walter  H.  Wilson,  Comptroller,  ex-officio  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Secretary,  Leonard 
A.  Busby;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian, 
Clement  W.  Andrews. 

The  matter  of  the  permanent  building  remains  as  outlined  in 
the  last  report,  and  the  Directors  are  still  awaiting  the  decision 
of  the  South  Park  Commissioners  as  to  the  initiation  of  condem- 
nation proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  **An 
Act  concerning  free  public  libraries  in  public  parks,**  approved 
May  14,  1903.  The  amount  of  the  fund  set  aside  for  the  build- 
ing is  sufficient  to  enable  the  Directors  to  proceed  as  soon  as 
legal  authority  is  obtained. 

The  need  of  a  settlement  of  the  question  will  soon  be  felt  if 
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the  collections  of  the  Library  and  its  use  by  the  public  increase 
in  the  ratio  of  the  last  few  years.  In  1908  the  total  use  has  been 
over  389,000  volumes  and  periodicals;  the  number  of  visitors 
recorded  has  been  130,000,  an  average  of  414  a  day,  and  an 
increase  of  20,300  over  1907.  The  Library  now  contains 
232,400  volumes  and  66,000  pamphlets,  and  receives  currently 
2,889  periodicals  and  6,365  other  serial  publications.  For 
further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 
statement  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year  1908, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments  as 
required  by  law.

Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908;  have  examined  and 
priced  all  securities,  which  we  find  to  have  an  aggregate  present 
market  value  largely  exceeding  the  book  values,  and  have  verified  the 
cash  on  hand  and  in  banks.

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To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen: — It  is  perhaps  most  fortunate  for  the  usefulness  of 
the  Library  to  the  public  that  the  history  of  its  internal  admin- 
istration in  1908  has  been  marked  by  nothing  more  noticeable 
than  a  greatly  increased  use  by  the  public,  a  satisfactory  amount 
of  routine  work  accomplished,  and  an  increase  in  the  collections 
somewhat  above  the  average. 

Rooms.  The  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  readers  has 
taxed  severely  the  seating  capacity  of  the  Library  and  has  made 
it  evident  that  more  seats  must  be  provided  if  the  present 
standard  of  service  is  to  be  maintained.  In  anticipation  of  this 
need  the  changes  made  in  1907  were  so  planned  as  to  be  part  of 
a  more  thorough  rearrangement,  which  should  be  made  as  soon 
as  the  renewal  of  the  lease  is  secured. 

An  important  improvement  made  during  the  year  was  the 
substitution  of  tungsten  for  carbon  lamps  in  the  reading-rooms 
and  stacks.  The  new  lamps  were  supplied  by  the  Buckeye 
Electric  Co.,  of  Cleveland,  and  so  far  have  given  great  satisfac- 
tion. They  have  furnished  much  better  light  at  a  noticeably 
smaller  cost. 

Experiments  have  been  made  on  the  removal  of  dust  from 
the  books  by  mechanical  means.  These  experiments  have 
somewhat  unexpectedly  established  the  superiority  of  well-con- 
structed portable  machines  over  permanent  installations.  The 
former  not  only  are  much  less  expensive,  both  in  first  cost  and 
running  expenses,  but  also  give  better  results.  It  was  found, 
also,  that  suction  alone  gave  an  appreciable  but  not  very  great 
economy  of  time  over  dusting  by  hand,  and  that  the  complete 
removal  of  the  dust  was  a  most  decided  advantage.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  combination  of  blast  and  suction,  possible  with 
some  of  the  portable  machines  in  the  market,  penhitted  the 
work  to  be  done  without  removing  the  books  from  the  shelves 
and  in  one-fifth  the  time  of  hand-work,  though  it   was   also

found  that  a  certain  proportion  of  the  dust  was  not  collected  by 
the  suction  and  that  the  shelves  themselves  were  not  so 
thoroughly  cleaned.  This  combined  process  seems  to  make  it 
possible  to  clean  the  books  often  enough  to  keep  them  in  reason- 
ably good  condition  for  use.  At  present  they  have  to  be  dusted 
whenever  they  are  taken  from  the  shelves,  a  process  most 
unsatisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  A  not  inconsiderable  part 
of  the  work  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  necessary  to  make 
this  Department  fully  available  to  readers  has  been  accomplished. 
The  working  collection  of  newer  books  has  been  increased 
materially  until  it  now  amounts  to  some  2,400  volumes.  All 
the  volumes  of  the  Senn  Collection  and  some  3,000  of  its  pamph- 
lets have  been  roughly  classified  and  arranged.  All  current 
periodicals  have  been  classified  and  catalogued,  and  many  of 
those  not  current,  leaving  to  be  treated  only  about  750  titles  of 
the  latter,  mostly  of  comparatively  little  importance.  The 
rearrangement  of  the  books  on  the  mezzanine  floor  and  their 
comparison  with  the  NeWberry  Library  shelf-list  has  been 
finished.  The  result  of  this  comparison  has  been  quite  satisfac- 
tory, for  only  about  one  per  cent  of  the  volumes  have  not  been 
accounted  for. 

The  departmental  catalogue  has  now  been  completed  so  far 
as  cards  printed  by  this  Library  are  concerned.  As  one  assistant 
will  be  assigned  specially  to  work  on  the  medical  books,  it  is 
expected  that  the  next  year  will  see  considerable  progress  in 
cataloguing  the  recent  additions  to  the  Senn  Collection,  which  is 
now  the  most  pressing  need  in  this  line. 

That  these  improvements  are  appreciated  by  the  medical 
profession  of  the  city  is  shown  by  the  increased  use  made  of  the 
collections.  A  count  comparable  with  that  of  last  year  shows 
an  increase  of  about  one-third  in  the  readers  in  the  Senn  Room. 
The  figures  are  about  three  times  those  recorded  while  the 
Department  was  in  the  Newberry  Library  building.  The 
interest  of  the  profession  is  further  shown  by  the  increasing 
number  of  gifts  from  physicians,  which  form  an  appreciable 
factor  in  the  record  of  gifts.  It  is  hoped  that  the  rearrange- 
ment already  mentioned  may  still  further  improve  the  service 
and  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Department. 
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Special  Collections.  The  Senn  Collection  has  been  strength- 
ened materially  during  the  year.  The  family  of  Dr.  Senn  have 
added  to  it  all  his  personal  library,  some  1,900  volumes,  under 
conditions  which  will  insure  the  maximum  usefulness  of  the 
gift.  Naturally  a  large  proportion,  about  two-thirds,  of  these 
books  are  duplicates  of  works  in  the  Library  or  are  outside  its 
scope.  These  will  be  disposed  of  by  sale  or  in  exchange,  reserv- 
ing only  such  of  the  duplicates  as  are  presentation  copies,  and 
the  volumes  thus  obtained  will  be  added  to  the  Senn  Collection. 
The  Collection  has  had  a  further  addition  through  the  gifts  of 
Dr.  I.  N.  Danforth  of  Chicago.  Most  of  his  books  were  received 
some  time  ago,  but  only  a  few  had  been  accessioned  before  this 
year.  Only  a  few  of  the  Geibel  purchase  have  been  accessioned 
as  yet.  The  work  of  readjustment  must  wait  until  more  shelf- 
room  is  available,  so  that  it  will  be  some  time  before  an  exact 
statement  as  to  the  contents  of  the  Senn  Collection  can  be  made. 

From  the  proceeds  of  its  special  fund  nine  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  Huntington  W.  Jackson  Collection  on  Constitu- 
tional Law  and  the  collection  has  been  marked  by  an  appropriate 
tablet. 

Routine.  The  treatment  of  the  pamphlet  collection  has 
received  special  attention.  It  has  been  decided  to  consider  all 
unbound  material  of  less  than  one  hundred  pages  as  pamphlets, 
and  therefore  not  necessarily  to  be  bound.  As  a  rule,  however, 
all  pamphlets,  excepting  reprints,  which  are  of  special  interest 
or  for  which  Library  of  Congress  catalogue  cards  can  be  ob- 
tained, will  be  bound.  Unless  bound,  pamphlets  are  classified 
and  kept  in  boxes,  no  box  containing  material  on  two  divisions 
of  the  classification.  A  shelf  list  record  of  the  boxes  is 
kept,  with  one  card  for  each  box,  giving  in  a  tally  record  the 
number  of  pamphlets  therein.  Author  slips  are  filed  in  the 
official  catalogue  for  all  pamphlets  of  permanent  value,  including 
reprints.  This  last  provision,  which  was  adopted  primarily  to 
prevent  duplication  in  ordering  and  in  treating  gifts,  has  proved 
even  more  useful  in  the  reference  work  of  the  Library.  The 
segregation  of  the  pamphlet  boxes  on  the  shelves  has  also  proved 
even  more  advantageous  than  was  expected. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  unbound  maps  and  in  their  use 
has  made  necessary  a  more  systematic  treatment  of  them.     It 
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has  been  decided  to  make  a  short  entry  for  each  map  in  a  separate 
accession  book,  and  to  keep  them  in  manila  portfolios,  classified 
geographically  by  the  Decimal  Classification.  The  extent  of  the 
subdivision  will  vary  according  to  the  amount  of  material  on 
hand.  The  portfolios  for  each  locality  are  to  be  catalogued, 
classified,  and  shelf-listed  as  a  unit,  though  individual  maps  of 
special  interest  may  be  catalogued  separately.  This  work  had  only 
been  begun  at  the  end  of  the  year  so  that  no  figures  are  available. 

The  routine  of  interlibrary  loans  made  to  this  Library  has 
now  been  systemized  with  satisfactory  results,  and  that  for  loans 
made  by  the  Library  will  next  be  considered. 

The  second  table  of  library  statistics  has  been  altered  slightly. 
With  the  consent  of  the  Committee  on  Books  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  orders  will  be  shown  to  the  nearest  dollar  only,  and  the 
space  thus  gained,  together  with  that  gained  by  the  omission  of 
the  column  of  catalogue  entries,  for  the  reason,  as  stated  last 
year,  that  measurement  is  no  longer  sufficiently  accurate  and 
counting  would  be  too  expensive,  will  be  utilized  to  show  the 
number  of  pamphlets  as  well  as  volumes  on  each  subject. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  130,049,  and  the  daily  average  414,  an  increase  of 
eighteen  per  cent  over  the  figures  for  1907,  which  were  109,677 
and  351  respectively.  As  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Senn 
Room  has  been  less  than  20  a  day,  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Library 
has  been  at  least  43,  or  more  than  in  any  previous  year.  It  is 
evident  that  the  addition  of  medicine  has  not  resulted  in  a 
diminution  of  usefulness  in  other  lines. 

The  evening  attendance  has  increased  quite  normally,  from 
74  to  83 ;  but  that  on  the  five  general  holidays  of  the  year  very 
remarkably,  from  130  to  172.  In  both  cases  the  new  depart- 
ment has  not  been  a  considerable  factor. 

The  exhibit  of  rare  books  and  incunabula  was  repeated  on 
June  1st  to  5th  in  honor  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  Medical  Library  Association,  which  held  their  annual 
meetings  in  Chicago  at  that  time.  The  total  number  of  visitors 
to  the  exhibit  was  188.  They  were  not  recorded  in  the  atten- 
dance at  the  Library  unless  they  entered  the  Reading  Room. 

The  smallest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was  139  on  July  4th 
and  the  largest  815  on  December  12th.     The  increase  over  the 
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corresponding  figures  for  1907,  which  were  105  and  629  respec- 
tively, is  remarkable,  but  still  more  remarkable  is  the  fact  that 
on  one  or  two  Mondays  as  well  as  on  every  Saturday  in  November 
and  December  every  available  seat  in  both  reading  rooms  was 
occupied. 

In  order  to  determine  more  accurately  the  field  of  usefulness 
of  the  Library  the  Committee  on  Administration  gave  instruc- 
tions that  all  visitors  on  two  selected  days  should  be  requested 
to  give  their  occupations.  The  results  are  well  worth  recording 
as  they  show  that  the  Library  is  serving  the  public  as  the 
Directors  have  desired,  and  that  the  limitations  of  its  scope  are 
generally  recognized.  Of  805  persons  one  only  refused  to 
answer,  and  one  replied  that  he  had  no  occupation.  Of  the  803 
others  there  were:  business  men,  240  or  30  per  cent;  tech- 
nologists, 204  or  26  per  cent;  physicians,  97  or  12  per  cent; 
students,  76  or  9  per  cent ;  writers,  42  or  5  per  cent ;  attorneys, 
39  or  5  per  cent;  teachers,  31  or  4  per  cent;  all  others,  74  or 
9  per  cent.  Twelve  per  cent  of  the  visitors  were  women,  while 
in  1898  the  percentage  was  18,  so  that  at  least  one  American 
library  is  not  undergoing  the  process  of  feminization  sometimes 
attributed  to  them. 

The  residence  of  the  readers  was  computed  from  the  call 
slips  for  one  week  and  shows  no  considerable  variation  from  the 
computations  made  in  several  previous  years.  The  following 
table  gives  the  results  in  percentages  and  shows  that  the  Library 
has  always  served  all  the  sections  of  the  city.

These  figures  indicate  clearly  that  the  Library  should  have 
as  central  a  location  as  possible,  but  this  need  is  emphasized  by 
the  results  of  a  special  inquiry  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Committee  on  Administration.  From  this  inquiry  it  appears  that 
only  326  out  of  733  readers,  or  43  per  cent,  usually  come  to  the 
Library  from  their  homes;  the  others,  or  57  per  cent,  come  from 
their  ofllices;  and  of  these,  299  or  41  per  cent  of  the  total,  have 
offices  within  the  loop. 
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Use.  Again  the  difference  in  the  methods  of  recording  the 
use  of  books  at  the  main  library  and  at  the  Department  of  Med- 
ical Sciences  while  in  the  Newberry  Library  building  makes 
difficult  the  comparison  of  the  figures  for  1908  with  those  of 
1907.  As  stated  in  the  previous  report,  at  the  main  library  the 
calls  for  books  from  the  stacks  are  recorded,  but  not  the  number 
of  volumes ;  while  no  record  is  kept  of  the  use  of  the  books  shelved 
in  the  Reading  Room  or  of  those  used  in  the  stacks.  At  the 
Department  of  Medical  Sciences,  before  its  removal,  the  use  of 
practically  every  volume  read  was  recorded.  Since  the  removal 
the  rules  of  the  main  library  have  applied,  and  no  record  is  kept 
of  the  use  of  the  books  shelved  in  the  Senn  Room,  or  of  those 
used  in  the  stacks.  Notwithstanding  this  difference,  affecting 
seven  months  of  the  comparison,  the  recorded  number  of  calls 
from  the  stacks  has  increased  from  104,435  to  108,662,  and  of 
periodicals  from  17,449  to  20,980.  The  total  use  of  books  and 
periodicab,  using  the  same  factor  as  in  previous  years,  has 
increased  from  328,000  to  389,000,  a  gain  of  nineteen  per  cent. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  peri- 
odicals and  of  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  compari- 
son of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1907:

The  decrease  in  the  Medical  Sciences  has  been  explained  as 
the  result  of  the  difference  in  the  methods  of  recording;  ail 
other  departments  show  substantial  increases.  The  calls  for 
books  on  each  special  subject  are  larger  in  every  case  but  nine, 
and  the  decrease  is  significant  in  none  of  these.  On  the  other 
hand,  considerable  increases  are  quite  numerous,  and  the  follow- 
ing appear  noteworthy:  architecture,  nearly  double;  statistics, 
charities  and  corrections,  customs  and  folk-lore,  paleontology, 
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landscape  gardening,  about  three-quarters;  political  economy, 
administration  (documents),  astronomy,  physics,  zoology,  build- 
ing, design,  each  one-half.  The  first  six  subjects  in  order  are : 
medicine,  engineering,  physics,  trade  and  transportation,  political 
economy,  chemical  technology ;  the  subjects  are  the  same  as  last 
year  but  the  last  two  have  changed  places. 

The  admissions  to  the  stack  were  2,671,  an  increase  of  727, 
or  37  per  cent.  These  figures  do  not  include  persons  taken  to 
the  shelves  for  a  short  time  by  library  officials,  nor  general 
readers  given  seats  in  the  stacks  because  of  the  lack  of  seats  in 
the  reading  rooms.  The  greater  part  of  the  increase  is  in  the 
Medical  Sciences,  and  is  due  more  to  a  difference  in  recording 
than  to  a  difference  in  use.  As  a  whole  the  privilege  has  not 
been  extended  quite  so  freely  as  in  past  years,  but  it  should  be 
understood  that  the  restraint  has  been  in  the  Library's  offers  to 
readers  and  not  in  its  grants  of  their  requests.  Of  the  admis- 
sions recorded,  i»495  were  by  r^stration  and  1,176  on  pre- 
sentation of  35  passes.  Two  additional  passes  have  been 
granted,  and  one  cancelled  by  death,  leaving  88  nominally  in 
force. 

The  loans  for  use  outside  the  Library  have  again  increased 
remarkably.  There  were  granted  127  requests  from  22  libraries 
and  103  from  55  individuals,  and  seven  requests  from  libraries 
were  refused.  In  1907  the  loans  were  180  and  the  refusals 
three.     In  five  cases  the  books  loaned  were  asked  for  while  out. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  calls 
filled,  the  average  time  required  to  fill  them  remains  almost  the 
same  as  last  year.  Some  of  the  conditions  of  the  service  have 
been  improved,  but  the  gains  thus  made  have  been  more  than 
offset  by  the  increased  amount  of  work  to  be  done,  and  especially 
by  the  great  irregfularity  of  its  pressure.  Considering  only  the 
calls  filled  by  the  regular  attendants,  the  time  has  been  calculated 
from  the  call  slips  of  the  third  week  in  November.  The  average 
was  3.00  minutes  and  70  per  cent  were  filled  within  four  min- 
utes.    The  figures  for  1907  were  2.93  and  76  respectively. 

The  record  of  the  causes  of  failures  to  supply  books  called 
for  which  should  have  been  supplied  is  as  follows:  at  bindery, 
332;  in  use  by  another  reader,  744;  withdrawn  from  general 
circulation,   94;  not  found  on  shelves,    572;    errors  of  library 
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assistants  or  records,  82;  total,  1,824.  The  total  is  1.76  per 
cent  of  the  total  call  slips  presented  while  in  1907  the  total  was 
1.47  per  cent.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  first  three  causes  are 
practically  unavoidable.  The  avoidable  failures  are  654  or  0.6 
per  cent  as  against  0.4  per  cent  in  1907.  With  the  knowledge 
of  the  causes  acquired  from  the  record  it  is  hoped  that  the 
avoidable  failures  in  1909  may  be  fewer. 

No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  calls  for  assistance  by  tele- 
phone, but  they  are  known  to  have  been  more  than  in  previous 
years.  So  also  a  decided  increase  in  the  requests  for  infor- 
mation received  and  answered  by  mail  has  been  noted.  In  one 
day  letters  of  inquiry  on  specific  points  within  our  field  were 
received  from   Mexico  and  Cuba. 

Publicatioiis.  In  May  the  Library  issued  its  Thirteenth 
Annual  Report,  a  pamphlet  of  70  pages.  Besides  the  usual 
matter  it  contained  portraits  of  Albert  Keep  and  Nicholas  Senn, 
and  the  record  of  the  action  of  the  Directors  on  their  death. 
An  edition  of  4,500  copies  was  printed  and  distributed.  No 
other  publication  was  issued  during  the  year,  but  the  second 
edition  of  the  List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room  is  now  in 
process  of  printing  and  should  be  ready  for  issue  early  in  1909. 
As  the  Directors  have  authorized  the  publication  of  a  second 
edition  of  the  List  of  Serials,  this  work  will  be  undertaken  next.

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern 
University,  Princeton  University,  University  of  Chicago,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan,  and  of  a  selection 
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to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  and  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey,  has  been  continued.  Orders  have  been 
received  from  many  of  the  institutions  mentioned  in  previous 
reports  and  in  addition  a  set  of  all  titles  on  education  has  been  sold 
to  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education.  Arrangements  for  exchange 
of  cards  for  publications  have  been  made  with  the  American 
Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers  and  the  New  York  Academy  of 
Medicine.  The  set  of  titles  on  municipal  administration  origin- 
ally presented  to  the  Municipal  Museum  of  Chicago  and  returned 
to  the  Library  when  that  institution  went  out  of  existence,  has 
been  brought  down  to  date  and  presented  to  the  Municipal 
Library  of  Chicago.  In  all  91,414  cards  have  been  sent  to  the 
depository  libraries,  207  given  away,  and  46,309  sold  or  sent  in 
exchange.  From  the  Library  of  Congress  there  have  been 
received  in  exchange  42,502  cards,  making  a  total  of  349,460  in 
the  depository  catalogue. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  Again  it  is  necessary  to  report 
greater  arrears  than  ever  before  in  the  work  of  ordering.  That 
of  selection  is  much  more  nearly  up  to  date,  but  it  is  not  entirely 
so.  When  the  Directors,  early  in  the  year,  authorized  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  attempt  to  make  each  department  as  complete  as 
possible,  adopted  as  a  policy  by  the  Board  at  the  start,  it  was 
hoped  that  the  titles  already  selected  could  be  reviewed  and  the 
ordering  brought  strictly  up  to  date.  For  several  reasons, 
among  them  the  extra  work  imposed  by  the  large  gifts  of  the 
year  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  appropriation  for  new  books, 
this  could  not  be  done.  Fortunately,  two  new  agents  have 
supplemented  very  acceptably  the  work  of  our  regular  agents  in 
sending  books  on  approval,  so  that  the  most  important  recent 
publications  in  French  and  German  have  been  obtained  promptly. 
As  the  American  books,  and  to  a  less  degree  English  publications 
also,  have  always  been  obtained  more  promptly  than  those  in 
foreign  languages,  the  actual  detriment  to  the  service  of  the 
Library,  although  serious,  has  not  been  so  great  as  the  amount 
of  the  arrears  would  indicate. 

During  the  year  8,877  orders  were  given.  Of  these  802 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  8,075  valid  orders,  covering 
10,046  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20,915.  Of  outstand- 
ing orders,  8,364  were  filled,  covering  14,391  volumes  at  a  cost 
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of  $20,047.93.  There  are  left  outstanding  3,007  orders,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $2,928;  of  these  1,151  were  given  before 
January  i,  1908.  The  distribution  of  the  orders  of  the  year 
and  of  the  total  to  the  end  of  1908,  together  with  the  estimated 
cost,  to  the  nearest  dollar,  are  given  in  the  second  table  of 
library  statistics.  The  figures  given  there  and  above  are  net; 
that  is,  the  volumes  of  duplicates  sold  and  the  amounts  received 
for  them  are  deducted. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  for  1908  have  been  18,789, 
of  which  4,398  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  I4»39i  obtained 
by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  1,530  volumes, 
leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the  year  17,259,  which,  with  the 
215,144  reported  for  1907,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of 
232,403.  Except  for  the  recent  additions  to  the  Senn  Col- 
lection there  are  no  considerable  arrears. 

The  pamphlets  received  during  the  year  were  far  in  excess 
of  the  usual  number.  All  of  them  except  those  forming  part 
of  the  Senn  Collection  and  the  Wiedemann  collection  have  been 
classified  and  arranged.  As  has  already  been  stated,  they  are 
counted  when  placed  in  the  boxes.  The  additions  to  the  classi- 
fied collection  have  been  6,755,  of  which  200  were  from  the 
Ely  collection,  201  were  from  the  older  Senn  Collection,  and 
6,354  were  the  receipts  of  the  year.  This  makes  the  total 
number  of  pamphlets  in  the  Library  some  66,400,  of  which 
20,713  are  classified  by  the  Decimal  Classification,  and  about 
16,000  by  the  Newberry  Library  medical  classification.  The 
Gerritsen  and  Ely  pamphlets  are  also  partially  classified  and 
available,  but  the  Wiedemann  and  Senn  pamphlets  should  be 
classified  and  arranged  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  net 
accessions  for  1908,  and  of  the  totals  entered  by  departments, 
together  with  the  percentages  of  the  bound  volumes :

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As  in  1907  for  four  departments  the  growth  has  been  sym- 
metrical ;  the  Social  Sciences  have  benefited  by  exchanges  and 
the  Medical  Sciences  have  suffered  by  a  disproportionate  number 
of  withdrawals  and  transfers. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  are  2,889,  ^^  which  526  arc 
received  as  gifts  and  2,363  by  subscription,  at  an  estimated  yearly 
cost  of  $8,382.95.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Continuation  Record  reports 
744  titles  added  to  the  list  and  123  withdrawn,  leaving  6,365  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  About  2,500  were  obtained  by  subscription, 
at  a  cost  of  $4,409.34.  These  furnished  1091  volumes  entered  on 
the  record  of  accessions.  The  other  continuations  were  received 
as  gifts  or  in  exchange,  and  furnished  879  volumes.  There  was 
an  increase  of  almost  ten  percent  in  the  number  of  entries  in  the 
record,  and  yet  almost  as  much  work  as  in  the  previous  year  was 
done  in  trying  to  keep  the  files  complete.  For  the  gifts  191  first 
and  60  second  requests  were  sent  and  28  reported  to  the  Librarian 
for  personal  letters.  For  the  purchases  216  first  and  28  second 
notifications  were  sent  and  24  reported  to  the  Librarian. 

The  only  single  purchase  of  considerable  value,  other  than 
sets  of  periodicals,  was  that  of  a  collection  of  some  4, 500 pamphlets 
on  electricity  from  the  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Gustav  Wiedemann, 
of  Leipzig.  While  the  collection  contains  many  reprints,  it 
contains  also  many  monographs,  and  will  form,  when  catalogued 
and  classified,  a  most  desirable  addition  to  the  literature  on  a  very 
important  subject.  The  number  of  sets  of  periodicals  completed 
was  again  noticeably  large.  Among  them  may  be  mentioned :

British  meteorological  journals,  a  complete  set  of  the  Australian 
parliamentary  publications,  and  a  large  number  of  state  publica- 
tions. 

Again  there  has  been  established  a  new  record  for  gifts. 
There  were  received  during  the  year  9,818  volumes  and  6,987 
pamphlets  from  1,563  donors.  Almost  all  the  pamphlets  have 
been  classified  and  arranged,  and  4,398  volumes  have  been 
entered  in  the  record  of  accessions.  The  figures  for  1907  were 
4,757  volumes  received,  5,332  pamphlets,  and  3,870  enteries. 

Besides  the  gift  of  the  Senn  Estate,  already  mentioned, 
there  was  received  from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Edgar  Sanders, 
of  Chicago,  his  collection  on  floriculture.  This  comprised 
some  200  volumes  and  a  considerable  number  of  pamphlets, 
some  of  them  rare.  About  160  volumes  were  entered  in  the 
record  of  accessions.  This  gift  was  made  on  the  advice  of  the 
officers  of  the  Horticultural  Society  of  Chicago,  and  is  welcome 
not  only  for  its  own  sake,  as  a  valuable  collection  of  material, 
but  also  as  a  recognition  of  the  Library  as  the  centre  of  informa- 
tion on  the  subject.  A  collection  of  some  200  volumes,  from 
which  about  70  were  entered  in  the  accession  books,  of  older 
works  on  gynecology  and  obstetrics,  was  received  from  Dr.  John 
Bartlett,  of  Chicago. 

Besides  these  collections,  three  individual  gifts  should  be 
mentioned.  H.  S.  H.  the  Prince  of  Monaco  has  placed  the 
Library  on  the  list  of  institutions  to  receive  the  publications  of 
the  Musee  oceanographique,  and  has  sent  a  complete  set  of  his 
Risultats  des  campagnes  scientifiqueSy  a  most  valuable  gift.  The 
Library  of  Parliament  at  Ottawa  has  sent  and  will  send  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  Library's  set  of  the  Sessional  Papers  of  the 
Canadian  Parliament,  also  a  very  useful  gift.  The  Prefect  of 
the  Department  of  the  Seine  has  sent  the  municipal  documents 
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of  Paris  since  1900,  in  continuation  of  the  set  already  in  the 
Library. 

Duplicates.  The  pressure  of  the  regular  work  makes  it 
impossible  for  the  present  staff  to  give  the  attention  to  the 
duplicates  which  they  require.  Consequently  a  large  part  of 
the  increasing  collection  is  unavailable  for  exchange.  Yet 
much  has  been  done,  for  during  the  year  2,437  volumes  and 
2,500  pamphlets  have  been  sold  for  $1,193.32;  17  volumes  and 
366  pamphlets,  valued  at  $35.67,  have  been  sent  on  priced 
exchange;  90  volumes  and  551  pamphlets  have  been  received 
on  priced  exchange;  131  volumes  and  43  pamphlets  have  been 
sent  on  piece  exchange;  152  volumes  and  29  pamphlets 
received  on  piece  exchange. 

Inventory.  The  inventory  begun  in  1906  has  been  completed, 
and  a  systematic  search  made  for  the  missing  volumes.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  report  that  only  80  volumes  are  missing  from  the 
stacks  in  addition  to  the  42  reported  in  1905,  while  14  of  the 
latter  have  been  found,  so  that  the  total  loss  from  some  206,000 
volumes  in  12  years  has  been  108.  It  should  be  added  that  at 
least  25  of  the  recently  discovered  losses  are  apparently  due  to 
the  carelessness  of  members  of  the  staff.  From  the  reading 
rooms,  the  losses  are  much  more  numerous  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  books  on  the  shelves  but  almost  indefinitely  fewer  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  persons  having  access  to  them.  In 
the  three  years  47  volumes  have  disappeared  and  five  have  been 
found,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  42  and  a  total  loss  of  72  for  12  years. 
Here  also  it  is  pleasant  to  state  that  the  losses  for  1908  were  only 
8  as  against  21  in  1907.  The  mutilations  discovered  were  16  for 
the  three  years  of  which  four  were  noticed  in  1908.  The  38 
numbers  of  periodicals  reported  as  missing  are  more  than  in  1907 
but  the  seven  mutilations  reported  are  fewer,  so  that,  when  the 
increase  in  the  use  of  the  periodicals  is  taken  into  consideration, 
the  results  seem  satisfactory. 

There  were  discovered  and  corrected,  while  taking  the 
inventory,  142  serious  misplacements.  The  proportion  to  the 
total  number  of  volumes  is  larger  than  that  of  the  inventory  of 
1905,  but  almost  the  same  as  that  of  1901. 

The  cost  of  the  inventory  was  $165,  an  expenditure  which 
seems  well  justified  by  the  results. 
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The  above  figures  do  not  include  those  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medical  Sciences  which  are  still  shelved  under  the 
Newberry  Library  classification.  These  were  compared  with  the 
Newberry  Library  shelf-list  as  they  were  rearranged.  Of 
22,204  volumes  checked  only  192  were  not  found.  There  is  no 
record  of  any  previous  inventory  either  by  Newberry  Library  or 
this  Library,  so  that  these  losses  may  have  occurred  in  moving, 
or  while  in  possession  of  this  Library  in  the  Newberry  Library 
building,  or  before  their  acquisition.  Almost  all  the  missing 
volumes  are  individual  works  of  small  pecuniary  value. 

Binding.  On  January  i,  1908,  there  were  at  the  binderies 
909  volumes,  and  10,819  were  sent  during  the  year;  17  were 
returned  as  incomplete,  and  11,214  bound;  leaving  497  at  the 
binderies  December  31,  1908.  About  one-sixth  were  bound  by 
the  Newberry  Library.  The  cost  of  binding  was  $12,221.63, 
an  average  of  $1.09  per  volume.  This  is  somewhat  less  than 
for  1907,  when  it  was  $1.13.  The  cost  of  shelf -marking  the 
accessions  of  the  year,  together  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
repairing,  inserting  book-plates,  and  similar  work,  was  $1 ,388. 13. 

Catalogues.  The  work  of  the  cataloguing  stafi  again  shows 
a  substantial  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  While  not 
quite  all  the  accessions  of  the  year  have  been  cared  for,  there 
has  been  accomplished  much  work  on  the  arrears,  which, 
together  with  some  simplifications  in  methods,  has  reduced  the 
accumulation  somewhat.  In  order  to  secure  the  services  of  an 
experienced  cataloguer,  one  of  the  appointments  authorized  by 
the  Board  was  not  made  until  late  in  the  year;  for  this  reason 
the  total  accomplished,  though  very  satisfactory,  was  less  than 
it  might  otherwise  have  been. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  during  the  year  6,296  new 
titles  have  been  prepared  for  print;  224  new  titles  typewrit- 
ten; 94  titles  prepared  for  print  to  replace  old  typewritten 
titles  and  six  to  replace  Library  of  Congress  titles;  5,063 
titles  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classi- 
fied for  the  catalogues;  728  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co- 
operative analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated 
by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  has  been 
I3f278,  an  increase  of  2,939  over  1907.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor- 
rection of  errors  were  43,  and  for  other  alterations  717.     Cards 
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for  6,822  new  titles  and  848  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  1,247  ^^^  titles  and  429  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  64,594;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
64,006;  of  electrotypes,  37,724. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  8,493,  and  reports  were  received 
on  8,146,  leaving  347  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  2,597 
titles  on  hand  January  i,  1908;  5,752  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  32  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with- 
drawn; cards  for  5,304  were  used,  and  for  644  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  2 ,433  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  32  titles  had  been  replaced  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress in  correction  of  errors  without  charge,  55  showed  such 
differences  in  cataloguing  that  they  could  not  be  used,  for  298  the 
books  could  not  be  obtained,  and  14  were  duplicates.  Of  the 
5,752  titles  received,  1,036  were  analytical  titles  from  255 
serial  publications. 

The  work  of  the  Library  in  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
serials  has  been  continued.  It  has  supplied  728  titles  and  has 
received  cards  for  2,906  at  a  net  cost  of  $45.46.  Of  the  2,906 
titles,  674  have  been  filed  in  the  public  card  catalogues,  and 
one  copy  of  1,388  in  the  official  catalogue;  and  596  have  been 
sold.  The  transfer  of  the  classification  records  of  the  earlier 
titles  to  the  present  form  in  the  official  catalogue  has  been 
continued. 

There  have  been  added  29,603  cards  to  the  classed  catalogue 
which  now  contains  some  93,700  titles  on  241,700  cards, 
an  average  of  2.58  cards  per  title;  22,347  cards  have  been  filed 
in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  93,700 
titles  on  166,300  cards,  an  average  of  1.76  cards  per  title;  1,280 
guides  and  5,664  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  19,600  guides  and  30,100  cards  covering 
67,600  titles,  an  average  of  0.44  cards  per  title. 

There  have  been  added  1,902  cards  to  the  index  of  govern- 
ment publications,  making  a  total  of  1 5 ,304  in  this  index.  A 
new  index,  of  the  analytical  cards  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Education,  has  been  begun;  this  now  contains  2,424  cards.  The 
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distribution  of  the  cards  in  the  classed  catalogue,   by  depart- 
ments, is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Of  work  on  the  arrears  may  be  mentioned  the  completion  of 
the  catalogue  of  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  for  all 
books  which  have  been  catalogued  by  this  Library ;  the  catalogu- 
ing of  279  medical  periodicals;  and  the  cataloguing  of  i  ,375  titles 
from  the  Gerritsen  collection. 

Of  the  93,700  titles  in  the  public  catalogues  about  63,300 
are  on  cards  printed  by  the  Library,  about  22,000  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards,  and  about  8,000  on  A.  L.  A.  co-operative 
cards. 

Meetings.  The  Library  was  represented  officially  by  the 
Librarian  at  the  Brst  regular  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Academy  of 
Science  at  Decatur,  February  22  ;  officially  by  the  Librarian  and 
Medical  Reference  Librarian,  and  unofficially  by  other  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Library 
Association  at  Chicago,  June  I  and  2  ;  officially  by  the  Librarian 
and  unofficially  by  eight  other  members  of  the  staff  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Lake  Minne- 
tonka,  June  22  to  27;  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Library  Association  at  Lake 
George,  September  22  to  25;  officially  by  the  Assistant  Libra- 
rian at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Asso- 
ciation at  Galesburg,  Octobar  12  to  14.  The  Medical  Library 
Association,  of  which  this  Library  is  now  a  member,  were  its 
guests  for  two  of  the  sessions  of  their  annual  meeting,  June  i 
and  2. 

Staff.  The  Library  has  been  especially  fortunate  in  the 
small  number  of  losses  from  the  staff.  The  following  have 
resigned :  Misses  Edna  Fairchild  and  Cara  F.  Swenson  and  Mr. 
Robert  R.  Williams,  junior  assistants;  Mr.  Jesse  Krueger, 
attendant ;  Peter  Paul  Brennan,   page.     Two   attendants    have 
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left  the  service  without  due  notice,  and  one  page   has  been 
dismissed.

BY-LAWS 


xMEETINGS 


Section  i  .  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Thursday  in  January  in  each 
year,  shajl  be  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  The 
John  Crerar  Library,  at  which  meeting  the  officers  of  the  Cor- 
poration shall  be  elected,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as 
may  be  properly  brought  before  the  meeting. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Thursday  of  the  months  of  January,  April,  June,  and 
October,  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed 
by  tl>e  Board  from  time  to  time. 

At  such  meetings  and  at  all  spedad  meetings,  fiv^  members  of 
the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  In  the  absence  of  a 
quorum  at  any  such  meeting,  an  adjournment  to  a  fixed  day 
may  be  made  by  any  number  present. 

Section  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at 
^he  request  of  the  President  or  any  two  Directors,  and  the  notice 
of  such  meeting  shall  recite  such  request  and  the  object  for 
which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of 
the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  held  upon  call  of  their  respec- 
tive Chairmen,  upon  notice  to  be  determined  by  each  committee; 
and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  three  members, 
and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committees  two  members, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  5.  Notices  in  wrrting  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  each  Director,  by  mailing  the 
same  to  his  address,  not  less  than  ten  days  before  any  regular 
meeting,  and  not  less  than  two  days  before  any  special  or 
adjourned  meeting.

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, a  First  Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  and  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  the  Directors, 
to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Board  a  Treasurer  and 
a  Librarian  —  either  of  whom  may  or  may  not  be  a  Director  — 
and  such  other  agents  or  employees  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary.  All  such  appointees  shall  hold  their 
positions,  respectively,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  Vacancies  among  the  officers  or  in  the  Board, 
or  in  the  position  of  Treasurer  or  Librarian,  may  be  filled  by  the 
Board  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the 
proposed  action  be  contained  in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 

Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  election  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  Justice,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  JlHnois.  Whenever  any  Director  shall  be 
elected  to  fill  any  vacaJicy,  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation  giving  the  it^me  of  the  person  elected  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  th^  Recorder  of  Deeds,  where  the 
articles  of  incorporation  are  recorded',  as  provided  in  Paragraph 
24,  Chapter  81,  Kurd's  Revised  Statutes  6]f>I^^^"^*^  (^9^5  edition). 

Section  8.  The  compensation  of  TreaS^er  and  Librarian 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board.  The  compensa^fi^  of  all  other 
agents  and  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Q^nimittee  on 
Administration,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Boan 

Section  9.     The  following  shall  be  the  Standing 
tees  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting: 

A  Committee  on  Finance, 

A  Committee  on  Administration, 

A  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and 

A  Committee  on  Books, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members. 

There  shall  also  be  an  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the 
President  shall  be  the  Chairman,  and  which  shall  consist  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees  above  named. 

Section  10.  During  the  absence  from  Chicago,  or  other 
inability  to  act,  of  any  Chairman  of  any  Standing  Committee,

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the  next  member  of  such  Committee  in  regular  order  who  is 
available  shall  act  as  Chairman  and  as  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  any 
member  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  President  may  appoint 
any  member  of  the  Board  to  serve  as  a  member  of  such  Com- 
mittee until  such  absence  or  disability  shall  cease.

PRESIDENT 

Section  ii.  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Corporation  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board. 
He  shall  execute  all  such  instruments  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation 
as  are  not  specified  by  the  by-laws  to  be  executed  by  some 
other  officer  or  by  some  member  of  a  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Corporation.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  each  of  the 
Standing  Committees  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  shall  have  power  to  enforce  all  by-laws,  regulations,  and 
orders,  and  to  suspend  at  any  time  any  agent  or  employee  of 
the  Corporation,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  remove  such  agent  or  employee,  and  shall  perform  all 
other  duties  from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him 

He  shall  make  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board,  a  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December  preceding,  of 
the  condition  of  the  Library  and  of  the  funds  and  other  property 
of  the  Corporation,  showing  the  assets  and  investments  of  such 
Corporation  in  detail,  as  provided  in  Paragraph  24,  Chapter  81, 
Hurd's  Revised  Statutes  of  Illinois  (1905  edition). 

VICE-PRESIDENTS 

Section   12.     The  powers  and  duties  of  the  President  shall, 
in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presi- 
dents in  their  order,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of 
both  Vice-Presidents,  upon  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com 
mittees  in  the  order  named  in  Section  9. 

SECRETARY 

Section  13.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Board,  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  and  of  all  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  Corporation, 
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to  be  kept  in  a  place  designated  by  the  Board,  sign  the  call  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  execute  such  documents  as  require 
his  signature  and  the  seal,  when  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him.

TREASURER 

Section  14.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  financial  officer  of 
the  Corporation,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  its  funds  and 
securities,  and  deposit  them  in  such  banks  or  depositories  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  shall  sign  all  checks,  drafts, 
and  other  papers  requiring  the  payment  of  money,  when  duly 
countersigned,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him.  He  shall  give  bond  in  such 
a^nount  and  with  such  surety  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

He  shall  prepare  for  consideration  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Corporation  a  statement  of  the  probable  income  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  the  expenditures  recommended  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committees. 

LIBRARIAN 

Section  15.  The  Librarian,  under  the  supervision  of  .the 
Committee  on  Administration,  shall  have  the  charge  of  the 
Library  and  of  the  conduct  of  its  administration,  and  of  all 
agents  and  employees  therein,  and  shall  carry  out  the  policies 
adopted  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the 
Library  and  the  nature  and  quality  of  its  accessions,  and  shall 
perform  all  other  duties  from  time  to  time  assigned  to  him.

COMMITTEES 

Section  16.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  general 
direction  and  control  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  this  Committee  a  monthly 
statement  of  balances  on  hand,  and  all  other  matters  connected 
with  the  investments  as  well  as  property  and  finances  of  the 
Corporation.  Sales  of  securities,  investments,  and  reinvestments 
of  all  funds  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  made  only  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  this  Committee  or  by  direction  of  the 
Board. 
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The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  securities,  funds,  and 
property  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  examined  and  verified  by 
this  Committee  at  such  times  during  each  year  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  expedient,  or  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board,  and  a  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Corporation 
made  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Administration  shall  have 
charge  of  the  administration  of  the  temporary  quarters  of  the 
Library,  and  of  the  Library  building  when  erected,  together 
with  the  Library  and  all  personal  property  connected  therewith, 
and  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  agents  and  employees  in  the 
administration  of  the  Library,  and  shall  consider  and  recommend 
to  the  Board  for  approval  all  appointments  in  the  working  force 
of  the  Library,  and  all  changes  deemed  advisable  therein,  and 
also  in  the  methods  of  the  administration  of  the  Library. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
shall  have  control  of  the  real  estate  and  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  of  the  adjustment  and  payment  of  all  assessments 
and  insurance  upon  the  same,  and  shall  have  supervision  and 
control  of  the  erection  of  all  buildings  and  negotiations  and 
contracts  involved  therein,  as  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  recommend  an  architect,  superintendent,  and  contractors, 
for  appointment  and  selection  by  the  Board 

Section  19.  The  Committee  on  Books  shall  have  charge  of 
the  selection,  purchase,  binding,  and  repair  of  all  accessions  to 
the  Library,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
Board,  and  in  accordance  with  their  directions.  They  shall  have 
power  to  dispose,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  duplicates  and  of 
accessions  which  are  not  within  the  lines  fixed  by  the  Board. 

Section  20.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  the  Board,  subject  to  its  approval,  in  matters 
requiring  action  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall 
also  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may*  deem  advisable  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Board  and  the  Standing  Committees. 

Section  21.  All  moneys  shall  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or 
banks,  to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  to  the  credit  of  "The 
John  Crerar  Library,"  and  shall  be  drawn  out  only  by  checks 
signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  the  President, 
or  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  or  by  a  member  of  the  Com-

mittee  on  Finance.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  or  inability  to 
act  of  the  Treasurer,  the  checks  shall  be  signed  by  any  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  in  the  event  of  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  the  Treasurer  and  all  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  then  by  any  member  of  the  other 
Standing  Committees,  in  the  order  named  in  Section  9;  and 
checks  so  signed  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  President  or  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents;  provided  that  the  Committee  on  Finance 
may  empower  the  Treasurer  to  open  an  account  in  his  name  as 
Treasurer,  to  which  account  such  amounts  may  be  transferred 
from  time  to  time  by  checks  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  current  monthly  expenses 
of  the  Library,  and  all  checks  on  such  Treasurer's  account  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  alone;  and  said  Committee  on 
Finance  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  the  amount  so  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Treasurer's  account,  and  shall  designate  the  bank 
or  banks  at  which  such  account  shall  be  kept. 

Section  22.  All  assignments  or  transfers  of  shares  of 
stock,  bonds,  or  notes  authorized  to  be  executed  by  the  Board 
or  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  executed  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Section  23.  The  total  bequest  received  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  Estate  of  John  Crerar  for  the  establishment  of  the  Library 
shall  be  set  apart  as  a  Permanent  Endowment  Fund,  and  shall 
never  be  impaired  nor  encroached  upon.  This  fund  may  be 
increased  by  adding  thereto  such  portion  of  the  surplus  revenues, 
or  funds  received  from  other  sources,  as  the  Board  by  a  majority 
vote  at  any  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  may 
determine. 

Section  24.  The  Mayor  and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Section  25.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  repealed 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  seven  members  of  the 
Board  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  notice  of 
such  proposed  action  shall  be  included  by  the  Secretary  in  the 
call  for  the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  THE  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  **An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state,"  approved 
June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  fifteenth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1909. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  which  is  composed  of  the  following  persons:  E.  W. 
Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W.  Bishop,  John  M. 
Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter  Stenger  Grosscup,  Marvin 
Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J.  Mitchell,  Leonard  A. 
Busby,  Robert  Forsyth,  Chauncey  Keep  and  Frederick  H. 
Rawson,  together  with  Fred  A.  Busse,  Mayor  of  Chicago,  and 
Walter  H.  Wilson,  Comptroller,  ex-officio  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Library  are  as  follows:  President,  Peter 
Stenger  Grosscup;  First  Vice-President,  Henry  W.  Bishop; 
Second  Vice-President,  Thomas  D.  Jones;  Secretary,  Leonard 
A.  Busby;  Treasurer,  William  J.  Louderback;  Librarian, 
Clement  W.  Andrews. 

The  litigation  between  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
the  South  Park  Commissioners,  and  A.  Montgomery  Ward,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  1907  report,  was  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  on  October  26,  1909,  the  court  de- 
livered an  opinion  adverse  to  the  right  of  the  Field  Museum 
and  the  South  Park  Commissioners  to  erect  any  buildings  in 
Grant  Park.  The  case  is  reported  as  A.  Montgomery  Ward  vs. 
Field  Museum  of  Natural  History,  et  al.  241  111.  496. 

After  this  decision  was  handed  down,  the  Board  of  Directors 
again  requested  the  South  Park  Commissioners  to  institute  con- 
demnation proceedings  under  the  act  of  1903,  entitled:  **An 
Act    concerning    free   public    libraries  in    public    parks,"  and 
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the  Commissioners  are  preparing  to  institute  the  necessary  con- 
demnation proceedings  at  once. 

Meanwhile  the  Directors  have  arranged  for  a  renewal  of  the 
lease  of  the  present  quarters  and  have  made  somewhat  exten- 
sive alterations  in  order  to  utilize  the  space  to  the  fullest  extent 
possible. 

Important  and  unusual  additions  have  been  made  to  the  col- 
lections of  the  Library,  which  now  contains  251,281  volumes, 
some  77,000  pamphlets,  and  1,500  maps  and  plates.  It  receives 
currently  3,070  periodicals  and  7,306  other  serial  publications. 

The  use  made  of  the  Library,  notwithstanding  the  incon- 
veniences caused  by  the  alterations,  has  been  practically  the 
same  as  in  1908;  viz.,  382,000  books  and  periodicals.  For  fur- 
ther details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 
statement  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year  1909, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments,  as 
required  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  THE  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  : 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  his  report  on  the  internal  adminis- 
tration of  the  Library  for  1909,  the  Librarian  hopes  that  it  may 
be  regarded  as  indicating  noteworthy  improvements  in  the  re- 
sources of  the  Library  and  in  its  material  equipment,  as  well  as 
the  accomplishment  of  a  satisfactory  amount  of  routine  work. 

Rooms.  As  soon  as*  the  Directors  decided  to  renew  the  lease 
of  the  present  quarters  a  somewhat  extensive  rearrangement  of 
the  space  was  undertaken.  The  mezzanine  platform  between 
the  fifth  and  sixth  floors  was  completed  and  fitted  up  with  book 
stacks  which  will  hold  some  100,000  volumes.  Nearly  all  the 
stacks  on  the  sixth  floor  were  removed.  A  small  part  of  the 
space  thus  acquired  was  used  for  an  extension  of  the  Public  Cat- 
alogue Room,  adding  360  trays  and  four  seats,  and  the  remainder 
for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Library,  including  new  offices 
for  the  Librarian  and  the  assistants  in  charge  of  the  correspond- 
ence. The  space  between  the  Reading  Room  and  the  Senn 
Room,  about  400  sq.  ft.,  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Librarian's  offices,  has  been  added  to  the  main  Reading  Room, 
and  a  new  Delivery  Desk  has  been  installed  in  an  alcove  adjoin- 
ing this  space.  These  changes  add  30  seats  to  the  capacity  of 
the  Reading  Room.  In  the  Senn  Room  the  stacks  have  been 
removed,  the  working  collection  of  recent  and  reference  works 
placed  on  the  wall  shelves,  and  the  current  medical  periodicals  in 
new  floor  cases  which  also  accommodate  some  20  readers.  The 
new  mezzanine  floor  will  accommodate  20  readers  admitted  to  the 
•stacks,  so  that  the  whole  Library  will  now  accommodate  275 
readers  at  one  time,  and  has  shelving  for  300,000  volumes. 
There  have  been  secured,  also,  a  more  convenient  arrangement 
of  the  administrative  work,  and  a  much  more  suitable  entrance 
to  the  Senn  Room. 

In  connection  with  these  changes  there  was  installed  Jn  the 
public   rooms    and    over    the  cataloguers'  desks    the   indirect 
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(I-comfort)  system  of  electric  lighting.  In  this  system  the 
light  is  thrown  up  to  the  ceiling  and  thence  reflected  and 
diffused  throughout  the  room.  Many  of  the  old  chandeliers 
were  used  and  the  same  100- watt  tungsten  lamps.  In  the  Read- 
ing Room  5,4CX)  watts  are  used  to  light  3,600  sq.  ft. ;  in  the 
Senn  Room  3,000  watts  to  light  1,200  sq.  ft.;  in  the  Public 
Catalogue  Room  1,000  watts  to  light  400  sq.  ft. ;  over  the  cata- 
loguers' desks  1,600  watts  to  light  800  sq.  ft.  The  last  named 
space  has  a  nearly  white  ceiling,  while  the  others  have  as  light 
tints  as  are  consistent  with  the  wall  decorations.  The  extra 
allowance  of  current  in  the  Senn  Room  and  the  Public  Catalogue 
Room  is  in  part  necessary  to  overcome  the  disadvantage,  for  this 
system  of  lighting,  of  long  and  narrow  rooms,  but  in  part  secures 
better  results.  In  them  the  light  is  ample,  but  in  the  Read- 
ing Room  about  one  out  of  ten  readers  appears  to  need 
additional  light  from  the  table  fixtures.  The  softness  of  the 
light,  its  perfect  diffusion,  which  eliminates  shadows  and  lights 
the  lowest  shelf  as  well  as  the  highest,  and  the  absence 
of  all  visible  brilliant  points,  are  features  which  give  great  satis- 
faction. The  cost  for  the  public  rooms  is  entirely  satisfactory, 
being  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  greater  than  direct  illumina- 
tion with  tungsten  lamps  and  holophane  shades,  and  some  30 
per  cent  less  than  the  old  method  with  carbon  lamps.  For  light- 
ing the  assistants'  desks,  however,  the  cost  is  very  great  in  com- 
parison, for  1,600  watts  are  used  to  illuminate  a  space  which 
will  accommodate  comfortably  only  ten  workers,  and  if  a  single 
desk  is  occupied  800  watts  must  be  used. 

Further  experiments  on  the  lighting  of  the  stacks  have  result- 
ed in  the  installation  in  the  new  stacks  of  25-watt  tungsten  lamps 
with  holophane  shades  six  feet  apart  instead  of  40-watt  lamps 
9  ft.  apart.  The  amount  of  current  used  is  practically  the  same, 
but  the  light  is  better  distributed.  A  minor  improvement  in- 
troduced on  an  experimental  stack  is  the  use  of  white  enamel  on 
the  bottom  shelf  and  the  tilting  of  this  shelf  i  ^  inches  to  the  foot. 
When  the  books  are  set  back  two  inches  from  the  edge  of  the 
shelf  the  increased  legibility  of  the  shelf  marks  is  very  evident. 

These  changes  were  made  under  the  supervision  of  Messrs. 
Shipley,  Rutan  &  Coolidge.  A  general  contract  with  the  Wm. 
Mavor  Co.  covered  all  the  work  except  furniture  and  fixtures. 
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The  stacks  were  furnished  by  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Co., 
and  are  of  their  bracket  type.  The  work  was  begun  in  July  and 
should  have  been  completed  by  September  15th,  but  on  account 
of  delays  on  the  part  of  the  sub-contractors  was  not  fully 
completed  until  late  in  the  year.  The  architects  have  not  yet 
rendered  a  final  account  but  the  cost  is  within  the  appropria- 
tions of  $17,500  for  alterations  and  $12,500  for  furniture. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  October  30th  a  serious  fire  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  building  and  its  rise  through  a  pipe  shaft 
threatened  the  Library.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  soon  ex- 
tinguished and  the  prompt  action  of  the  Library's  janitor 
prevented  any  damage  to  its  property  except  by  smoke.  The 
walls  and  ceilings  were  repainted  at  a  cost  of  $194,  which  was 
fully  covered  by  insurance. 

Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  The  development  of 
the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences  has  gone  on  steadily.  The 
working  collection  has  been  increased  to  some  2,700  volumes, 
and  orders  are  outstanding  which  will  bring  thisfully  up  todate. 
The  Martin  purchase,  to  be  mentioned  later  in  more  detail,  has 
notably  strengthened  the  Department  on  the  historical  side,  es- 
pecially in  gynecology  and  obstetrics.  The  uncatalogued  sets  of 
periodicals  have  been  reduced  by  234,  a  beginning  has  been  made 
on  the  other  older  works,  and  the  large  number  of  unclassified 
pamphlets  has  been  greatly  reduced.  Out  of  1,611  shelves  of 
the  regular  stacks  only  405  are  now  in  the  old  classification. 
Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  cataloguing  of  the  Senn 
Collection  and  considerable  in  the  classification  of  its  pamphlets. 
A  list  of  the  current  periodicals  shelved  in  the  Senn  Room  and 
of  allied  serials  shelved  elsewhere  is  in  press  and  will  be  issued 
early  in  19 10. 

The  rearrangement  of  the  Senn  Room  and  the  change  in 
lighting  it  have  been  mentioned.  It  is  believed  that  these  changes 
are  generally  accepted  as  improvements.  At  least,  they  have 
not  prevented  an  increase  of  about  10  per  cent  in  the  use  of  the 
Senn  Room,  which  is  about  half  of  the  total  increase  in  attendance. 

Special  Collections.  The  readjustment  of  the  Senn  Collec- 
tion has  been  continued  but  attention  has  been  given  chiefly 
to  the  cataloguing  of  the  addition  made  by  the  Senn  Estate 
which  is  now  practically  complete.     This  has  added  500  volumes 
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to  the  collection.  As  abundant  shelf  room  is  now  available 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Geibel  purchase  can  soon  be  entered 
and  catalogued.  The  older  works  on  surgery  will  then  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  regular  shelves  and  this  will  bring  the  Collection 
to  approximately  its  final  size. 

From  the  proceeds  of  its  special  fund  ten  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  Huntington  W.  Jackson  Collection  on  Constitu- 
tional Law,  which  now  contains  483  titles,  of  which  36  of  the 
most  costly  have  been  purchased  from  the  fund. 

Routine.  No  change  of  importance  has  been  made  in  the 
routine  of  the  library.  The  treatment  of  unmounted  single 
maps  adopted  in  1908  has  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  has  been 
extended  to  include  engravings  and  other  single  plates  whose 
subjects  are  within  the  scope  of  the  Library. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  134,579,  and  the  daily  average  430,  an  increase  of 
four  per  cent  over  the  figures  for  1908,  which  were  130,049  and 
414  respectively.  The  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Senn  Room 
would  account  for  about  half  of  the  total  increase.  That  it  has 
not  been  as  great  as  in  previous  years  is  probably  due  to  the 
combined  action  of  three  causes,  namely :  the  unavoidable  annoy- 
ance and  disturbance  of  readers  due  to  the  alterations,  the  un- 
usually mild  fall,  and  the  absence  of  any  notable  gatherings  of 
scholars  in  the  city  during  the  holidays. 

The  evening  attendance  has  increased  quite  normally  from  83 
to  89 ;  that  on  the  five  general  holidays  in  rather  larger  propor- 
tion from  172  to  189.  The  smallest  attendance  was  125  on 
December  25th,  and  the  largest  857  on  February  27th.  The 
figures  for  1908  were  139  and  815  respectively.  The  increase 
in  the  maximum  attendance  is  remarkable  and  indicates  how 
necessary  was  the  additional  provision  for  readers. 

Use.  Both  the  recorded  number  of  calls  for  books  from  the 
stacks  and  for  periodicals  from  the  alcove  is  smaller  than  in  1908. 
The  figures  are  107,006  and  20,261  as  against  108,662  and 
20,980  respectively.  Using  the  same  factor  as  in  previous  years 
the  total  use  of  books  and  periodicals  is  382,000  as  against 
389,000,  a  decrease  of  1.8  per  cent.  This  decrease  in  recorded 
use  notwithstanding  an  increase  in  attendance  is  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  causes  already  mentioned  as  tending  to 
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lessen  the  attendance  would  tend  even  more  strongly  to  lessen 
the  amount  of  reading  done  by  those  who  came  to  the  library, 
and  also  to  the  fact  that  about  one-half  of  the  increased  attend- 
ance was  in  the  Senn  Room,  where  no  record  is  kept  of  the  use 
of  periodicals  and  from  which  come  proportionately  few  calls  for 
books  from  the  stacks. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  peri- 
odicals and  of  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  compari- 
son of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1908:

The  changes  are  insignificant  unless  the  increase  in  Social 
Sciences,  which  is  largely  in  political  economy,  is  due  to  the 
addition  to  the  public  catalogues  of  a  considerable  number  of 
titles  from  the  Gerritsen  purchase.  Insignificant  also  are  the 
changes  in  the  calls  for  single  subjects,  except  increases  of  one- 
third  in  landscape  gardening  and  of  nearly  one-half  in  ''associa- 
tions and  institutions**  (charities  and  insurance),  and  a  decrease 
of  nearly  four-fifths  in  paleontology.  The  first  six  subjects  in 
order  are:  engineering,  medicine,  political  economy,  trade  and 
transportation,  physics,  chemical  technology.  The  subjects  are 
the  same  as  last  year,  but  engineering  and  medicine  have  changed 
places  and  so  have  political  economy  and  physics. 

The  admissions  to  the  stack  were  2,437,  ^  decrease  of  234 
or  nine  per  cent.  The  number  is  too  small  to  make  such  a 
change  of  any  significance,  for  it  may  be  due  to  the  absence  of 
a  few  individuals.  Of  the  admissions  recorded,  1602  were  by 
registration  and  835  on  presentation  of  32  passes.  Three  ad- 
ditional passes  have  been  granted,  leaving  91  nominally  in  force. 

The  loans  for  use  outside  the  Library  were  nearly  the  same 
in  number  as  in  1908.     There  were  granted   107  requests  from 
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33  libraries  and  105  requests  from  47  individuals.  Seven  re- 
quests from  libraries  were  refused.  In  1908  the  loans  were  230 
and  the  refusals  seven.  In  six  cases  the  books  loaned  were 
asked  for  while  out. 

The  calls  for  assistance  by  telephone  were  363  and  the  re- 
quests for  information  by  letter  were  165.  No  record  of  this 
additional  service  of  the  Library  has  been  kept  hitherto,  but  it 
is  thought  that  these  figures  denote  a  substantial  increase  over 
previous  years. 

For  1909  the  time  required  to  fill  calls  has  been  determined 
for  one  day  in  each  week,  an  equal  number  of  each  day  having 
been  taken,  but  not  in  regular  order.  The  advantage  of  this 
constant  supervision  of  the  work  is  evident  to  those  responsible 
for  it,  but  the  gain  undoubtedly  secured  is  not  shown  by  the 
figures.  This  is  because  this  year  all  calls  filled  by  the  regular 
attendants  have  been  counted  whereas  previously  those  for  books 
not  on  the  regular  shelves  were  omitted.  The  average  time  thus 
found  was  3.66  minutes  as  against  3.00  minutes  in  1908. 

The  record  of  the  causes  of  failures  to  supply  books  called 
for  which  should  have  been  supplied  is  as  follows:  due  to  alter- 
ations in  the  stacks,  8;  at  bindery,  418;  in  use  by  another  read- 
er, 576;  withdrawn  from  general  circulation,  10 1 ;  not  found  on 
shelves,  286;  errors  of  library  assistants  or  records,  68;  total, 
1,457.  The  total  is  1.36  per  cent  of  the  total  call  slips  presented, 
while  in  1908  the  percentage  was  1.76.  Excluding  the  first 
four  causes  as  unavoidable,  the  avoidable  failures  were  354,  or 
0.4  per  cent,  as  against  0.6  per  cent  in  1908.  This  improve- 
ment, especially  in  view  of  the  confusion  caused  by  the  altera- 
tions, is  very  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

Publications.  In  March  the  Library  issued  its  Fourteenth 
Annual  Report y  a  pamphlet  of  72  pages.  Besides  the  usual 
matter  it  contained  the  By-Laws  of  the  Corporation  as  amended 
and  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held 
April  16,  1908.  An  edition  of  4,500  copies  was  printed  and 
distributed. 

In  June  the  Library  printed  as  a  pamphlet  of  six  leaves, 
a  small  edition  of  its  Catalogue  Rules,  supplementary  to  the 
code  adopted  by  the  American  Library  Association  and 
the   [British]   Library  Association,   and  to  the  supplementary 
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rules  of   the    Library  of   Congress.     This   pamphlet   was   not 
put  on   sale. 

In  November  the  Library  issued  the  second  edition  of  the  List 
of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room,  a  volume  of  496  pages.  It  con- 
tains the  titles  of  some  4,000  volumes,  including,  besides  general 
works  of  reference,  significant  works,  both  advanced  and  pop- 
ular, on  subjects  within  the  scope  of  the  Library.  The  selection 
is  primarily  in  the  hands  of  the  Reference  Librarian,  and  the 
revision  for  this  edition  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Brown. 
The  titles  were  printed  from  electrotypes  made  from  the  type 
used  to  print  the  catalogue  cards.  When  this  method  was  first 
used,  in  1900,  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  secure  for  later  editions 
a  marked  economy,  especially  through  the  avoidance  of  proof- 
reading. As,  however,  library  salaries  have  not  advanced  in 
proportion  to  the  advance  in  the  prices  for  paper  and  press  work, 
and  as,  moreover,  all  titles  obtained  from  the  Library  of  Congress 
have  to  be  set  by  this  Library  in  order  to  secure  electrotypes, 
the  economy  is  probably  very  small,  while  the  time  required  to 
print  is  certainly  very  long. 

There  is  now  in  press  a  List  of  Current  Medical  Periodicals^ 
which  should  be  issued  early  in  19 10.     The  List  of  Histories  of 
Science  and  the  new  edition  of  the  List  of  Serials  should  also  be 
issued    in    1 910.      Material    has    been    collected  for   a  List  of 
Histories  of  Arts  and  Industries,

The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  catalogue  card  to  the 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago  Public  Library,  Field 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  Library  of  Congress,  Northwestern 
University,  Princeton  University,  University  of  Chicago,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  and  University  of  Michigan,  and  of  a  selection 
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to  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers  and  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey,  has  been  continued.  Orders  have  been 
received  from  seven  new  sources,  of  which  the  most  important  are 
the  Franklin  Institute,  the  Illinois  State  Water  Survey,  and  the 
School  of  Education  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  In  all  84,392 
cards  have  been  sent  to  the  depository  libraries,  771  given  away, 
and  61,573  sold  or  sent  in  exchange.  From  the  Library  of 
Congress  there  have  been  received  in  exchange  40,609  cards, 
makinga  total  of  390,069  in  the  depository  catalogue. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  For  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year 
the  work  of  selection  and  ordering  was  kept  up  to  date  and  a  not 
inconsiderable  portion  of  the  arrears  was  made  up.  Unfortunately 
the  illness  of  the  Librarian  in  the  last  three  months  prevented 
all  steady  effort,  and  most  unfortunately  affected  the  orders  for 
works  in  English  as  well  as  for  those  in  foreign  languages. 

During  the  year  8,877  orders  were  given.  Of  these  937 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  7.940  valid  orders,  covering 
30,334  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $24,462.  Of  outstand- 
ing orders,  7,775  were  filled,  covering  31,862  volumes  at  a  cost 
of  $25,679.  There  are  left  outstanding  3,172  orders,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $2 ,062 ;  of  these  i  ,243  were  given  before 
January  i,  1909.  The  distribution  of  the  orders  of  the  year, 
of  the  total  to  the  end  of  1909,  and  the  estimated  cost  to  the 
nearest  dollar,  are  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 
The  figures  given  there  and  above  are  net ;  that  is,  the  volumes  of 
duplicates  sold  and  the  amounts  received  for  them  are  deducted. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  for  1909  have  been  20, 135, 
of  which  4,773  have  been  received  as  gifts  and  15,362  obtained 
by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials  are  included  in 
these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  1,257  volumes, 
leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the  year  18,878,  which,  with  the 
232,403  reported  for  1908,  make  a  total  now  on  the  books  of 
251,281.  There  remain  to  be  entered  the  Geibel,  Laufer,  and 
Martin  purchases  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Gerritsen 
purchase. 

The  accession  record  for  maps  and  plates  was  opened  early 
in  the  year,  and  the  total  entries  at  the  end  of  1909  were  1,581. 

The  number  of  pamphlets  received  was  very  large,  11,484 
having  been  received   as   gifts  and   some   4,000   obtained   by 
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purchase.  Author  slips  for  1 1 ,  390  were  filed  in  the  official  cata- 
logue and  the  classified  collection  has  been  increased  by  12,722. 
The  last  number  includes  the  preceding  but  these  two  have  no 
necessary  connection  with  the  first.  Many  of  the  pamphlets 
received  are  duplicates  and  many  more  are  continuations  or 
for  various  reasons  are  not  put  in  the  pamphlet  collection. 
On  the  other  hand,  many  pamphlets  already  in  the  Library  have 
been  classified  and  entered  in  the  official  catalogue.  Of  the 
12,722  net  accessions  in  the  classified  collection,  2,140  were 
from  the  Senn  Collection,  some  2,625  from  the  unclassified 
material  in  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences,  and  some  1,200 
from  the  Gerritsen  purchase,  leaving  some  6,700  as  the  new  ac- 
cessions of  the  year.  With  the  4,000  of  the  Martin  purchase 
the  total  for  the  year  is  10,700  and  the  total  in  the  Library  is 
approximately  77,000.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the 
second  table  of  library  statistics. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  net 
accessions  for  1909  and  of  the  totals  entered,  by  departments, 
together  with  the  percentages  of  the  bound  volumes:

Except  for  the  Social  Sciences  the  growth  has  been  entirely 
symmetrical,  and  the  disproportion  in  that  department  is  due 
largely  to  a  single  purchase. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  are  3,070,  of  which  648  are 
received  as  gifts  and  2,422  by  subscription,  at  an  estimated  yearly 
cost  of  $8,430.37.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Continuation  Record  reports 
1098  titles  added  to  the  list  and  157  withdrawn,  leaving  7,306  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  About  3,000  are  obtained  by  subscription, 
at  a  cost  in  1909  of  $4,674.65.  These  furnished  1,271  volumes 
entered  on  the  record  of  accessions.  The  other  continuations 
were   received    as   gifts    or   in  exchange,   and  furnished   1,180

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volumes.  There  was  an  increase  of  more  than  14  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  titles  in  the  record,  and  yet  very  much  more  work 
than  in  previous  years  was  done  in  trying  to  keep  the  files  com- 
plete. For  the  gifts  620  first  and  117  second  requests  were  sent 
and  43  reported  to  the  Librarian  for  personal  letters.  For  the 
purchases  274  first  and  24  second  notifications  were  sent  and  8 
reported  to  the  Librarian. 

Among  the  purchases  of  the  year  several  require  special 
mention.  The  first  in  time  of  receipt  is  a  collection  of  some  4, 500 
volumes  in  the  Chinese,  Japanese,  Manchurian,  Mongolian,  and 
Thibetan  languages  secured  for  the  Library  by  Dr.  Berthold 
Laufer  of  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History.  Dr.  Laufer 
bought  for  the  Newberry  Library  as  well  as  for  The  John  Crerar 
Library,  and  kept  in  mind  the  division  of  field  between  the  two. 
The  books  already  received  were  bought  in  Pekin,  and  another 
consignment  is  expected  when  Dr.  Laufer  returns  from  Thibet, 
to  include  his  purchases  in  that  country.  As  yet  this  purchase 
is  not  available,  but  awaits  the  decision  of  the  Directors  as  to 
the  best  method  of  treating  it. 

The  second  notable  purchase  is  that  of  the  private  library  of 
Dr.  August  Martin,  of  Greifswald  and  Berlin,  comprising  some 
8,000  volumes  and  4,000  pamphlets  on  gynecology  and  obstet- 
rics. This  collection  was  begun  in  1830  by  the  father,  Dr. 
Eduard  Martin,  of  Jena  and  Berlin.  It  is  rich  in  the  earlier 
literature  of  its  subjects.  While  there  is  considerable  duplica- 
tion, as  a  whole  it  materially  strengthens  the  Library. 

The  third  purchase  is  a  complete  set,  lacking  six  volumes, 
of  the  Atti  and  Rendiconti  of  the  Italian  Parliament  from  1848 
to  date,  a  collection  of  700  quarto  volumes.  So  complete  a  set 
is  rare  and  its  purchase  makes  a  valuable  addition  to  the  collec- 
tion of  government  documents. 

Besides  these  may  be  mentioned  the  purchase  of  the  Descrip- 
tion de  r  Egypte  and  the  Reise  der  oesterreichischen  Fregatte  No^ 
vara.  The  sets  of  periodicals  completed  include:  Annalen  des 
K.  K.  Naturhistorischen  Hof museums ^  Afinales  de  la  science 
agroftomique^  Annals  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Garden  {Calcutta), 
Beitrdge  zur  Anthropologic  und  Urgeschichte  Bayerns,  Bibliotheca 
medica.

videnskabernes  selskabs  skrifter.  Hunt's  Yachting  Magazine, 
Memorie  della  R.  Accademia  di  Sciense  {Modend),  Mitteilungen 
des  Stattstischen  Amies  der  Sladt  MUnchen,  Nuovo  gi&male 
botantco  ilaltano.  Proceedings  of  tfie  Medical  Society  of  London, 
Rivista  intemazionale  di  sciense  sociali.  Transactions  of  the  Ches- 
terfield and  Derbyshire  Institute  of  Mining  Engineers ,  Transac- 
ticns  of  the  British  Association  of  Water  Works,  Transactions  of 
the  N.  E.  Coast  Institute  of  Engineers,  Vierteljahrsschrift  der 
Naturforschenden  Gesellschaft  (Zurich),  the  publications  of  the 
Circolo  matematico  of  Palermo,  and  of  the  Great  Trigonometrical 
Survey  of  India;  and  230  volumes  of  miscellaneous  United 
States  documents  were  purchased  to  fill  gaps. 

The  namber  of  volumes  received  as  gifts  is  about  the  same 
as  in  late  years,  except  1908,  but  the  pamphlets  and  the  num- 
ber of  donors  have  again  increased  remarkably.  There  were 
received  3,908  volumes  and  1 1,484  pamphlets  from2, 271  donors. 
The  volumes  entered  in  the  accession  record,  including  the  gift 
of  the  Senn  Estate  received  in  1908,  were  4,773.  The  figures 
for  1908  were  9,818  volumes  received,  6,987  pamphlets,  t,563 
donors,  and  4,398  entries. 

The  interest  of  the  medical  profession  in  the  Library  is  well 
shown  by  the  large  number  of  physicians  included  in  the  list  of 
donors.  As  making  unusually  large  contributions  may  be  men- 
tioned: Dr.  Nathan  Smith  Davis,  Dr.  Arnold  C.  Klebs,  Dr.  Louis 
J.  Mitchell,  Dr.  John  E.  Owens,  Dr.  Samuel  C,  Stanton,  Dr. 
Lyman  Ware.  Mr,  E.  S,  Routzahn,  of  Chicago,  gave  some 
l,3CX)  volumes  and  235  pamphlets  on  municipal  subjects  which 
will  fill  many  gaps  in  the  Library's  collection.  Mr.  C.  E.  Rollins 
gave  785  volumes  of  insurance  periodicals  in  continuance  of 
previous  gifts.  The  Observatoire  Royal  de  Belgique  has  sent 
43  volumes  of  its  publications,  all  now  in  print,  and  will  send 
future  issues. 

Duplicates.  Because  of  the  large  amount  of  regular  work  it 
has  not  been  practicable  to  give  much  attention  to  the  dupli- 
cates. Correspondence  with  a  number  of  libraries  has  been 
entered  into,  but  little  has  been  done.  During  the  year  125 
volumes,  4  pamphlets  and  4  numbers  have  been  sold  for 
$80.25;  190  volumes,  40  pamphlets  and  123  numbers,  valued 
at  $148.94,  have  been  sent  on  priced  exchange;  23  volumes  and 
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6  pamphlets  have  been  sent  on  piece  exchange;  137  volumes, 
113  pamphlets  and  1,012  numbers,  valued  at  $142.41,  have  been 
received  on  priced  exchange;  782  volumes,  94  pamphlets  and 
759  numbers  have  been  received  on  piece  exchange.  The 
Medical  Library  Association  has  re-established  its  exchange  and 
offers  an  opportunity  for  mutual  benefit  by  which  this  Library 
hopes  to  profit. 

Inventory.  The  additional  shelving  made  necessary  a  com- 
plete shift  of  the  books,  which  was  not  finished  until  late  in  the 
year.  As  an  inventory  taken  before  the  shift  would  have  been 
of  comparatively  little  value,  the  beginning  of  the  next  regular 
inventory  was  set  for  19 10.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  add 
that  the  shift  was  made  so  carefully  that  but  few  misplacements 
have  been  detected  through  the  calls  for  books. 

The  losses  from  the  reading  rooms  have  been  47,  but  one 
was  recovered  from  a  second-hand  book  store,  leaving  as  the 
net  loss  for  the  year  46,  and  since  the  beginning  1 18.  This  is  a 
large  increase  over  the  average  of  late  years,  and  it  would  be  even 
more  disquieting  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  16  were  taken 
within  two  weeks,  probably  by  one  man,  though  no  proof  was 
obtained,  as  the  thefts  stopped  as  soon  as  a  detective  was 
employed. 

The  losses  of  periodicals  were  40  and  the  mutilations  re- 
ported were  14,  a  total  not  varying  greatly  from  the  average  of 
late  years.  In  1908  they  were  38  and  7  respectively.  All  but 
two  were  replaced  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  book  was  stolen  from  the  stacks  on  a  call-slip  by  means 
of  a  false  name  and  address.  As  this  is  the  first  case  of  the 
kind  it  might  not  be  worth  mention  if  it  were  not  that  the  book 
was  the  fourth  copy  of  the  work  to  be  taken,  and  had  been 
removed  from  the  Reading  Room  on  account  of  the  previous 
losses.  It  would  seem  as  if  only  the  mediaeval  method  of  lock 
and  chain  would  suffice  for  some  books,  though  the  modern 
hotel  method  of  key  tags  might  be  tried. 

Binding.  On  January  i,  1909,  there  were  at  the  binderies 
497  volumes,  and  11,579  were  sent  during  the  year;  21  were 
returned  as  incomplete,  and  10,507  bound;  leaving  1,548  at  the 
binderies  December  31,  1909.  About  one-fifth  were  bound  by 
the  Newberry  Library.     The  cost  of   binding  was  $11,332.72, 
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an  average  of  $i.o8  per  volume.  The  cost  of  shelf-marking  the 
accessions  of  the  year,  together  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
repairing,  inserting  book-plates,  and  similar  work,  was  $i  ,3 19.23. 

Catalogues.  While  the  output  of  new  titles  is  somewhat  less 
than  in  1908,  the  added  work  caused  by  the  preparation  of  the 
List  of  Books  in  the  Reading  Room,  which  included  the  proof- 
reading of  399  reset  titles,  and  the  new  work  of  revising  the 
author  slips  for  pamphlets,  amounting  to  9,259  in  1909,  more 
than  account  for  the  slight  decrease  in  output. 

The  Cataloguer  reports  that  during  the  year  6,085  ^^^ 
titles  have  been  prepared  for  print;  358  new  titles  typewrit- 
ten; 21  titles  prepared  for  print  to  replace  old  typewritten 
titles,  and  8  to  replace  Library  of  Congress  titles;  4,524 
titles  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classi- 
fied for  the  catalogues;  686  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co- 
operative analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated 
by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  has  been 
12,588,  a  decrease  of  690  over  1908.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor- 
rection of  errors  were  44,  and  for  other  alterations  893.  Cards 
for  6,581  new  titles  and  1,057  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  781  new  titles,  and  387  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  70,679;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
70,587;  of  electrotypes,  38,505. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  8,577,  ^^d  reports  were  received 
on  7,848,  leaving  729  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  2,433 
titles  on  hand  January  i,  1909;  6,046  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  9  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with- 
drawn; cards  for  4,732  were  used,  and  for  1,180  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  2,576  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  894  titles  were  returned  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  36  were  replaced  by  reprinted  cards.  Of  the  6,046  titles 
received,  902  were  analytical  titles  from  277  serial  publications. 

The  work  of  the  Library  in  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
serials  has  been  continued.  It  has  supplied  686  titles  and  has 
received  cards  for  2,351.  Of  the  2,351  titles,  469  have  been 
filed  in  the  public  card  catalogues;  one  copy  of  1,170  filed  in 
the  official  catalogue;  and  576  have  been  sold. 
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There  have  been  added  30,723  cards  to  the  classed  catalogue, 
which  now  contains  some  105,600  titles  on  272,400  cards, 
an  average  of  2.58  cards  per  title;  19,956  cards  have  been  filed 
in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  105,600 
titles  on  186,300  cards,  an  average  of  1.77  cards  per  title;  1,185 
guides  and  5,124  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  19,900  guides  and  35,200  cards  covering 
81,200  titles,  an  average  of  0.43  cards   per  title. 

There  have  been  added  14,212  cards  to  the  index  of  govern- 
ment publications,  making  a  total  of  29,516  in  this  index. 
The  new  index  of  analytical  cards  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Education,  has  received  2,740  cards  and  now  contains  5,164 
cards.  The  distribution  of  the  cards  in  the  classed  catalogue, 
by  departments,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Of  work  on  the  arrears  may  be  mentioned  the  completion  of 
the  cataloguing  of  the  gift  from  the  Senn  Estate,  the  beginning 
of  steady  work  on  the  Senn  Collection,  the  continuance  of  the 
work  on  the  Gerritsen  purchase,  and  the  cataloguing  of  234 
periodicals  and  quite  a  number  of  books  from  the  older  material 
of  the  Department  of  Medical  Sciences. 

Of  the  105,600  titles  in  the  public  catalogues  about  69,900 
are  on  cards  printed  by  the  Library,  about  26, 500  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards,  and  about  8,500  on  A.  L.  A.  co-operative 
cards. 

Meetings.  The  Library  was  represented  officially  by  the 
Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Academy  of 
Science  at  Springfield,  February  20th;  officially  by  the  Medical 
Reference  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Library 
Association  at  Washington  and  Baltimore,  May  12th  and  13th; 
officially  by  the  Librarian  and  unofficially  by  five  other  members 
of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library 
Association  at  Bretton  Woods,  June  28th  to  July  3d;  officially 
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by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  State  Libraries  and  unofficially  by  him  at  the  meeting 
for  the  organization  of  the  Special  Libraries  Association,  at  the 
same  place ;  unofficially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  New  York  State  Library  Association  at  Lake  George, 
September  2[st  to  25th;  officially  by  the  Assistant  Librarian  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Library  Association  at 
East  St.  Louis,  October  [2th  to  14th.  The  Library  has  become 
a  member  of  the  Special  Libraries  Association. 

Staif.  While  the  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  few,  one  of 
them  is  a  serious  loss.  Mr,  C.  H.  Brown,  for  over  six  years 
in  the  service  of  the  Library  and  for  five  years  Reference  Li- 
brarian, resigned  to  become  Assistant  Librarian  of  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library.  The  Library  is  greatly  indebted  to  him  for 
effective  and  courteous  service.  The  following  have  also  re- 
signed: Mrs.  Julia  H.  Brown,  Miss  Mabel  Ray,  and  Mr.  Jay  T. 
Conway,  junior  assistants;  Messrs.  Paul  Williams  and  John  C. 
DeWolfe,  attendants;  Edward  Teichler,  Ray  E.  Shaffer,  and 
Christian  Bernsee,  pages. 

The  following  appointments  have  been  made:  Misses 
Margaret  Furness  and  Selma  Nachman,  senior  assistants;  Mrs. 
Alberta  M.  Whidden  and  Mr.  Hugo  Popper,  junior  assistants; 
Misses  Grace  D.  McMahon,  Edith  Ashmore  and  Clara  B. 
Touzalin,  temporary  junior  assistants;  Messrs.  Edward  W. 
Westland,  Charles  V.  Stewart,  and  Clarence  J.  Griggs,  attend- 
ants; Christian  Bernsee,  Harold  Sheddy,  and  Ferdinand  Bauer, 
pages.

ON   SITE 

To  THE  Board  OF  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library 

Gentlewen: —  Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  in  accord 
ance  with  the  suggestions  of  Counsel  for  the  Library,  the  Li 
brarian,  and  Messrs.  Shepley,  Rutan  &  Coolidge,  architects,  you 
Committee  authorized  the  Secretary  to  advise  the  South  Pari 
Commissioners  that  the  height  of  any  building  hereafter  erecte< 
by  the  Library  pursuant  to  the  permission  heretofore  granted  b} 
the  ordinance  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  passed  February 
15,  1905,  would  be  limited  in  height  not  to  exceed  one  hundrec 
(100)  feet  from  the  present  grade  and  level  of  the  east  line  of  th< 
east  sidewalk  of  Michigan  Avenue,  opposite  that  part  of  Grant 
Park  upon  which  the  Library  building  will  be  located,  and  to  re- 
quest the  South  Park  Commissioners  to  amend  the  ordinance  o\ 
February  15,  1905,  accordingly ;  and  that  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  your  committee,  the  Secretary  of  the  Library  de- 
livered to  the  South  Park  Commissioners  on  January  5,  1910 
the  following  letter:

To  The  South  Park  Commissioners, 

Dear  Sirs: — On  behalf  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  I  beg 
to  advise  you  that  the  height  of  any  building  hereafter  erected 
by  the  Library  pursuant  to  the  permission  heretofore  granted  by 
the  ordinance  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  passed  Febru- 
ary 15,  1905,  entitled:  **An  Ordinance  concerning  The  John 
Crerar  Library,'*  will  be  limited  in  height  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  from  the  present  grade  and  level  of  the  east 
line  of  the  east  sidewalk  of  Michigan  Avenue,  opposite  that 
part  of  Grant  Park  upon  which  the  Library  building  will  be  lo- 
cated, and  that  the  Library  requests  the  South  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  amend  the  said  ordinance  of  February  15,  1905, 
accordingly.

east  sidewalk  of  Michigan  Avenue,  as  above  stated;  a  certified 
copy  of  which  ordinance  is  filed  herewith. 

The  South  Park  Commissioners  on  the  same  date  also 
passed  an  ordinance  entitled:  **An  Ordinance  to  provide  for 
acquiring  by  condemnation  proceedings  all  rights  and  easements 
in  Grant  Park  requisite  for  the  construction  of  The  John  Crerar 
Library  therein*';  this  ordinance  was  passed  in  accordance  with 
the  request  of  the  Library,  heretofore  delivered  to  the  South 
Park  Commissioners;  a  certified  copy  of  which  ordinance  is  filed 
herewith. 

The  South  Park  Commissioners  on  the  same  date  also  passed 
an  ordinance  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  South  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  negotiate  and  endeavor  to  agree  with  the  parties  in 
interest  as  to  compensation  to  be  paid  them  for  the  easement  in 
question;  a  certified  copy  of  which  ordinance  is  filed  herewith. 

In  accordance  with  said  last  mentioned  ordinance  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  South  Park  Commissioners  is  now  endeavoring  to 
negotiate  and  agree  with  A.  Montgomery  Ward,  Montgomery 
Ward  &  Company,  and  certain  other  abutting  property  holders, 
in  reference  to  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  easement  in 
question ;  and  in  event  of  the  failure  of  the  South  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  negotiate  and  agree  with  such  owners,  or  any  of  them, 
in  reference  to  such  condemnation,  a  suit  or  suits  to  condemn 
the  easement  in  question  will  be  filed  by  the  South  Park  Com- 
missioners, in  behalf  of  the  Library. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  a  resolution  be  passed 
authorizing  the  acceptance  of  the  ordinance  passed  by  the 
South  Park  Commissioners  on  January  5,  1910,  amending  the 
ordinance  of  February  15,  1905.

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library 
has  advised  the  South  Park  Commissioners  of  its  determination 
to  limit  to  one  hundred  (100)  feet  the  height  of  whatever  building 
should  be  hereafter  erected  by  said  John  Crerar  Library,  pursu- 
ant to  the  permission  heretofore  granted  by  the  ordinance  of  the 
South  Park  Commissioners,  passed  February  15,  1905,  entitled, 
**An  Ordinance  concerning  The  John  Crerar  Library,"  and  has 
requested  the  South  Park  Commissioners  to  amend  said  ordi- 
nance accordingly: 

Now,  Therefore,  be  it  Ordained   by  the  South  Park 
Commissioners: 

Section  i.  That  Section  i  of  the  ordinance  of  the  South 
Park  Commissioners  entitled  '*An  Ordinance  concerningThe  John 
Crerar  Library  **  passed  February  15,  1905,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

**  Section  i.  That  permission  and  authority  be,  and  the

part  of  Grant  Park  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of 
Madison  Street  extended  east,  on  the  east  by  the  right-of-way 
of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  on  the  south  by  the  north  line 
of  Monroe  Street  extended  east,  and  on  the  west  by  the  east 
line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  the  height  of  no  part  of  such  building 
to  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  feet  from  the  present  grade  and 
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level  of  the  east  line  of  the  east  sidewalk  of  Michigan  Aveni 
opposite  that  part  of  Grant  Park  above  referred  to,  the  gener 
style  of  said  building  to  be  classical  and  the  approximate  co 
thereof  to  be  one  million  dollars."

CONDEMNATION   PROCEEDINGS   ALL   RIGHTS 
AND     EASEMENTS     IN     GRANT     PARK 
REQUISITE    FOR  THE   CONSTRUC- 
TION OF  THE  JOHN  CRERAR 
LIBRARY  THEREIN 

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  entitled  **An  Act  concerning  free  public  libraries  in  pub- 
lic parks/*  approved  May  14,  1903,  in  force  July  i,  1903,  au- 
thority was  vested  in  the  corporate  authorities  of  cities  and  park 
districts,  or  any  board  of  park  commissioners,  having  the  control 
or  supervision  of  any  public  park  or  parks,  to  permit  any  free 
public  library,  organized  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  **  An  Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establish- 
ment of  free  public  libraries  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  this 
state,* 'approved  June  17,  1891,  in  force  July  i,  1891,  to  erect 
and  maintain  at  its  own  expense  its  library  building  within  any 
public  park  then  or  thereafter  under  the  control  or  supervision 
of  such  city,  park  district,  or  board  of  park  commissioners,  and 
to  contract  with  any  such  free  public  library  relative  to  the  erec- 
tion, maintenance,  and  administration  thereof;  and 

WhefeaSy  the  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  a  free 
public  library  organized  under  the  terms  and  provisions'of  said 
last  mentioned  Act,  did  on,  to  wit:  the  2ist  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1904,  make  request  in  writing  of  the  South  Park  Com- 
missioners for  permission  to  erect  a  free  public  library  on  that 
part  of  Grant  Park  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of 
Madison  Street  extended  east,  on  the  east  by  the  right-of-way 
of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  on  the  south  by  the 
north  line  of  Monroe  Street  extended  east,  and  on  the  west  by 
the  east  line  of  Michigan  Avenue,  said  Grant  Park  being  one  of 
the  public  parks  then  and  now  under  the  control  and  supervis- 
ion of  said  South  Park  Commissioners,  the  general  style  of  said 
building  to  be  classical  and  the  approximate  cost  thereof  to  be 
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$1,000,000.00;  whereupon  the  said  South  Park  Commissioners 
submitted  the  question  of  granting  such  request  to  the  legal 
voters  of  the  towns  of  South  Chicago,  Hyde  Park,  and  Lake, 
being  the  legal  voters  of  the  park  district  under  the  control, 
supervision,  and  jurisdiction  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners, 
at  the  next  municipal  election  thereafter  ensuing,  at  which  said 
election  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting  upon  said  question 
voted  affirmatively  in  favor  of  the  granting  by  the  said  South 
Park  Commissioners  of  the  aforesaid  request;  and 

Whereas,  the  South  Park  Commissioners  after  the  said  elec- 
tion by  ordinance  duly  passed  on  February  15.  1905,  granted 
permission  and  authority  to  the  said  John  Crerar  Library,  a  free 
public  library  organized  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said 
last  mentioned  act,  to  erect  and  maintain,  at  its  own  expense,  its 
library  building  and  to  maintain  therein  its  library,  on  that  part 
of  said  Grant  Park  above  mentioned,  in  and  by  which  said  ordi- 
nance it  was  ordained  that  the  west  front  of  said  building  should 
be  on  a  line  with  the  west  front  of  the  Art  Institute,  and  that 
the  north  and  south  walls  of  said  building  should  be,  as  near  as 
practical,  equidistant  from  the  south  line  of  Madison  Street 
extended  east  and  the  north  line  of  Monroe  Street  extended 
east,  respectively,  leaving  an  open  space  of  not  less  than  forty 
(40)  feet  in  width  between  the  north  line  of  said  building  and  the 
south  line  of  Madison  Street  extended  east,  and  a  like  space 
between  the  south  line  of  said  building  and  the  north  line  of 
Monroe  Street  extended  east,  and  that  the  east  wall  of  said 
building  should  be  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  feet  west  of  the  west 
line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company, 
leaving  an  open  and  clear  space  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  in  width  for  an  alley  or  roadway;  that  all  necessary  addi- 
tions, extensions,  or  improvements  might  be  made  to  said  build- 
ing at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  directors  of  said  library, 
provided  however,  that  no  addition,  extension,  or  improvement 
should  be  made  west  of  the  present  west  line  of  the  Art  Institute , 
or  nearer  than  forty  {40)  feet  to  the  south  line  of  Madison  Street 
extended  east,  or  nearer  than  forty  (40)  feet  to  the  north  line  of 
Monroe  Street  extended  east,  and  provided  also,  that  an  alley 
or  roadway,  running  north  and  south  through  said  premises  and 
not  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in  width,  should  be  left  next 
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to  and  adjoining  the  right-of-way  of  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road ;  that  the  general  style  of  said  building  should  be  classical 
and  the  approximate  cost  thereof  be  $1,000,000.00;  that  said 
building  should  forever  be  maintained  as  a  free  public  library; 
that  no  other  building  of  any  kind  should  be  built  upon  said 
premises  or  any  part  thereof,  and  that  the  plant  for  heating  and 
lighting  said  building  should  be  operated  so  as  not  to  cause  or 
create  a  nuisance  by  the  escape  of  gases  or  smoke;  which  said 
ordinance  was  duly  accepted  by  said  John  Crerar  Library  on,  to 
wit:  February  28,  1905,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  its  Board 
of  Directors  duly  passed  on,  to  wit :  February  23,  1905  ;  which  said 
ordinance  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference  with  like  effect  as 
though  the  same  were  herein  set  out  in  full;  and 

W/iereaSf  said  ordinance,  at  the  request  of  The  John  Crerar 
Library,  was  heretofore,  on,  to  wit:  the  5th  day  of  January,  A. 
D.  19 10,  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  height  of  no  part  of 
such  library  building  should  be  in  excess  of  one  hundred  (lOO) 
feet  from  the  grade  and  level  of  the  east  line  of  the  east  sidewalk 
of  Michigan  Avenue  opposite  that  portion  of  Grant  Park  herein- 
above referred  to ;  which  said  amendatory  ordinance  is  also  made 
a  part  hereof  by  reference  with  like  effect  as  though  the  same 
were  herein  set  out  in  full:  and 

Whereas^  there  exist  certain  'private  rights,  easements, 
interests,  and  property  in  said  Grant  Park  to  have  the  same 
remain  open,  vacant,  and  free  from  buildings,  which  rights  would 
be  interfered  with  by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  such  li- 
brary building;  and 

WhereaSy  in  and  by  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  it  was 
provided  as  follows: 

**If  any  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  lots 
abutting  or  fronting  on  any  such  park,  or  adjacent 
thereto,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  have  any 
right,  easement,  interest  or  property  in  such  pub- 
lic park  appurtenant  to  their  lands  or  lots,  or 
otherwise,  which  would  be  interfered  with  by  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  any  free  public  li- 
brary building,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any 
right  to  have  such  public  park,  or  any  part  there- 
of, remain  open  and  vacant,  and  free  from  any 
buildings,  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  or 
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fourteen  (14)  east  of  the  Third  (3d)  Principal  Meridian  in  the 
County  of  Cook  and  State  of  Illinois,  appurtenant  to  said  lots  or 
otherwise. 

Section  2.  That  the  President  of  the  South  Park  Commis- 
sioners be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  petition  or  petitions 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  Cook  County,  Illinois, 
in  the  name  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners,  for  the  condem- 
nation of  such  rights,  casements,  interests,  and  property,  pray- 
ing that  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  or  in  respect  of  such 
rights,  easements,  interests,  and  property  sought  to  be  acquired 
and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned,  be  ascer- 
tained and  assessed  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Illinois  entitled,  **An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain,*'  approved  April  10, 
1872,  in  force  July  I,  1872,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof.
